Whereas, many agencies in practically every city and town in 
our State are seeking to find employment for a vast army of peo- 
ple in order that they might earn enough money with which to feed 
and clothe themselves and their families; and 

Whereas, the House of Representatives employs a large num- 
ber of helpers in the persons of clerks, stenographers, pages, mes- 
sengers and other clerical assistants, and at a per diem salary suf- 
ficient to aid considerably in these unprecedented times; and 

Whereas, in the organization of the House of Representatives 
of Alabama in the past, many positions connected with the work of 
the House of Representatives have been given to those who did 
not in reality actually need the pay and the salary which attended 
these positions; and 

Whereas, no such economic conditions have ever faced the peo- 
ple of Alabama as now exist throughout this State, therefore, 

- Be it resolved by the House of Representatives of the State 
of Alabama that it is the sense of the members of this body that 
positions of clerks, stenographers, pages, messengers and all other 
positions of like nature be given to those persons who most need 
the pay and the remuneration connected with these positions and, 
Resolved further that the Speaker ot the House of Representatives 
of Alabama and all other persons having authority to hire any and 
all such assistants are hereby requested insofar as may be con- 
sistent with competency and efficiency employ only those persons 
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in the organization of the House of Representatives of Alabama 
who are out of employment or whose families are in need. 

Be it further resolved that the man or woman, boy, or girl, who 
are not actually in need of these emoluments, connected with these 
various positions, who have not, or do not feel or suffer, from the 
cruel hand of poverty, would, and should have their names written 
in the hall of fame, by withdrawing their application, in favor of 
one of these unfortunates.

- RESOLUTIONS. 


The following resolutions were introduced: 
By Mr. Sossaman: 

H. J. R. 8 Be it resolved by the House of Representatives, 
the Senate concurring, that: 

1. A joint special committee from the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the Alabama Legislature is hereby created to 
consist of three members from the Senate to be appointed by the 
Presiding Officer of the Senate and six members from the House 
to be appointed by the Speaker of the House, to be known as “Joint 
Committee on Transportation Problems”, 
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2. It shall be the duty of the committee to investigate the 
destructive transportation conditions in the State of Alabama. 

3. This committee shall have power to summons witnesses 
and call for books and papers and shall receive from the Public 
Service Commission and the Attorney General such assistance as 
they may require in their investigations; and said committee shall 
do and perform such other acts as may be necessary to a full, com- 
plete and detailed study of the subject herein referred to. 

4, This committee is hereby authorized to appoint a clerk at 
a salary to be fixed by the committee and this committee shall be 
allowed postage, stationery and such other reasonable expenses as 
may be incurred by them. 

5. This committee shall report its findings and recommenda- 
tions to the Legislature as soon as practicable. 

And the resolution was referred to the Standing Committee on 
Rules. 

By Mr. Stokes: 

H. J. R. 9. Resolved by the House, the Senate concurring, 
that a joint committee of seven, consisting of three members from 
the House, two from the Senate to be appointed by the presiding of- 
ficers of each House, and two to be appointed by the Governor 
elect, B. M. Miller, be raised for the purpose of investigating the 
receipts and expenditures of each Department of the State during 
the four preceding fiscal years, and its present financial condition, 
together with the floating and bonded indebtedness, including out- 
standing warrants, of the State, and to make such recommenda- 
tions to the Legislature as to the financial needs of the present 
together with the possible requirements in the future to the end 
that the State Government will be placed upon a substantial and 
financially sound basis. 

Resolved further, That such committee make report to the 
Legislature as soon as they have completed their investigations and 
that no appropriation bill be passed by the Legislature until this 
Committee has made its report. 

Resolved further, That such committee be empowered to employ 
whatever accountants and clerical assistants it deems necessary to 
aid in such investigation, and it shall have authority to fix the 
compensation of such assistants and the said compensation shall be 
paid out of the State Treasury in the same manner the clerks of 
the Legislature are paid.

GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


To the Legislature of Alabama: 

Gentlemen: There was Divine guidance of those who made the 
Constitutions and molded the customs of our God-fearing people. 

Our Constitutional Mandate requires of each designee for public 
office that as the means of induction into his official stewardship 
he must, under solemn oath, enter into a covenant with his people 
to support their Constitutions and “to faithfully and honestly dis- 
charge the duties of the office”; to which both the help and witness 
of Almighty God is reverently asked. Lest this Constitutional 
Mandate be complied with in a perfunctory lip-service way the 
fixed custom of our people makes “the taking of the oath of office” 
the most formal official ceremony in the public life of our Country. 

Each of you who has just taken this oath knows that you hold 
your office because of the abiding faith in you that lies in the hearts 
of your people: a faith that you will faithfully and honestly repre- 
sent them. That faith made you the officer you are, it believes in 
you and trusts you. It believes that you have the head to know, 
or to find out, what is best; and it believes that you have the heart 
to do what is best. That faith trusts you out of its sight, stays at 
home attending to its duties there, leaving you unwatched, attending 
to your duties here. 

' There probably will be others who have not this faith in your 
head, who will be ever present to relieve you of the burden of 
doing your own thinking: others who have not this faith in your 
heart who will be ever present around voting time to see that your 
vote is delivered when it chances to be in line with their desires. 

I reverently pray for you as a body—a faith in Alabama’s people 
who sent you here, even as that people has had faith in you; and 
may it be a living, acting faith, for “faith without works is dead.” 
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Never in peace time have Alabama and America more needed 
faith and confidence and courage than now. 
Section 123 of our Constitution provides: 


“The Governor shall from time to time, give to the Legislature information of 
the state of Government, and recommend for its consideration such measures as 
he may deem expedient; and at the commencement of each regular session of the 
Legislature, and at the close of his term of office, he shall give information by 
written message of the condition of the State; and he shall account to the Legis- 
lature, as may be prescribed by law, for all moneys received and paid out by him 
or by his order; and at the commencement of each regular session he shall present 
to the Legislature estimates of the amount of money required to be raised by 
taxation for all purposes.” 


Pursuant to the above, I am causing to be laid before you the 
reports of the several Departments of the State which give you in 
detail and in accordance with law, the information specifically 
required and I am directing your attention to these reports. In 
addition thereto, I shall briefly refer to the more important matters 
that this and other sections of the Constitution and Law provide 
shall be brought to your attention. 

First, I wish to express in strongest possible terms my official 
and personal appreciation of the accomplishments of the last Leg- 
islature and of the loyalty, co-operative harmony and efficiency of 
the several Departments, whose reports are transmitted to you. I 
believe that it can be said of a truth that harmony and co-operation 
have been the watchwords of the State’s Government and its officers 
in the last quadrennium. ‘The last four years have been the founda- 
tion building quadrennium of Alabama. 

The State’s human resources have been conserved and developed 
by giving health, both moral and physical, and education of both 
head and hand to its people, thus raising their plane of life and 
increasing their earning power. They have been given transporta- 
tion by highways, bridges and docks, and as a result of these founda- 
tions more new major industries and more miles of railroad have 
come to us than in any other like period in a generation. Our 
waterway systems have been put in line for immediate development 
and we have every reason to feel assured that this great benefit will 
shortly be ours. The State has also made great advances in pro- 
viding for its abnormal, subnormal and under-privileged. 

The primary duty of the Executive Department of our Govern- 
ment is to see that all the laws as enacted by its Legislative Depart- 
ment and applied by its Judicial Department shall be faithfully 
executed uniformly upon all alike. I believe that the enforcement 
of law is an outstanding accomplishment of the administration. 

' There has been in the quadrennium only one lynching, and in 
this instance the victim was not in legal custody. Believing that in 
this case the Sheriff had not shown proper vigilance, a special term 
of the Circuit Court was ordered and a prompt resignation of the 
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Sheriff resulted. Not one has been taken from the custody of an 
officer. For this let me express the appreciation of Alabama to its 
every law officer. Upon every occasion of apparent danger local 
officials have been given aid, either of the State Law Enforcement 
officers, or Militia, or both, as the situation seemed to demand. But 
‘be it said to the credit of every local officer concerned, every 
situation was adequately handled by the local forces. 

To make vigorous enforcement of all laws more certain it has 
been the policy of the administration to strive diligently, first, to 
select Jury Commissioners who believe in law enforcement and, 
second, to let the sentence of the courts stand in major felonies with- 
out executive clemency. These policies have resulted in greatly 
increasing the number of convicts but the end desired, which is to 
prevent repetition of crime, is being attained. 


STATE PRISON INSPECTOR. 


The report of the State Prison Inspector shows a decline in jail 
commitments for the last year, and special attention is called to the 
fact that the homicide committals for last year were 644 as com- 
pared with 774 similar committals for the year previous. A reduc- 
tion of 180 homicides in one year establishes beyond peradventure 
the wisdom of the policy. 


STATE LAW ENFORCEMENT DEPARTMENT. 


I consider the State Law Enforcement Department one of the 
most necessary and efficient arms of our Government. This De- 
partment costs the State Treasury around $100,000.00 a year but 
since its organization it has been operated at a great profit. During 
each administration under which it has functioned, the cash fines 
resulting from its activities have greatly exceeded its cost. During 
the present quadrennium this expense has been around $400,000.00 
and the cash fines have been $519,000.00, a net profit of $119,000.00. 
So from the standpoint of the tax-payer, this Department is a money 
maker aside from its indispensable service in the enforcement of all 
the laws. 


PUBLIC HEALTH. 


In Public Health service Alabama leads her every sister State. 
We have all of our cities under all-time health service and have a 
greater proportion of our rural population under all-time health 
service than has any other State in the Union. We have materially 
added to other appropriations that make for the conservation and 
development of our human resources, but we have muitiplied the 
appropriations for Public Health. For the year ending September 
80, 1926, the State Appropriation for the Central Administration of 
this Department was $150,000.00. The current appropriation for 
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that purpose is $539,383.00. Appropriations for County work which 
are matched by the counties has gone from $55,000.00 for the year 
1926 to $130,000.00 for the last year. 

The results obtained by this Department are most creditable 
indeed. A few weeks ago it furnished me figures for use in an 
address to the National Hospital Convention of America, taken from 
Vital Statistics of the Bureau of Census which shows that there 
were only two States in the Union that had as low or lower negro 
death rate than Alabama and only five States in the Union that had 
a lower white death rate than Alabama. Each of the five are West 
of the Mississippi. Surely there will be no backward step in this 
great work. 

I recommend to your favorable’ consideration the plan of the 
State Health Officer to provide sanitoria for the tuberculous oper- 
ated by contiguous counties with State aid, under the supervision 
of the State Health Department. 


EDUCATION. 


In education we have progressed all along the line. At the 
beginning of the last Session a $600,000.00 appropriation was made 
to bring the terms of rural schools up to a minimum of seven months 
and since that time, as a rule, this minimum has been maintained. 
The following table furnished by the Department of Education 
shows the progress of the State in this line:

AVERAGE SCHOOL TERM. 


During the Six Years from 1924 to 1930 the Average School 
Term for All Children in the Public Schools of Alabama Increased 
17 days, from 133 days to 150 days. The Term for Elementary 
Grades Increased from 130 days to 145 days, or 15 days during this 
period, which the High School Increased 5 days, from 165 to 170. 

Our High Schools, District Agricultural Schools, Teachers’ Col- 
leges and Higher Institutions of Learning have been improved and 
advanced in equal pace with our Elementary Schools. Every one is 
as necessary as any one. 

The great increase in appropriations for this quadrennium has 
brought the expected result. At a meeting of the National Educa- 
tional Association held at Boston, Alabama was reported as leading 
all of the States in educational progress. We must remember that 
great as is our progress we have not yet reached our deserved place 
at the top in actual attainment. We must “Keep on keeping on.” 

The natural growth in the number, the extension of the terms, 
the greater attendance, and the expenses of consolidation have all 
increased to the point where our present appropriations are far 
short of our necessities. Alabama will not be true to herself and 
her own if she does not meet these needs and maintain this progress. 
I approve the recommendations of the State Superintendent of 
Education looking to the accomplishment of this end. 


SCHOOL TEXT BOOKS. 
I said to the Special Session of the last Legislature: 


“T desire to direct your attention to the cost of our school books, and to ask 
that you raise a joint committee to investigate this matter. I have had made a 
study of the cost of the basal textbooks of the seven primary grades, the investiga- 
tion including the States of North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, and Tennessee. This study discloses the name 
and cost of every basal textbook in every primary grade in every one of these 
States. There is a greater number of such basal textbeoks used in primary grades, 
in Alabama than in any of the other States named, there being approximately 46% 
more in use in Alabama than is the average of these other States. Furthermore, 
the cost of these basal texts for primary grades in Alabama is greatly in excess 
of the cost in any of. the other States named. This cost in Alabama aggregates 
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approximately 158% of the average cost in the other named States. This situation 
is serious, and, I think, justifies the raising of the joint committee which I have 
suggested. Iam glad to assure you that the incoming Superintendent of Education 
is not only willing but anxious to co-operate with us to the end that this textbook 
expense be lessened.” 


The Legislature did all that was necessary in the premises and 
the desired end has been accomplished. This was made clear by a 
report compiled by the former Superintendent of Education, Tid- 
well, which shows: That the initial cost of textbooks for the six 
grammar grades was reduced from $40.20 per child to $26.89. This 
has saved Alabama parents many millions. 

There was also a reduction in the higher grades, but not so great. 
I have not the exact figures. 


INSANE HOSPITALS AND FEEBLE MINDED INSTITUTIONS. 


The State has greatly enlarged its provision for insane and feeble 
minded. During the quadrennium there has been completed a 
dormitory at Mt. Vernon, designed for 225 beds, a light dormitory 
at Tuscaloosa for over 200 beds, there has been acquired some 3,000 
acres of farm land at Tuscaloosa where the farm colony accommo- 
dates about 200, and there has been a practical doubling of the plant 
for feeble minded. Attention might also be directed to the fact 
that a complete automatic fire sprinkler system at a cost of about 
$120,000.00 has been installed at Bryce Hospital to protect not only 
the building but primarily the inmates against possible holocaust. 

The extent of these increased provisions is definitely shown by 
the growth in the number of State or indigent patients in these 
institutions. On September 30, 1926, there were 3,084 insane 
patients; on September 30, 1930, there were 3,776 insane patients 
or an increase of 692. On September 30, 1926 there were 283 feeble 
minded patients and on September 30, 1930 there were 507 feeble 
minded patients, an increase of 224. Compiling the figures on Sep- 
tember 30, 1926, there was a total of 3,367, on September 30, 1930, 
a total of 4,283, or an increase in four years of 916, which is over 
27% increase. In this time the population of the State increased 
probably 5%, showing that our provision during this quadrennium 
for the insane and feeble minded has grown five times as fast as 
our population has grown. But there is still need of further pro- 
vision, for both. 

I would recommend that such enlargement of plant as is desired 
by the Legislature be specifically authorized and provided for rather 
than be taken out of the Maintenance Funds, made larger than 
maintenance purposes require in order to meet indirectly these 
needs. 

I would further recommend that the interest of the people be 
further safe-guarded in the matter of the support of State patients, 
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who have in fact estates of their own. It is not fair to the tax- 
payers to provide the creature necessities of these patients who have 
property and leave the property for the inheritance of relatives who 
failed to make provisions for these necessities. Let me here say 
that I believe this same principle should apply to all of the inmates 
of eleemosynary institutions for instance, the State pays for each 
inmate of the Blind Institution $300 per year for a session of about 
eight or nine months. Some of these unfortunates are the children 
of wealthy men, and it is not right for the tax-payers to furnish the 
food for the child of a wealthy parent because of the child’s mis- 
fortune. The State does its part in furnishing the experts who 
instruct and train but should go no further. 


DEAF AND BLIND INSTITUTE. 


The last Legislature appropriated $300,000.00 for the exten- 
sion of the fiscal plant of these Institutions. I do not believe any 
major increases of this plant will be necessary for some years. 

These Institutions are doing great work efficiently, and have 
made marked improvement, especially in attention to health and 
exercise. It is an inspiration to see the play of mute football 
teams and blind basket ball teams, and to note the physical health 
and buoyancy of spirit that have resulted. 


BOYS’ SCHOOL. 


The plant of this Institution has been enlarged but it still needs 
a good hospital. Its work is most excellent. 


GIRLS’ SCHOOL. 


The plant of this Institution has been enlarged. It owns con- 
siderable properties where its former plant was located, which we 
felt should not be sold at this time, but with this resource at its 
disposal, it will probably need no further provisions for plant ex- 
tension. Every effort is being made to rehabilitate its inmates 
and fit them for self-support in normal life. The difficulties in- 
volved are baffling but it is thought that there has been marked 
improvement along these lines in recent years. 


NEGRO REFORM SCHOOL. 


The State’s Negro Reform School has doubled its land holdings, 
having now over 2,000 acres, and has all it needs in land and equip- 
ment. It is performing its mission well. This school is for boys 
only. I recommend to your favorable consideration similar pro- 
visions for derelict negro girls. 
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ALABAMA INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT BOARD. 


I consider the creation of Alabama Industrial Development 
Board one of the outstanding accomplishments of the last Legis- 
lature. Heretofore this field of activity has been neglected by 
our State Government. This Board, composed as it is of out- 
standing industrialists of our country, has done, is doing and will 
doubtless continue to do as much constructive work for the up- 
building of our whole State as any other Governmental body. I 
do not believe that any other appropriation of like amount made 
by the State is doing so much for the combined financial, com- 
mercial, industrial and agricultural betterment of the whole State. 


STATE DOCKS. 


Our State Docks have been completed, while not large enough 
to meet our needs, it is as complete as is any plant of its kind and 
size. The payment of interest on its bonds has been a burden 
upon the General Fund of the State, the amount being $630,620.53. 
There is every prospect that this burden will continually and 
rapidly lessen, but we should remember that our plant was built 
for the business of the State rather than for its profit. It is get- 
ting us the business and “having put our hand to the plow there 
can be no turning back.” 


TOLL BRIDGES. 


Our Toll Bridge undertaking is a success. The last one will 
soon be completed. At the time these bridges were being located 
parties most interested in each, clamored for the location under 
the plan providing tolls. Having asked for and gotten the bridge 
located under the toll plan, it is too late now to ask that the tolls 
be remitted. We cannot eat our apple and have it. There being 
no specific provision of law for the printing of the report of this 
corporation, for your information I have caused it to be mimeo- 
graphed and placed on your desks. 


VETERANS’ BUREAU. 


The Veterans’ Bureau organized by the last Legislature is 
functioning well, is of great benefit to the service men of the State 
and is instrumental in bringing into the State a great deal of 
money by its expediting the claims of these service men. 


STATE PROPERTIES. 


Permit me to call your attention to the excellent physical con- 
dition of all of the State properties, including the Capitol. We 
have endeavored to keep every State property in as clean, ship- 
shape, condition as any military post is kept by the Army.

REALTY BOARD. 


The Realty Board organized by the last Legislature is efficient- 
ly performing a much needed function. It is helping realtors to 
enforce their highest ethics and protecting them and the commu- 


nity against irresponsible and unscrupulous dealers. 
MUSCLE SHOALS COMMISSION. 


The Muscle Shoals Commission organized by the last Legis- 
lature was not successful in all of its undertakings but it resulted 
in profit to the State. Its investigations revealed that about one 
hundred years ago a land grant was made from the National Gov- 
ernment to Alabama for transportation purposes and that there 
was still due to the State some nine thousand acres on this old 
grant. Following this up, we have received Government patents 
to 8,579 acres. This land is worth many times the total expenses 
of that Commission. 

The State has pending in the Supreme Court of the United 
States a suit seeking to recover the Kilowatt Tax on the electric 
current manufactured and sold at Wilson Dam. The amount in- 
volved is about $1,000,000. 


NATIONAL GUARD. 


Alabama’s National Guard is at the highest point of efficiency 
in its history. It has been operated at a reduced cost to the State 
and has brought into the State from Federal sources increased 
funds. To it has been added a Naval Militia. It has rendered 
most efficient service every time that it has been called upon, es- 
pecially in the disastrous flood of March, 1929. 


STATE BOARD OF ADMINISTRATION. 


If there be one Department that is indispensable to a business- 
like administration of the State’s affairs that Department is the 
State Board of Administration. Its handling of the State’s busi- 
ness has been most efficient and satisfactory and the ability, 
energy and faithfulness of the members are greatly appreciated. 
The detail report of this Department is worthy of your careful 
consideration. The changes in our convict lease system involved 
large capital outlays to provide the means for convict employ- 
ment. 

The new farm penitentiary in Escambia County known as 
Moffett Farm embraces more than 8,000 acres and is doubtless 
the finest. farm in the State. This was acquired as cut-over land 
which cost only $15.85 per acre, but that was only a smail pro- 
portion of its ultimate cost. Upon it was put the labor of over 
500 convicts for more than a year clearing, stumping, ditching, 
fencing and building a complete penitentiary, four miles of con- 
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necting railroad, a refrigerating plant, canning plant, etc. This 
labor cost the Department far more than its upkeep and support. 
The costs incident to its conviction are large items. This outlay 
has exceeded $600,000.00, but it is now a source of income and 
profit and is believed to be worth at least three quarters of a mil- 
lion dollars. 


A tag mill built at Kilby costing $95,000.00 is now netting 
over $20,000.00 a year. New machinery installed in Speigner cot- 
ton mill cost around $100,000.00. This is now a source of in- 
creased revenue. It was necessary to build a new dormitory at 
Speigner for the cotton mills went on both day and night shifts 
when convicts were taken out of the mines and except Sundays, 
holidays and meal time, run all the time. 


White youths under twenty years of age have been separated 
from the older and hardened criminals. To accomplish this seg- 
regation a male department of the garment factory of Wetumpka, 
in which factory, females are also worked, has been built and 
equipped. The tubercular hospital has been improved but is still 
inadequate and should be completely renovated. Seventeen road 
camps have been equipped at a cost of about one and a quarter 
million dollars. Road equipment is very costly. The Gasoline 
Act provided that this equipment might be bought with gasoline 
funds but this cost has been charged back to the Convict Depart- 
ment and is being worked out by it. This balance charged to the 
Convict Department and credited to the Highway Department 
was as of October Ist, last around $650,000,000. It is now due 
to be credited with estimates for last month’s work and is entitled 
to credit for the earnings in this month. This credit should re- 
duce this balance by about half. These capital out-lays of around 
$2,000,000.00 will not have to be made again. The State owns 
and has paid for this property and is now using it as a source of 
income as well as a means of convict employment. 

Our road camps are the best. Permit me to quote from the 
1929 report of the “National Society of Penal Information, Incor- 
porated” upon Alabama’s road camps as follows: 


“The road camps of the State are the best in equipment, arrangement and 
management found in any of the States using this method of employing prisoners 
to any considerable extent. The authorities seem to have used the best features 
found in the camps of other States and eliminated most of the objectionable ones. 
The number of men in State road camps is not as large as in some other States but 
the Alabama camps are unquestionably the best.” 


Road building with convicts, especially heavy earth work, is a 
success as is much other routine heavy manual labor undertaken. 
Our Convict road building has been at a small profit, the pur- 
pose having been to get much road work done not to get much 
money out of the Highway Department into the Convict Depart- 
ment. The work has been done cheaper than it could have been 
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done by private contractors; witness how much lower Convict 
Department bids have been than have been the bids of private con- 
tractors when they have competed. 

On the first day of this month this Department had contracts 
with the Highway Department on State Projects, the uncom- 
pleted portion of which is estimated by the Highway Department 
to aggregate $1,255,923.77. Of this amount $27,843.37 is for cul- 
verts and bridges, the remainder being for grading, draining and 
surfacing in which the labor element is almost the entire cost. 

On January 1st, this Department had uncompleted contracts 
with the Highway Department on Federal Aid projects which 
amounted in the aggregate to $2,662,965.85, of which the Federal 
Aid portion to be paid by the Government is $1,331,482.90. In 
addition to Federal Aid, counties obligated themselves to pay 
$299,936.43. On this there has been already collected $186,308.70 
of Federal Aid, whereas the amount that has been paid by the 
State is $315,944.22. The net balance of the State’s obligation is 
$908,045.65. 

It will thus seem that the Department is enabling us in ex- 
change for convict labor to secure one half of the estimated cost 
in Federal Aid and a large part of the other half in contributions 
from the counties. 

The Department works approximately one-third of its men in 
farming, one-third in manufacturing and one-third in road work. 
The farming portion largely feeds all and produces between one- 
third and one-fourth as much cotton as the mills spin. It is worthy 
of note that the State’s cotton mills have continuously run day 
and night at a profit while nearly all other mills have cut to very 
short time. In this connection, permit me to say that there is 
unnecessary apprehension of the effect of the Act of Congress, ef- 
fective three years hence, regulating domestic sales of convict- 
made goods. So long as privately owned American mills can 
profitably sell in foreign markets, especially Asia and Latin Amer- 
ica, the State’s Convict Mills can surely do likewise. 

During the administration electrocution has superseded hang- 
ing. This humane step should not be retraced. 

In the first few weeks of the administration there was a small 
riot in a part of Kilby. This resulted from disciplinary measures 
to stop doping and from a very necessary separation of inmates. 
With this single exception mass discipline has been perfect. In- 
dividual discipline has been good in the great majority of cases 
and health has been uniformly excellent. 

Every Christmas the several wardens have granted holiday 
paroles of about two weeks to approximately 8% of their felony 
case population as reward of good conduct. The results from 
this practice have been gratifying. 
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CHILD WELFARE DEPARTMENT. 


The responsibility of the State of Alabama, as a common- 
wealth, toward its disadvantaged children has been generally rec- 
ognized. Nevertheless, much remains to be done if all children 

. are to be given opportunities for development into self-sustaining 
citizenship. 

The State Child Welfare Department, established in 1919, has 
made notable progress in the last decade, progress which has at- 
tracted the attention of every state in the Union. Through definite 
cooperation with the school system of the state, the State Child 
Labor Law has been administered and thousands of children have 
thereby gained the minimum standards of education prescribed by 
law and through cooperation with the State Department of Health, 
children with physical defects have been saved from exploitation; 
better standards of child care in child-caring institutions have 
been promoted; through the Department’s division of direct care, 
hundreds of broken families have been rebuilt and thousands of 
children, deprived of their own home, have been received for care 
by the State Department and later placed in free or adoptive homes 
under the supervision of the Department. But by far the largest 
contribution of the Department to the state’s program of child 
care has been the creation of a state-wide plan so that it may al- 
most be said that the children in the remote hamlets of Alabama 
have equal opportunities with those living in the best organized 
cities to enjoy the provisions that the state makes for education, 
health, and happiness. County child welfare boards, authorized 
by the Legislature, have been established in sixty-three of the 
sixty-seven counties. No state in the Union has so many of its 
counties oganized for county child welfare work. No state has 
higher qualifications for its social workers. 

The Department has been built upon sound principles of gov- 
ernment. ‘There has never been a desire to establish at the Capitol 
a large centralized agency with arbitrary powers, but great effort 
has been expended toward developing county resources to meet 
county needs. 

The State Child Welfare Department by its direct service to 
individual children, by its supervision of child-caring agencies and 
institutions, by its organization of county units and its interpreta- 
tion to the people of the state the mighty need, the holy need, of 
preserving the state’s child life, deserves the further consideration 
of the Legislature and a greater opportunity for developing its pro- 
gram and projects. 

The following recommendations merit consideration at the 
hands of the Legislature: 

1. The development of additional social service in the various 
counties of the State, in order that they may increasingly assume 
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responsibilities best dealt with near at hand. This implies making 
available adequate funds for aid and an increased staff both in the 
State Child Welfare Department and in the counties. 

2 The enactment of legislation enabling counties to appro- 
priate money for public aid to dependent children in their own 
homes and provision for supplementary State funds. 

3. The development of facilities for temporary boarding home 
care of department children in their own communities, pending re- 
establishment of their own homes. 

4. Provision for social service as an integral part of institu- 
tional care of dependent children. 

5. The enactment of a new adoption law. 

6. The further development of a coordinated program for the 
prevention of delinquency. 

%. Consideration of the desirability of establishing child guid- 
ance clinic service which will reach all parts of the State. 

8. Development of more adequate facilities for the care of 
Negro children. 

9. Further provision for the training of social workers. 


ARCHIVES AND HISTORY. 


The Department of Archives and History has been functioning 
for the past thirty years and has grown in magnitude and in ability 
to serve the public commensurate with the years of its. existence. 
Under the present system of collecting and storing its present quar- 
ters are inadequate. Whether or not the present system should be 
maintained, of course, is addressed to you gentlemen of. the Legis- 
lature. If the present system is to be maintained this Department 
will need added space for its collection of records and other things, 
whose value is not to be measured. My attention is directed to the 
fact that part of the state property in the block just south of the 
Capitol grounds has been puchased by public subscription, together 
with state funds, and has been set apart for the erection of a hall of 
history, which should be a memorial to Alabamians in all the wars 
in which the State has participated. 

This Department serves as a general bureau of information, in 
addition to the services rendered through the archives and has 
proven an especial benefit to those seeking information concerning 
the history of the state not available otherwise. It seems to be 
desirable, in my judgment, that this Department should receive the 
liberal support of the Legislature, and, when funds are available, 
that. pepeevous be made for the erection of the proposed me- 
morial. 


EXAMINERS OF PUBLIC ACCOUNTS. 


_ This is most important arm of the State and County Govern- 
ment and this Department has functioned admirably during the 
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quadrennium, saving the state and county much of its revenue and 
bringing to light the improper use of its funds. The State cannot 
very well function without it. The Department should be increased, 
or made flexible, so that the Department may be increased and de- 
creased as conditions warrant. 


FORESTRY. 


This Department is enabled to be maintained under agreement 
with the Federal Government, which contributes a very large por- 
tion of the funds contingent upon the maintenance of specified 
standard. At the present time approximately twenty per-cent of 
the wage earners of the state make their living in the forest indus- 
try, or in the manufacture of forest products, and when we realize 
that two-thirds of the land survey of Alabama, approximately twen- 
ty-three million acres, is not suitable for agriculture, but is avail- 
able for the production of timber and other forest materials the 
promotion or continuous yield of forest products from such land, as 
a source of income to the owners and as a permanent supply of raw 
material for numerous industries is most important. This is a 
specific and technical task imposed upon this Department. The 
Department has fully and efficiently carried forward its various 
duties and has added much to the wealth of the state in obtaining 
title to Federal lands and the creation of the adoption of scientific 
principle by numerous land owners in the state. The cooperative 
field work carried on by the Department has greatly reduced the 
percentage of acreage swept by forest fire. The work of this De- 
partment has brought into the state additional manufacturing enter- 
prises, using forest products. This Department should be main- 
tained on a higher basis commensurate with the good that can be 
accomplished. 


INSURANCE. 


This Department has greatly grown in its work, not only as a 
protection to those who hold insurance policies whether fire or life, 
but as a revenue producer for the state. Your attention is directed 
to the report of the Department which clearly indicates efficient 
management of those in charge. 


MINE INSPECTION. 


Your attention is directed to the annual reports of the Chief 
Mine Inspector. These reports, together with the comments on 
conditions in Alabama made by the chairman interested in this 
particular work, indicates that much has been done to bring about 
efficiency in mine protection and mine inspection. ‘The present 
Board have been diligent and scientific in enforcing the mining 
laws and in seeing that proper protection has been granted to those 
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working in the mines. The mine operators have met the proper 
spirit and the result has been the very lowest rate of mine accidents 
in the history of the State. This is very gratifying. 


PRISON INSPECTION. 


This Department has functioned most efficiently and carefully 
and has been enabled to bring about highly desired improvement 
in the management of our jails and alms houses. This is one of the 
most essential Departments of the State as a conservator of the 
health and welfare of those unfortunately confined in our jails and 
alms houses. This Department has also been a check and aid in the 
matter of the food and its price paid by the State for prisoners con- 
fined in our jails. This Department should be maintained at the 
very highest standard. 


DEPARTMENT OF GAME AND FISHERIES. 


I call your especial attention to the work of the State Depart- 
ment of Game and Fisheries. During my administration, no De- 
partment of the state has functioned more efficiently and no De- 
partment has produced more satisfactory results. The conserva- 
tion of wild life is a reality in Alabama, and under the construc- 
tive policies of the Department we may rest assured that these im- 
portant resources will be preserved to posterity. 

In addition to this work, the Department has given the State 
some of its most desirable publicity during the past quadrennium, 
thus not only carrying out its own particular work, but also help- 
ing in the larger work which should be a part of the program, of 
every official—that of bringing Alabama to the favorable attention 
of the nation. 

The efficiency of this Department is at present handicapped 
only by inadequacy of the statutes under which it operates. The 
Commissioner, after detailed study, has prepared a set of recom- 
mendations for your attention. I have gone carefully over these 
recommendations and cordially commend them to your favorable 
consideration. 


TAX ON NATIONAL BANKS. 


Your especial attention is called to a recent Federal decision 
rendered by the District Court of the Middle District of Alabama, 
as effecting taxes levied by the state, the county and the city, 
upon the stocks of national banks. The effect of this decision is 
to deplete the revenues of the state, counties and cities and to place 
state banks at a great disadvantage in the burden of taxation. An 
appeal has been ordered taken in this case, but your attention is 
directed to it at this particular time that the necessary laws may 
be enacted to safeguard the situation. 
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BUSSES AND TRUCKS. 


Your attention is requested to the report of the Tax Commis- 
sion upon this subject matter, and I recommend further limitations 
upon the weight and size of trucks and busses used on our high- 
ways and that they be required to contribute more revenue to- 
wards the upkeep of these highways. 


CONFEDERATE PENSIONS. 


Under the Acts of the last Legislature Alabama makes better 
provision for Confederate Veterans in pensions,than does any 
other State. Here the rate is as high as is the highest with less 
limitations upon the eligibility of beneficiaries. Under those Acts 
the amount actually paid out by our State Treasury for pensions 
to Confederate Veterans and their widows during this administra- 
tion was increased by the amount of $3,730,056.00 over what it 
would have been under the old law. 

But for those increases in pensions our Treasury would be 
three and three quarter millions better off, which would pay all 
that we owe and leave a great surplus besides. 

Every Alabamian should be proud that she has been true to 
these who are her own in the hour of their passing. 

The Pension Commissioner reported that after these increases 
to the pensioners there was an immediate marked drop in the rate 
of their mortality. Surely the State’s provision of creature neces- 
sities came none too soon to her remnant of the “Thin Gray Line,” 
whose pride faced death from privation rather than disclose dis- 
tress. 

After the Revenue Bill had passed and appropriations adjusted 
to it had been made, the last Legislature and Governor joined in 
making the last pension increase, fully realizing and letting it be 
known of all that this increase, would put our Treasury behind 
temporarily, but only temporarily, for it would readjust itself 
soon. 

True this one-mill Veteran Tax has lacked a little over three 
million dollars of bringing in as much money as it has been neces- 
sary to pay out on pensions during this administration, which 
three million dollars has had to be paid out of the General 
Fund of the Treasury; this is changing fast. The income from 
the one mill tax is increasing steadily while the outgo to pensions 
is decreasing rapidly. 

In 1927-28, which was the first fiscal year in which the present 
Pension Law operated, the one mill tax lacked $1,165,930.95 of 
bringing in enough to pay the pensions, which lack had to be paid 
out of the General Fund. This year the two larger quarters of 
which have been paid already, the one mill tax will lack less than 
one-quarter of a million dollars of bringing in enough to pay the 
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pensions. If present rates stand, next year, which will be the first 
full fiscal year of the next administration, the income from the one 
mill tax will be in excess of the amount needed to pay all pensions 
and this excess will grow rapidly from year to year, thus soon re- 
paying into the General Fund this three million dollars which has 
been paid out of it. 

The following table shows results for the last three years: 
at 1926-27 is not shown for in it there were different 
rates.

The continued operation of the Soldiers Home at Mountain 
Creek as at present deserves your careful attention. The over- 
head is practically constant and the number of patients has be- 
come so reduced as makes the per capita cost exceedingly high. 
It may be that equal care or less expense can be found. 


STATE TRAINING SCHOOL. 


In its State Training School at Gadsden, the State has made a 
beginning towards providing manual training for its worthy boys. 
There are now about one hundred boys there. In this great field 
much work is needed. This institution is now under control of the 
State Board of Education and the information which you will 
probably wish upon it will be found in the report of the Depart- 
ment of Education. It should have your fostering care. 
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DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE AND INDUSTRIES. 


As in many other states, the agriculture of Alabama has suf- 
fered materially the past year from drought and the extremely 
low price of cotton. The value of farm products for 1930 is Fifty 
million dollars below that of .1929, and farmers will have great 
difficulty in meeting their obligations and at the same time carry- 
ing on in their usual manner during the coming season. A large 
portion of their indebtedness of 1930 will have to be carried over 
unpaid, and credit for 1931 will be difficult to obtain. Their ability 
to pay taxes on their assessed valuation is seriously impaired, and 
the legislature will do well to carefully consider this situation 
when casting about for sources of revenue. 

In the meantime the Board of Agriculture, through its execu- 
tive officer the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries, has 
functioned to the very best of its ability. It has taken the lead in 
meeting the emergency caused by the drought, and has presented 
to the Congress the needs for credit facilities. It has rendered 
efficient service under the Agricultural Code in the regulation of 
activities affecting agriculture. Throughout the past four years 
the new code of laws affecting agriculture has been found satis- 
factory as the basis of this service. 

The Board of Agriculture, at the proper time, will present to 
the Legislature some minor corrections and revisions to that code 
found desirable. These will be merely corrective and will require 
no. material amendments to the present laws. 

During the period beginning October 1, 1926, and ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1930, the Department of Agriculture and Industries 
has received in fees, licenses, and sales of permits the sum of 
$1,607,263.34. During the same period it has expended in its ac- 
tivities $1,242,260.01, leaving an unexpended balance of $365,003.33. 
Of the latter amount $175,046.48 reverted to the general fund of the 
state under the former law. Beginning with October, 1927, all 
moneys received by the Department became a revolving fund to its 
credit until used. On September 30, 1930, there was in the treasury 
to the credit of this fund $188,956.85. The Board estimates that its 
receipts for 1931 will be reduced by about 25 per cent. The Board, 
in preparation for this reduction, has so budgeted its expenditures 
as to reduce them by $50,000 for the current year. It appears that, 
with this reduction in expenditures, the present surplus will be re- 
duced by about $33,000, still leaving a comfortable balance for 
future operations without seriously impairing the service of the 
Department. Your attention is directed to the detailed report of 
this Department. 


HIGHWAYS. 


I submit with my full approval the following excerpts from the 
Quadrennial Report of the Alabama Highway Director: 
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“Since assuming the position as Alabama Highway Director the 
standard for highway construction has been raised by the Bureau 
of Roads. We have met all requifements of the Bureau and 
inaugurated many new methods that have gone far toward placing 
Alabama highway plans and specifications at the top in the United 
States. 

In 1926 we were about thirty on the list in regard to grade 
separations at railroad crossing. 1929 placed us on an equal foot- 
ing with the best. That is we are even with one and better than all 
other states in regard to grade separation for number of miles of 
roads built. 

The center joint in our paving, our bridge plans, our wide rights 
of way, strict adherence to good alignment—30 foot road bed in- 
stead of 26 and many other innovations have put Alabama’s roads 
on par with the best in the United States. 

So far as our present state system is concerned the house has 
almost been erected but it needs a roof. 

During the last four years Alabama roads have been built for 
less unit costs than those of any other state in the United States; 
and the overhead cost for the work accomplished has also been 
much less than that of other states. 

I am attaching hereto a comparative statement showing the 
number of miles of different types of road constructed and bridges 
constructed during my term of office.

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Your careful attention to the full detailed report of this Depart- 
ment is requested. 

From these reports it will be seen what has been accomplished 
and I desire to call your attention to what is in course of accom- 
plishment. These reports show that the net amount of the State’s 
obligation on all outstanding contracts of this department as of the 
first day of January, last, was $2,650,242.16. Of this amount 
$2,163,968.42 is on contracts with the State Board of Administra- 
tion, which involves the exchange of money from one department 
to the other, the major portion of which is discharged in convict 
labor. The average time that will be required for the completion 
of these contracts is estimated to be seven months. The total net 
State obligation of all outstanding contracts other than those with 
the State Board of Administration was only $486,275.74, $254,504.04 
being on Federal Aid projects. 

In a summary statement of the examination by the Public Ex- 
aminers of the Highway Department, which is included in the 
Report of that Department, will be found a table showing ex- 
penditures from both old and new bond funds, miscellaneous funds 
and gas funds, together with a total cost by counties. Please give 
this your careful study. It is made as of the close of the last fiscal 

ear. 
‘ Please note that those counties that did not receive their full 
quota under the first issue have been compensated by more than a 
corresponding excess under the second issue with a single excep- 
tion of Winston County, which lacked $18,869.57 of receiving its 
first quota, which is uncompensated. 

It will also be noted that of the second bond issue, Colbert 
County lacked $24,135.85, Lawrence lacked $48,915.19 and Winston 
lacked $4,819.19, or a total of $78,870.23, and that all other counties 
had received an excess. 

To take care of this $78,870.23 due the three counties out of 
the last Bond Issue and also the $18,869.57 due Winston County 
under the First Issue, or a total of $97,769.80, there is a balance 
of more than $400,000.00 in the Highway Bond Fund and quite a 
sum yet to be credited to that Fund out of Federal Aid when it 
shall have been collected. 

At the close of the fiscal year the combined balances of Auto 
License Fund and Gas Fund to the credit of the Highway Depart- 
ment showed an aggregate of $2,943,968.20, however, $1,052,000.00 
of this is only a book credit that has been carried some eight or 
ten years that ought to be written off by law. It happened in this 
way: When the first Road Bond Issue was submitted and a Tag 
Tax levied for its amortization, the tax was collected, but the 
bond issue was declared invalid by the Supreme Court. ‘There 
being no bonds to amortize this money made possible the building 
of Kilby Prison, one of the great constructive acts of that business

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Governor, whose name it bears. This was in all respects as legal 
as it was wise. 

Let me in this connection call your attention to the law under 
which it was done, which will be found on Page 31 of the Acts of 
the Special Session of the Legislature of 1909, one of the greatest 
constructive acts of Alabama’s Business Governor, Comer. This 
Act makes possible the practical operation of Alabama’s fiscal 
affairs without stopping appropriations until the State should have 
gotten a year ahead by the consolidation of funds except those 
regulated by the Constitution of the United States and the Acts 
of its Congress. 

This $1,052,000.00 collected from the Tag Tax for the invalid 
bonds has been continually carried as a book balance in the Tag 
Fund, while as a matter of fact it has not been in the Treasury as 
above explained during two administrations and it should be taken 
off because for all practical purposes that net balance of $2,943,- 
968.20 above referred to is really only $1,891,568.20. 

In the matter of matching Federal Aid, there has been con- 
siderable misunderstanding. Congress has authorized $1,660,000.00 
to reimburse Alabama for expenditures on Flood Relief. We have 
endeavored to secure this amount without matching but further 
effort on this line I now think useless. There has been collected 
on this sum $325,468.66. ‘There are vouchers in the hands of the 
Federal Bureau together with those awaiting formal approval by. 
the United States Secretary of Agriculture, for an additional 
amount of $161,723.51, leaving a balance of $1,131,307.83, after de- 
ducting $41,500.00 estimated Federal expense which will be neces- 
sary to match or secure an extension of time beyond June 30th, 
next, through our delegation in Washington. It is not thought 
that this will be difficult. As to the regular Federal Aid, we are 
ahead instead of behind on matching it, this having been possible 
by the Federal authorities having authorized the anticipation of 
these appropriations. The Department reports that if no addi- 
tional contracts were awarded none of the Federal Aid funds al- 
lotted to Alabama would lapse before July 1, 1933. The issue of 
contracts advertised for the 14th inst., of approximately $1,700,- 
000.00 all of which are Federal Aid projects, will further reduce 
Alabama’s allotted quota. For exact figures on this matter you 
will refer to the Highway Department’s report. 

I believe that another road bond amendment should be sub- 
mitted to the people and that it should be ratified for enough to 
finish paving our through roads. 

Complete paving of the State’s through roads would bring 
through it much travel from without, and with the added revenue 
that would come from the resulting increased sale of gasoline, I 
believe that we would pay off the whole amount needed for their 
completion more easily and quickly than we by ourselves will be 
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able to pay the $50,000,000.00 that have been issued heretofore. 
Besides, we would have the completed roads and a great stimulus 
would be given employment and business. 

I suggest for your consideration the submission of an amend- 
ment authorizing issuance of road bonds to an amount within 
two limits; the first limit being that the total face value of all 
bonds issued shall not exceed eight times the amount of net an- 
nual revenue available for its amortization, provided that when 
all of any series issued has been retired that series shall be elim- 
inated from this first limit; the second limit being that the total 
amount outstanding at any one time shall not exceed a fixed sum, 
say $100,000,000.00. 

The reasons for the first limit:—that the amount of all issues, 
any part of which are outstanding, should not exceed eight times 
the annual revenue, are:—that to amortize a bond in thirty years 
requires about 6% per annum of its face value, further :—that to 
maintain average state roads requires about 4% per annum of their 
cost, thus to pay for and to keep up the State roads required 10% 
per annum of their cost. There should be added one-fourth of 
this amount to take care of emergencies, such as floods and eco- 
nomic depressions that reduce income after issuance. This means 
that 1234% of the total cost of the roads are necessary each year 
for amortization, maintenance and marginal safety. 

Of course any increase in revenue such as raising the gas tax 
would raise this first limit: therefore, a second limit of an arbitrary 
maximum outstanding total is wise; to discourage too great a 
raise in the gas tax. Such an amendment should also provide that 
every county shall receive as much as 1% of each issue. 

A law raising the gas tax one more cent for State road pur- 
poses and limiting the total for all purposes to not exceeding six 
cents (6c) per gallon would in my judgment be wise. 

The combined tag and gasoline tax income for the last fiscal 
year aggregated $6,370,163.66. As I view it, this income would 
not justify the issuance of more than one million dollars of road 
bonds in addition to those we have heretofore issued. But if the 
rate were raised one cent (1c) more, under the proposed amend- 
ment there might well be issued thirteen million and this could be 
increased eight times as fast as the income increased, until the 
second limit fixing the maximum amount allowed to be outstand- 
ing is reached. 


FIRE MARSHAL. 


This Department, we believe is functioning efficiently and is a 
great protection to the insurance companies, who defray all of its 
cost. It is of especial benefit to the State in inspecting the fire 
hazards of the State’s Rural School buildings, as well as aiding 
private property owners in this regard. You are referred to its 
report. 
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BANKING DEPARTMENT AND BUILDING AND LOAN 
DEPARTMENT. 


The State Banking Department has had a most trying quad- 
rennium. The most unhappy experience of the Administration de- 
veloped in this Department. This is known of all and will have 
no further place than this acknowledgment. The Department is 
in competent hands and is performing its difficult duties efficiently. 
Your careful study of its report is requested. 


FLOOD OF MARCH, 1929. 


The greatest disaster that has befallen Alabama in many years 
was the flood of March 15, 1929, which well-nigh destroyed sev- 
eral cities and towns and much of the country in the Southeastern 
portion of our State. The generous and heroic responses of our 
whole people to relieve the danger and suffering of the victims of 
this flood is one of the brightest pictures in the history of our 
people, and I desire again to pay tribute to the Red Cross of 
America for the indispensable service so efficiently rendered in 
this great emergency. 

I would like to repeat in substance the following recommenda- 
tion made by me to the last Legislature: 


THE JUDICIARY. 


There is too much delay in the administration of both civil and 
‘ criminal law. It seems to me that we approach this subject from 
the wrong angle, and seek relief by increasing the number of our 
judicial officers, rather than by simplifying the rules of procedure. 
Simplifying procedure eliminates technical delays, reduces the 
number of judges necessary to apply the law and expedites its ad- 
ministration. An underpaid judiciary is a poor economy. It is 
better to increase the pay of judges than add to their number. I 
further suggest the consideration of such constitutional and statu- 
tory changes as will make retrials after reversals in criminal cases 
“de novo.” If the trial that was reversed was not good as a con- 
viction of a lesser degree of the crime charged it should not be 
good as an acquittal of a higher degree charged. 


COUNTY AND MUNICIPAL BONDS. 


The unnecessarily high interest rate being paid upon our county 
and city bonds is costing our people many millions of dollars. It 
is easily possible to save this great and unnecessary expense and 
at the same time establish a credit in the bond markets for these 
branches of government that will enable them to dispose of their 
securities at a lower interest rate and at par value. To accom- 
plish these results will require legislative enactments and perhaps 
constitutional amendment. I suggest the raising of a joint com- 
mittee to investigate the matter and recommend to you the neces- 
sary legisiative action. 
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THE FEE SYSTEM. 


A fee system is fundamentally bad. I recommend that you 
submit a constitutional amendment, to be voted on at the next 
general election, authorizing the Legislature to place any officer 
upon a salary at the expiration of his term of office. 


WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION LAW. 


The workmen’s compensation law should provide a shorter 
waiting period, higher rates of compensation, and increased med- 
ical and hospital benefits. 

A Workmen’s Compensation Commission would, I believe, 
many times pay its cost in the added benefits it would bring to 
those for whom the law was intended. 


SUNDAY. 


We should protect our Christian Sunday, and prevent it being 
commercialized by amusement operated for gain. 


REPRESENTATION. 


I believe it is your duty to carry out the provisions of the 
Constitution upon reapportionment of representation in the Legis- 
lature. 


STATE TAX COMMISSION. 


The duties of the State Tax Commission have been greatly in- 
creased both in magnitude and difficulties. 

New tax levies required new machinery for enforcement. 

It is believed that the present organization is well adapted to 
accomplish its purposes and that it has efficiently performed its 
duties. 

The report of this Commission is commended to your careful 
study. It is worthy of note that the amount of funds collected by 
the Tax Commission in the year 1925-26 was $3,321,502.17 and 
that the amount of the funds collected by it in the year 1929-30 
. was $12,437,705.86. It will also be noted that the percentage of 
cost of collection in 1925-26 was 5.866 and that the percentage of 
cost of collection in 1929-30 was 3.503. The increased volume nat- 
urally reduces this percentage, however, it is still high. 

Believing that an organization insufficient to enforce thoroughly 
revenue laws would be not only short-sighted economy but would 
subject those who honestly pay to the unfair competition of others 
who do not pay, a personnel sufficient to secure thorough enforce- 
ment has been maintained. 

Section 70 of the Constitution provides that: 

“The Governor, Auditor, and Attorney General shall, before each session 


of the Legislature, prepare a general revenue bill to be submitted to the 
Legislature for its information, and the Secretary of State shall have printed 
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for the use of the Legislature a sufficient number of copies of the bill so 
prepared, which the Governor shall transmit to the House of Representatives 
as soon as organized, to be used or dealt with as that House may elect.” 

Pursuant to this provision those officers have caused to be 
drafted and printed, and there is laid before you the bill required. 

This bill is practically a codification of the State’s revenue 
laws correcting administrative defects, clarifying obscurities and 
conflicting provisions and removing legal defects that have de- 
veloped in the experience of the Attorney General’s office and the 
Tax Commission. You will note that the bill is so written as to 
continue the two-mill (two dollars per thousand) corporation 
franchise tax after this year and that there are two changes es- 
sentially revenue producers, first, a gross receipt tax on picture 
shows and, second, a gallonage tax on the syrup used in com- 
pounding soft drinks. 

Tax discriminations between foreign and domestic corporations 
and exemptions of mortgage loans from insurance premium taxes 
are removed because it is thought these discriminations are pos- 
sibly unconstitutional and that if attacked might prove fatal to 
these schedules. As an incident to the removal of these dis- 
criminations there would be a slight increase of revenue here. ‘There 
is also a prohibitive license put upon dance halls outside of incorporated 
places. 

As a codification of the revenue laws, curative of administra- 
tive doubts and corrective of legal defects, I commend this bill to 
your, careful consideration, but I wish to make it clear that in my 
opinion, changes in fiscal policies are within the province of the 
incoming rather than of the outgoing executive. 

This is just as true now as it was four years ago. 

The credit of the State is beyond question. No bank has ever 
failed to let us have all that we have asked for, and I am sure that 
this will continue true, and that no incumbent of this office will 
have any difficulty in securing all money needed that is to be re- 
paid during his administration. The State has had occasion to 
borrow money repeatedly during this administration as it has had 
theretofore. This is done by borrowing the $300,000.00 Constitu- 
tional Loan and by certification of State warrants, the interest of 
which is provided for by a continuing annual appropriation of 
.$100,000.00 to what is known as the Governor’s Interest Con- 
tingent Fund. 

The maximum amount of warrants certificated at any one time 
during this administration was $4,566,514.16. ; 

At present there are outstanding $1,033,910.23 certificated war- 
rants with the First National Bank of Montgomery, to be paid on 
January 15th, next, and $1,054,474.00 certificated warrants with 
the Irving Trust Company of New York to be paid April 1st, next, 
and a note to the First National Bank of Birmingham for $300,- 
000.00 due February Ist, next. This is all. 
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At the time of this writing, January 10, 1931, I am advised by 
Mr. Charles Lee, Examiner of Public Accounts, in response to re- 
quest to Chief Examiner, for the information from his Depart- 
ment, that the “bills payable” of the State on this day (the 10th 
of the month being generally the peak), including all that are 
vouchered, also including all invoices that have been received, 
even though not yet vouchered, is_.__._________________ $1, 191,567.69

This aggregate figure of $737,024.02 is not a large amount for 
a $50,000,000.00 a year business. It is less than one average week’s 
expenditures. 

But there is also immediate need for further Educational dis- 
bursements. The outstanding certificated warrants will be largely 
reduced before the end of the administration but the “bills pay- 
able” will not be, neither will the needed educational disburse- 
ments be met. It will, therefore, in my judgment, be wise to 
promptly certificate warrants for these two purposes aggregating 
probably $2,000,000.00, which added to certificated warrants that 
will not be retired by this administration would make the total 
outstanding amount to some $3,000,000.00. 

There have been issued some warrants against the contingent 
appropriation for buildings at institutions of learning. The Law 
provides that these appropriations, “shall be payable in whole or 
in part from time to time on the approval of the Governor as in 
his opinion the condition of the Treasury may warrant.” These 
appropriations are sorely needed by these institutions and should 
be met as soon as possible. 

But for the acute economic depression from which the whole 
world has recently suffered, we have reason to believe and do be- 
lieve that the administration would have paid off every obligation 
and left a comfortable balance after having borne, as it has borne, 
the burden of buying and paying for two million dollars of prop- 
erty now owned by the State and operated at a profit in the em- 
ployment of its convicts and having paid out three and three quar- 
ter million dollars on Confederate Pensions in addition to what 
would have been paid under the old law, besides the Education, 
Health, Child Welfare, Port, Roads, Bridges and Eleesmosynary 
improvements that have been briefly outlined. 
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Reverently thanking Divine Providence for the opportunity 
that has been mine to serve Alabama in these, its foundation build- 
ing years, and thankful for ever present help and guidance through- 
out this service I, devoutly pray for Alabama, for her people and 
for her every public officer a continuance of this guiding and 


blessing.

Section 1. That a County Superintendent of Education for Geneva 
County, Alabama, shall be elected by the qualified electors of Geneva County, 
Alabama, who shall hold office for four years and until his successor is 
elected and qualified as hereinafter provided.

Section 3. That the salary of said Superintendent of Education shall be 
fixed by the County Board of Education of Geneva, County, Alabama, which 
salary shall not be less than $2000.00 nor more than $3000.00 per annum, and 
which salary shall be paid in the same way and manner as now provided under 
the general laws of the State of Alabama for the payment of County Super- 
intendents of Education in the several counties of the State. 

Section 4. That said County Superintendent shall be charged with the 
same duties and shall exercise the same powers as are now or as may here- 
after be provided by the general school laws of the State of Alabama, in the 
conduct of the office of County Superintendent of Education, and no person 
shall be eligible for political party nominations, or for election to the office 
of County Superintendent of Education of Geneva County who does not hold 
an Alabama certificate in administration and supervision based on at least 
being a graduate of a standard college equal to the University of Alabama, or 
Auburn A. P. I. and proof of three (3) years of successful teaching experi- 
ence within five years before election, and such other additional qualifications 
as may be provided by the General School Laws of the State. 

Provided, however, that if no person meeting these requirements qualifies 
for election as provided in this Act the County Board of Education shall ap- 
point a Superintendent of Education as provided by the General Law regulat- 
ing the appointment of Superintendent; and provided that no person shall be 
eligible to qualify or be elected to the office of County Superintendent of Edu- 
cation of Geneva County who is not a qualified elector of the State of Ala- 
bama at the time of the nomination or election to such office and who does 
not procure from the Superintendent of Education of the State of Alabama 
a certificate that he possesses the qualifications presented by this section. 
The certificate shall be filed with the Probate Judge of Geneva County be- 
fore his name shall be printed upon the official ballot. 

Section 5. That in the event of a vacancy in said office for any cause, 
except removal, such vacancy shall be filled by the County Board of Educa- 
tion, and the person so appointed shall hold office until the next general elec- 
tion thereafter when his successor shall be elected; that should any County 
Superintendent be removed for cause by the County Board of Education of 
Geneva County, such vacancy shall be filled by appointment of the State 
Superintendent of Education, and his appointee shall hold office as in the 
case provided by appointment by the County Board of Education. 

Provided, that the County Board of Education may remove the County 
Superintendent of Education for immorality, misconduct in office, incompe- 
tency, or willful neglect of duty, or when the best interests of the schools re- 
quire it: any of which causes must be alleged and proved and the County 
Superintendent of Education shall have the right to be heard in his defense 
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as in cases of impeachment against county officers, and all such hearings 
shall be conducted as in cases provided under the general laws for impeach- 
ment of county officers. 

Section 6. That the duties and powers prescribed by the general laws 
of Alabama for the office of County Superintendents in the supervision of 
the schools of the several counties shall apply to and be incumbent upon 
the County Superintendent. 

The County Superintendent, elected or appointed under the provisions 
of this Act and before entering upon the duties of said office, must take the 
oath of office prescribed by the constitution, and give bond in an amount to 
be fixed by the State Board of Education in a reputable surety company 
authorized to do business in Alabama, conditional upon the faithful perform- 
ance of the duties of his office, and for the accounting and paying over to the 
proper authority all moneys coming into his hands. 

Section 7. That if any part of this Act shall be declared unconstitutional 
it shall not affect the other provisions of it. 

Section 8. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the provisions 
of this Act be and are hereby repealed.

To provide for the election of a County Superintendent of Education for 
Lauderdale County, Alabama, to fix his term of office, to prescribe his salary 
and the manner of payment, to define his qualifications, powers and duties, 
and to provide for his successor in office. 
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Section 1. That a County Superintendent of Education for Lauderdale 
County, Alabama, shall be elected by the qualified electors of Lauderdale 
County, Alabama, who shall hold office for four years and until his successor 
is elected and qualified as hereinafter provided. 

Section 2, That at the next general election to be held in 1932 in said 
County and State a County Superintendent of Education for Lauderdale 
County, Alabama, shall be elected, who shall assume the duties of his office 
on the first Monday in January, 1933, and hold office for a term of four years 
and until his successor is elected and qualified, unless sooner removed for 
good cause, and each four years thereafter, a County Superintendent of 
Education for Lauderdale County, Alabama, shall be elected by the qualified 
electors of said County, at the regular election, and nominations for this 
office may be made in primary elections as other County Officers. 

Section 3. That the salary of said County Superintendent of Education 
shall be fixed by the County Board of Education of Lauderdale County, 
Alabama, which salary shall not be less than $2,000 nor more than $3,000 per 
annum, and which salary shall be paid in the same way and manner as now 
provided under the general laws of the State of Alabama, for the payment 
of County Superintendents of Education in the several counties of the State. 

Section 4. That said County Superintendent shall be charged with the 
same duties and shall exercise the same powers as are now or as may be 
hereafter provided by the general school Jaws of the State of Alabama, in the 
conduct of the office of County Superintendent of Education; and no person 
shall be eligible for political party nomination or for election to the office of 
County Superintendent of Education of Lauderdale County who does not 
hold an Alabama Certificate in administration and supervision based as a 
minimum upon graduation from a standard Normal Teachers College, or 
equivalent education and proof of three years of successful teaching experi- 
ence and such other qualifications as may be provided by the general school 
laws of the State. Provided, however, that if no person meeting these re- 
quirements qualifies for election as provided in this act the County Board 
of Education shall appoint a Superintendent of Education as provided by 
the general law regulating the appointment of Superintendents; and pro- 
vided that no person shall be eligible to qualify or be elected to the office of 
County Superintendent of Education of said County who is not a qualified 
elector of the State of Alabama at the time of the nomination and election to 
such office and who does not procure from the Superintendent of Education 
of the State of Alabama a certificate that he possesses the qualifications pre- 
scribed by this act. 

Section 5. That in the event of a vacancy in said office for any cause, 
except removal, such vacancy shall be filled by the County Board of Educa- 
tion, and the persons so appointed shall hold office until the next general 
election thereafter when his successor shall be elected. That should any 
County Superintendent be removed for cause by the County Board of Edu- 
cation, such vacancy shall be filled by appointment of the State Superin- 
tendent of Education, and his appointee shall hold office as in the case pro- 
vided by appointment of the County Board of Education. Provided that the 
County Board of Education may remove the County Superintendent for im- 
morality, misconduct in office, incompetency or willful neglect of duty, any 
of which causes must be alleged and proved and the County Superintendent 
shall have the right to be heard in his defense and all such hearings shall be 
conducted as in cases provided under the gencral laws for the impeachment 
of County Officers. . ; 

Section 6. That the duties and powers prescribed by the general laws 
of the State of Alabama for the office of County Superintendents in the

Governor B. M. Miller appeared and delivered in person the fol- 
lowing message to the Legislature of Alabama. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

This is my first message to the Legislature. In it let me offer you my 
congratulations on your election, on your assembling as the law making body 
of the great people of this State, and on the great opportunity for public serv- 
ice which is before you. You will meet the occasion and acquit yourselves 
like true men. 

The Democratic party held no convention; it proclaimed no platform of 
principles and it adopted no policies; but in the nominations made and in the 
election results, principles have been declared and policies have been pro- 
claimed which require your consideration and which should be enacted into 
laws by Democratic authority. 

1. Majority rule in making nominations in primaries should be restored; 
and the single primary rule, with right to second choice vote, now fixed by 
Statute, should be repealed. 

2. The appointment of law enforcing officers, I find, under the Statute 
is discretionary with the Governor. These officers in my opinion are unneces- 
sary. They will be discharged. The sheriffs can and should perform that 
duty. Let the responsibility rest on them where it belongs. However, the 
Statutes permitting their appointment and making appropriations for their 
compensation should not be repealed; so they can become operative at any 
time, if my opinion should prove wrong. 
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3. A bill should be enacted, authorizing the Governor to have a detailed 
study and survey made of the State Government and providing an appropria- 
tion to cover the cost of the same, with direction that report in writing 
thereof be made to you and him. 

4. A bill should be passed providing for the better protection of the pub- 
lic moneys, requiring an audit to be made of those offices, departments and 
institutions of the State Government which are charged with duties involving 
the collection or expenditure of public funds; and reports thereof to be made 
to you and the Governor by the examiners. 

5. Under a bill which should be passed by you, in my opinion, all unpaid 
state warrants and accounts should be required to be registered by the owner 
with the Treasurer within a fixed time, in order to determine the total 
amount of the present outstanding current debts of the State; and the war- 
rants and accounts so registered to be paid in the order of their registration. 

6. It is my opinion and view that the duties now imposed on the State 
Tax Commission, composed of five persons, the State Highway Commission, 
composed of three persons, and the State Board of Administration composed 
-of two persons, can best be performed by substituting one official for the per- 
sonnel of each of such Commissions and Board; thus eliminating seven out 
of ten officials; and I beg, therefore, to earnestly recommend for your con- 
sideration the enactment of measures bringing about such changes. 

A trial by a fair and impartial jury as guaranteed by the constitution 
should remain secure and safe through the jury box for all of our citizens; 
and a bill to this end should be passed by you. 

A pleasant and successful cooperation of the Executive and the Legisla- 
tive branches of the State Government in the performance of their respective 
duties is earnestly to be desired. It can be accomplished by the sincere, 
harmonious and patriotic effort of each. 

Such effort will assure an unbroken continuance of cordial relationship 
between both branches; and much needed public good will result. 

Let me assure you that I shall at all times be ready to cooperate’ with 
you in the public interest and I trust that I may from time to time be privi- 
leged to call on you in a similar spirit.

On motion of Mr. Goode 1,000 copies of the Message of the 
Governor were ordered printed for the use of the House. 
REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RULES. 
Mr. Tunstall, chairman of the Standing Committee on Rules, 
reported the following as Rules of the House: 
RULES OF THE HOUSE—1931. 


Rule-1. The Speaker shall take the chair every day at the 
hour fixed on the preceding adjournment; shall immediately call 
the members to order, and on the appearance of a quorum, cause 
the journal of the preceding day to be read. 
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2. He shall preserve order and decorum; may speak to points 
of order in preference to other members, rising from his chair for 
that purpose. He shall decide questions of order, subject to an 
appeal to the House, at the request of any member; which appeal 
shall be decided without debate. 

8. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. All 
questions shall be distinctly put in this form, viz: “Those in favor 
(as the question may be) say aye”, and after the affirmative voice 
is expressed, “Those opposed to the motion say No”. If the 
Speaker doubts, or a division is called for before a decision is an- 
nounced, they shall divide. Those in the affirmative of the ques- 
tions shall rise from their seats; and afterwards those in the nega- 
tive. 

4. He shall have a right to name any member to perform the 
duties of the chair, but such substitution shall not extend beyond 
an adjournment, or may designate any member as Speaker Pro Tem 
and the member so designated shall have and exercise all the pow- 
ers and duties of Speaker for the time such member is acting as 
Speaker Pro Tem. 

5. Fifteen members shall have power to send for absent mem- 
bers or to move a call of the House; but no call of the House shall 
be made except on the concurrence of a majority of the members 
present. A majority of the House shall be a quorum to transact 
business. 

6. When any member is about to speak or deliver any matter 
to the House, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address 
himself to the Speaker. 

%. If any member, in speaking or otherwise, transgress the 
Rules, the Speaker shall, or any member may, call him to order, 
in which case the member so called to order shall immediately sit 
down, unless permitted to explain; and the House shall, if ap- 
pealed to, decide on the case without debate. If the decision be in 
favor of the member so called to order, he shall be at liberty to 
proceed ; if otherwise, and the case require it, he shall be liable to 
censure of the House. 

8. When two or more members happen to rise at the same 
time, the Speaker shall name the person who is to speak first. 

9. No member shall speak more than twice on the same ques- 
tion without leave of the House, unless he be the mover or chair- 
man of the Committee proposing the matter pending, in which 
case he shall be permitted to speak in reply, but not until every 
member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

10. Upon the call of the House for taking the ayes and noes 
on any question, names of the members shall be called alphabeti- 
cally, and each member shall answer from his seat.

11. When any question is taken by ayes and noes, and a mem- 
ber who has been absent returns before the question is decided, 
he shall be privileged to make inquiry of the subject before the 
House, and record his vote without discussion. 

12. When a motion is made it shall be stated by the Speaker ; 
or if in writing shall be read aloud by the Clerk; and every motion 
shall be reduced to writing if the Speaker or any member request it. 

13. Any member may call for a division of the question when 
the sense will admit it. 

14. Members shall particularly forbear personal reflections ; nor 
shall any member name another in argument or debate. 

15. After a motion is stated by the Speaker, or read by the 
Clerk, it shall be deemed in possession of the House, but may be 
withdrawn by leave of the House, at any time before decision. 

16. When a question is before the House, motions may be re- 
ceived in the following order, to-wit: First, to fix the time to which 
the House shall adjourn; second, to adjourn; third, to indefinitely 
postpone; fourth, to lay on the table; fifth, for the previous ques- 
tion; sixth, to postpone to a certain day, not beyond the probable 
duration of the session ; seventh, to commit; eighth, to amend. 

:; 1%. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, even in the 
absence of a quorum. 

18. When a vote has passed, except on a previous question, 
or on motion to lay on the table, or to take from the table, it shall 
be in order for any member who voted with the majority to move 
for a reconsideration thereof on the same day or within one hour 
after reading the Journal on the succeeding day and such motion 
shall be forthwith considered, unless by a majority vote the same be 
fixed for consideration at another time; when a motion for recon- 
sideration is decided that decision shall not be reconsidered and no 
question be twice reconsidered, provided, however, that a motion 
to reconsider a vote upon any incidental or subsidiary question 
shall not remove the main subject under consideration from the 
House, but shall be considered at the time when it is made. 

19. No bill or joint resolution of the House shall be sent to 
the Senate (unless by special order of the House) until the time 
allowed for the last preceding rule for consideration shall have 
passed. ; 

20. The previous question shall be in the following form “Shall 
the main question be now put?’ If demanded by a vote of a 
majority of the members present its effect shall be to cut off all 
debate and bring the House to a direct vote, first upon the pending 
amendments, if there be any, in their order, and then on the main 
question, but the mover of the question or the chairman of the com- 
mittee having charge of the bill or resolution, shall have the right 
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to close the debate, after the call of the previous question has been 
sustained, for not more than fifteen minutes. 

21. The Speaker shall appoint a Reading Clerk for the House 
whose pay shall be the same as that of the Clerk of the House. The 
Speaker shall also appoint all committees unless otherwise directed 
by the House, and may designate who shall be Chairman and vice- 
chairman, provided, however, a majority of each committee shall 
constitute a quorum, and the following shall constitute the Stand- 
ing Committees of the House:

Rule 22. The several Committees shall be entitled to clerks to 
be appointed by the respective Chairman with the consent and ap- 
proval of the Speaker, whenever, in the discretion of the several 
Chairmen and the Speaker of the House it may be necessary. The 
subordinate officers and employees of the House shall consist of a 
Clerk, an Assistant Clerk, a Reading Clerk, an Enrolling Clerk, 
an Engrossing Clerk, a doorkeeper, an assistant doorkeeper, door- 
keepers of the Gallery, twelve pages, six messengers, three servants, 
assistants to the Clerk of the House not exceeding twenty-five in 
number, to be appointed by the Clerk of the House, on the approval 
of the Speaker of the House; assistants to Enrolling Clerk, not 
exceeding fifteen in number, to be appointed by the enrolling clerk, 
with the approval of the Speaker of the House; assistants to the 
Engrossing Clerk, not exceeding fifteen in number, to be appointed 
by the Engrossing Clerk with the approval of the Speaker of the 
House. 

23. All resolutions before they are voted on shall be referred 
to and reported from. the Committee on Rules. 

24. In the appointment of a committee to visit any public in- 
stitution of the State, no representative who is a resident of the 
county in which such institution is located or of an adjoining 

county shall be appointed on such committee. 
j 25. Every member may be required to vote on any question 
before the House. When the ayes and noes are desired, the 
Speaker shall be first called, and if the House be equally: divided, 
the question shall be lost. 

26. No member shall absent himself from the sessions of the 
House, unless he may have leave, be sick or unable to attend. 

2%. ‘The following shall be the order of business in the House: 

1. Report of the Committee on the Revision of the 
Journal ; 

2. Reports of Committees on Engrossed and Enrolled 
Bills, but these committees may report at any time. 

8. The call of counties in alphabetical order for bills, 
resolutions, memorials and petitions. If in any one day 
the call has not keen completed by the Hour of 12 M. 
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the Speaker shall begin on the next day, where he left 

off the preceding day. 

4. Reports of Standing Committees of bills which they 
have reported favorably, which shall be forthwith read 
by their title a second time. In the call of Committees 
the Speaker shall call them in their order. If the 
Speaker shall not get through the call of Committees 
before the House passes to other business, he shall 
resume next call where he left off. 

5. Senate Messages, provided that whenever any mes- 
sage is received, notifying the House of the passage of 
Senate Bills, the Clerk shall, immediately after the 
message is read proceed to read the bills by their title 
(unless the reading be called for by some member, in 
which event the bill shall be read at length) and re- 
ferred forthwith to a Committee. The House shall then 
proceed with the business upon which it was engaged 
when the message was received. 

6. The unfinished business in which the House was en- 
gaged at its last adjournment. 

When the hour of 12 M. arrives, or before that hour if 

the call of counties has been completed, business shall 

proceed in the following order: 

1. Executive Messages shall have priority over other 
business, and as soon as received, they shall be read 
by the Clerk, and a proper disposition made of 
them; and the House shall thereupon proceed with 
the business engaged in when interrupted by the 
Executive Message. 

2. If there are any bills on the calendar they shal! be 
taken up at 1 P. M. on each day, unless reached 
earlier, and no bill on the calendar shall be taken 
up out of its order except by a vote of two-thirds 
of the members. 

3. Miscellaneous business. 

28. Any matter may, by a vote of a majority of the members 
present, be made the special order for any hour, which shall take the 
precedence at that hour, of any other business except a motion to 
reconsider; provided that motions to make a bill a special order 
shall give the number and title of the bill; provided, further, that 
no bill be set for a special order or consideration except by a reso- 
lution first referred to and reported from the Committee on Rules. 

29. When a committee has decided adversely to any bill or 
resolution, such action shall be reported to the House, in the form 
prescribed under the Constitution and the bill or resolution shall 
be placed on the adverse calendar, 
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A motion may be made on any day after one day’s notice, im- 
mediately after the reports of Standing Committees to take a bill 
or resolution from the adverse calendar and place it on the regular 
calendar of the House, and if this motion prevails by a vote of the 
majority of the entire House, the Clerk must immediately enter it 
upon the regular calendar. 

30. Motions to take bills or resolutions from the adverse calen- 
dar may be made immediately after the reports of the Standing 
Committees are made, provided, that one day’s notice of such mo- 
tion shall be given. 

81. Upon the introduction of any bill, or when Senate bills 
are first acted on the same shall be read by title unless the reading 
be called for by some member when it shall be read at length, and 
upon such reading at length, or by its title, the bill so read shall 
be referred to a Standing Committee. 

82. Bills, motions and reports may be recommitted at the 
pleasure of the House. 

33. Every bill shall on its first reading be referred to a stand- 
ing committee, but the reference to one shall not preclude the re- 
commitment to another and on recommitment it shall be open to 
amendment. 

384. Upon a vote of a majority of whole House any standing 
committee may be directed to act on any bill, which shall have 
been referred to such committee, and to report the same to the 
House at its next sitting, in default of which such committee, or 
any of its members, shall be subject to such a censure as the House 
may impose; provided, one day’s notice shall be given and which 
notice shall be given in writing to the House immediately after 
the report of Standing Committees. 

35. No special committee shall report but upon leave granted 
by vote of the House, except committees of inquiry, which may re- 
port at any time. 

36. All bills should be dispatched in order as they are intro- 
duced, unless when the House otherwise directs. 

37%. When a bill shall pass it shall be certified by the clerk, 
noting the date of its passage at the foot thereof. 

38. The House may resolve itself into a committee of the 
Whole when deemed necessary; and the rules of proceedings of 
the House shall be observed in Committees as far as may be ap- 
plicable, except that the number of times of speaking and putting 
the previous question shall not be applicable in Committee. 

39. In forming a Committee of the Whole House, the Speaker 
shall leave his chair, and the chairman to preside in Committees 
shall be appointed by the Speaker. 

40. Upon a bill being committed to a committee of the Whole 
House, the same shall be first read throughout by the Clerk, and 
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then again be read and debated by clauses, leaving the preamble to 
be the last considered. After the report the bill shall be again sub- 
jected to debate and amendment by clauses, before the question 
of engrossing be taken. 

41. On all questions of filling blanks, the largest sum and 
most remote day shall be put. 

42. Whenever it shall be necessary for a communication to be 
made from the House of Representatives to the Senate, it shall be © 
under the signature of the Clerk. 

43. No committee shall sit during the sitting of the House 
_ without special leave. 

44. No bill or joint resolution shall be received unless written 
on an entire sheet of paper. 

45. After a vote has been ordered upon any question no mem- 
ber shall be permitted to explain his vote without the unanimous 
consent of the House. 

46. When House Bills are signed by the Speaker, there- 
upon the clerk, must, by message, notify the Senate and request 
the signature of the President to said bills. 

4%. The name of a member who introduces a bill or joint reso- 
lution shall be by him endorsed upon the same, and shall be in- 
scribed by the clerk upon the engrossed and enrolled copies when 
transmitted to the Senate or the Governor. 

48. In appointing a committee from the several subdivisions 
of the State, the Speaker shall designate who shall be Chairman 
of such Committee. 

49. No person shall be allowed to smoke within the House, 
lobby or gallery. 

50. The Speaker shall, whenever he deems it necessary for the 
speedy dispatch of business order the calendar printed for the use 
of members. 

51. When the chairman of a committee is sick or absent, vice 
chairman if one, if not then the member whose name appears sec- 
ond on the committee shall, during the absence of the Chairman, 
become chairman, and have power to call together the committee 
for the consideration of bills. 

52. No rule shall be rescinded or amended without one day’s 
notice of the motion thereof being given; and a violation of either 
of them may be punished by such censure as a majority of the 
House may direct. 

53. The tabling of an amendment or subsidiary motion shall 
not have the effect of carrying with it the original bill or propo- 
sition. 

54, That the rules of the House shall not be suspended, except 
by four-fifths vote of every member present; provided a quorum 
must vote. 
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55. No member shall speak more than ten minutes at any 
time, except as provided in Rule 9. 

56. When a bill is reported favorably to the House and a 
minerity report accompanies the favorable report, the minority re- 
port shali be considered an amendment and the bill shall be read a 
second time; and said bill and minority report shall be placed on 
the calendar and be considered on the third reading of the bill. 

5%. All bills acted upon by committees shall be endorsed as fol- 
lows: “This bill having been referred by the House to its Standing 


Committee on —._________. was acted upon by such committee 
in session and returned therefrom to the House with the recom- 
mendation that it be —.._.._.___ passed.” 


58. The doorkeeper shall ten minutes before the hour fixed for 
the meeting of the House, clear the House of all persons not en- 
titled to the floor, and it shall be the duty of the doorkeeper to 
see that all persons not entitled to the privileges of the floor are, 
at all times, excluded therefrom. 

59. The Clerk, when in the opinion of the Chairman of the 
several standing committees of the House it will facilitate the 
business of the House, to have a bill printed upon the filing of a 
request by the Chairman of any standing committee, shall have 
printed for the use of the House said bill or bills. 

And on motion of Mr. Tunstall the report of the Standing Com- 
mittee on Rules was concurred in and adopted by the House. 

On motion of Mr. Goode the Speaker was authorized to name 
a committee of three, of which the Speaker was to be chairman, 
to confer with the Senate as to Joint Rules of the two Houses and 
make report of same to the House.

Therefore, Be It Resolved by the House, the Senate concurring, 
that the assent of the Legislature of the State of Alabama be and is 
hereby given to the provisions and requirements of said Act, and 
that the trustees of the Alabama Polytechnic Institute be and they 
are hereby authorized and empowered to receive the grants of 
money appropriated under said Act, and to organize and conduct 
agricultural extension work which shall be carried on in connection 
with the said Alabama Polytechnic Institute, in accordance with 
the terms and conditions expressed in the Act of Congress aforesaid.

To amend sections 6, 18 and 19 of an act entitled “an Act 
to provide for the building of a Court house and jail for Jefferson 
County, Alabama, in the City of Birmingham, and to establish for 
the consummation of that purpose a Court House Commission; 
and to authorize said Commission to build a court house and jail 
for said County, to sell and convey certain Court house properties 
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now owned by the County, to acquire, if deemed necessary, a site 
for said construction, or either of them; to designate the funds from 
which cost and expense of said construction shall be paid; and to 
prescribe the powers and duties of said Commission and the powers 
and duties of the Board of Revenue and Treasurer of said County, 
incident to the construction of said court house and jail,” approved 
February 11th, 1927,

H.J.R.27. Whereas, the general business depression now pre- 
vailing throughout the United States has affected agriculture more 
seriously perhaps than any other industry due to crop reverses and 
burdensome debts under which most farmers are laboring, and 

Whereas, there is no provision in the Federal farm loan act for 
forestalling foreclosures even in an emergency and the Federal land 
banks are compelled, from lack of sufficient reserves, to proceed 
with foreclosures automatically in order to maintain the securities 
required by law for protection of the holders of land bank bonds, 
and 

Whereas, Representative Henry B. Steagall, ranking Democrat 
of the House banking and currency committee, appreciating the 
crisis through which agriculture is passing and seeing the need of 
remedial legislation in this connection, has introduced a bill in 
Congress which provides that the Treasury shall supply $5,000,- 
000.00 to each of the 12 Federal land banks to be added to the 
reserve of the banks enabling them to handle their delinquent 
mortgages in a way to prevent arbitrary foreclosures and relieve 
the situation, 

Wherefore, be it resolved by the house, the senate concurring, 
that the legislature of Alabama hereby commends Congressman 
Steagall for his timely action in offering this bill and appeals to the 
Congress of the United States now assembled at Washington, D. C. 
to pass this bill as speedily as possible. 

Be It Further Resolved, that copies of this resolution be 
promptly forwarded to the Speaker of the House of Representatives 
and the President pro tempore of the Senate of the United States, 
Washington, D. C.

By Messrs. Goodwyn, Tunstall, St. John, Sanderson, Patterson: 

H. J. R. 28. Whereas, all experienced persons know that in 
each State, legislative problems continually increase, both in num- 
ber and in complexity. 

Whereas, it is obvious that in order to solve such problems most 
effectively, each legislature must give systematic, scientific and 
business-like consideration to the actual facts which have a bearing 
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upon each question—to the extent that such facts have been deter- 
mined by reliable research. 

Whereas, each legislature must give similar consideration to the 
methods and experience of other jurisdictions in dealing with prob- 
lems similar to its own. 

Whereas, no such problems can be dealt with adequately until 
facilities are established to assist every inquiring legislator to secure 
the most accurate information and the most expert advice which are 
available. 

Whereas, experience indicates the necessity for an interstate 
legislative reference bureau to serve as a clearing house of informa- 
tion between all of the legislative reference services which are now 
being conducted by numerous states, and also to serve as a clearing 
house of information between the legislatures and all other agencies 
which are engaged in the study and analysis of legislative problems, 
such as governmental departments, political science departments of 
universities, competent reputable associations, and all other sources 
of information. 

Whereas, experience also indicates that in certain States which 
do not maintain substantial legislative reference services there is an 
imperative need for such an interstate legislative reference bureau, 
which will assist the legislators of those States to secure whatever 
information they desire in analyzing the legislative problems which 
they must determine, and to make more readily accessible for them 
without cost, the valuable material which is at all times available 
from the legislative reference libraries and bureaus of various other 
states, and from many other reliable sources. 

Whereas, every individual legislator in the United States shares 
the responsibility for improving the present inadequate and unsatis- 
factory condition of the legislative processes, but neither any in- 
dividual legislator, nor any group of legislators from one State, can 
bring about such improvement without the cooperation of legis- 
lators of other states. 

Whereas, such an interstate legislative reference bureau cannot 
be maintained by any one State alone, without the cooperation 
of the legislatures of other States. 

Whereas, in order to set the machinery in motion to secure the 
necessary cooperation of the forty-eight legislatures, members of 
each legislature are working together in the development of the 
project of the American Legislators’ Association. 

Whereas, the said American Legislators’ Association has now 
established in the vicinity of the University of Chicago, the Inter- 
state Legislative Reference Bureau, which by explicit pledge is 
without color of politics, partisanship or propaganda, is conducted 
without profit, and is engaged upon three principal purposes: 

First: to procure promptly for all inquiring state legislators, 
and their agents, whatever information or advice they desire in con- 
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nection with any legislative problem, primarily by assisting them to 
secure, without cost, the benefit of all researches conducted by gov- 
ernmental departments, universities, associations, legislative 
bureaus, and other agencies throughout the United States. 

Second: to conduct a systematic study of the legislative proc- 

“esses of each of the States, in order to ascertain the practices which 
contribute most to efficient and economical organization and pro- 
cedure; and to render all possible assistance to each legislature— 
and to each legislative reference bureau—which is endeavoring to 
improve its organization. 

Third: to publish for the benefit of all state legislators the 
monthly magazine, State Government, as well as special Bulletins, 
and thus to disseminate information which will be helpful to all 
conscientious students of legislation. 

Whereas, the American Legislators’ Association is promoting 
acquaintance and mutual understanding among all individuals and 
organizations officially concerned with the impartial and scientific 
functioning of the legislatures of the various States, by the organ- 
ization of Standing Committees and Advisory Boards, and other- 
wise. 

Whereas, the character and project of the American Legis- 
lators’ Association has the endorsement, and its organization has 
the active cooperation, not only of its membership, which consists 
entirely of members and ex-members of state legislatures, but also 
of numbers of other responsible citizens, many of whom, having 
specialized knowledge, are serving on the Association’s Advisory 
Boards. 

Now, Therefore, It Is Hereby Resolved: That the organization 
of the American Legislators’ Association and of the Interstate 
Legislative Reference Bureau are hereby commended as legitimate 
and constructive efforts to assist the legislatures of the various 
States in the efficient performance of their work. 

And the H. J. R. 28 was referred to the Standing Committee on 
Rules. 

By Mr. McElderry: 

H. J. R. 29. Whereas at a meeting of the surviving members 
of the Constitutional Convention of Alabama of 1901, held in the 
City of Montgomery, Alabama, on October 22nd, 1929, the follow- 
ing resolution was unanimously adopted: 

“(1) That in recognition of the life, character, statesmanship 
and leadership of the Hon. John B. Knox, whose unselfish devotion 
to his state and whose ability as a lawyer and statesman contributed 
in such a marked degree to the framing and adoption of the present 
Constitution of Alabama, under which “White Supremacy” is pre- 
served to ourselves and our children; and in recognition of him as 
the representative of the members of the Constitutional Convention 
of 1901, who aided in this great work, there shall be prepared a 
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suitable portrait of the Hon. John B. Knox, president of the con- 
vention, which, when prepared, shall be tendered to the State of 
Alabama and presented to the state, if and when the Legislature by 
joint resolution shall accept the same and provide a suitable, 
permanent place for its display in the state capitol (preferably in the 
hall of the house of representatives where the convention was held.) 

“(2) That for the purpose of carrying this resolution into effect, 
a committee of five shall be named by the secretary of this reunion, 
which committee will have plenary powers to do any and all things 
necessary to the prompt accomplishment of the things provided 
herein.” 

And, Whereas, pursuant to said resolution the surviving mem- 
bers of said convention have procured and tendered to the State of 
Alabama such a portrait of the Hon. John B. Knox, and, whereas, 
_it is the will of the Legislature of the State of Alabama that said 
portrait be accepted in the name of the State and in accordance with 
the spirit of the said resolution ; 

Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved by the House, the Senate con- 
curring: 

1. That the said portrait of the Hon. John B. Knox, tendered 
to the State of Alabama by the surviving members of the Con- 
stitutional Convention of 1901 be, and the same is, hereby accepted 
by the State of Alabama and that the said portrait shall be hung 
over the Speaker’s desk in the State Capitol in the Hall of the 
House of Representatives, where the said Constitutional Convention 
was held and where its distinguished President presided during its 
entire term. 

2. That a joint session of the House and the Senate shall be held 
on the 3rd day of February, 1931, between the hours of One and 
Two P. M., for the purpose of receiving the said portrait when the 
same is formally presented to the State for and on behalf of the 
surviving members of the Constitutional Convention and when the 
same shall be formally accepted on behalf of the State of Alabama— 
and a committee of one from the Senate and three from the House 
shall be appointed to cooperate with the committee of the surviving 
members of the Constitutional Convention to arrange the details of 
such presentation and acceptance. 

And on motion of Mr. McElderry the rules were suspended and 
the H. J. R. 29 was adopted.

Collector of Houston County, Alabama; to require said officers 
to pay into the Treasury of Houston County, Alabama, all fees 
collected by them as such officials; and to authorize and empower 
the Legislature of Alabama to thereafter fix, alter and regulate the 
compensation, charges, fees and salaries of such officers. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following Amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama, is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
electors of the State, for their consideration, as hereinafter set 
forth, viz: 

“Commencing at the beginning of their next term of office, 
subsequent to the general election to be held on the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday in November, 1932, the compensation and 
allowance of the following named County officials of Houston 
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County, Alabama, shall be as follows: The Judge of Probate of 
Houston County, Alabama, shall receive $4800 per annum net, 
which shall be full compensation for all services now required, or 
which may hereafter be required, by law of the Probate Judge of 
said County; the sum of $5500 per annum for office expenses and 
compensation is hereby allowed, to be expended in the following 
manner: the chief clerk shall receive $1500 per annum, two clerks 
shall each receive the sum of $1200 per annum, one clerk shall re- 
ceive $900 per annum, and the sum of $400 per annum shall be paid 
to the Probate Judge for all other expenses, including extra clerical 
assistance, said $400 to be paid to and disbursed by him. The Tax 
Collector of Houston County, Alabama, shall receive a salary of 
$3000 per annum net, and he shall be allowed the further and 
additional sum of $750 per annum for clerical assistance in his 
office, said sum to be paid to and disbursed by him. The Tax 
Assessor of Houston County, Alabama, shall receive a salary of 
$3000 per annum net, and shall be allowed the further and addi- 
tional sum of $900 per annum for clerical assistance, in his office, 
said sum to be paid to and disbursed by him. The compensations 
hereinabove fixed, for said officers, and the expenses of their said 
‘offices, shall be in lieu of all compensations and allowances hereto- 
fore received by said officers. These amounts shall be paid out of 
the County Treasury of Houston County, Alabama, in equal 
monthly installments, as the salaries of said County Officials are 
paid. The above named officers shall collect all fees heretofore 
collected by them and shall pay the same into the County Treas- 
ury on the first Monday of each month. The Board of Revenue of 
Houston County, Alabama, shall provide said officers with the neces- 
sary quarters, books, stationery and other necessities.” 

Section 2. The Legislature of Alabama, may hereafter from 
time to time, by local or general laws, fix, alter and regulate the 
compensation, expenses and allowances of each of the above named 
officials of Houston County, Alabama. 

Section 3. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give 
notice, together with the proposed Amendment, by proclamation 
to be published in one newspaper in each county and state, at least 
eight consecutive weeks next preceding the general election, to be 
held on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 
1932, of the election on the Amendment proposed by this Act, to be 
submitted to the qualified electors of the State for their considera- 
tion. stain, 

Section 4. At the general election, in November, 1932, an elec- 
tion shall be held for the vote of the qualified electors of the State 
upon the Amendment proposed by this Act. Upon the ballot used 
at said election shall be printed the following: “Amendment to the 
Constitution, fixing the compensation and allowance of the follow- 
ing named County Officials of Houston County :” 
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“Commencing at the beginning of their next term of office, 
subsequent to the general election to be held on the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday in November, 1932, the compensatioh and 
allowance of the following named County Officials of Houston 
County, Alabama, shall be as follows: The Judge of Probate of 
Houston County, Alabama, shall receive $4800 per annum net, 
which shall be full compensation for all services now required, or 
which may hereafter be required, by law of the Probate Judge of 
said County; the sum of $5500 per annum for office expenses and 
compensation is hereby allowed, to be expended in the following 
manner: the chief clerk shall receive $1500 per annum, two clerks 
shall each receive the sum of $1200 per annum, one clerk shall re- 
ceive $900 per annum, and the sum of $400 per annum shall be 
paid to the Probate Judge for all other expenses, including extra 
clerical assistance, said $400 to be paid to and disbursed by him. 
The Tax Collector of Houston County, Alabama, shall receive a 
salary of $3000 per annum net, and he shall be allowed the further 
and additional sum of $750 per annum for clerical assistance in 
his office, said sum to be paid to and disbursed by him. The Tax 
Assessor of Houston County, Alabama, shall receive a salary of 
$3,000 per annum net, and shall be allowed the further and addi- 
tional sum of $900 per annum for clerical assistance, in his office, 
said sum to be paid to and disbursed by him. The compensations 
hereinabove fixed, for said officers, and the expenses of their said 
offices, shall be in lieu of all compensations and allowances hereto- 
fore received by said officers. These amounts shall be paid out of 
the County Treasury of Houston County, Alabama, in equal 
monthly installments, as the salaries of other County Officials are 
paid. The above named officers shall collect all fees heretofore 
collected by them and shall pay the same into the County Treas- 
ury on the first Monday of each month. The Board of Revenue of 
Houston County, Alabama, shall provide said officers with the nec- 
essary quarters, books, stationery and other necessities.” Follow- 
ing the proposed Amendment on the ballot shall be printed the 
word “Yes,” and immediately under that word shall be printed the 
word “No”. The choice of the elector shall be indicated by the 
cross mark made by him opposite the word expressing his choice 
or desire. 

Section 5. The officers of the general election, to be held on 
the first Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 1932, shall 
open a poll for the vote of the qualified electors upon the Amend- 
ment proposed by this Act. The election shall be held in all things 
in accordance with the laws governing general elections in Ala- 
bama. In said election, upon such proposed Amendment, the votes 
cast thereat shall be canvassed, tabulated, and the return thereof 
made to the Secretary of State, and counted in the same manner as 
in elections for Representatives to the Legislature, and if it shall 
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thereupon appear that a majority of the qualified electors, who 
vote upon the proposed Amendment, vote in favor of the same, 
the Amendment proposed by this Act shall be valid, to all intents 
and purposes, as a part of the Constitution of Alabama. The result 
of said election shall be made known by proclamation issued by the 
Governor of the State of Alabama.

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“Whereas, the opening of this river between Montgomery and 
Rome will add greatly to the commercial and industrial develop- 
ment of one of the richest and most favored sections of our coun- 
try, with its vast deposits of iron ore and coal and other minerals 
and with its extremely favorable manufacturing cost conditions 
and will serve in Alabama north of Montgomery ten counties with 
a combined population of 350,000 people, and, 

“Whereas, the channel open between Mobile, Montgomery, 
Gadsden and Rome will serve the commercial and Industrial inter- 
ests of twenty counties with a combined population of 700,000 peo- 
ple, and, 

“Whereas, an expert survey of the Mississippi Valley Associa- 
tion and the Coosa-Alabama River Transportation Company and 
others, have set forth the fact that tonnage available for barge 
transport on the Coosa-Alabama River is sufficient for any neces- 
sary expenditures for canalization and equipment, and, 

“Whereas, the engineers of the United States Government have 
made detailed examination and report and are now thorotghly 
familiar with all physical conditions and improvement costs, 

“Now, therefore, be it resolved that the Legislature of Alabama 
go on record in asking that our National Congress do its part to 
bring about the early opening of a nine foot channel in the 700 miles 
of river bed extending from Rome, Georgia to the Gulf of Mexico.

HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION. 


By Mr. Tunstall: 

H. J. R. 34. Beit vessives by the House of Representatives, the 
Senate concurring, that: 

Whereas, the important business to be transacted by the Legis- 
lature may make it necessary or expedient that before being in ses- 
sion fifty (50) Legislative days, it take a recess to meet again at a 
fixed date to be hereafter determined to complete its regular session, 
and ; 

Whereas, pending the recess of the Legislature and prior to its 
re-convening on the fixed date to which the recess is taken, the 
financial condition of the State may be such that the Governor

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Now, therefore, be it resolved, that the Supreme Court of Ala- 
bama is hereby requested by the Legislature of Alabama to give the 
Legislature an advisory opinion with respect to the following 
questions: 

Is it legal, under the provisions of the Constitution, for the Gov- 
ernor to call the Legislature into special session while the Legisla- 
ture is in recess pending re-convening, and can the Legislature, if 
so called into session, submit to the qualified electors of the State 
proposed amendments to the Constitution; and could an election 
on such proposed amendments be held upon a date not less than 
three months after the final adjournment of the special session of 
the Legislature so called by the Governor, and before the final 
adjournment of the adjourned session so provided for; and would 
the Legislature still have the remaining days of the Constitutional 
fifty (50) days provided for by the Constitution, or would the Legis- 
lative days of the special session be counted as part of the said 
fifty (50) days?

A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To establish a Law and Equity Court for Colbert County; to define its 
jurisdiction and powers; to provide for its officers, their powers, duties and 
compensation; to provide for trial tax fees; to provide that said court shall be 
open at all times for the trial of cases and transaction of business; prescribing 
rules and procedure of said court; to provide for an official court reporter for 
said court and fix his compensation, and to provide for the transfer of 
causes now or hereafter pending in the Circuit Court of Colbert County, Ala- 
bama, to the Law and Equity Court; to abolish the County Court of Colbert 
County and the office of deputy solicitor of Colbert County. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: Section 1. That there be 
and hereby is established in and for the County of Colbert a Law and Equity 
Court which shall be called the Law and Equity Court of Colbert County, and 
shall be a court of record, and which shall have and exercise concurrent juris- 
diction, authority, functions and powers now conferred or may be hereafter 
conferred upon the several Circuit Courts of the State, provided however that 
the Law and Equity Court of Colbert County shall not have jurisdiction to 
try persons charged with felonies; and shall have concurrent jurisdiction with 
the Justices of the Peace of Colbert County in all matters whatsoever. 

Section 2. That the Judge for said court shall be appointed by the gover- 
nor of the state immediately after the approval of this Act, whose term of 
office shall begin immediately upon his appointment and qualification and shall 
continue until the second Tuesday after the first Monday in January in the 
year 1935 or until his successor is elected and qualified; and that, at the gen- 
eral election to be held in the year 1934, the successor of the Judge so ap- 
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pointed shall be elected by the qualified electors of Colbert County, Alabama, 
voting at said election, whose term of office shall begin on the expiration of 
the term of office of the Judge to be appointed by the governor, upon the ap- 
proval of and under the authority of this Act. At the general election in 1934, 
and every six years thereafter, the Judge of and for said court shall be elected 
by the qualified electors of Colbert County; and the Judge so elected shall 
hold office for six years, commencing on the second Tuesday after the first 
Monday in the year 1935, after his election and until his successor is elected 
and’ qualified. The Judge of said Court before entering upon the duties of 
said office shall take the oath required by law to be taken by the Judges of the 
Circuit Courts of Alabama. The said Judge shall be a qualified elector of 
Colbert County, Alabama; shall be learned in the law and shall be not less 
than twenty-five years of age. 

Section 3. Vacancies in the office of Judge of said court shall be filled 
by appointment by the Governor, and the person so appointed shall hold of- 
fice as required by the Constitution of this State. Said Judge may be removed 
vole office in the manner now provided by law for the removal of Circuit 

udges. 

Section 4. That the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Colbert County shall 
be ex-officio clerk of said court, and shall have the powers and discharge the 
duties, which will devolve upon the clerk of the Circuit Court, and shall be 
subject to the same pains and penalties with regard to the duties of this office, 
and shall be entitled to the same fees and compensation in cases where the 
amount involved is more than $50.00 as are now, or may hereafter be allowed 
to circuit clerks of Alabama, and in cases where the amount involved is $50.00 
or less the same fees as are now or may hereafter be allowed Justices of the 
ie and the same shall be collected as such fees are collected in the Circuit 

ourt. 

Section 5. That the Register of the Circuit Court of Colbert County in 
Equity shall be ex-officio the Register of said court in equity, and shall have 
the same powers and discharge the same duties which will devolve upon the 
Register of the Circuit Court in Equity, and shall be subject to the same pains 
and penalties with regard to the duties of the office and shall be entitled to 
the same fees and compensation as are now, or may hereafter be, allowed to 
the Register of the Circuit Court in equity in Alabama, and the same shall be 
collected as such fees are collected in the Circuit Courts in Equity. 

Section 6. That the judge of said court shall receive a salary of Thirty 
Six Hundred Dollars per year, payable Three Hundred Dollars per month, out 
of the general fund of the county treasury at the end of each month, payable 
on warrants drawn by said judge, and that there shali be taxed as a trial fee 
the sum of $3.00 in ali cases that go upon the docket in said Court, to be taxed 
and collected as a part of the costs. Said trial fee in all cases shall be paid by 
phe plese of said court into the county treasury for the benefit of the general 
und, 

Section 7. That the Office of Deputy Solicitor of Colbert County be 
and the same is hereby abolished. 

Section 8. That there shall be a solicitor of and for said Law and Equity 
Court of Colbert County who shall be appointed by the governor immediately 
after the approval of this Act, and who shall hold office until the second 
Tuesday after the first Monday in January, 1935, and until his successor is 
elected and qualified, and shall prosecute for the State all causes in said . 
court and for so doing he shall receive a salary of Eighteen Hundred Dollars 
per year, payable One Hundred Fifty Dollars per month out of the County 
treasury on warrant drawn by the Judge of said Court. That in the absence 
of the said solicitor the Judge of said Court may appoint a special deputy 
solicitor to represent the State in cases that the solicitor for said court is 
required to represent the State in and shall receive for his compensation $10.00 
for each day or fraction thereof, for the time actually appointed. The term 
of office of said solicitor shall begin upon the approval of this act and at the 
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general election in 1934, and every four years thereafter, there shall be elected 
a solicitor for said Law and Equity Court of Colbert County, by the qualified 
electors of Colbert County. That the said solicitor shall be a qualified elector 
of Colbert County, Alabama, and shall be learned in the law, and the same 
solicitor shall not defend any person charged with crime in any of the criminal 
courts of Colbert County. 

Section 9. That the solicitor of this Court shall be and he is hereby 
authorized and directed to attend upon sessions of the grand juries of, the 
Circuit Court of Colbert County. 

And to discharge such other duties as are now required by law of deputy 
circuit solicitors except the prosecution of cases in the circuit court. 

Section 10. That the Court shall be held at the court house of Colbert 
County, and that said court shall be open at all times for the trial of cases 
and the transaction of business. In case of sickness or disqualification of the 
Judge of said Court, the law applicable to the appointment and service of 
special judges in the Circuit Courts shall apply. The Judge of the said court 
shall be subject to the same penalties for failure to attend upon the Court as 
circuit judges of this State. 

Section 11. The Judge of said court may determine and fix the time for 
holding the sessions of said court for the trial of all cases in law or in equity. 

Provided there shall be a term of said court held each month, beginning 
the first Monday in the month and provided further there shall be at least 
four jury terms of the court held during each year. 

Section 12. That it shall be the duty of the presiding Judge of the Circuit 
Court of Colbert County to immediately after the approval of this Act, make 
an order transferring to the Law and Equity Court of Colbert County, all 
cases pending on the docket of the Circuit Court against persons charged with 
a misdemeanor, and from and after the approval of this act, each and every 
indictment returned by a Grand Jury of Colbert County, against persons 
charged with the commission of a misdemeanor, shall at once be transferred 
to the Law and Equity Court of Colbert County by the Clerk of said Circuit 
Court and the jurisdiction of said Law and Equity Court of Colbert County 
shall attach to said cause, and the jurisdiction of said Circuit Court shall cease, 
and it shall be the duty of the Clerk to immediately issue capiases against said 
parties so charged with a misdemeanor, returnable to the Law and Equity 
Court of Colbert County. 

Section 13. All civil cases in law or in equity now pending, or may here- 
after be pending, in the Circuit Court of Colbert County may be, by agreement 
of the parties thereto, transferred from said Circuit Court to the said Law and 
Equity Court of Colbert County. 

Section 14. The sheriff of Colbert County shall in person, or by a deputy, 

or deputies appointed by him said appointment to be approved by the Judge 
of said court, be required to attend upon the said Court and preserve order, 
and execute all writs or process and perform such other duties, in all respects 
‘as in the Circuit Courts of this State, and for such services of attending said 
court the sheriff or his deputies shall not receive any compensation. The 
sheriff shall receive the same fees for execution the processes of this court as 
provided for by law for the execution of same processes in the Circuit Court 
or in the Justices of the Peace Court, and shall be collected in the same way as. 
is now provided by law or may hereafter be provided. 
Section 15, That the procedure, practice and rules governing the circuit 
‘Courts of Alabama shall in all things apply to and govern the procedure and 
practice in the law and equity court of Colbert County, except as herein 
otherwise provided. 

Section 16. The judge of said court shall adopt a seal for the law side of 
the docket of the law and equity court of Colbert County, which shall be kept 
vin the custody and control of the clerk of said Court. The Judge of said Court 
:shall also adopt a seal for the Equity side of the law and equity court of Col- 
‘bert eouey which shall be kept in the custody and control of the Register of 
said Court. 
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Section 17. That in all civil causes at law in the Law and Equity Court 
the issue and question of fact shall be tried by the judge of the court without 
the intervention of a jury unless a jury trial be demanded in writing by the 
Plaintiff at the commencement of the suit, or by the defendant or any other 
party occupying the position of defendant or claimant within thirty days after 
the perfection of service on him. If the plaintiff desires a trial by jury he 
shall endorse in writing his demand therefor on the summons and complaint, 
the attachment or other process or paper filed by him for the purpose of in- 
stituting the suit, or by filing a separate written demand with the clerk of the 
court at the commencement of the suit. If the defendant or other person 
occupying the position of defendant or claimant desires a trial by jury he shall 
file a written demand therefor with the clerk of the court within thirty days 
after the perfection of service on him by endorsing such demand upon his 
initial pleading or by a separate written instrument. In all causes in the law 
and equity court of Colbert County brought by appeal or certiorari from judg- 
ments of Justices of the Peace or other inferior courts the issue and question 
of fact shall be tried by the judge of the court without the intervention of a 
jury unless a demand for a trial by jury be made in writing and filed in the 
cause by the party suing out the appeal or certiorari within ten days after 
suing out same, or filed in the cause by the opposite party within ten days 
after he has been served with notice of the appeal or certiorari. The failure 
to demand in writing a jury trial as herein provided shall be deemed and held 
a waiver of the right of a triai by jury, and either party demanding a trial by 
jury shall not have the right to withdraw such demand without the consent of 
the opposite party. 

Section 18. That in all misdemeanor causes in the law and equity court of 
Colbert County, the issue and question of fact shall be tried by the judge of 
the court without the intervention of a jury except in causes where a trial by jury 
is demanded in writing by the defendant, and such written demand filed in 
the cause with the clerk of the court on or before the first sounding of the 
cause if the cause is sounded within thirty days after the defendant has been 
arrested or taken into custody after the finding of the indictment, or within 
thirty days after the defendant has appealed if the cause is brought to the law 
and equity court of Colbert County by appeal, and if such cause is not sounded 
within thirty days after the defendant has appealed or been arrested or taken 
into custody after the finding of the indictment, then such written demand 
must be filed with the clerk within thirty days after the defendant has ap- 
pealed or been arrested or taken into custody after the finding of the indict- 
ment, a failure to demand in writing a trial by jury as herein provided shall 
be held and deemed to be a waiver by the defendant of a trial by jury. 

Section 19. That in the trial of any cause at law either civil or criminal 
in Law and Equity Court of Colbert County by the Judge without the inter- 
vention of a jury, either party to a civil cause or the defendant in a criminal 
cause may present for review by bill of exceptions, the conclusions and 
judgment of the court on the evidence, and the court of appeals or the supreme 
court shall review the same without any presumption in favor of the court 
below, and if there be error shall render such judgment in the cause as the 
court below should have rendered, or reverse and remand the same for further 
proceedings in said court as the court of appeals or the supreme court may

Section 20. That the judge of said court shall draw the petit jurors for 
‘said court in the same way and manner, to try the jury cases, as the Circuit 
Courts draw petit jurors to try such cases, and in accordance with the law 
as provided for drawing petit juries in the several Circuit Courts of Alabama, 
or may be hereafter provided by law. : 

Section 21. Prosecutions for misdemeanors committed in Colbert County 
may be instituted in this court by making an affidavit before the Judge or 
‘€lerk of said Court, writ on said affidavit to be issued by the Clerk of said

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go on the docket for trial, and be tried as though the defendant had been in- 
dicted by a grand jury.

Section 23. It shall be the duty of the clerk of said court to keep a record 
upon which shall be recorded all affidavits made before the Judge or 
Clerk of said court, and if any of said affidavits should be lost or destroyed 
a certified copy of the said record shall be used the same as if the defendant 
had been indicted, and for recording each of said affidavits the clerk shall 
receive a fee of twenty-five cents to be taxed as costs in _case, the defendant 
is convicted. bon 4 

Section 24. That the Supreme Court and Court of Appeals of this State 
shall have appellate and supervisory jurisdiction over said Court, and the 
judge thereof, which may be exercised in the same manner as such jurisdic- 
tion may be exercised over the Circuit Courts of the State, and the Judges 
thereof, and appeals may be taken from the orders and judgments of said court 
to the Supreme Court and Court of Appeals in the same manner and within 
the same time, as appeals are now taken from the orders and judgments of the 
Circuit Courts of the State. 

Section 25. The venue in any case in the said law and equity court of 
Colbert County shall be changed to the other counties under the same orders 
and regulations as govern changes of venue in Circuit Courts. 

Section 26. The witnesses attending upon said Law and Equity Court of 
Colbert County shall be entitled to, and paid the same fees as are paid the - 
witnesses in the Circuit Courts of Colbert County, Alabama. 

Section 27, The County Court of Colbert County, Alabama be and the 
same is hereby abolished and all cases now pending in said court shall by the 

Clerk of said court be transferred from the docket of said court to the Law 
and Equity Court of Colbert County. The Clerk of this Court shall have the 
authority to issue process on the judgments of County Court rendered before 
the abolition of said court by this act. 

Section 28. The Judge of this court shall secure the services of a compe- 
tent shorthand writer to attend the sittings and terms of this court and report 
in shorthand all the cases tried herein and during the ‘time he is actually en- 
gaged in said reporting and in transcribing for the court or the attorney’s cases, 
which he has reported he is an officer of this court, and he shall receive a 
salary to be fixed by the Judge of said Court not to exceed one hundred dol- 
lars per month and said salary shall be paid in monthly installments at the end 
of each month, and shall be paid to him from the funds of the County by the 
County Treasurer or other custodian of said funds on a warrant drawn thereon 
by the Judge of this Court, provided however that the Judges of the court 
shall have the right to remove said reporter from office at his pleasure. In 
addition to the compensation herein provided for said reporter he shall be en- 
titled to tax and collect from the litigant or his attorneys for whom he is

Section 30. The same rules, regulations. and laws applicable to appeals

and file with the clerk of this court what in his opinion is a correct record 
or transcript of the proceedings in said cause and notify the trial judge to- 
gether with the opposing party or his attorney of record, that he has so filed 
the same. Thereupon said parties or their attorneys together with said trial 
judge shall have a hearing and agree upon such bill of exceptions if the same 
can be done, and if not the judge shall so correct and file such bill of 
exceptions as in his opinion is correct, and when so passed on and corrected 
by said judge same shall constitute the legal bill of exceptions in said cause 
provided however that nothing herein contained shall prevent the establishing 
of a bill of exceptions before the Supreme Court or Court of Appeals as now 
provided by law. 

Section 32. That the Clerk and the Register with the approval of the 
judge of said court are hereby authorized to purchase all necessary furnish- 
ings, records, stationery, and supplies for the equipment and maintenance of 
said court and the same shall be paid out of the county treasury, in the same 
way and manner as now or may hereafter be provided by law for the pay- 
ment for such furnishings, records, stationery and supplies in the Circuit 
Courts of Alabama. ; 

Section 33. That there shall be taxed against the defendant on conviction 
the same solicitor’s fee and the same shall be collected in the same way as 
provided by law for the taxing and collecting of solicitors fees in the Circuit 
Courts of Alabama, and when collected the same shall be paid into the Treas- 
ury of Colbert County, Alabama. 

Section 34. That there shall not be any grand juries drawn, empanelled 
or organized by this court. 

Section 35. That if for any reason any section, provision or clause of this 
Act shall be held unconstitutional or invalid then that fact would not destroy 
the constitutionality of this Act, except as to such clause or section. 

Section 36. That all laws both local and general in conflict with said 
Act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 37. That this Act shall take effect from and after approval 
thereof.

REPORT OF RULES COMMITTEE. 


Mr. Tunstall, the Speaker of the House, Chairman of the Stand- 
ing Committee on Rules, returned to the House, the following resolu- 
tion with a favorable report from the Standing Committee on Rules: 

H. J. R. 34. BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REP- 
RESENTATIVES, the Senate concurring, that: 

WHEREAS, the important business to be transacted by the Legis- 
lature may make it necessary or expedient that before being in session 
fifty (50) Legislative days, it take a recess to meet again at a fixed 
date to be hereafter determined to complete its regular session, and; 

WHEREAS, pending the recess of the Legislature and prior to 
its re-convening on the fixed date to which the recess is taken, the 
financial condition of the State may be such that the Governor should 
call the Legislature into special session for the purpose of submitting 
to the qualified electors of the State an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, authorizing a bonded debt to pay the outstanding indebtedness 
of the State or other Constitutional amendment to provide for payment 
of the outstanding indebtedness of the State, and/or a bonded debt 
to provide further for the construction and maintenance of public roads 
in the State; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Supreme 
Court of Alabama is hereby requested by the Legislature of Alabama 
to give the Legislature an advisory opinion with respect to the fol- 
lowing questions:

for such airports; and other aids to aerial navigation. 

Mr. Bradford of Jefferson, Chairman of the Standing Committee 
on Local Legislation, reported that said Committee, in session, had acted 
on the following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a 
favorable report:

For the relief of Claudia Smith, Custodian of the funds 
of the Inferior Court of Autauga County, Alabama, and to au- 
thorize the payment out of the funds of the Inferior Court of Au- 
tauga County, Alabama, the sum of Eighty Dollars, for services 
rendered as Custodian of said funds for the period of time begin- 
ning January 1st, 1927, and ending September Ist, 1927 at the rate 
of $10.00 per month. 

H. 60. To authorize, empower and require the County Board 
of Education of Jackson County, Alabama, to pay to the First Na- 
tional Bank of Stevenson, located in the town of Stevenson, Ala-

To provide guards for County Jails and to fix their 
compensation in all counties having a population of not less than 
100,000 nor more than 300,000 according to the last or any succeed- 
ing Federal Census. 

H. 107. To fix the salaries to be pait. the members of the 
Courts of County Commissioners or Boards of Revenue and other 
courts of like jurisdiction in all counties in this state which now 
have or which may hereafter have a population of 75,000 people and 
less than 100,000 people according to the last Federal Census or any ~. 
such census which may hereafter be taken, and to regulate the pay- 
ment of same, to provide for the clerical help and other assistance 
to said officers and the manner of fixing their compensation and 
paying the same and to provide rules and regulations for the pay- 
ment and conduct of such officers. 

H. 108. To authorize and empower Boards of Revenue in 
counties having a population of not less than 75,000 and not more 
than 100,000 inhabitants according to the Federal Census of 1930, 
and which may hereafter have such population according to any 
Federal Census hereafter taken, to expend County Funds not ex- 
ceeding $5,000 per annum for County purposes not otherwise pro- 
vided for by law. 

H. 129. To relieve the tax assessor of Franklin County, Alabama, 
from the duty of preparing a book of assessments, such as is referred 
to in Acts 1923, page 152 Sec. 42, and in.lieu thereof to arrange in al- 
phabetical order the original lists and have same permanently bound and

Publics with the power of a Justice of the Peace to the ‘Gadsden 
Inferior Court ;’ To provide rules of procedure of said Court; and to 
provide for the execution of process and operation of said Court.” 
Approved by the Governor August 26, 1927.

Mr. West, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Education, 
reported that said Committee, in session, had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report: 

H. 128. To provide for the election of the County Superintendent 
of Education for Colbert County, his term of office, and to provide for 
the appointment of a county Superintendent of Education of said 
County to serve from the time of approval of this bill until his successor 
is elected and qualifies.

H. 92. To provide and create a commission form of municipal 
government and to establish the same in all cities of Alabama 
which now have or which by merger or consolidation or annexa- 
tion or otherwise may hereafter have a population of as much as 
twenty-five thousand and less than fifty thousand people, accord- 
ing to the last Federal census, or any such census which may here- 
after be taken, in the case of annexation or merger or consolida- 
tion of two or more cities, the aggregate population of the cities 
involved, as shown by the last Federal census preceding such an- 
nexation or merger or consolidation, to be deemed the population 
of the resulting city until the next Federal census; to regulate the 
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selection and election of commissioners and their terms of office, 
to fix their powers, duties and compensation, to punish improper 
conduct in connection with elections and petitions hereunder; to 
abolish aldermen and certain other city officials, and otherwise pro- 
vide for the creation and maintenance,of said commission form of 
government. 

Mr. Robinson, Chairman of the Standing Committee on County 
Organizations, reported that said Committee, in session, had acted on 
the following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a 
favorable report: 

H. 72. To make it unlawful for any member of the court of 
county commissioners, board of revenue or other like governing body 
in any county of the State of Alabama to use or permit to be used 
for private use or personal gain or profit or permit to be used 
for any purpose other than to perform duties for the county, any 
property belonging to such county, and to prescribe and fix penalties 
for the violation thereof. 

H. 103. To permit courts of county commissioners and boards 
of revenue and road commissioners, and such other governing agen- 
cies of the counties in Alabama, to secure grounds either by gift. con- . 
demnation or purchase in any county in Alabama for the purpose of 
establishing county parks and playgrounds; and to permit appropria- 
tions from. the general funds of the counties for maintenance; to al- 
low courts of county commissioners or boards of revenue and road 
commissioners, and such other governing agencies of the counties of 
Alabama, to prescribe rules and regulations for the governance of 
said parks and playgrounds; to provide for a park and playground 
commission; and to fix fees for concessions. 

The above and foregoing bills were severally read a second time 
and placed on the calendar. 

Mr. Brooks, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Constitution 
and Constitutional Amendments, reported that said Committee, in ses- 
sion, had acted on the following bill and ordered same returned to 
the House with a favorable report: 

House Bill No. 93: 


A BILL 


To be entitled an Act to submit to the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama, for their consideration, at the general election to 
bé held in November, 1932, an Amendment to the Constitution of the 
State, fixing the salaries, compensations and allowances to be paid to 
the Judge of Probate, Tax Assessor and the Tax Collector of Houston 
County, Alabama; to require said officers to pay into the Treasury of 
Houston County, Alabama, all fees collected by them as such officials; 
and to authorize and empower the Legislature of Alabama to thereafter 
fix, alter and regulate the compensation, charges, fees and salaries of 
such officers. 


7—HJ 
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Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following Amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama, is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified elec- 
tors of the State, for their consideration, as hereinafter set forth, 
viz: 
“Commencing at the beginning of their next term of office, sub- 
sequent to the general election to be held on the first Tuesday after 
the first Monday in November, 1932, the compensation and allowance 
of the following named County officials of Houston County, Alabama, 
shall be as follows: The Judge of Probate of Houston County, Ala- 
bama, shall receive $4800 per annum net, which shall be full compen- 
sation for all services now required, or which may hereafter be re- 
quired, by law of the Probate Judge of said County; the sum of 
$5500 per annum for office expenses and compensation is hereby al- 
lowed, to be expended in the following manner; the chief clerk shall 
receive $1500 per annum, two clerks shall each receive the sum of 
$1200 per annum, one clerk shall receive $900 per annum, and the sum 
of $400 per annum shall be paid to the Probate Judge for all other 
expenses, including extra clerical assistance, said $400 to be paid to 
and disbursed by him. ‘The Tax Collector of Houston County, Aja- 
bama, shall receive a salary of $3000 per annum net, and he shall be al- 
lowed the further and additional sum of $750 per annum for clerical 
assistance in his office, said sum to be paid to and disbursed by him. 
The Tax Assessor of Houston County, Alabama, shall receive a salary 
of $3000 per annum net, and shall be allowed the further and addi- 
tional sum of $900 per annum for clerical assistance, in his office, 
said sum to be paid to and disbursed by him. The compensations 
hereinabove fixed, for said officers, and the expenses of their said 
officers, shall be in lieu of all compensations and allowances hereto- 
fore received by said officers. These amounts shall be paid out of 
the County Treasury of Houston County, Alabama, in equal monthly 
installments, as the salaries of said County Officials are paid. ‘The 
above named officers shall collect all fees heretofore collected by 
them and shall pay the same into the County Treasury on the first 
Monday of each month.

Section 2. The Legislature of Alabama, may hereafter from time 
to time, by local or general laws, fix, alter and regulate the compen- 
sation, expenses and allowances of each of the above named officials 
of Houston County, Alabama. 

Section 3. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give notice, 
together with the proposed Amendment, by prociamation to be pub- 
lished in one newspaper in each county and state, at least eight con- 
secutive weeks next preceding the general election, to be held on the 
first Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 1932, of the elec-

tion on the Amendment proposed by this Act, to be submitted to the 
qualified electors of the State for their consideration. 

Section 4. At the general election, in November, 1932, an election 
shall be held for the vote of the qualified electors of the State upon 
the Amendment proposed by this Act. Upon the ballot used at said 
election shall be printed the following: “Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, fixing the compensation and allowance of the following named 
County Officials of Houston County :”

The Tax Collector of Houston County, 
Alabama, shall receive a salary of $3000 per annum net, and he shall 
be allowed the further and additional sum of $750 per annum for cleri- 
cal assistance in his office, said sum to be paid to and disbursed by him. 
The Tax Assessor of Houston County, Alabama, shall receive a salary 
of $3000 per annum net, and shall be allowed the further and additional 
sum of $900 per annum for clerical assistance, in his office, said sum 
to be paid to and disbursed by him. The compensations hereinabove 
fixed, for said officers, and the expenses of their said offices, shall 
be in lieu of all compensations and allowances heretofore received by 
said officers. These amounts shall be paid out of the County Treasury 
of Houston County, Alabama, in equal monthly installments, as the 
salaries of other County Officials are paid. The above named offi- 
cers shall collect all fees heretofore collected by them and shall pay 
the same into the County Treasury on the first Monday of Each 
month. The Board of Revenue of Houston County, Alabama, shall 
provide said officers with the necessary quarters, books, stationery 
and other necessities.” Following the proposed Amendment on the bal- 
lot shall be printed the word “Yes,” and immediately under that word 
shall be printed the word “No”. The choice of the elector shall be 
indicated by the cross mark made by him opposite the word expressing 
his choice or desire. 

Section 5. The officers of the general election, to be held on the 
first Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 1932, shall open a 
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poll for the vote of the qualified electors upon the Amendment pro- 
posed by this Act. The election shall be held in all things in accord- 
ance with the laws governing general elections in Alabama. In said 
election, upon such proposed Amendment, the votes cast thereat shall 
be canvassed, tabulated, and the return thereof made to the Secretary 
of State, and counted in the same manner as in elections for Representa- 
tives to the Legislature, and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority 
of the qualified electors, who vote upon the proposed Amendment, vote 
in favor of the same, the Amendment proposed by this Act shall be 
valid, to all intents and purposes, as a part of the Constitution of Ala- 
bama.

Be it Resolved by the Senate, the House concurring, 
That: 1. A joint special committee from the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the Alabama Legislature is hereby created to con- 
sist of three members from the Senate and six members from the 
House to be appointed by the Speaker of the House, to be known as 
“Joint Committee on Transportation Problems.”

House Bill No. 93: 
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A BILL 


To be entitled an act to submit to the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama, for their consideration, at the general election 
to be held in November, 1932, an Amendment to the Constitution 
of the State, fixing the salaries, compensations and allowances to 
be paid to the Judge of Probate, the Tax Assessor and the Tax 
Collector of Houston County, Alabama; to require said officers to 
pay into the Treasury of Houston County, Alabama, all fees col- 
lected by them as such officials; and to authorize and empower the 
Legislature of Alabama to thereafter fix, alter and regulate the 
compensation, charges, fees and salaries of such officers. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following Amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama, is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualitied 
electors of the State, for their consideration, as hereinafter set 
forth, viz: 

“Commencing at the beginning of their next term of office, 
subsequent to the general election to be held on the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday in November, 1932, the compensation and 
allowance of the following named County officials of Houston 
County, Alabama, shall be as follows: The Judge of Probate of Houston 
County, Alabama, shall receive $4800 per annum net, which shall 
be full compensation for all services now required, or which may 
hereafter be required, by law of the Probate Judge of said County; 
the sum of $5500 per annum for office expenses and compensation 
is hereby allowed, to be expended in the following manner; the 
chief clerk shall receive $1500 per annum, two clerks shall each 
receive the sum of $1200 per annum, one clerk shall receive $900 
per annum, and the sum of $400 per annum shall be paid to the 
Probate Judge for all other expenses, including extra clerical assist- 
ance, said $400 to be paid to and disbursed by him. The Tax Col- 
lector of Houston County, Alabama, shall receive a salary of $3000 
per annum net, and he shall be allowed the further and additional 
sum of $750 per annum for clerical assistance in his office, said 
sum to be paid to and disbursed by him. The Tax Assessor of 
Houston County, Alabama, shall receive a salary of $3000 per 
annum net, and shall be allowed the further and additional sum 
of $900 per annum for clerical assistance, in his office, said sum to 
be paid to and disbursed by him. The compensations herein- 
above fixed, for said officers, and the expenses of their said of- 

‘fices, shall be in lieu of all compensations and allowances hereto- 
fore received by said officers. T*hese amounts shall be paid out 
of the County Treasury of Houston County, Alabama, in equal 
monthly installments, as the salaries of said County Officials 
are paid. The above named officers shall collect all fees hereto- 
fore collected by them and shall pay the same into the County 
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Treasury on the first Monday of each month. The Board of Reve- 
nue of Houston County, Alabama, shall provide said officers with 
the necessary quarters, books, stationery and other necessities.” 

Section 2. The Legislature of Alabama, may hereafter from 
time to time, by local or general laws, fix, alter and regulate the 
compensation, expenses and allowances of each of the above named 
officials of Houston County, Alabama. 

Section 3. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give 
notice, together with the proposed Amendment, by proclamation 
to be published in one newspaper in each county and state, at least 
eight consecutive weeks next preceding the general election, to be 
held on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 
1932, of the election on the Amendment proposed by this Act, 
to be submitted to the qualified electors of the State for their consid- 
eration. 

Section 4. At the general election, in November, 1932, an elec- 
tion shall be held for the vote of the qualified electors of the State 
upon the Amendment proposed by this Act. Upon the ballot used 
at said election shall be printed the following: “Amendment to 
the Constitution, fixing the compensation and allowance of the fol- 
lowing named County Officials of Houston County :” 

“Commencing at the beginning of their next term of office, sub- 
sequent to the general election to be held on the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday in November, 1932, the compensation and 
allowance of the following named: County Officials of Houston 
County, Alabama, shall be as follows: The Judge of Probate of 
Houston County, Alabama, shall receive $4800 per annum net, 
which shall be full compensation for all services now required 
or which may hereafter be required, by law of the Probate Judge 
of said County; the sum of $5500 per annum for office expenses 
and compensation is hereby allowed, to be expended in the fol- 
lowing manner: the chief clerk shall receive $1500 per annum, two 
clerks shall each receive the sum of $1200 per annum, one clerk 
shall receive $900 per annum, and the sum of $400 per annum shall 
be paid to the Probate Judge for all other expenses, including 
extra clerical assistance, said $400 tobe paid to and disbursed by 
him. The Tax Collector of Houston County, Alabama, shall re- 
ceive a salary of $3000 per annum net, and he shall be allowed the 
further and additional sum of $750 per annum for clerical assistance 
in his office, said sum to be paid to and disbursed by him. The 
Tax Assessor of Houston County, Alabama, shall receive a salary 
of $3000 per annum net, and shall be allowed the further and addi- 
tional sum of $900 per annum for clerical assistance, in his office, said 
sum to be paid to and disbursed by him. The compensations hereinabove 
fixed, for said officers, and the expenses of their said offices, shall be in 
lieu of all compensations and allowances heretofore received by 
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said officers. ‘These amounts shall be paid out of the County 
Treasury of Houston County, Alabama, in equal monthly install- 
ments, as the salaries of other County Officials are paid. The 
above named officers shall collect all fees heretofore collected by 
them and shall pay the same into the County Treasury on the first 
Monday of Each month. The Board of Revenue of Houston 
County, Alabama, shall provide said officers with the necessary 
quarters, books, stationery and other necessities.” Following the 
proposed Amendment on the ballot shall be printed the word 
“Yes,” and immediately under that word shall be printed the 
word “No”. The choice of the elector shall be indicated by the 
cross mark made by him opposite the word expressing his choice 
or desire. 

Section 5. The officers of the general election, to be held on 
the first Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 1932, shall 
open a poll for the vote of the qualified electors upon the Amend- 
ment proposed by this Act. The election shall be held in all things 
in accordance with the laws governing the general elections in 
Alabama. In said election, upon such proposed Amendment, the 
votes cast thereat shall be canvassed, tabulated, and the return 
thereof made to the Secretary of State, and counted in the same 
manner as in elections for Representatives to the Legislature, and 
if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the qualified elec- 
tors, who vote upon the proposed Amendment, vote in favor of the 
same, the Amendment proposed by this Act shall be valid, to all 
intents and purposes, as a part of the Constitution of Alabama.

or similar line of business, nor to an association of local lodges 
of a society now doing business in this State, which provides death 
benefits not exceeding three hundred dollars to any one person, or 
disability benefits not exceeding three hundred dollars in any 
one year to any one person, or both, nor to any contracts of rein- 
surance business on such plan in this state, nor to domestic so- 
cieties which limit their membership to employes of a particular 
city or town, designated firm, business house or corporation, nor 
to domestic lodges, orders or associations of a purely religious, 
charitable and benevolent description, which do not provide for a 
death of more than one hundred dollars, or disability benefits of 
more than one hundred and fifty dollars to any one person in any 
one year; but any such domestic order or society which has more 
than five hundred members and provides for death or disability 
benefits, and any such domestic lodge, order or society which is- 
sues to any person a certificate providing for payment of benefits, 
shall not be exempt by the provisions of this section, but shall 
comply with all the requirements of this article. The commis- 
sioner of insurance may require from any society such informa- 
tion as will enable him to determine whether such society is ex- 
empt from the provisions ‘of this article.

CHAMBERS OF THE JUSTICES. 


January 30, 1931. 


To the Legislature of Alabama: ; 
Replying to vour joint resolution of January 29th, 1931, which is directed 


to the Supreme Court, and which should more properly be directed to the 
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Justices of the Supreme Court,—see section 10290 of the Code of 1923,—but 
which irregularity we will waive, and proceed to answer your inquiries as jus- 
tices and not as a court. 

Section 48 of the Constitution provides for the regular term or session of 
the Legislature, and fixes the time for convening, but does not prohibit a recess 
for any particular period, except there should of course be a final adjournment 
Lange? the commencement of another regular term—Opinion of Justices, 216 
Ala. 545. 

Section 122 of the Constitution authorizes the Governor to convene the 
Legislature into an extra or special term, and section 76 prescribes the order of 
business and certain limitations on the Legislature during said special session 
and also limits the period of said special session. Therefore, should there be 
a lengthy recess of the regular term and an emergency or necessity should arise, 
there is no reason why the Governor cannot convene the Legislature into a spe- 
cial session during the recess of said regular term. 

Section 284 of the Constitution authorizes the Legislature to propose amend- 
ments to the Constitution, and we think this can be done either during the regu- 
lar or a special session. Indeed, we have precedents for the proposal of amend- 
ments by special sessions and which said amendments have become a part of our 
organic law. 

As the Constitution fixes the regular term as well as special sessions and 
limits each, they should be treated as separate and independent of each other and 
the time consumed by the special session cannot be deducted from that of the 
‘regular term or session. 

We also think that an election can be held under section 284 on an amend- 
ment three months after the final adjournment of the session at which it was 
proposed whether it be the regular or special session.

I am not of opinion that an “extraordinary occasion” for a Special Session 
of the Legislature, within the meaning of § 122 of the Constitution, can arise 
or exist, after the Legislature meets in regular session under the provisions of 
§ 48 of the Constitution, so long as its powers to legislate in regular session 
exist. I am of the opinion that to sandwich a special session between its sit- 
ting in regular sessions, during temporary recess, violates the spirit of § 48, 
which limits the regular session to fifty legislative days. 

If the Legislature can meet in regular session under § 48 and adjourn tem- 
porarily, and this authorizes the calling of one extraordinary session, then any 
number of extra sessions may be called, during the temporary recess, and by 
the concurrence of the Governor and the Legislature it may remain in session 
for the entire four years, and until it is dissolved by operation of law. 

No such consequences were contemplated by the framers of the Constitution.

Section 1. That there be and hereby is established in and for the County 
of Etowah, a Court of Law, which shall be called the Etowah County Court 
and which shall be a Court of Record, and which shall have and exercise the 
juciadiction) authority, function and powers hereinafter conferred upon it in 
this Act. 

Sec. 2. That the judge of said court shall be appointed by the Governor 
of the state immediately after the approval of this Act, whose terms of office 
shall begin immediately upon his appointment and qualification, and shall 
continue until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January in the 
year 1937: and that, at the general election to be held in the year 1936, the 
successor to the judge so appointed shall be elected by the qualified electors 
in Etowah County, Alabama, voting at said election, whose terms of office 
begins at the expiration of the term of office of the judge to be appointed by 
the Governor, upon the approval of, and under the authority of this Act, and 
whose term of office shall be for a period of six years. The judge of said 
court, before entering upon the duties of said office, shall take the oath re- 
quired by law to be taken by the judges of the Circuit Court of Alabama. 
The judge shall be a qualified elector of Etowah County, Alabama, not less 
than twenty-five years of age, shall be learned in the law, and shall have 
been an active practitioner before the courts of Etowah County, Alabama, 
8 at least the two years next preceding the date of his appointment or 
election. 

Sec. 3. Vacancies in the office of the judge of said court shall be filled by 
appointment by the Governor, and the person so appointed shall hold office 
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as required by the provisions of this Act. Said judge may be removed from. 
office in the same manner now provided by law for the removal of circuit 
judges. 

Sec. 4. The judge of the said Etowah County Court shall receive a. 
Salary of thirty-six hundred dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly 
installments out of the treasury of said county, upon warrants drawn by the 
judge of said court upon the said county treasury and approved by the Board. 
of Revenue, the signed receipt of said judge being required for same. ; 

Sec. 5. The clerk of said court shall be appointed by the judge thereof,. 
who shali hold office at the pleasure of such judge, and who shall have the 
powers and discharge the duties that devolve upon the clerks of Circuit 
Court, and shall be subject to the same pains and penalties with regard to 
the duties of the office and shall be entitled to the same fees as are now or 
may hereafter be allowed the Circuit Clerks of Alabama, and the same shall 
be collected as such fees are collected in the Circuit Courts. The clerk of 
said court may, upon the approval of the judge of said court appoint a. 
Deputy Clerk who shall exercise the same powers and perform the same: 
duties as are exercised and performed by a Deputy Clerk in the Circuit Court: 
Each of whom, both clerk and his deputy, shall give bond in the penal sum of two: 
thousand dollars, payable to the said county, and conditioned to faithfully 
discharge the duties of his office, which bond shall be made by a bonding 
company authorized to do business in the state of Alabama, and shall be 
filed in the office of the Judge of Probate of said county, and approved by 
him: Said bond shall also be conditioned to pay over all moneys to the 
proper officers and persons to whom it is payable, and to faithfully account 
for all moneys coming into his hands by virtue of his office. The premium 
on said bond shall be paid by the said county. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the clerk of said court to keep a record 
upon which shall be recorded all affidavits for warrants of arrest made before 
the judge of said court, or returnable by a justice of the peace, or judge of 
an Inferior Court in said county, to said court, and if any of said affidavits 
should be lost or destroyed, a certified copy of said record shall be used the 
same as the original affidavit, and for recording each of said affidavits the 
clerk shall receive a fee of twenty-five cents to be taxed as costs in case of 
the defendant’s conviction. 

Sec. 7. That the clerk, with the approval of the judge of said Etowah 
County Court, is hereby authorized to purchase all necessary furnishings, 
records, typewriters, stationery, and supplies for the equipment and mainte- 
nance of said court, and the same shall be paid out of the County Treasury 
of Etowah County, Alabama, upon warrants drawn by said judge and ap- 
proved by the Board of Revenue of said county. 

Sec. 8. That the clerk of said court shail prepare a monthly report which 
shall be a permanent record. Said report shall set forth separately the num- 
ber of cases, both civil and criminal, decketed, tried, and disposition of same, 
the amount of fees, costs, fines and forfeitures assessed, and the amount of 
each collected, and to whom payable, and the disposition made of such funds: 
Likewise a record of all salaries and expenses of this court, including jury 
costs. Said report to be completed and filed with the Board of Revenue of 
said county on the first Monday of each calendar month for the month next 
preceding, and kept as a permanent record in the office of the Board of 
Revenue of said county. Said records must show the amount of all moneys, 
separately, viz., the fees of the clerk, sheriff, stenographer, and all trial taxes 
taken in from all sources whatsoever, and the amount paid into the County 
Treasury. All expenditures in salaries and other expenses shall be paid out 
of the County Treasury on warrants drawn by the judge of said court and 
approved by the Board of Revenue of said county. 

Sec. 9. That the said judge of said Etowah County Court shall appoint 
a competent person capable of taking the proceedings of said court in short- 
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hand as the official reporter of said court, which court reporter shall also be 
the clerk of said Etowah County Court, where practicable, and said judge 
shall make an order of such official reporter when so appointed: and said 
court reporter and clerk shall be removed by the judge of said court at his 
discretion, and his duties shall be the same as are now provided by law for 
the court reporter of the Circuit Courts of the State of Alabama, and shall 
receive the same rate of compensation for transcribing the testimony or other 
proceedings as are now provided for Circuit Court reporters, but shall, as a

of the Circuit Courts of Alabama, and shall be subject to the same pains and 
penalties with regards to the duties of the office as are now or may hereafter 
be by law imposed upon the Circuit Solicitors of Alabama, in the perform- 
ance of his duties as the prosecuting officer before the said Etowah County 
Court, and in addition thereto he shall be required to perform the duties as 
assistant Circuit Court solicitor of Etowah County, Alabama, as set out in 
Section No. 5525 of the Code of Alabama, without regard to limitation of 
county population and judicial circuit set out in said section. 
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Sec. 12. That the county solicitor of Etowah County, Alabama, shall re- 
ceive a salary of fifteen hundred dollars per annum, payable monthly: i in equal 
installments out of the treasury of said county, upon warrants drawn by the 
judge of said court upon the said County Treasury and approved by the 
Board of Revenue of said county, his signed receipts for same being required. 

Sec. 13. That the clerk of said court and all the justices of the peace, 
and notaries public ex-officio justices of the peace within the county of 
Etowah are hereby given the power to issue warrants of arrest returnable to 
said Etowah County Court for any offense over which the said court’ has 
jurisdiction: but no such warrant of arrest shall be issued without the written 
approval of the County Solicitor or Circuit Solicitor of Etowah County, ‘Ala- 
bama, indorsed thereon. And when the defendant is arrested on such af- 
fidavit and warrant said case shall go on the docket of said Etowah County 
Court for trial, and be tried as though the defendant had been indicted by a 
grand jury, provided, however, that the affidavit or complaint may be amended 
as now provided for the amendment of such papers by Section No. 3835 of 
the Code of Alabama. 

Sec. 14. That said Etowah County Court shall be held at the courthouse 
of Etowah County, Alabama, and that said court shall be open at all times 
for the trial of cases and the transaction of business. In case of sickness or 
disqualification of the judge of said court the law applicable to the appoint- 
ment and service of special judges in the Circuit Courts of Alabama shall 
apply. The judge of said court shall be subject to the same penalties for 
failure to attend upon said court as the circuit judges of this state. The judge 
of said court and clerk thereof shall keep an office in the courthouse of 
Etowah County, Alabama, and it shall be the duty of the Board of Revenue 
of Etowah County, Alabama, to provide such an office and supply the same 
with the necessary furnishings, fixtures, typewriters, stationery, and such 
other records, books and supplies as are necessary and incident to the con- 
duct of said court, and said Board of Revenue shall also provide a place in 
said Etowah County Courthouse for the holding of said court. 

Sec. 15. That the judge of said court may determine and fix the time of 
holding the sessions of said court: For the trial of all cases, both civil and 
criminal: Provided, however, all civil and criminal cases in which no jury is 
demanded, shall be called for trial at least once every thirty days, and that 
all civil and criminal cases in which a jury is demanded shall be called for 
trial every ninety days, until said cases are disposed of. Provided, however, 
that this section shall not be construed to prevent the continuance of any 
cases in said court by agreement of counsel, or the parties on good cause 
shown to the court, and when any cause is so continued to a specific time 
either for a cause shown to the court or by agreement of parties or counsel, 
it shall not be necessary to call said case until the expiration of the time to 
which it has been continued. 

Sec. 16. That it shall be the duty of the presiding judge of the Circuit 
Court of Etowah County, Alabama, to, immediately after the approval of this 
Act, make an order transferring to the Etowah County Court all cases pend- 
ing on the docket of the Circuit Court against persons charged with a mis- 
demeanor, and from and after the approval of this Act each and every in- 
dictment returned by a grand jury of Etowah County against persons charged 
with a commission of a misdemeanor shall at once be transferred to the 
Etowah County Court by the clerk of the Circuit Court, and the jurisdiction 
of said Etowah County Court shall attach to said cause, and the jurisdiction of 
the Circuit Court of said county shall cease, and it shall be the duty of the 
clerk to immediately issue capiases against said parties so charged with a mis- 
demeanor, returnable to the Etowah County Court. Provided, however, that 
it shall be the duty of the judge of the Etowah County Court to co-operate 
with the judges of the Circuit Court of Etowah County, Alabama, in an effort 
to prevent congestion of the triai dockets in either of said courts: and they 
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may, when in their judgment the condition of said trial docket warrants such 
action, transfer from the Circuit Court docket to the Etowah County Court 
docket, amd visa versa, such cases as they consider advisable and over which 
the said courts have concurrent jurisdiction: and cases so transferred shall 
stand for trial in the court to which transferred the same as if originating in 
said court, subject to all previous orders and entries theretofore make in said 
causes. Be it further provided that any such transfer of clauses of action is to 
be effected by an order of the court where said causes of action or proceedings 
were instituted: Provided further, that only by agreement of parties litigant 
or their attorneys shall such order of transfer be made by the court of civil 
causes. 

Sec. 17. That all civil cases now pending in the Circuit Court of Etowah 
County, Alabama, where the amount involved does not exceed $500.00, and 
all actions of forcible entry and detainer and unlawful detainer, and all ac- 
tions for the trial of the rights of property may be, by the agreement of the 
a thereto, transferred from the said Circuit Court to the Etowah County 

ourt 

Sec. 18. That all actions of forcible entry and detainer and unlawful de- 
tainer, and all other civil cases are to be tried by the court without the inter- 
vention of a jury unless at the time of filing the suit, plaintiff shall indorse upon 
the summons and complaint a demand for a jury trial, or that the defendant or 
claimant at the time of filing the first pleadings in the case or at the time of mak- 
ing his appearance, shall demand a trial by jury in writing to be filed in the cause: 
Provided, however, that all cases involving less than $20.00 shall be tried by the 
court without the intervention of a jury: and provided further that all criminal 
cases shall be tried without the intervention of a jury, unless a demand for a 
jury is indorsed upon the bond at the time of making of the case, or a de- 
mand in writing be filed in the cause within five (5) days after the arrest ca 
the defendant. 

Sec. 19. That all causes in the Etowah County Court brought by appeal or 
certiorari from judgments of justices of peace, mayor’s municipal, recorder or 
other inferior courts, the issue and question of facts shall be tried by the 
judge of said Etowah County Court without the intervention of a jury unless 
a demand for a trial by jury be made in writing and filed in the cause by the 
party suing out the appeal or certiorari within five (5) days after suing out 
the same, or filed in the cause by the opposite party in all civil cases within 
five (5) days after he has been served with notice of appeal or certiorari, 
unless said cause is sooner called for trial in which case the demand shall be 
made at the first call of said cause. 

Sec. 20. In all civil cases in said court, the defendant shall have five (5) 
days after service to plead, answer, or demur in any proceedings brought 
therein against said defendant, and criminal cases may be set down for trial 
after the expiration of five (5) days after the arrest of the defendant. That 
in all actions of forcible entry and detainer and unlawful detainer and trials. 
of the right of property, and in all civil cases, the defendants therein shal! be 
required by the summons served upon them to appear and plead or demur to. 
the complaint within five days after the service of such summons and com- 
plaint upon them: and in all cases commenced by attachment, the defendants. 
shall appear and demur or plead within five days after service of the notices of 
the levy of attachment, and in all civil cases, whether commenced by sum- 
mons and complaint, attachment or otherwise, the defendants therein shall be 
required to appear and plead or demur within five (5) days after service upon 
them, provided, that in cases where the suit is brought against non-residents 
or other persons upon whom service is had by registered mail or by publication 
then within five days after the perfection of service either by registered mail or by 
two (2) weeks’ publication in manner and form as now or hereafter may be pro- 
vided by law for such service, and in all cases, whether commenced by summons 
and complaint, attachment, or otherwise, any defendant failing to appear after 
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service upon him has been perfected or notice given him as herein required 
shall be held to be in default, and at any time thereafter, on motion of the 
plaintiff, judgment by default shall be rendered against him: Provided that the 
court may, for good cause shown, allow such judgment so obtained by default, 
to be set aside, and demurrers or pleas to be filed, on such terms as the court 
may deem best. : 

Sec. 21. That all garnishments issued from said court shall require 
an answer thereto within five (5) days after service thereof, and upon the 
failure of the garnishee to make such answer within five (5) days, he shall be 
deemed to be in default, and a judgment must be rendered against him on 
motion of the plaintiff, and unless otherwise ordered by the judge of said 
court, all citations, rules, writs of scire facias and notices issuing from said 
courts, including time of contesting answer of garnishee by either party, and 
contesting of claims of exemptions, shall require the party against whom they 
are issued or the contesting party to appear and plead within five (5) days 
after notice thereof: and, if citation or notice is to be given by publication or 
registered mail, then within five days after the perfection of service either by 
registered mail or by two weeks’ publication in manner and form as now or 
hereafter may be provided by law for such service: that all cases, whether 
commenced by summons and complaint, attachment or otherwise, shall be 
deemed and taken to be at issue and triable upon the appearance of the de- 
fendants and his pleadings to the complaint.

That this court shall have exclusive jurisdiction of all cases 
brought by appeal or certiorari from the justices of the peace, mayors, mu- 
nicipal, recorder or other inferior courts of Etowah County, Alabama, and all 
cases so appealed or certioraried from such courts and all original mesne 
process, writs, notices, etc., shall be executed instanter to be returnable im- 
mediately upon the execution thereof, by the officers receiving same: and 
all cases so appealed or certioraried shall stand for trial at any time after five 
(5) days’ notice of the suing out of such appeal or certiorari to the adverse 
party, the notice to be given as now or may hereafter be required by law in 
such cases. 

Sec. 27. That civil causes may be transferred from the Etowah County 
Court to the equity docket of the Circuit Court for the same reasons and in 
the same manner, and under the same rules and regulations as are now pro- 
vided for the transfer of causes from the law aside of the Circuit Court to 
the equity side of said court. E 
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Sec. 28. That the judge of said court shall have the power to issue 
search warrants, writs of habeas corpus, prohibition, certiorari, quo warranto, 
and all other special and extra ordinary writs, except such as are peculiar to 
a court of chancery; and the rules of the Circuit Courts of Alabama as are 
now or which may hereafter be provided by law, except as otherwise provided 
in this Act, shall prevail in the Etowah County Court, and the judge thereof 
shall have the same power and authority, including punishment for contempt, 
as is now or may hereafter be conferred upon judges of the Circuit Courts of 
Alabama, unless otherwise provided in this Act. 

Sec. 29. That justices of the peace of Etowah County and inferior courts 
with the jurisdiction of justices of the peace in said county, having authority 
to issue warrants returnable to said court, it shall be their duty to forthwith 
transmit said affidavit, warrants and bonds to said court, which causes shall 
then be placed upon the docket of said Etowah County Court, and be tried 
as though originally brought into said court. 

Sec. 30. That the said Etowah County Court shall have jurisdiction in 
civil cases in all matters where the amount involved does not exceed five 
hundred dollars, and original jurisdiction in actions of unlawful detainer and 
forcible entry and detainer, and trial of the rights of property, irrespective of 
the amount involved or the value of the property, provided that in action of 
unlawful detainer, and forcible entry and detainer, the defendant may, within 
the time allowed for pleading, file an affidavit and give bond as now or may 
hereafter be required by law in actions of this kind, and thereafter the same 
shall be tried as in actions in ejectment, provided said court shall not have 
jurisdiction of actions of ejectment. 

Sec. 31. That all jurors for Etowah County shall be summoned from the 
entire county and the venire of said court shail consist of thirty (30) jurors 
drawn as provided by law for the drawing and summoning and drawing 
jurors for the Circuit Court of Alabama, provided, that the parties to all ac- 
tions triable by jury shall be required to strike from a panel of eighteen (18) 
jurors in attendance 

Sec. 32. That the Supreme Court and the Court of Appeals of the state 
of Alabama shail have appelate and supervisory jurisdiction of said Etowah 
County Court, and the judges thereof, which may be exercised in the same 
manner as such jurisdiction may be exercised over Circuit Courts of the state 
and the judges thereof, and appeals may be taken from the orders and judg- 
ments of said court to the Supreme Court and Court of Appeals of Alabama 
in the same manner and within the same time, as appeals are now taken from 
the orders and judgments of the Circuit Courts of the state. 

Sec. 33. That the venue in any case in said Etowah County Court shall 
be changed to other counties under the same orders, rules and regulations as 
govern change of venue in any case Court. 

Sec. 34. That after five days from the rendition of any judgment unless 
otherwise directed in such judgment, the clerk of said court shall issue execu- 
tions returnable in not less than ten days nor more than thirty days after the 
issuance of same; Provided, that nothing herein contained shall prevent any 
person from having execution issued within five (5) days upon making affi- 
davit as is now or may hereafter be provided by law in relation to the is- 
suance of executions upon judgments in the Circuit Courts, and provided 
further, that nothing herein contained shall prevent the superseding of ex- 
ceutons after the issuance thereof upon filing bonds as is now required by 
aw. 
Sec. 35. That bills of exceptions relating to the trials of both civil and 
' criminal cases in said court must be presented to the judge of said court 
within forty-five (45) days from the date of judgment in any cause tried 
therein, and not afterwards, must be signed and approved by the presiding 
judge within thirty (30) days after the date of such presentation, but the 
presentation of a bill of exceptions within sixty (60) days from the date of 
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which a motion for a new trial was passed on by the court shall be sufficient 
to preserve for review the ruling of the court on the trial of the original 
cause and the date of presentation and finding of such bills of exception must 
- be indorsed thereon by the presiding judge. 

Sec. 36. That final judgments rendered in said court shall, after the ex- 
piration of five (5) days from their rendition be taken and deemed to have 
passed beyond the control of said court, as if the term of court at which said 
judgments were rendered had ended, provided, however, that nothing herein 
contained shall prevent the parties from applying for a new trial or a new 
hearing within said five (5) days, or change or destroy the office of motion 
for a new trial or a rehearing when so made, or shall prevent parties from 
applying to the court for rehearing under the statute authorizing application 
for rehearing in the Circuit Court.

dollars: Provided further that where a jury trial is demanded in such cases, the 
trial tax shall be $3.00 and the trial tax in all civil cases where the amount in- 
volved, as determined by the original pleadings filed in the case, exceeds one 
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hundred dollars, but does not exceed five hundred dollars, shall be $3.00 in each 
case. The solicitor’s fees in all criminal cases shall be the same as is allowed in 
the Circuit Court of this state. All fines, forfeitures, trial taxes, and solicitors’ 
fees herein allowed to be assessed, charged and collected, shall be taxed and 
collected by the clerk. of said court in the same manner as such fines, forfeitures, 
trial taxes and solicitors’ fees are taxed and collected in the Circuit Court of said 
county: Provided that on the first Monday in each month the said clerk 
shall be required to pay into the County Treasury of Etowah County, Ala- 
bama, all such fines, forfeitures, trial taxes and solicitors’ fees theretofore 
collected. 

Sec. 40. That the sheriff of Etowah County, Alabama, shall in person, 
by deputy or deputies appointed by him, said appointment to be approved by 
the judge of said court, be required to attend upon the said court, and preserve 
order and execute all ‘writs or process, and perform such other duties, in all 
respects as in the Circuit Courts of this state, and for himself and each deputy 
required for attendance upon the sessions of said court he receive a sum of 
$2.00 per day, payable out of the County Treasury upon his warrant being 
approved by the judge of said Etowah County Court; provided that the 
sheriff and his deputies shall not receive pay except for the time that the 
court is actually in session, and none of which compensation to the deputy 
shall be shared in by the sheriff. ; 

Sec. 41. That if for any reason any section, provision, or other clause of 
this Act shall be held to be unconstitutional or invalid, then the fact shall not 
destroy the constitutionality of this Act except as to that clause or section. 

Sec. 42. That the provisions of this Act are to take effect from and after 
the approval thereof. 

Sec. 43. That all laws, both local, special, and general, in conflict with 
this Act be and the same are hereby repealed.

Section 1. That constables of precincts 9, 10, 21, 34, 37, 42, and 46 of 
Jefferson County, Alabama, and the sheriff of Jefferson County, Alabama, 
are the ex-officio officers of the Municipal Court of Birmingham, Alabama, 
and of any other court which may hereafter be created in said county, other 
than the Circuit Court, which has a jurisdiction in excess of $100.00. and shall 
execute all processes issued from said courts and make return thereof and 
shall receive the same fees for the service of process from said courts as, are 
now provided by law for the service of process in the Circuit Courts of the 
state by the sheriffs of the state, provided, however, that all fees earned in 
said courts by the sheriff of Jefferson County or by his deputies shall be 
paid by the clerks of said courts into the treasury of Jefferson County. Each 
of said officers shall have the power and authority to serve process from said 
courts in any precinct of said county in which said courts have jurisdiction. 

Section 2. Whenever the plaintiff in any cause filed in said courts or 
his attorney of record shall designate in writing on the summons and com- 
plaint one of the officers of the said courts as the officer who shall serve the 
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process in that particular cause, it shall be mandatory on the clerks and judges 
of said courts to deliver all processes in that particular cause to the officer so 
designated and said officer so designated shall have the right to serve all the 
processes in that particular cause. 

Section 3. Each of the constables named in this act shall have the right 
to appoint as many deputies as may be necessary to execute the processes of 
said courts. 

Section 4. Should any section of this act be declared unconstitutional it 
shall not affect any other part of this Act. 

Section 5. That all laws, general, special or local, in conflict with this 
act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 6. This act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval.

The Senate has concurred in the House Amendment to the follow- 
ing Senate Bills: 

S. 2. To repeal an Act entitled “An Act to create an Inferior 
Court, to be known as the “Gadsden Inferior Court,” for precincts

Relating to dependent, neglected or delinquent chil- 
dren in all counties of Alabama, which now have, or which here- 
after may have a population of not less than seventy-five thousand 
people and not more than one hundred thousand people according 
to the last Federal census or any such census that may be taken 
hereafter; to declare who are dependent, neglected or delinquent 
children, to declare that such children shall be wards of the State, 
to provide for their custody, discipline, supervision, care, protection, 
guardianship, and welfare; to create and establish in such counties 
Juvenile and Domestic Relations Courts and to provide for their 
equipment and maintenance; to create and confer upon such courts 
jurisdiction under the terms of this Act; to try and determine the 
question of dependency, neglect, or delinquency of children in such 
counties; and when found to be such to adjudicate and determine 
all questions as to their guardianship, custody, supervision, dis- 
cipline, care, control, protection and training, and generally to con- 
fer upon such court jurisdiction and power to try and determine all 
questions arising under the terms of this Act, or which may other- 
wise be referred to them by law for adjudication, or which may be 
necessary or convenient to the exercise of such jurisdiction or to 
carry out the purpose and intent of this Act; to provide for the 
trial and punishment of those who aid, abet, cause or connive at or 
contribute to the delinquency, neglect or dependency of such chil- 
dren; to provide and regulate the procedure in such cases; to con- 
fer power upon such courts to make rules and regulations; and to 
provide such forms when not otherwise provided for, under the 
terms of this Act as shall be found necessary or convenient to the 
exercise of its jurisdiction or for the conduct of probation officers 
or their work, as provided for in this Act; to provide for the taking 
and enforcing of recognizances and bonds; and for the taking of 
appeals from the decisions of such court; to provide for the trial of 
any delinquent in a criminal court of competent jurisdiction who 
has shown himself or herself to be unamenable to the discipline 
provided for such delinquent as provided under the terms of this 
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Act; and for the appointment of an Advisory Board to such court 
and to define the duties and powers of such court; to provide for 
the selection of the judge and other officers of such court and to de- 
fine their powers and duties; and to provide for their compensation ; 
to declare that should any part of this Act be found unconstitutional 
that it shall not affect the remainder thereof and to provide for the 
repeal of all laws in conflict with this Act. 

S. 21. To amend an Act entitled: “An Act abolishing the Court 
of County Commissioners of Marshall County, creating a Board of 
Revenue for Marshall County, Alabama, providing for the selection, 
nomination and election of the members of the said Board; their com- 
pensation and manner of payment; fixing their powers and duties;

To be entitled an Act to establish Jury Boards in the several 
counties of this state, to fix the membership of said Boards, to 
prescribe the qualifications and terms of office and provide for 
the appointment of the members thereof; to fix their compensa- 
tion and to define their duties; to provide for the appointment, 
duties and compensation of clerks of said Boards, for the qualifi- 
cations of jurors, for the preparation of jury rolls and the empty- 
ing, filling and refilling of jury boxes; and to provide for the pay- 
ment of the necessary expenses of the Boards. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That a Jury Board be and the same is hereby estab- 
lished in every county in this state. 

Section 2. That each of said Jury Boards shall be composed 
of three members who shall be qualified electors of the county 
in which they are appointed and shall be men reputed for their 
fairness, impartiality, integrity and good judgment. Members of 
the Board shall not during the term for which they are appointed 
and during their tenure in said office hold any other office by ap- 
pointment or election or perform any other public duty under the 
federal, state, county or municipal government, which carries with 
it any compensation whatsoever. 
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Section 3. That within ninety days after the passage and ap- 
proval of this Act the Governor shall appoint the members of each 
Jury Board whose terms of office shall be as follows and until 
their successors are appointed and qualified: One member shall 
hold office until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in 
January, 1932; one member shall hold office until the same day 
in 1933; one member shall hold office until the same day in 1934. 
The Governor in making such appointments shall designate the 
terms to be held by each appointee respectively ; and upon the ex- 
-piration of each of these terms, the Governor shall appoint suc- 
cessors who shall hold office for three years from the expiration of 
the term of office of their respective predecessors. 

Section 4. The members of the Jury Board shall elect one of 
their number President of the Board. Any two members of the 
Board shall be a quorum for the transaction of business. Every 
member of the Board before entering upon the discharge of his 
duties must take the oath of office prescribed by Section 279 of 
the Constitution and must be commissioned by the Governor. 

Section 5. Each member of the Jury Board shall be paid the 
sum of Five Dollars ($5.00) per day for the time actually engaged 
in the discharge of his duties as such member, to be paid out of 
the county treasury upon the warrant of the probate judge of the 
county. Such warrants are to be issued by such probate judge 
upon evidence satisfactory to him that such service has been ren- 
dered; but the compensation of each member of the Board shall 
not exceed for any year of his term the following amounts, viz.: 
In counties of twenty-five thousand population or less One Hun- 
dred Dollars ($100.00) ; in counties exceeding twenty-five thousand 
and not exceeding fifty thousand population Two Hundred Dol- 
lars ($200.00); in counties exceeding fifty thousand and not ex- 
ceeding seventy-five thousand population Three Hundred Dollars 
($300.00) ; and in counties exceeding seventy-five thousand popula- 
tion Six Hundred Dollars ($600.00) ; the population of said respec- 
tive counties to be determined by the last preceding federal census. 

Section 6. In the event that two of the Jury Board are absent 
from the state, sick, or for any reason cannot discharge the duties 
imposed upon them by this article, then the other member of the 
Board shall notify any judge of a court of record residing in the 
county to appear and take the place of the absent members, and 
in such case one judge and one member shall constitute a quorum. 
If no such judge is present or able to serve, the other member must 
immediately notify the Governor, who shall appoint competent per- 
sons to act as members of the Board until the regular members 
are present and able to discharge their duties. 

Section 7%. Should any member of the Board become dis- 
qualified under the provisions of this Act, the fact of such dis- 
qualification and the ground or reason therefor shall be certified 
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to the Governor by the judge of the circuit court of the county, or 
in counties in which there is no circuit court by the judge of a court 
having the jurisdiction of a circuit court, and when so certified, his 
office shall become vacant, and the Governor shall appoint his suc- 
cessor to fill out the unexpired term. In case of any vacancy from 
any other cause in the office of a member of the Board the Gov- 
ernor shall appoint a member to fill such vacancy who shall hold 
office for the unexpired term. 

Section 8. In counties having seventy-five thousand popula- 
tion or less by the last federal census preceding the employment, 
the clerk of the circuit court may be employed as the clerk of the 
Jury Board and in such counties the clerk of the Jury Board 
whether he be the clerk of the court or not, shall be paid for his 
services rendered under the direction of the Jury Board the sum 
of Five Dollars ($5.00) per day while actually engaged in per- 
forming his duties, to be paid out of the county treasury upon the 
order of the President of the Jury Board. In counties having 
more than seventy-five thousand and less than two hundred thou- 
sand population according to the last or any subsequent federal 
census, the Board shall employ a clerk who shall hold no other 
office during the term of his employment and who shall be paid for 
his services rendered under the direction of the Jury Board, the 
sum of Five Dollars ($5.00) per day while actually engaged in 
performing his duties, to be paid out of the county treasury upon 
the order of the President of the Jury Board. In counties having 
more than two hundred thousand population according to the last 
or any subsequent federal census, the Jury Board in any such 
county shall have authority to employ such clerical assistance as 
such Board deems necessary and proper, and may expend for such 
clerical assistance in compensation and in paying their reasonable 
and necessary expenses in performing the duties of their employ- 
ment a sum not to exceed Four Hundred and Fifty Dollars 
($450.00) per month to be paid out of the county treasury upon the 
order of the President of the Jury Board. 

Section 9. Every clerk of a Jury Board before entering upon 
the discharge of his duties under this Act, must take and sub- 
scribe the oath of office prescribed by Section 279 of the Con- 
stitution and file the same for record in the probate office of the 
county. 

Section 10. Any member of a Jury Board or clerk thereof who 
neglects to perform any duty imposed upon him by this Act, or 
any person who being duly summoned to attend before the Jury 
Board wilfully fails to do so, or attending refuses to testify, is 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Section 11. The clerk of the Jury Board shall, under the direc- 
tion of the Jury Board, obtain the name of every male citizen of 
the county over twenty-one and under sixty-five years of age and 
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their occupation, place of residence and place of business, and shall 
perform all such other duties required of him by law under the 
direction of the Jury Board. 

Section 12. The clerk of the Jury Board must give such time 
to the performance of his duties as may be required by the Jury 
Board, but shall not be paid for Sundays. The Jury Board may 
at any time discharge any clerk employed by it and employ another. 

Section 13. The Jury Board shall meet in the court house at 
the county seat of the several counties as soon after the approval 
of this Act as is practicable and thereafter on the first Monday in 
October in each year, and shall make in a well bound book a roll 
containing the name of every male citizen living in the county 
who possesses the qualifications herein prescribed and who is not 
exempted by law from serving on juries. The roll shall be ar- 
ranged alphabetically and by precincts in their numerical order 
and the Jury Board shall cause to be written on the roll opposite 
every name placed thereon the occupation, residence and place of 
business of every person selected, and if the residence has a street 
number it must be given. Upon the completion of the roll the Jury 
Board shall cause to be prepared plain white cards all of the same 
size and texture and shall have written or printed on the cards the 
name, occupation, place of residence and place of business of the 
person whose name has been placed on the jury roll; writing or 
printing but one person’s name, occupation, place of residence and 
of business on one card. These cards shall be placed in a sub- 
stantial metal box provided with a lock and two keys which box 
shall be kept in a safe or vault in the office of the probate judge 
and if there be none in that office, the Jury Board shall deposit it 
in any safe or vault in the court house to be designated on the © 
minutes of the Board, and one of said keys thereof shall be kept 
by the President of the Jury Board. The other of said keys shall 
be kept by a judge of a court of record having juries other than the 
probate or circuit court and in counties having no such court then 
by the judge of the circuit court for the sole use of the judges 
of the courts of said county needing jurors. The jury roll shall 
be kept securely and for the use of the Jury Board exclusively. It 
shall not be inspected by any one except the members of the Board or 
by the Clerk of the Board upon the authority of the Board, unless 
under an order of the Judge of the Circuit or other court of record 
having jurisdiction. 

Section 14. The Jury Board shall place on the jury roll and in 
the jury box the names of all male citizens of the county who are 
generally reputed to be honest and intelligent men and are esteemed 
in the community for their integrity, good character and ‘sound 
judgment; but no person must be selected who is under twenty- 
one or over sixty-five years of age or who is an habitual drunkard, 
or who, being afflicted with a permanent disease or physical weak- 
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ness is unfit to discharge the duties of a juror; or cannot read 
English or who has ever been convicted of any offense involving 
moral turpitude. If a person cannot read English and has all the 
other qualifications prescribed herein and is a free holder or house- 
holder his name may be placed on the jury roll and in the jury box. 

Section 15. The Jury Board in each of the counties of this 
state shall meet as soon after the approval of this Act as is prac- 
ticable and empty the jury boxes in their respective counties and 
sis the new jury roll prepared as herein prescribed refill such jury 

oxes. 

Section 16. Whenever the names in the jury box are exhausted 
or so far depleted that they will probably be exhausted at the next 
drawing of jurors, the Jury Board must proceed to make and 
certify a new roll and deposit the names in the box in all respects 
as provided in this Act, and for this purpose the Jury Board must 
meet whenever it is necessary and refill the jury box. 

Section 17. The Jury Board is charged with the duty of seeing 
that the name of every person possessing the qualifications pre- 
scribed by this Act to serve as a juror and not exempted by law 
from jury duty, is placed on the jury roll and in the jury box, and 
they may summon and cause to attend before them any person 
residing within the county and examine him on oath touching the | 
name, residence, occupation and qualification of any person resid- 
ing in the county. The Jury Board must not allow initials only to 
be used for a juror’s name but one full Christian name or given 
name shall in every case be used and in case there are two or more 
persons of the same or similar name, the name by which he is 
commonly distingished from the other persons of the same or sim- 
ilar name shall also be entered as well as his true name. The 
Jury Board shall require the clerk of the Board to scan the regis- 
tration lists, the lists returned to the tax assessor, any city direc- 
tories, telephone directories, and any and every other source of 
information from which he may obtain information, and to visit 
every precinct at least once a year to enable the Jury Board to 
properly perform the duties required of it by this Act. 

Section 18. Whenever it shall appear to the judge of the cir- 
cuit court or court of like jurisdiction that the jury box is so 
nearly exhausted as to require refilling, he shall notify the Presi- 
dent of the Jury Board, whereupon the Jury Board shall proceed to 
refill the box as herein provided. 

Section 19. Whenever a court requiring grand and petit juries, 
or petit juries, is established for and held in a territorial sub- 
division of the county, the Jury Board shall make and keep a 
separate roll and make a separate box for that court and territorial 
subdivision, on which roll and in which box only the names of 
jurors residing in that territory shall be placed, which box shall 
be kept by the clerk of said court and the key thereof by the judge 
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of said court, and all jurors for that court shall be drawn by the 
judge of said court as provided in this Act from the separate jury 
box provided under this section, and shall be summoned as pro- 
vided by law for summoning jurors otherwise drawn. The names 
of jurors whose names are required to be placed on the roll and in 
the box in this section provided for, shall not be placed on any 
other roll nor in any other box nor shall any such person be au- 
thorized or required to serve as a juror in any court outside of 
said territorial subdivision. If there is more than one court re- 
quiring grand and petit juries, or petit juries, established for and 
held in such territorial subdivision of the county, all of such courts 
shall procure their juries from the box in this section provided 
for, and this section is intended to apply to any division of a court 
that is held in such territorial subdivision, including the probate 
court. It is not the object or effect of this Section to repeal or 
affect any local law. 

Section 20. The judge of probate of every county shall, upon 
the request of the President of the Board, purchase the necessary 
books in which to keep the jury rolls and the record of the pro- 
ceedings, and the necessary cards, stationery, and things of all 
kinds required by the Board, and shall draw his warrant on the 
county treasury for the payment of the same. 

Section 21. The clerks of the several courts in which juries are 
empaneled shall, from time to time as the juries are empaneled, 
certify to the Jury Board the names of all persons so empaneled, 
and the clerk of the Board, under the direction of the Board shall 
note opposite the names of such persons on the jury roll the date 
on which and the court in which they were empaneled. 

Section 22. The clerks of the several! courts shall also certify 
to the Jury Board the names of all persons who have been found 
by the court to be disqualified or exempt, which fact shall be 
noted opposite their respective names on the jury roll. 

Section 23. Whenever it appears to the court that a person’s 
name has been placed upon a jury roll, who did not, at the time he 
was enrolled, possess the qualifications required by law, the court 
may in its discretion, upon excusing the person from service, tax 
the cost of summoning the person and of his attendance and ex- 
cusing him against the clerk of the Board, or against any one or 
more of the members. 

Section 24. Any authority, right, power and duty heretofore 
imposed by law on the Jury Commission or the clerk thereof and 
which is not by this Act specifically repealed, shall hereafter be 
exercised or performed by the Jury Board or the clerk thereof, 
respectively. 

Section 25. That all laws, general, local or special in conflict 
with any of the provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby 
repealed, it being the intent of the Legislature that the subjects 
covered by this Act be the exclusive law on such subjects.

Substitute for House Bill 29: 


A BILL 


To be entitled an Act to suppress the use and prohibit the 
possession, transportation, delivery, sale, offering for saie, bartering 
or giving away of Marihuana, Cannabis Americana, Cannabis 
Indica, and of any and all compounds or mixtures containing any 
Marihuana, Cannabis Americana or Cannabis Indica, or any deriva- 
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tive therefrom, including Marihuana or Muggles cigarettes, and to 
prescribe a rule of evidence for prosecutions under and provide 
penalties for violations of this act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama as follows: 

Section 1. That no person shall possess, transport, deliver, sell, 
offer for sale, barter, or give away in any form whatever in this 
state, any Marihuana, Cannabis Americana or Cannabis Indica, or 
any compound or mixture containing any Marihuana, Cannabis 
Americana or Cannabis Indica, or ay derivative therefrom or there- 
of or any cigar or cigarettes made of or containing any Marihuana, 
Cannabis Americana or Cannabis Indica, including especially the 
cigarettes known as Marihuana or Muggles cigarettes. 

Section 2, That in any prosecution for any violation of the 
provisions or any of the provisions of this Act, the State, in order 
to make out a prima facie case that the plant, herb, weed drug, 
mixture, compound, cigar, cigarette or cigarettes alleged to have 
been possessed, transported, delivered, sold, offered for sale, 
bartered or given away, as the case may be, by the defendant, was 
or contained Marihuana, Cannabis Americana or Cannabis Indica, 
shall only be required to show that such plant, herb weed mixture, 
or the contents or some of the contents of such mixture, compound, 
cigar or cigarette has or had the appearance, odor or effect, when 
used of Marihuana, Cannabis Americana or Cannabis Indica, or 
of the substance or material obtained from the plant, herb or weed 
known as Marihuana, Cannabis Americana or Cannabis Indica, and 
commonly used or adapted for use in the manufacture or making of 
Marihuana or Muggles cigarettes. 

Section 3. Any person violating the provisions, or any of the 
provisions of this Act, shall for the first offense be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be punished by a fine of 
not exceeding $500.00, or by imprisonment or hard labor for the 
County for not more than six months, one or both such fine and 
imprisonment or hard labor, and upon a second conviction shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than $50.00 nor more than $500.00, 
and in addition thereto, shall be imprisoned or required to perform 
hard labor for the County for not less than three nor more than 
twelve months, and upon a third or subsequent conviction, shall 
be fined not less than $250.00 nor more than $500.00 and shall be 
sentenced to imprisonment or requires to perform hard labor for 
the county for not less than six nor more than twelve months. 

Section 4. That if any section or provision of this Act shall 
be held invalid, such holding shall not effect nor invalidate any 
other section or provision of this Act which is not in itself invalid.

To be entitled an Act to establish Jury Boards in all counties

census and to prescribe that the Board of Revenue, Court of County 
Commissioners or other like governing bodies in such counties shall 
constitute the Jury Board for such counties; to define the duties of 
such Jury Boards; to provide for the preparation of jury rolls and 
the filling of Jury Boxes. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That in all counties in this State having a population 
of three hundred thousand (300,000), or more, according to the last 
or any subsequent Federal census, that the Board of Revenue, 
Courts of County Commissioners or like governing body of such 
counties shall constitute and be the Jury Boards of such counties. 

Section 2. That no compensation shall be allowed the mem- 
bers of such Jury Boards other than the compensation fixed by law 
for their services as members of the Boards of Revenue, Courts of 
County Commissioners or like governing bodies. 

Section 3. That the Jury Board provided for by this Act may 
employ such clerical or other assistants and incur such other ex- 
pense as may be needful and necessary for the proper discharge 
of the duties provided by this Act and to fix the compensation of 
such clerks or assistants. Every clerk performing duties relative to 
the preparation of the Jury Roll shall, before entering upon the dis- 
charge of his duties under this Act, take and subscribe the oath of 
office prescribed by Section 297 of the Constitution and file the 
same for record in the office of the Probate Judge of the county. 

Section 4. Any member of a Jury Board or clerk thereof who 
neglects to perform any duty imposed upon him by this Act or any 
person who being duly summoned to attend before the Jury Board, 
wilfully fails to do so, or attending, refuses to testify, is guilty 0 of 
a misdemeanor. 
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Section 5. The Jury Board shall, obtain as nearly as practicable 
the name of every male citizen over the age of twenty-one (21) 
years and under the age of sixty-five (65) years together with their 
occupation and place of residence and place of business. 

Section 6. The Jury Board shall meet in the Court House of 
the several counties and make in a well bound book a roll, so far 
as practicable, of every male citizen living in the county who 
possesses the qualifications herein prescribed and who is not 
exempted by law from serving on juries. The roll shall be ar- 
ranged alphabetically and by precincts in their numerical order and 
the Jury Board shall cause to be written on the roll opposite each 
name placed thereon the occupation and residence of every person 
selcted and if the residence has a street number it must be given; 
upon the completion of the roll the Jury Board shall cause to be 
prepared plain white cards all of the same size and texture and 
written or printed on the cards the name, occupation and place of 
residence of the person whose name has been placed on the Jury 
Roll; writing or printing but one person’s name, occupation and 
place of residence on one card; these cards shall be placed in sub- 
stantial metal boxes provided with a lock and two (2) keys which 
box shall be kept in a safe or a vault in the office of the Probate 
Judge and if there be none in that office, the Jury Board shall 
deposit it in any safe or vault in the Court House to be designated 
on the minutes, and one of said keys thereof shall be kept by the 
President of the Jury Board. The other of said keys shall be kept 
by a judge of a court of record having juries for the sole use of the 
judges of the courts of said county needing jurors. 

Section 7. The Jury Board shall place on the Jury Roll and in 
the Jury Box so far as may be practically done, the names of all 
male citizens who are generally reputed to be honest and intelligent 
men and are esteemed in the county for their integrity, good char- 
acter and sound judgment; but no person must be selected who is 
under twenty-one (21) or over sixty-five (65) years of age or who 
is an habitual drunkard, or who, being afflicted with a permanent 
disease or physical weakness, is unfit to discharge the duties of a 
juror; or cannot read English or who has ever been convicted of 
any offense involving moral turpitude; provided, however, that at 
the time of preparing the Jury Roll that said roll shall not contain 
the names of less than ten per cent (10%) of the population of such 
county according to the last Federal census. 

Section 8. Whenever the names in the Jury Box now in use 
are exhausted or so far depleted that they will probably be 
exhausted at the next drawing of jurors, the Jury Board must 
proceed to make and certify a new Jury Roll and deposit the 
names in the boxes in all respects as provided in this Act, and for 
this purpose the Jury Board must meet whenever it is necessary 
and refill the Jury Boxes. As each new Jury Roll is prepared said 
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Jury Board shall present the same to the Judge or judges of the 
Circuit Court of such county who shall judicially ascertain and 
determine whether or not said Jury Roll is prepared in accordance 
with the law and whether or not the same contains an adequate 
number of names and the fact of such determination shall be spread 
upon the minutes of the Court. For the purpose of this ascertain- 
ment the Circuit Judge or Judges are authorized to examine the 
Jury Roll, to take the testimony of witnesses, to require the produc- 
tion of any books, papers or documents and generally to do and 
perform whatever acts necessary to establish to their satisfaction 
that the said Jury Roll conforms to all legal requirements. 

Section 9. The Jury Board is charged with the duty of seeing 
that the name of every person possessing the qualifications pre- 
scribed by this Act to serve as a juror and not exempted by law 
from jury duty, is placed on the Jury Roll and in the Jury Box and 
they may summon and cause to attend before them any person 
within the county and examine him on oath touching such name, 
residence, occupation, and qualifications of any person residing in 
the county. The Jury Board must not allow initials only to be 
used for the jurors name, but one full Christian name or given 
name shall in every case be used and in case there are two or more 
persons of the same or similar name, the name by which he is com- 
monly distinguished from the other person of the same or similar 
name shall also be entered as well as his true name. The Jury 
Board shall require the clerk of the Board to scan the registration 
list, the lists returned to the Tax Assessor, any city directory, tele- 
phone directory and any and every other source of information 
from which he may obtain information, and to visit every precinct 
at least once a year to enable the Jury Board to properly perform 
the duties required of it by this Act. 

Section 10. Whenever it shall appear to the Judge of the Cir- 
cuit Court or court of like jurisdiction that the Jury Box is so 
nearly exhausted as to require refilling, he shall notify the Jury 
Board and the said Board shall thereupon proceed to refill the Box 
as herein provided. 

Section 11. The Jury Box now in use shall continue to be used 
until the names therein shall have been exhausted and no Jury Box 
shall ever be refilled except at the time and in the manner pre- 
scribed by Section Eight of this Act.

Section 1. That the act to amend Section 6717 of the Code of 
Alabama, 1923, approved August 26th, 1927, (Acts 1927, page 
440-1) be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 
6717 (3265) (926) (663) (%60) (642) Compensation of such bailiffs. 
Bailiffs actually serving in court shall receive three dollars a day 
for every day they serve, to be paid out of the county treasury on 
the certificate of the presiding judge showing that his service was 
necessary. In circuits composed of one county having two circuit 
judges each judge of said courts shall have the power and authority 
to appoint one bailiff, who shall receive a salary of $1800.00 per 
annum, payable in twelve equal monthly installments out of the 
treasury of the county constituting such circuit, upon warrant of 
the President of the Board of Revenue.

Each bailiff appointed by a judge of such court shall 
hold office at the will and pleasure of the judge so appointing him. 
Each such bailiff shall in addition to the duties now imposed upon 
him be required to wait upon all grand juries while in session when 
directed by the judge so appointing them and each such bailiff 
shall receive a salary of $2400.00 per annum, payable in twelve 
equal monthly installments out of the treasury of the county con- 
stituting said circuit upon the warrant of the President of the Board 
of Revenue, and each bailiff so appointed by the sheriff of such 
county shall in addition to the duties now imposed upon him, be 
required to serve process issued out of said courts under the direc-

To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 


Gentlemen: 

I return herewith, without my approval, to the House of Representatives, 
the body in which it originated House Bill No. 26, and propose the following 
amendment: 

That Section 1 of the Act be amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 1. That from and after the approval of this Act, it shall not be 
necessary for any county in this State having, according to the last or any 
subsequent Federal Census, ‘wo Hundred Thousand (200,000) inhabitants, 
or more, to execute an appeal bond or supersedeas bond or dissolution bond, 
in order to take an appeal in any case in which such county is a party, and 
supersede the judgment, decree or other writ from which appeal is taken.” 

That Section 2 of the Act be amended so as to read as fellows: 

“Section 2. That in all cases in which such a county desires to take an 
appeal to another court to which appeals are allowable, the same may be 
effected by filing in the trial court a statement by the Attorney of Record for 
such county that “the ccunty takes an appeal to the _............

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a MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen: 

I return herewith, without my approval, to the House of Representatives, 
the body in which it originated, House Bill No. 27, and propose the following 
amendment: 

That Section 1 of the Act be amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 1. That Section 6784 of the Code of Alabama be amended so 
as to read as follows: ‘Warrants issued under the provisions of the two 
preceding sections may run for a time not exceeding five (5) years and may 
bear interest at a rate not to exceed six per cent (6%) per annum, provided, 
however that counties having a population of Two Hundred Thousand 
(200,000) or more, according to the last or any subsequent Federal Census, 
may issue refunding warrants which may run for a time not exceeding fifteen 
(15) years and which may bear interest at a rate not to exceed six per cent 
(6%) per annum. Said interest shall be paid annually or semi-annually and 
may be evidenced by coupons attached to said warrants, or otherwise, in the 
discretion of the Court of County Commissioners or other governing body of 
said county”. 

You will observe that the Bill as passed does not clearly express what 
was evidently intended.

REPORT OF RULES COMMITTEE. 


Mr. Tunstall, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Rules, 
returned to the House the following resolution with a favorable 
report from the Committee on Rules: 


HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION. 


By Messrs. Goodwyn, Tunstall, St. John, Sanderson, Patterson: 
By Mr. Goodwyn: 

H. J. R. 28. Whereas, all experienced persons know that in 
each State, legislative problems continually increase, both in num- 
ber and in complexity. 
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Whereas, it is obvious that in order to solve such problems most 
effectively, each legislature must give systematic, scientific and 
business-like consideration to the actual facts which have a bearing 
upon each question—to the extent that such facts have been 
determined by reliable research. 

Whereas, each legislature must give similar consideration to the 
methods and experience of other jurisdictions in dealing with prob- 
lems similar to its own. 

Whereas, no such problems can be dealt with adequately until 
facilities are established to assist every inquiring legislator to 
secure the most accurate information and the most expert advice 
which are available. 

Whereas, experience indicates the necessity for an interstate 
legislative reference bureau to serve as a clearing house of informa- 
tion between all of the legislative reference services which are now 
being conducted by numerous states, and also to serve as a clearing 
house of information between the legislatures and all other agencies 
which are engaged in the study and analysis of legislative problems, 
such as governmental departments, political science departments of 
universities, competent reputable associations, and all other sources 
of information. 

Whereas, experience also indicates that in certain States which 
do not maintain substantial legislative reference services there is 
an imperative need for such an interstate legislative reference 
bureau, which will assist the legislators of those States to secure 
whatever information they desire in analyzing the legislative prob- 
lems which they must determine, and to make more readily acces- 
sible for them without cost, the valuable material which is at all 
times available from the legislative reference libraries and bureaus 
of various other states, and from many other reliable sources. 

Whereas, every individual legislator in the United States shares 
the responsibility for improving the present inadequate and un- 
satisfactory condition of the legislative processes, but neither any 
individual legislator, nor any group of legislators from one State, 
can bring about such improvement without the cooperation of leg- 
islators of other states. 

Whereas, such an interstate legislative reference bureau cannot 
be maintained by any one State alone, without the cooperation of 
the legislatures of other States. 

“Whereas, in order to set the machinery in motion to secure the 
necessary cooperation of the forty-eight legislatures, members of 
each legislature are working together in the development of the 
project of the American Legislators’ Association. 

Whereas, the said American Legislators’ Association has now 
established in the vicinity of the University of Chicago, the Inter- 
state Legislative Reference Bureau, which by explicit pledge is 
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without color of politics, partisanship or propaganda, is conducted 
without profit, and is engaged upon three principal purposes: 

First: To precure promptly for all inquiring state legislators, 
and their agents, whatever information or advice they desire in con- 
nection with any legislative problem, primarily by assisting them 
to secure, without cost, the benefit of all researches conducted by 
governmental departments, universities, associations, legislative 
bureaus, and other agencies throughout the United States. 

Second: ‘To conduct a systematic study of the legislative pro- 
cesses of each of the States, in order to ascertain the practices which 
contribute most to efficient and economical organization and pro- 
cedure; and to render all possible assistance to each legislature— 
and to each legislative reference bureau—which is endeavoring to 
improve its organization. 

Third: To publish for the benefit of all state legislators the 
monthly magazine, State Government, as well as special Bulletins, 
and thus to disseminate information which will be helpful to all 
conscientious students of legislation. 

Whereas, the American Legislators’ Association is promoting 
acquaintance and mutual understanding among all individuals and 
organizations officially concerned with the impartial and scientific 
functioning of the legislatures of the various States, by the organ- 
ization of Standing Committees and Advisory Boards, and other- 
wise. 

Whereas, the character and project of the American Legislators’ 
Association have the endorsement, and its organization has the 
active cooperation, not only of its membership, which consists 
entirely of members and ex-members of state legislatures, but also 
of numbers of other responsible citizens, many of whom, having 
specialized knowledge, are serving on the Association’s Advisory 
Boards. 

Now, therefore, it is hereby resolved: That the organization of 
the American Legislators’ Association and of the Interstate Legis- 
lative Reference Bureau are hereby commended as legitimate and 
constructive efforts to assist the legislatures of the various States 
in the efficient performance of their work.

The question was upon the adoption of the substitute reported 
by the Standing Committee on Judiciary, said committee substitute 
being as follows: 

Committee substitute for Senate Bill No. 25: 


A BILL 


To be entitled an Act, To provide for the closing and vacating 
of streets, alleys and other highways. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That streets, alleys and other highways or portions 
thereof may be closed upon the application of the municipality in 
which they are situated and where not situated in a municipality, 
upon the application of the county in which they are situated in the 
manner provided for in this act. 
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Section 2. The governing body of the municipality where the 
street, alley, or highway or portion thereof to be closed and vacated 
is situated in a municipality, and in other cases the governing body 
of the county, in which the street, alley, highway or portion there- 
of is situated, shall first adopt a resolution to the effect that it is in 
the public interest that such street, alley, highway, or portion there- 
of, be closed and vacated and thereafter file in the office of the 
Judge of Probate in the county in which such street, alley, or high- 
way, or portion thereof is located, its petition praying the closing 
and vacating of such a street, alley, or highway, or such portion 
thereof. The petition shall describe with accuracy the street, alley, 
or highway, or portion thereof, to be closed and vacated and shall 
give the names of the persons who last assessed for taxes the par- 
cels of land abutting on such street, alley, or highway, or portion 
thereof, to be closed or vacated as shown by the books of the Tax 
Assessor of the county, and set forth the names and addresses of 
the owners of such abutting parcels of land, also; the owners of lots 
which are cut off from access thereby. The petition shall further 
set forth that it is in the interest of the public that such street, 
alley or highway, or portion thereof, be closed and vacated and that 
a resolution to that effect has been adopted by the governing body of 
the municipality or county, as hereinbefore set forth. Thereupon 
the Probate Court shall set the petition for hearing and shall issue 
notice of the pendency of the petition to the persons named in the 
petition as those who were assessed for taxes, or owned the abut- 
ting lands. Such notice shall be served upon owners or assessors 
resident in this State as civil process is now served, not less than 
ten days prior to the hearing of the petition. In case of non-resi- 
dent owners or assessors, or owners unknown, the Probate Court 
shall cause to be published in a newspaper published in the county 
said notice, which shall contain the nature of the petition and in 
which shall be described the street, alley or highway, or portion 
thereof, proposed to be closed or vacated, and all persons owning 
lands abutting thereon, or interest in such lands shall be required 
’ to appear upon the hearing thereof and to either assent to the 
granting of the petition or contest the same as they may see fit. 
Such notice shall be published once a week for three weeks prior 
to the date set for the hearing of the petition and shall give the 
date on which the hearing is to be had. 

Section 8. Upon the hearing of the petition, any persons own- 
ing lands, or any interest therein, which abut on the street, alley 
or highway, or portion thereof, proposed to be vacated, also; the 
owners of lots which are cut off from access thereby, may appear 
and assent in writing to the granting of the petition, or contest the 
same or suffer the same to be taken in default against him; but 
the resolution of the municipality or county that it is to the public 
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interest that such street, alley or highway be closed shall be prima 
facie to that effect. If upon hearing the court shall deny the peti- © 
tion, it shall so order and dismiss the petition. If, on the other 
hand, the court upon the hearing shall grant the petition, it shall 
so order, and thereupon it shall appoint three commissioners who 
shall be residents of the county and free holders to assess the dam- 
ages of the owners of the abutting lands which will result from 
the closing and vacating of the street, alley or highway, or portion 
thereof, who fail to assent to the granting of the petition. Such 
commissioners shall be duly sworn by the Probate Judge faithfully 
to discharge their duties and shall view the abutting lands and hear 
any evidence which the non-assenting owners thereof may offer 
bearing on the damages which such owners will sustain as the re- 
sult of the closing or vacating. The commissioners shall submit 
their report in writing within ten days after their qualification, 
which report shall assess the damages of the respective non-assent- 
ing abutting land-owners and shall describe the several tracts as to 
which such damages are assessed. Such damages shall not exceed 
the fair market value of the tract or parcel of land owned by the 
non-assenting abutting land-owner or owners of lots which are 
cut off from access thereby. ‘The commissioners shall each receive 
$3.00 per day for their services to be taxed as a part of the cost 
of the proceeding. 

Section 4. Upon the coming in of the report of the commission- 
ers, the Probate Court shall cause the same to be recorded among 
its records and the petitioner may within thirty days after the 
making of such report, pay the cost of the proceeding and the dam- 
ages assessed by the commissioners and upon such payment, the 
street or highway, or portion thereof, ordered to be closed and 
vacated, shall be closed and vacated and all interest of the public 
therein and of the owners of the lands abutting thereon, shall cease 
and determine. And in event the damages awarded, are for the 
value of the tract or parcel of land owned by the non-assenting 
abutting land-owner, the title to the respective non-assenting abut- 
ting tracts shall thereupon vest in the petitioner with the right to 
alienate them as it may other lands owned by it and which are not 
used for public purposes. 

Section 5. Either the petitioner or any abutting and contest- 
ing land-owner may appeal within thirty days from the order of the 
Probate Court closing the street to the Circuit Court of the County 
in which the lands are situated and upon such appeal, the proceed- 
ing shall be tried de novo, either party having the right to demand 
trial by jury when and as such demand is authorized in actions at 
law in such court. In case the appeal is taken by any abutting 
land-owner, the appeal shall not suspend the effect of the proceed- 
ing in the Probate Court if the petitioner shall pay into the Probate 
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Court the damages assessed to:'such abutting land-owner, together 
with the cost of the proceeding, and shall give bond in double the 
amount of such assessment, with sureties to be approved by the 
Probate Judge, conditioned upon paying such damages as may be 
assessed to such abutting land-owner upon appeal. From the judg- 
ment of the Circuit Court, an appeal may be taken within thirty 
days by either party to the Supreme Court in like manner as ap- 
peals are taken in actions at law. 

Section 6. The provisions of this act shall not be held to re- 
peal any existing statute relating to the closing, changing or vacat- 
ing of streets and highways, but shall be cumulative. 

Mr. Tidwell asked unanimous consent of the House to with- 
draw the substitute reported by the Standing Committee on Judi- 
ciary. Unanimous consent was given and the substitute reported 
by the Standing Committee on Judiciary was withdrawn from the 
House.

Substitute for Senate Bill No. 25: 


A BILL 


To be entitled an Act to provide for the closing and vacati ig 
of streets, alleys and other highways. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That streets, alleys and other highways or portions 
thereof may be closed and vacated upon the application of the mu- 
nicipality in which they are situated and where not situated in a 
municipality, upon the application of the county in which they are 
situated in the manner provided for in this act. 

Section 2. The governing body of the municipality where the 
street, alley, or highway or portion thereof to be closed and vacated 
is situated in a municipality, and in other cases, the governing 
body of the county, in which the street, alley, highway or portion 
thereof is situated, shall after causing to be published in a news- 
paper once a week for three consecutive weeks, in the county, a 
notice which shall describe the street, alley, highway or portion 
thereof proposed to be closed and vacated and also give the date of 
the hearing, first adopt a resolution to the effect that it is in the 
public interest that such street, alley, highway or portion thereof 
be closed and vacated ; and thereafter such governing body may file 
in the office of the Judge of Probate in the county in which such 
street, alley, or highway, or portion thereof is located, its petition 
praying the closing and vacating of such street, alley, or highway, 
or such portion thereof. The petition shall describe with accuracy 
the street, alley, or highway, or portion thereof, to be closed and 
vacated and shall give the names of the owner or owners of the 
abutting lots or parcels of land; and also the owner or owners of 
such other fots or parcels of land, if any. which will be cut off 
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from access thereby over some other reasonable and convenient 
way. The petition shall further set forth that it is in the interest 
of the public that such street, alley, or highway or portion thereof, 
be closed and vacated, and that a resolution to that effect has been 
adopted by the governing body of the municipality or county, as 
hereinbefore set forth. Thereupon the Probate Court shall set the 
petition for hearing and shall issue notice of the pendency of the 
petition to the persons named in the petition. Such notice shall 
be served upon the said abutting owner or owners, and also the 
person or persons, if any, named in the petition whose access will 
be effected, resident in this State as civil process is now served, 
not less than ten days prior to the hearing of the petition. In case 
of non-resident owner or owners or parties in interest, or unknown 
defendants, the Probate Court shall cause to be published in a 
newspaper published in the County said notice, which shall con- 
tain the nature of the petition and in which shall be described the 
street, alley or highway, or portion thereof, proposed to be closed 
and vacated, and all such persons shall be required to appear upon 
the hearing thereof and to either assent to the granting of the 
petition or contest the same as they may see fit. Such notice shall 
be published once a week for three consecutive weeks prior to the 
date set for the hearing of the petition and shall give the date on 
which the hearing is to be had. 

Section 3. Upon the hearing of the petition, any person or per- 
sons owning lands, or any interest therein, which abut on such 
street, alley or highway, or any portion thereof; and also the 
owner or owners of such other lots or parcels of land which will 
by the proposed closing and vacating be-cut off from access there- 
by over some other reasonable and convenient way, may appear 
and assent in writing to the granting of the petition, or contest the 
same or suffer the same to be taken in default against him or them; 
but the resolution of the municipality or county that it is to the 
public interest that such street, alley, or highway or portion thereof, 
be closed and vacated shall be prima facie to that effect. If upon 
the hearing the court shall deny the petition, it shall so order and 
dismiss the petition. If, on the other hand, the Court upon the 
hearing shall grant the petition, it shall so order, and thereupon it 
shall appoint three commissioners who shall be residents of the 
county or municipality in which the property is located and free 
holders to assess the damages of the owner or owners of the abut- 
ting lands which will result from the closing and vacating of the 
street, alley or highway, or portion thereof; and also the owner or 
owners, if any, of such other lots or parcels of land which will be 
cut off from access thereby over some other reasonable and con- 
venient way, who fail to assent to the granting of the petition. 
Such commissioners shall be duly sworn by the Probate Judge 
faithfully to discharge their duties and shall view the lands and 
hear any evidence which the parties may offer bearing on the dam- 
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ages which will result by such closing or vacating. The commis- 
sioners shall submit their report in writing within ten days after 
qualification, which report shall assess the damages of the respec- 
tive non-assenting land-owners and shall describe the several tracts 
as to which such damages are assessed. The commissioners shall 
each receive $3.00 per day for their services to be taxed as part of 
the cost of the proceeding. 

Section 4. Upon the coming in of the report of the commis- 
sioners, the Probate Court shall cause the same to be recorded 
among its records and the petitioner may within thirty days after 
the making of such report, pay, or cause to be paid, the cost of the 
proceeding and the damages assessed by the commissioners and 
upon such payment, the street, alley, or highway, or portion thereof, 
ordered to be closed and vacated, shall be closed and vacated and 
all interest of the public therein shall cease and determine. 

Section 5. Either the petitioner or any contesting landowner 
may appeal within thirty days from the order of the Probate Court 
closing and vacating the street to the Circuit Court of the county 
in which the lands are situated and upon such appeal, the proceed- 
ing shall be tried de novo, either party having the right to demand 
trial by jury when and as such demand is authorized in actions at 
law in such court. In case the appeal is taken by any land-owner, 
the appeal shall not suspend the effect of the proceeding in the 
Probate Court if the petitioner shall pay into the Probate Court 
the damages assessed to such land-owner, together with the cost of 
the proceeding, and shall give bond in double the amount of such 
assessment, with sureties to be approved by the Probate Judge, 
conditioned upon paying such damages as may be assessed to such 
land-owner upon appeal. From the judgment of the Circuit Court, 
an appeal may be taken within thirty days by either party to the 
ence Court in like manner as appeals are taken in actions at 
aw. 

Section 6. The provisions of this act shall not be held to repeal 
any existing statute relating to the closing, changing or vacating 
of streets and highways, but shall be cumulative. 

And the substitute offered by Mr. Tidwell to the bill, S. 25, was 
adopted.

Section 2. That $1,000.00 of the funds herein appropriated per 
annum shall be paid over to the representative of the State Tax 
Commission having charge of the equalization and adjustment of 
taxes on property situated in Montgomery County, for ex-officio 
services and expenses of maintaining his office in said county. 
Said $1,000.00 per annum to be paid over to the said representative 
of the State Tax Commission in monthly installments and dis-

Section 3. That, under the provisions of Section 1 not more

taken; to provide that the circuit judges, the judge of probate, the 
sheriff and the clerk of the circuit court of all such counties shall 
constitute the Board of Jury Supervisors and to confer upon them 
all the jurisdiction and all the power and authority which is now or 
which may hereafter be by law vested in jury commissions in this 
State; to provide that they shall perform and discharge all the 
duties of jury commissioners without compensation, except as pro- 
vided by this Act; to authorize them to elect one of their number 
president of such board of Jury Supervisors, and to provide that the 
clerk of the circuit court of all such counties shall be ex-officio clerk 
of such board of Jury Supervisors; to fix his salary as such clerk, 
the manner of its payment, and to abolish the jury commission and 
the clerk thereof in all such counties. 

S. 109. To fix the salary of the Judges of Probate in all coun- 
ties in this State which now have, or which may hereafter have a 
population of seventy-five thousand people and less than one hun- 
dred thousand people according to the last Federal census or any 
such census which may hereafter be taken and to regulate the pay- 
ment of same; to provide for the selection of clerical help and other 
assistance to said Judges of Probate and the manner of fixing their

County, Alabama, to give bond in a sum to be fixed by the Court 
of County Revenues, not less than $25,000.00, for the proper hand- 
ling of County funds; and to define and limit the powers and duties 
of the Probate Judge of Dallas County, Alabama, with reference to 
said Court of County Revenues; and to require the preparation of 
a financial statement of the County’s affairs to be presented at each

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

That the Court of County Revenues of Dallas County, Alabama, 
shall sit in regular session on the first Monday of each month; and 
oftener, if necessary, for the transaction of the County Business, on 
the call of the Probate Judge. 

Section 2, That the Probate Judge or other person as may be 
designated by the Court, shall furnish to each member of said 
Court at each regular meeting, and oftener, if required by said 
Court, a financial statement showing the financial condition of the 
County as of that date, to be used by said Court as a guide in 
making appropriations. Said Probate Judge or other person as 
may be designated shall also prior to October 1st, of each year 
prepare and submit to each member of said Court a tentative 
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budget for the following fiscal year for the consideration and guid- 
ance of said court at its first meeting in October of each year. 

Section 8. The Probate Judge shall issue and sign all checks 
and warrants required by law to be issued and signed. In the event 
of the absence of the Probate Judge from the City of Selma, or in 
the case of illness rendering him unable to attend to business, the 
Court may at a regular meeting designate one of their number to 
sign said checks or warrants during the absence or disability of the 
Probate Judge, said designation to be entered upon the Minutes of 
the Court.

may appoint the Deputy Clerk to be the Deputy Register; and providing 
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that the Jury Commission of the county shall have a roll book for each 
division in which shall be listed and entered separately all qualified jurors 
residing in the respective territorial divisions, and that the said Commission 
shall provide separate jury boxes for each court division in which shall be 
kept separately the names of all the qualified jurors for each respective 
division, the keys of the jury boxes to be kept as provided by Section 8602

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 


Mr. Speaker : 

The Senate has received the accompanying message from His 
Excellency, the Governor, with his objections and proposed amend- 
ments to the bill: 

S. 8. To fix the compensation or salaries and allowances to be 
paid to sheriffs in all counties in this State, which now have or 
which may hereafter have a population of 75,000 people and less 
than 100,000 people acccording to the last Federal Census or any 
such census which may hereafter be taken where such sheriffs are 
constitutionally paid upon a salary basis and to regulate the pay- 
ment of the same, and to regulate the office of said sheriff, and to 
impose additional duties upon said sheriffs, and to provide for 
deputies and other assistance to said sheriffs and the selection and 
appointment thereof and the manner of fixing their compensation 
and provide for paying the same, and to provide for the payment of 
premium of such sheriffs and deputies’ bonds, and to authorize, em- 
power and require the Courts of County Commissioners, Boards of 
Revenue or other courts of like jurisdiction to provide and furnish 
thn cnsd aheeiffa with nareccary auorterse hanle ctatinnarv and 
tc SiG GilTiiss Wits Necessary Guarlterl, OCOmS, Stationery ane 
other necessities and conveniences to the sheriffs of such counties 
and to provide for the payment of same. 

Said Governor’s message, containing the proposed amendment, be- 
ing in the following words and figures, to-wit: 

To the Legislature of Alabama, 

Montgomery, Alabama. 

Gentlemen: 

I return herewith, without my approval, to the Senate, the body in 
which it originated, Senate Bill No. 8, and propose the following amend- 
ments: 

1. In Section 1, where the salary of the sheriffs are fixed at Four Thou- 
sand Dollars ($4,000.00) net in lieu of all other compensations, fees and 
emoluments, there should be added after the word “emoluments”, “except as 
otherwise provided in this Act.” 

This amendment should be made for the purpose of preventing a con- 
flict between the provision fixing the salaries at Four Thousand Doilars 
($4,000.00) and the provision in the Act adding Two Thousand Five Hun- 
dred Dollars ($2500.00) to be paid the sheriffs in equal monthly installments 
for ex-officio service, etc. 

2. Section 61%4 should be omitted from the Bill so that Section 8 making 
the Bill effective immediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor 
would fix the date that the Act goes into effect. 
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There seems to be a conflict between Section 614 and Section 8 in said 
Bill, and I think that Section 6% should be eliminated altogether.

District shall be composed of the counties of Autauga, Calhoun, 
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Clay, Coosa, Dallas, Elmore, Talladega and St. Clair. The Fifth 
District shall be composed of the counties of Chambers, Cherokee, 
Cleburne, DeKalb, Etowah, Randolph, Marshall and ‘Tallapoosa. 
The Sixth District shall be composed of the counties of Bibb, 
Greene, Hale, Perry, Sumter, Tuscaloosa, Chilton and Shelby. The 
Seventh District shall be composed of the counties of Blount, Cull- 
man, Fayette, Franklin, Lamar, Marion, Pickens, Walker and 
Winston. The Eighth District shall be composed of the counties 
of Colbert, Jackson, Lauderdale, Lawrence, Limestone, Madison 
and Morgan.

Section 6—Said judge shall have and exercise the same powers and 
authority that are now by law conferred on justices of the peace or may

Notice is hereby given that a Bill will be introduced in the Legislature 
of Alabama at its present session, in substance as follows: 


AN ACT 
To establish a Board of Revenue for DeKalb County; to prescribe its juris- 
diction and powers; to provide for the appointment of its members and fix 


thereof. ; er 
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Section 1. There is hereby created and established a Board of Revenue 
for DeKalb County to be composed of a President and two associate mem- 
bers all of whom shall be qualified voters of said County. 

Section 2, The Court of County Commissioners of DeKalb County, as 
now constituted, is hereby abolished from and after the passage and approval 
of this Act, and there is hereby conferred upon the Board of Revenue hereby 
created all jurisdiction, powers and duties which are now, or may hereafter 
by law be vested in or required of the Courts of County Commissioners, 
Boards of Revenue or other governing bodies of the several counties of 
this State, and the Board of Revenue shall have the same power and authority 
in reference to the property and business of the County, including public 
roads and highways, as are now possessed and exercised by the Court of County 
Commissioners; and when any notice, advertisement or other thing is required by 
law to be published in a newspaper and said law requires the County to pay for 
said notice, advertisement or other matter, the said Board of Revenue hereby cre- 
ated shall have the power and it shall be its duty to select the newspaper 
in which same shall be given, printed or appear, and if the same shall appear 
in any newspaper not so selected by said Board of Revenue the same to 
be shown by the minutes of the same, said notice of advertisement, or other 
mater shall be invalid and shall not be paid for out of the funds of the 

ounty. 

Section 3. The members of the Board of Revenue hereby created shall 
be appointed by the Governor of the State within ten days after the passage 
and approval of this Act. The President of the Board of Revenue shall hold 
office until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1937, 
and until his successor is appointed and qualified. The two associate mem- 
bers shall hold office until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in 
January, 1935, and until their successors are appointed and qualified; pro- 
_vided that one of said associate members shall be a resident of the territory 
which now composes the first and second commissioners districts of said 
County and the other of said associate members shall be a resident of that 
part of the territory now composing the third and fourth commissioners dis- 
tricts which lie outside of precinct number nine in said County. Thereafter 
each member shall be appointed by the Governor for a period of four years. 

Section 4, The President of the Board of Revenue shall receive a salary 
of twenty-four hundred dollars per annum, payable monthly from the County 
treasury, and the associate members thereof shall receive the sum of five 
dollars per day for each day of services actually rendered the County and 
the additional sum of five cents per mile for distance actually traveled in 
and about the duties of their office, including the attendance upon the meet- 
ings of the Board of Revenue, the same to be paid out of the County treasury 
on warrant issued by the President of the Board of Revenue; provided that 
no member of the Board of Revenue, except the President thereof, shall, 
during any one year, receive more than five hundred dollars from the County 
treasury for any and all services rendered by him, either as a member of the 
Board of Revenue or for any work or labor done for, or services rendered to 

‘the County. 

Section 5. The President of the Board of Revenue is required to keep 
an office at the Court House of said County and to give his entire time and 
attention to the business of the Board of Revenue; he shall be its presiding 
officer, and in addition to the rights, powers and duties prescribed in this Act, 
he shall exercise and perform all other rights and duties in relation to the 
Board of Revenue and shall be liable to the same penalties in connection 
therewith as are now exercised, performed and suffered by the Judge of Pro- 
bate of DeKalb County in relation to the Court of County Commissioners. 
He shall exercise all of the authority and power and perform all the duties in 
reference to the public roads and highways of DeKalb County which the law 
required to be exercised and performed by the Judge of Probate of said 
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County. He shall issue all warrants to persons whose claims have been 
allowed by the Board of Revenue, and in the same manner and under the 
same restrictions as have been heretofore issued by the Judge of Probate of 
said County.. 

Section 6. Each member of the Board of Revenue is hereby required, 
before entering upon the duties of his office, to make and file a statutory 
oath of office together with a bond with good and sufficient sureties to be ap- 
proved by the Judge of the Circuit Court in and for said County, payable to 
DeKalb County and conditioned for the faithful performance of the duties of 
their respective offices, such oath and bond to be filed with the Judge of Pro- 
bate of said County and recorded. The bond of the President of said Board 
of Revenue shall be in the sum of ten thousand dollars and that of each 
associate member in the sum of five thousand dollars. 

Section 7. The Board of Revenue shall hold regular meetings on the 
first Monday in each month, and may continue from day to day until the 
business before it is finished, and may hold special meetings at any time on 
the call of the President, or by any two members of the Board, which said 
call shall be in writing and spread upon the minutes of the Board. 

Section 8. If any section, part or provision of this Act shall be declared 
unconstitutional by the Courts of this State, it shall not effect the remainder 
of said Act. 

Section 9. All laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

Section 10. This Act shall go into effect and become operative immedi- 
ately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, the public welfare 
demanding it.

be taken; to provide that the circuit judges, the judge of probate, 
the sheriff and the clerk of the circuit court of all such counties 
shall constitute the Board of Jury Supervisors and to confer upon 
them all the jurisdiction and all the power and authority which is 
now or which may hereafter be by law vested in jury commissions 
in this State; to provide that they shall perform and discharge all 
the duties of jury commissioners without compensation, except as 
provided by this Act; to authorize them to elect one of their num- 
ber President of such board of Jury Supervisors, and to provide 
that the clerk of the circuit court of all such counties shall be ex- 
officio clerk of such board of Jury Supervisors; to fix his salary as 
such clerk, the manner of its payment, and to abolish the jury com- 
mission and the clerk thereof in all such counties.

To be entitled An Act to amend Sections 10375, 10377 and 10378 
of the Code of Alabama of 1923. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama that Section 103% 
of the Code of 1923 be amended to read as follows: 

Section 10375—Personal property levied on may be claimed by 
a stranger to the writ; when delivered to claimant—-When an ex- 
ecution or attachment issued from any court, or by any officer, is 
levied on personal property as to which any person not a party to 
the writ claims to own the title, legal or equitable, or a lien para- 
mount to the right, title, or interest in the property of the defendant 
in the writ, such person may try the right to such property before 
a sale thereof upon making affidavit by himself, his agent, or at- 
torney, which may be taken by the officer levying the writ, or any 
officer authorized to administer oaths, that he holds such title to 
or such lien upon, the property claimed, and executing bond with 
two good and sufficient sureties to be approved by the officer mak- 
ing the levy and payable to the plaintiff in double the value of the 
property levied on and claimed, the value thereof to be determined 
by the officer making the levy; but in .no case to be more than 
double the amount of the writ levied, with condition to have the 
property forthcoming for the satisfaction of the judgment or claim 
of the plaintiff, if it be found liable therefor, and also for the pay- 
ment of such costs and damiagés as may be recovered for: interpos- 
ing the claim for delay (or which may accrue from the detention 
thereof;) whereupon the property levied upon must be delivered 
into the possession of the claimant. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted, That Section 10377 of the 
Code of 1923 be amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 1037%—Value of property assessed; damages for delay. 
—If the jury, judge or justice, find the property levied on to be 
liable to the satisfaction of the writ, they must, as far as practicable, 
assess the value at the time of the interposition of the claim, of 
each article separately; and if it be a case in which execution has 
been levied, and it be shown on the trial that the claim was inter- 
posed for delay, they must also assess such damages as the plaintiff 
may be entitled to, not more than fifteen per cent on the amount 
of the execution, (and the jury, judge or justice shall assess dam- 
ages for the detention of said property.) 

Section 8. Be it further enacted; that Section 10378 of the 
Code of 1923 be amended so as to read as follows: 
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Section 10378.—Forfeiture of claim bond; execution thereon.— 
If judgment is rendered against the claimant, and he fails to deliver 
the property to the officer making the levy, and pay the costs of the 
trial of the right of property and pay all damages assessed for de- 
lay (and detention) within thirty days, if the writ issued from the 
circuit court or other court of like jurisdiction, or within ten days 
if the writ issued from a justice of the peace, such officer must in- 
dorse the bond forfeited; and thereupon, if the property was levied 
on under execution, or, if levied on under attachment, after judg- 
ment in favor of the plaintiff against the defendant in attachment, 
the clerk, or justice, as the case may be, must issue execution 
against the obligors on the bond for the amount of the plaintiff’s 
judgment, if that is less than the assessed value of the property, or 
for the amount of such assessed value, if that is not greater than 
the amount of the judgment, and also for the damages, if any were 
assessed, and the costs of the trial of the right of property. And in 
the event the claimant delivers the property, but fails to pay dam- 
ages and costs within thirty days, execution must issue for such 
damages and costs only.

Committee substitute for House Bill 52. 
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A BILL 


To be entitled an Act to prescribe the maximum size, width, 
length and weight, including load, limits of motor vehicles, and 
combination of motor vehicles, operating upon the public highways 
of this State, and to prescribe penalties for violation of this Act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. No motor vehicle shall be operated on the highways 
of this State whose width, including load, or any frame or body 
designed for holding load, is greater than 96 inches, or whose height, 
including load, or any frame or body designed for holding load, is 
greater than twelve (12) feet, or whose length, including load, or 
any frame or body designed for holding load, is greater than 33 
feet, and no combination of vehicles coupled together shall be so 
operated whose total length, including load, or any frame or body 
designed for holding load, shall be greater than 46 feet; provided, 
however, that these restrictions shall not apply to farm tractors or 
to motor vehicles temporarily transporting implements or machin- 
ery of husbandry, road building or maintenance; nor to a move- 
ment of materials and supplies to be devoted to existing construc- 
tion or repair projects; nor to equipment operated by cities or 
towns for municipal purposes; nor to motor vehicles used in the 
-construction, repair and /or maintenance of electric light, telephone, 
telegraph or power line operated by a public utility company under 
the jurisdiction of the Alabama Public Service Commission of Ala- 
bama; nor shall said restriction as to length apply to motor vehicles 
transporting forest products. Provided, further, that no motor ve- 
hicle having an axle weighing unladen or with load in excess of 
14,000 pounds, and no motor vehicle or combination of vehicles hav-- 
ing a gross weight of more than 40,000 pounds; and that no motor 
vehicle whose width, length or height exceeds the limits prescribed 
herein, shall operate upon the public highways of the State without 
the written permission of the State Highway Commission given to 
meet temporary and unusual conditions. An axle load shall be con- 
sidered as the total load on all wheels spaced longitudinally so that 
their centers may be included between two vertical parallel planes 
forty (40) inches apart. Provided, the State Highway Commission 
is given power to prescribe a lower gross weight, weight of vehicle 
and load, than 14,000 pounds per axle over any highways or bridges 
in this State where in the judgment of the said Commission such 
highways or bridges. should not be subjected to said maximum of 
14,000 pounds per axle, and to prohibit the use of motor vehicles 
carrying gross. weight in excess of that.so prescribed. by said 
Commission. 

Section.2. No motor vehicle, or Sombimatioa of vehicles of any 
kind or of - -any” ownership, ' except. fire. fighting equipment, -trans- 
porting, whose total length equals or exceeds thirty-six. (36) feet, 
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or whose gross weight, including load, exceeds twelve thousand 
pounds per axle, shall operate on the public highways of the State 
at a speed in excess of thirty-five (35) miles per hour. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the owner, lessee, bailee, or 
operator of such motor vehicle described or referred to in section 
2 of this Act, on or before three (3) months from the effective date 
of this Act, to equip or cause to be equipped the same with a suitable 
mechanical device automatically preventing the operation of such 
vehicle at a rate of speed in excess of thirty-five miles an hour, and 
to maintain the same at all times in proper working order and con- 
dition. Provided, however, that upon good cause shown to it, the 
State Highway Commission may extend the aforesaid period of 
three (3) months. 

Section 4. No trailer shall be operated over the highways of 
this State unless such trailer is firmly attached to the rear of the 
motor vehicle drawing it, provided that in no case shall more than 
one trailer and one semi-trailer be drawn by a motor vehicle or 
truck tractor, the total length of the motor train in no event to 
exceed forty-six (46) feet. 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of the law enforcement officers 
of the State and of each county, city or other municipality to see 
that the provisions of this Act are enforced within their respective 
jurisdictions, and any such officer shall have the power to arrest 
on sight or upon a warrant any person found violating or having 
violated the provisions of this Act.

S. 26. An Act, to amend An Act entitled “An Act to amend 
section 6717 of the Code of Alabama, aves Approved August 26, 
1927. 

S. 8. An act to fix the compensation or salaries and allowances to 
be paid to sheriffs in all counties in this State, which now have or 
which may hereafter havea population of 75,000 people and less 
than 100,000’ people according to the last Federal Census or any 
such census which may hereafter be taken where such sheriffs are. 
constitutionally paid upon a salary basis and to regulate the pay-

To regulate the practice of barbering in the State of 
Alabama; define what shall constitute practice and its exceptions; 
to provide for the regulation of barber and cosmetician schools; 
to provide for the examination and registration of barbers, and ap- 
prentices, and to set up qualifications for such registration; to pro- 
vide for the refusal or revocation of certificates of registration; to 
prohibit and provide penalties for certain acts; to establish a board 
of barber examiners and define the duties thereof; and to fix fees 
for examinations and certificates of registration.” 
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Was taken up. Mr. Stokes offered the following substitute for 
the bill, H. 138: 
Stokes substitute for H. B. 138: 


A BILL 


To be entitled an act to regulate the practice of barbering in the 
State of Alabama; define what shall constitute practice and its ex- 
ceptions; to provide for the regulation of barber shops and barber 
schools; to provide for the examination and registration of barbers, 
and apprentices, and to set up qualifications for such registration ; 
to provide for the refusal or revocation of certificates of registra- 
tion; to prohibit and provide penalties for certain acts; to establish 
a board of barber examiners and define the duties thereof; and to 
fix fees for examinations and certificates of registration. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That after this act becomes effective, no person 
shall practice or attempt to practice barbering in Alabama either as 
a barber or an apprentice, nor operate a barber shop or school with- 
out having first received a permit or certificate issued by the board 
of barber examiners hereinafter provided; and any shop or school 
so operated shall at all times be under the direct supervision of a 
registered barber. 

Section 2. Any of the following practices, when compensation 
is received therefor, shall for the interpreation of this act be deemed 
to constitute the practice of barbering: 

Shaving or trimming the beard, Facial and scalp massage or 
treatment with oils or other preparations either by hand or mechan- 
ical appliances, Singeing, shampooing, cutting or dyeing the hair, 
or applying hair tonic or treatment, cosmetic preparations, clays, 
or lotions to the scalp, neck or face. 

SECTION 3. EXEMPTIONS:—The following persons are 
exempt from the provisions of this act while in the proper dis- 
charge of their professional duties: 

1. Persons engaged in the practice of medicine, surgery, and 
Beauty Culture; 

2. Personnel of the United States Army, Navy or Marine Hos- 
pital Service; 

3. Registered Nurses; 

4. Persons who perform any of the services enumerated in 
Section 2 of this Act, within the confines of their family. 

However, the provisions of this section shall not be construed 
to authorize any of the persons exempted to shave or trim the 
beard or cut the hair of any person, except those in the Army, Navy, 
or Marine Hospital Service unless for. cosmetic purposes. 

SECTION 4. .DEFINITION AND. QUALIFICATIONS 
FOR APPRENTICES :—Any. person-engaged in the occupation of 
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barber who has not served a term of two years shall be deemed 
an apprentice of the barber trade, and shall be so registered until 
he or she has served the required two years, at the expiration of 
which time application may be made for examination for a regis- 
tered barber’s certificate. 

No persons shall be qualified to receive a certificate as an ap- 
prentice who is not at least sixteen years of age, of good moral 
character, and who has an elementary education, as evidenced by a 
certificate thereto. 

All persons registered as apprentices shall at all times during 
the practice of the trade be under the direct supervision of a regis- 
tered barber. 

SECTION 5. QUALIFICATIONS FOR REGISTRATION 
AS BARBER :—Any person is qualified to receive a certificate of 
registration as a barber who is of good moral character, who has 
an elementary school education or its equivalent, as evidenced by a 
certificate to that effect; and who is at least eighteen years of age, 
has practiced as an apprentice for a period of two years, and has 
passed a satisfactory examination conducted by the board to de- 
termine his or her ability and fitness to practice as a barber. 

Any person who is practicing the occupation of barber in this 
State at the time this act shall go into effect shall, without examina- 
tion be granted a certificate of registration upon payment of a 
registration fee as an apprentice or as a barber, as the case may be. 

SECTION 6. EXAMINATIONS BY BARBER BOARD :— 
The barber board, which is hereinafter provided for, shall conduct 
examinations of all applicants for certificates of registration as bar- 
bers and all applicants for certificates of registration as apprentices, 
at least four times a year; and such examinations shall include a 
practical demonstration by those seeking registration as a barber. 

All applicants shall furnish to the Board a photograph approxi- 
mately five inches by three inches, which shall accompany the 
application, for the purpose of identifying the applicant at the time 
of examination. 

SECTION 7% FEES TO BE COLLECTED UNDER THIS 
ACT :—For the examination of each applicant to determine his or 
her fitness to practice as a barber a fee of five dollars shall be 
collected. 

For the issuance of a certificate of registration or the renewal 
of same, either to an apprentice or barber, a fee of three dollars 
shall be collected. 

SECTION 8. ISSUANCE OF CERTIFICATE OF REGIS- 
TRATION :—Any person engaged as a barber at the time this 
act becomes effective, and who makes application for a certificate 
within ninety days after this act becomes effective shall without 
examination be issued a certificate of registration at a fee of three 
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dollars. Failure of a person practicing the barBer trade when this 
act becomes effective to make application for a certificate within 
the period aforeprescribed shall subject him or her to a penalty of 
one dollar, in addition to the registration fee of three dollars herein 
fixed. Persons having completed their apprenticeship of two years, 
or persons from other states desiring to follow the occupation of 
barber in this state shall immediately make application for regis- 
tration, same to be accompanied by an affidavit showing their 
qualifications or previous experience; upon receipt of such an ap- 
plication a temporary permit may be issued, permitting them to 
work until the next meeting of the Board, at which time they shall 
submit to an examination and shall be subject to all provisions of 
this act. 

Applicants holding certificates issued by barber boards of other 
states, certifying to their previous examination and qualifications, 
shall be issued a certificate of registration without further examina- 
tion upon payment of registration fee of five dollars. 

All certificates issued either to a barber, or apprentice shall at 
all times be displayed at or near the chair used by the holder, and 
shall be renewed annually upon payment of a renewal fee of three 
dollars; but failure to renew a certificate within thirty days after 
its expiration shall subject the holder to a penalty or restoration 
fee of five dollars ; upon receipt of which a certificate shall be issued 
without further cost. 

SECTION 9. REFUSAL OR REVOCATION OF A CER- 
TIFICATE OF REGISTRATION :—Any applicant may be re- 
fused a certificate of registration or the certificate of a holder may 
be revoked for any of the following excuses:' Previous conviction 
of a felony, certified to by an officer of any court of record; gross 
malpractice or gross incompetency; immoral conduct or conduct 
involving moral turpitude; continued practice of a person having a 
contagious or infectious disease, certified to by the county health 
officer ; habitual drunkenness or the addiction to the use of cocaine, 
morphine, or other habit forming drugs; or the commission of any 
of the acts prohibited by this act, including the violation of rules 
and regulations promulgated by the board for carrying out the in- 
tention of this act. 

No person, however, shall have his or her certificate of regis- 
tration revoked nor his or her application refused without a public 
hearing by the Board, and shall have twenty days in which to pre- 
pare defense and procure evidence in his or her behalf. At any 
such hearing the Board shall procure the attendance of witnesses 
for both the Board and the defense, and is hereby granted power to 
compel the attendance of witnesses and the production of relevant 
books and papers by the subpoena and also shall have power to ad- 
minister oaths. It shall be the duty of the judge or any judge of 
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the circuit court within whose jurisdiction an appeal from the action 
of the Board may come to issue an order requiring the attendance 
of witnesses or the production before the board of all books and 
papers relative to case. 

SECTION 10. CERTAIN ACTS PROHIBITED AND PEN- 
ALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS :—The violation of any of the pro- 
visions of this act shall constitute a misdemeanor punishable by 
fine of not less than ten dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, 
or imprisonment of not less than ten days in jail, or both fine and 
imprisonment, and shall be enforceable in any justice court or court 
of common pleas having jurisdiction of misdemeanors. 

These penalties shall also apply to any one permitting any per- 
son in his or her employ or under his or her supervision or con- 
trol to practice as an apprentice without first having obtained a 
permit; to any one obtaining or attempting to obtain a permit or 
certificate of registration by fraudulent means; or who shall violate 
such rules for the conduct of barber colleges as may be promulgated 
by the Board. 

SECTION 11. BOARD OF BARBER EXAMINERS 
ESTABLISHED AND DUTIES DEFINED :—For the Carrying 
out of the provisions of this act a Board of Barber Examiners is 
hereby established, the members of which shall be appointed by the 
Governor. Board members, three in number, shall be practical bar- 
bers of not less than five year’s experience in this state. The mem- 
bers of the first board shall be appointed for a period of one, two 
and three years, respectively, but the terms thereafter shall be for 
three years, and those appointed to fill vacancies shall be appointed 
for the unexpired terms of their predecessors. The Board shall keep 
a record of all proceedings, subject to public inspection, and a 
register of all applicants and registrants; shall have authority to 
make reasonable rules and regulations for the operation of barber 
schools; and members of the board shall have authority to enter 
upon and inspect any barber shop or barber school at any time dur- 
ing business hours, for the purpose of enforcing the provision of 
this act. 

A Copy of all rules and regulations adopted by the Board shall 
be furnished the proprietor of each barber shop and barber school, 
and shall be at all times posted conspicuously in said shop or school. 

The Board shall be responsible for all monies collected and dis- 
bursed, and the members thereof shall be bonded for $5,000.00 
each. 

The remuneration of the board members shall! not exceed $200.00 
per month each. Necessary traveling expenses, subject to the state 
regulations, incurred in the discharge of their duties shall be al- 
lowed. The Board is hereby empowered to employ or name such 
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personnel as is necessary to enforce this Act, and to fix the remun- 
eration thereof. 

The members of the board shall be subject to removal by the 
Governor for cause. The board shall report annually to the Gov- 
ernor, giving a full statement of all receipts and disbursements, and 
also a full statement of its work together with such recommenda- 
tions as it may deem expedient. 

SECTION 12. THIS ACT SHALL BE EFFECTIVE thirty 
(30) days after the Governor’s approval, and all laws or portion of 
laws in conflict with these provisions are hereby repealed; and if 
any portion of this act is declared unconstitutional it shall not effect 
the validity of the remaining portion of this Act.

To amend House Bill No. 138 by adding thereto the following: 

Provided however the provisions of this Act shall not apply to 
any barber engaged in his profession outside of or in an incor- 
porated town or city that has or may hereafter have a population of 
1000 or less according to the last or any future Federal Census. 

And the amendment offered by Mr. Parker to the substitute for 
H. 138 was adopted. 

Mr. Swift offered the following amendment to the substitute for 
H. 138: 

Amendment to H. No. 138, by Mr. Swift. 

Amend the bill by adding the following section: 

Sec. _... The provisions of this bill shall not apply to counties of 
not less than 24,000 nor more than 28,000 population according to 
the last federal census. 

And on motion of Mr. Stokes the amendment offered by Mr. 
Swift was laid upon the table. 

Mr. Sutton offered the following amendment to the substitute 
for H. 138: 

Amendment by Sutton H. 138. 

Provided that the provisions of this Act shall apply only to cities 
having a population of 5,000 or more according to the last or any 
subsequent Federal Census.

The Section as written provides that the President Pro-tem of the Senate 
is allowed Two Dollars ($2.00) instead of Two Dollars ($2.00) per day, which 
was evidently intended.

Ifa majority of those voting in said Special Election favor 
the Election of the Superintendent of Education by the voters of Lowndes

SENATE MESSAGE. 


On motion of Mr. Sossaman the House concurred in and adopted 
the Senate amendment to the bill, H. B. 31, said Senate amendment 
being as follows: 

To amend House Bill No. 31 by adding Section 10-B which shall 
read as follows: 

Section 10-B. All apprentices, before eligible for service as such 
apprentices, shall be selected and approved by said State Pilotage Com- 
mission. 

Amend Section 42 of House Bill No. 31 to read as follows: 

Section 42. There shall be no discrimination among vessels sub- 
ject to the payment of pilotage fees, and any person who rebates any 
pilotage fees or seeks a rebate of pilotage fees, or in any manner creates 
or aids in creating any scheme or plan by which a discrimination is 
effected in favor of any vessel or the owners, masters or operators 
thereof, shall, on conviction, have his license or branch revoked. Ves- 
sels calling at the port of Mobile for bunkers and/or drydocking 
and/or repairs only shall be liable for pilotage fees for one way only. 

Amend Section 44-B of House Bill 31 to read as follows: 

Section 44-B. The pilots licensed or branched under this act or 
any previous act of the legislature shall purchase at an agreed price, 
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and if unable to agree, then at its appraised value the pilot plant of 
the State Docks Commission. To determine this appraised value, the 
State Docks Commission shall appoint one appraiser, the pilots another 
appraiser, and the two shall determine said value. If they fail to agree 
as to its value, then they shall select a 3rd appraiser and a majority 
of them shall fix said value. 

Amend Section 43 of House Bill No. 31 to read as follows: 

Section 43. There is hereby levied upon each licensed pilot, en- 
gaged in service as such under the provisions of this act, a license or 
privilege tax in the sum of $50.00 annually to be paid to the secretary 
of the board, and to be used for defraying all expenses or expenditures 
of said board, accruing under the provisions of this act. ‘The board 
may, by proper resolutions, permit said tax to be paid quarterly. Only 
such proportion of said tax shall be paid before October 1st, 1931, 
as the-time intervening the date this act goes into effect and October 
Ist, 1931, bears to one year. Whenever the funds in the treasury of 
the board exceed the sum of Two Thousand ($2000.00) Dollars, such 
excess shall be paid over to the Treasury of the State of Alabama. 

Such privilege or license taxes so paid to the secretary of said 
board shall become a part of the funds of the said board and shall be 
deposited by the secretary, and otherwise handled and disbursed as 


required by the provisions of this act.

To create an inferior court, to be known as the Inferior Court of Phenix 
City, for precincts one of Russell County and ten of Lee County, Alabama, 
in lieu of and to abolish all justice of the peace and notary public with power 
of justice of the peace and inferior courts in said precincts as now existing; 
to provide for the election, qualification and compensation of the judge and 
constable of said court; to prescribe their powers and duties; to provide for a 
place of holding said court; to prescribe its jurisdiction, and for other pur- 
poses. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA. 


Section 1. That there is hereby created an Inferior Court to be known 
as Inferior Court of Phenix City in the territory now known as precincts one 
in Russell County and ten in Lee County, Alabama. ‘That such court shall. 
be in lieu of all justice of the peace and inferior courts now existing in said 
territory. That said court and its officers shall have the same powers, duties 
and jurisdictions now conferred by law on justice of the peace courts. 

Section 2. That there shall be a judge and constable of said court. That 
at the time of their election each shall be a qualified elector and shall have 
resided in the territory described in this Act for a period of one year, and the 
judge of said court shall be learned in the law, and they shall hold their 
offices for a term of four years and until their successors are elected and 
qualified and shall be elected in the following manner: The the Judges of 
Probate of Lee and Russell Counties shall place the name of the candidates 
for judge and constable for said court on the ticket at the general election in 
1932 and every four years thereafter and such officers shall be voted for by 
the voters of the territory for which the court is created. The said Judges of 
Probate of each county shall certify to the Secretary of State the number of 
votes received by each candidate and it shall be the duty of the Secretary of 
State to consolidate said vote and the candidate receiving a majority of the 
votes cast shall be declared elected and commissioned by the proper authority. 

Section 3. That the judge and constable of said court shall receive as 
their compensation for their service the same fees as now or may hereafter be 
provided by law for justice of the peace and constable to be taxed and col- 
lected in the same manner. 

Section 4. That the judge shall select some fixed place and fix a regular 
time within the territory described in this Act to hold said Court. 

Section 5. That appeals from said court shall be the same as now pro- 
vided by law for appeals from justice court, provided, that the appeals from 
said court may be taken to the Circuit Court of the county in which the ac- 
tion or prosecution is venued, as now or may hereafter be provided by law. 

Section 6. That ten days after the approval of this Act the Governor 
shall appoint a judge and constable who shall hold office until the next gen- 
eral election and until their successors are elected and qualified. 

Section 7. All vacancies in the office of the judge and constable of said 
court shall be filled by appointment of the Governor, and such appointees 
shall hold office for the unexpired term and until their successors are elected 
and qualified. 

Section 8. That the same rules of practice as now apply to justice of the 
peace courts shall be applicable to this court. 

Section 9. Within thirty days after the approval of this Act, the term ot 
office of all justice of peace and notaries public and ex. off. justice of the 
peace in precincts ten in Lee County and the Inferior Court of Phenix City, 
precinct one in Russell County shall expire and such offices shall then stand 
abolished and the dockets, official papers, and records of all kinds of the 
offices abolished shall be delivered to the judge of the Inferior Court of 
Phenix City thus created, and all cases pending in said abolished courts shall 
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stand transferred to the Inferior Court of Phenix City and all processes 
issued by such abolished courts shall be returned to the Inferior Court of 
Phenix City, and said court may issue executions or other processes as 
necessary to collect or enforce the judgments of said abolished courts, and 
the collection of any cost in any case accrued before the said transfer shall be 
paid to whomsoever it belongs according to the dockets and records of the 
courts so abolished. 

Section 10. That in the absence, inability, or disqualification of the judge 
of said court, he shall appoint, in writing a special judge to act for and in 
the place of the regular judge, which said appointment in writing shall enter 
upon his docket. 

Section 11. That if any section or provision of this Act shall be declared 
void or unconstitutional it shall not affect or destroy the validity or con- 
stitutionality of any other section or provision herein, which is not itself void 
or unconstitutional. 

Section 12. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed.

By Mr. Tucker: 
H. J. R. 55. Joint House Resolution, Senate concurring: 
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Whereas, one Arthur Greenwood, of Jefferson County, member 
of the State Athletic Commission, has seen fit to ask for the resig- 
nation of Governor B. M. Miller, and whereas the State is in dire 
need of the services of the above mentioned Governor: 

Therefore be it resolved by the House, the Senate concurring 
that the members of these law making bodies respectfully and 
sincerely urge the Governor not to resign at the present time. 

We further implore that he wait until the Fact Finding Com- 
mission has completed its survey before he seriously consider his 
resignation. 

And the resolution was referred to the Standing Committee on 
Rules. 

By Mr. Reeder: 

H. J. R. 56. Be it resolved by the House of Representatives 
of Alabama, the Senate of Alabama concurring, that the following 
memorial be sent to’ the President of the United States: 

The nitrate plants at Muscle Shoals in Northern Alabama were 
constructed by the United States Government in 1918 and 1919, 
under Section 124 of the National Defense Act. The Wilson Dam 
was built to supply a motive force for the operation of these plants. 
In the construction of these properties, there was an outlay by the 
Government in excess of one hundred and twenty-five million dol- 
lars. These great Government plants have lain idle for more than 
a decade, because Congress and the executive department of the 
Government have been unable to agree on a plan for their opera- 
tion. 

The nitrate plants are capable of producing the equivalent of 
250,000 tons of Chilean nitrate and, translated into terms of ordi- 
nary fertilizer, two million tons of commercial fertilizer a year. 
The product of these plants would fertilize some twelve or fifteen 
million acres of land annually. The plants are located in the heart 
of the cotton belt, where eighty per cent of all the commercial 
fertilizer devoted to agriculture in the United States is used. 

Owing to the close proximity of these plants to the vast beds 
of Tennessee phosphate rock, a complete fertilizer can be made at 
Muscle Shoals more cheaply than at any other point in the United 
States. That there will be a market for this fertilizer there can 
be no question. The plants at Muscle Shoals, if put to work, 
would not only prove a boon to agriculture, but would give perma- 
nent employment to several thousand people at a time when un- 
employment, hunger and distress are more prevalent than at any 
other time in this generation. 

In order to bring about a solution of the long vexed question 
as to the plan of operation of these Government-built p!auts, the 
Congress of the United States by substantial majorities has passed 
a compromise measure, by the terms of which, for twelve months 
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following the passage of the act the President of the United States 
if given authority to lease these properties to private enterprise, 
for a term not exceeding fifty years, and the terms upon which the 
President is authorized to make such lease are sufficiently liberal 
to insure the leasing of the properties. 

The bill which was vetoed by a former president left no alter- 

‘native to Governnment operation and the participation by the Gov- 
ernment in the distribution of power and the manufacture of ni- 
trates in competition with private citizens. The compromise meas- 
ure now being considered by you assures the operation of these 
properties by private capital, if private capital is willing to finance 
the operation, with the aid of exceedingly cheap power, and in 
that part of the country where the demand for the product of the 
plants is greatest and most sustained. 

The Legislature of Alabama respectfully urges that political 
differences of opinion have already too long delayed the operation 
of these great Government properties. However opposed political 
agencies may be to the policy of the Government engaging in busi- 
ness in competition with private capital, in the case now being 
considered by you private capital has the opportunity to forestall 
Government competition, by leasing and operating these plants 
under favorable terms and under favorable conditions. Some part 
of the burden of seeing to it that these Government plants are not 
used in competition with private enterprise rests upon private 
capital. 

For the reasons set out and in the interest of the Government, 
of the farmer and of the unemployed, the Legislature of Alabama 
most urgently requests that you approve the Muscle Shoals Act 
now before you for consideration. 

Be it further Resolved, That the Secretary of State be, and he 
is hereby, directed to telegraph this memorial to the President im- 
mediately upon its adoption.

H. J. R. 57%. Be It Resolved by the House, the Senate con- 
curring, that the Legislature of Alabama expresses the gratitude of 
the State to Mrs. R. D. Johnston of Birmingham, Alabama, for her 
unselfish service in inaugurating and establishing under great dif- 
ficulties, and in being largely the guiding spirit for the past thirty 
years of its existence, of the Alabama Boys’ Industrial School and 
also for her religious and educational work among prisoners of 
Alabama during the ten years preceding the founding of the Ala- 
bama Boys’ Industrial School.

Whereas, under the Acts of Legislature of 1927, Section 56, 
Page 177, the franchise taxes on corporations will after the 31st., of 
December 1931 be reduced from $2.00 per thousand to $1.00 per 
thousand, and, 

Whereas, this tax comes largely from foreign corporations, and, 

Whereas, it will be a great blow to the schools of this state to 
lose the $900,000.00 which will result if the franchise taxes on cor- 
poration is reduced from $2.00 to $1.00 per thousand, and, 

Whereas, under the constitution it is mandatory that all revenue 
measures originate in the lower house; 

Therefore be it resolved: 

1. By the House of Representatives that it shall not adjourn 
until suitable laws are enacted to prevent the loss of $900,000.00 to 
the schools of this state by reason of the fact that the franchise 
taxes on corporation is reduced from $2.00 per thousand to $1.00 
per thousand. 

2. That if the legislature by adjournment permits a loss in 
revenue of $900,000.00 in favor of the corporations that a law be 
speedily enacted reducing the advalorem taxes on personal prop- 
erty and real estate from 6% mills to 5% mills thereby donating 
$1,000,000.00 to the farmers and home owners of the state of Ala- 
bama, along with the $900,000.00 that will be donated to the cor- 
poration if the Legislature adjourns now until 1932, without enact- 
ing any revenue laws.

BILL ON THIRD READING. 


H. 53. (with substitute). Defining motor transportation com- 
panies and motor transportation operators, conferring jurisdiction 
upon the Alabama Public Service Commission over the transporta- 
tion of passengers and property for hire as common carrier by 
’ motor vehicles, and providing for the supervision and regulation of 
such transportation, and for the enforcement of this Act and for 
punishment of violations thereof. 

The question was upon the adoption of the substitute reported 
by the Standing Committee on Commerce and Common Carriers, 
said committee substitute being as follows: 

Substitute for House Bill No. 53: 


A BILL 


To be entitled an Act: Defining motor transportation companies 
and “motor transportation operators,” conferring jurisdiction upon the 
Alabama Public Service Commission over the transportation of pas- 
sengers and property for hire as common carrier by motor vehicles 
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and providing for the supervision and regulation of such trans- 
portation, and for the enforcement of this Act and for punishment 
of violations thereof: 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

That in addition to any authority, powers and jurisdiction under 
the laws of this State now or hereafter conferred upon or exercised 
by the Alabama Public Service Commission, there is -hereby conferred 
upon said Commission all the authority, power and jurisdiction here- 
inafter particularly set forth: 

Section 1. The following words and phrases used in this Act, 
when not inconsistent with the context, shall be construed as follows: 
The term “commission” shall be construed to mean the Alabama Pub- 
lic Service Commission; the term “commissioner” shall mean one of 
the members of such commission; “motor transportation” shall be con- 
strued to mean the business of carrying and transporting passengers 
or property in motor propelled vehicles of any kind whatsoever for 
hire as common carriers over any public street, alley, road or highway 
in this state, except transportation solely and wholly within the limits 
of any municipality and within a radius of not more than five (5) 
miles beyond such limits; the term “motor propelled vehicle” or “motor 
vehicle” when used in this Act shall be held to mean any automobile, 
automobile truck, automobile or motor bus, or any other self propelled 
vehicle or vehicles used in connection therewith not operated or driven 
upon fixed rails or tracks; the term “highway” as used in this Act 
shall be construed to mean any public road, street or alley dedicated 
to public use, and maintained by the expenditure of public funds, 
whether within or outside any incorporated city, town or village; 
the term ‘motor transportation company” shall be construed to mean 
any corporation, person, partnership or association, or the lessees, 
trustees, or receivers thereof, owning, controlling, operating and man- 
aging (1) any motor propelled vehicle not operated on or over rails, 
used in the business of transportation of passengers or property for 
hire as a common carrier over any highway in this State, or (2) any 
terminal or station facilities for passengers, freight or express trans- 
ported by such company. 

(1) “Person” or “persons” shall be held to include firm, corpora- 
tion, partnership or association, or any lessee, trustee or receiver 
thereof. 

Provided, however, that this Act shall not apply to motor vehicles 
engaged exclusively in transporting solely within the limits of any city, - 
town or village in this state or a radius of five (5) miles beyond such 
corporate limits. In any prosecution for operating motor trans- 
portation without obtaining the certificate from the commission 
provided by this Act, proof that the person so prosecuted has op- 
erated a motor propelled vehicle upon the highways of this State 
outside the limits of any municipal corporation, in the transporta- 
tion of passengers or property for hire as a common carrier for 
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more than five days in any calendar month shall be prima facie 
evidence that such person is in fact operating motor transportation 
within the meaning of this Act; “fixed termini”, or “regular 
routes”, as used herein or in any certificate issued hereunder shall 
‘mean the termini between which or route over which such motor 
transportation company shall usually or ordinarily operate, though 
departures from such termini or route may be periodical or irregu- 
lar. 

Provided, further, that the provisions of this Act shall not apply to 
any utility within the meaning of Section 9742 of the Code of Alabama 
of 1923 with respect to the operation of any motor or other vehicle 
for the transportation or conveyance of or for the public of passengers 
for hire. 

Section 2. The Commission is hereby vested with power and au- 
thority and it shall be its duty to supervise and regulate every motor 
transportation company in this State; to fix or approve the rates, 
fares, charges, classifications and rules and regulations pertaining there- 
to, all of which shall be just and reasonable; to regulate and supervise 
the accounts, schedules, speed, service and methods of operating the 
same, to prescribe a uniform system and classification of accounts 
to be used, which, among other things, shall set up adequate deprecia- 
uci charges, and after euch accounting system shall have been pro- 
mulgated, motor transportation companies shall use no other; to 1e- 
quire the filing of annual and other reports and any other data; and 
to supervise and regulate motor transportation companies in all mat- 
ters affecting the relationship between such common carriers and the 
traveling and shipping public, which shall include rules and regulations 
for proper inspection of motor vehicles, for the installation of safety 
devices thereon, and the installation of automatic speed governing regu- 
lators and mileage indicator. The Commission shall have power and 
authority by general order or otherwise to prescribe rules and regula- 
tions governing all such motor transportation companies. All laws 
relating to the powers, duties, authority and jurisdiction of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission over common carriers of property and of pas- 
sengers are hereby made applicable to all such motor transportation 
‘companies, except as herein otherwise specifically provided. No pro- 
vision of this Act shall be so construed as to deprive any municipality 
within this State of its right to regulate and control the use of its 
streets or the right to regulate and control all motor propelled vehicles 
operating within its corporate limits. 

No motor transportation company shall operate any motor vehicle 
for the transportation of passengers or property for hire as a com- 
mon carrier on any public highway in this State, except in accordance 
with the provisions of this Act. 

Section 3. (a) All charges made by any motor transportation 
company for any services rendered or to be rendered in the transpor- 
tation of passengers or property wholly within this Statc, shall be 
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contained in tariffs filed with and approved by the Commission and 
shall be just and reasonable, and every charge in violation of such 
tariff rates is prohibited and declared unlawful. 

(b) In prescribing rates to be charged for the transportation of 
passengers or property the commission shall take into consideration, 
among other things, the kind, character and value of service to be 
performed and the effect of such rates upon other transportation 
companies, if any, and as far as possible avoid unreasonable competi- 
tion with existing transportation agencies in the same territory to be 
served. 

(c) All rates charged by motor transportation companies shall be 
substantially uniform over the same distance for the same classes of 
passengers or property, and no motor transportation company shall 
make any greater charge in proportion to the distance it transports 
passengers or property for transportation from one point to another 
not served by one or more parallel or competing transportation agencies 
than it charges for transportation from one point to another point 
actually served by one or more: parallel or competing transportation 
agencies, except in cases where the Commission finds facts which 
justify and require departure from such uniform rates in the public 
interest. And every charge made in violation of this sub-section (c) 
is hereby declared to be unjust and unreasonable and the making there- 
of shall be punished as for any other violation of any of the provisions 
of this Act. 

(d) Every motor transportation company subject to the provi- 
sions of this Act receiving property for transportation originating and 
terminating in this State shall issue to the shipper a receipt or bill 
of lading therefor, and shall be liable as a common carrier under the 
_laws of this State to the lawful holder thereof for any loss, damage 
or injury to such property caused by it; and no contract, stipulation, 
receipt, rule or regulation contained in said receipt or bill of lading, or 
otherwise, shall exempt such motor transportation company from the 
liability hereby imposed; but nothing in this sub-section (d) shall de- 
prive any holder of such receipt or bill of lading of any remedy or 
right of action which he has under existing law. Every bill of lading 
so issued to the shipper shall state the class or classes of freight or 
. express shipped and the rate to the point of destination and the aggre- 
gate charge made for the transportation. The Commission shall pre- 
scribe the forms and contents of bills of lading, receipts, expense bills 
and other records, to be used by motor transportation companies sub- 
ject to the provisions of this Act and to make all proper rules and 
regulations with respect thereto which may be necessary or proper to 
secure the safe receipt, handling, transportation and delivery of prop- 
erty by motor transportation companies upon just and reasonable terms, 
and such records shall be subject to inspection by the Commission. 

(e) It shall be unlawful for any motor transportation company 
subject to the provisions of this Act to make or give any undue or

unreasonable preference or advantage to any particular person, com- 
pany, firm, corporation or locality, or any particular description of 
traffic in any respect whatsoever, or to subject any particular person, 
company, firm, corporation or locality, or any particular description 
of traffic, to any undue or unreasonable prejudice or disadvantage in 
any respect whatsoever; and it shall be unlawful for any person, 
persons, or corporation, to offer, grant or give or to solicit, accept or 
receive, any rebate, concession or discrimination in respect to the trans- 
portation of any person, passengers or property by any motor trans- 
portation company whereby any such person, passengers or property 
shall by any device whatsoever be transported at a less rate than that 
named in the tariff published and filed by such motor transportation 
company or whereby any other advantage is given or discrimination is 
practiced. 

(f) No motor transportation company subject to the provisions 
of this Act shall issue or give any free tickets, free pass or free 
transportation for passengers or property except to employees de- 
voting their entire time to such motor transportation Company’s 
services and the dependent members of their families and to at- 
torneys and surgeons regularly employed by such motor trans- 
portation company and to members of the Commission and such of 
of their emnlovees as mav be designated by them to assist the 
Commission in the performance of their duties under this Act. ‘he 
issuance of any such free ticket, free pass or free transportation for 
passengers or property contrary to the provisions of this sub- 
section (f) is hereby declared to be a violation of this Act and shall 
be punished as such. 

(g) No motor transportation company shall charge or demand 
or collect or receive a greater or less or different compensation for ° 
the transportation of passengers or property or for any services in 
connection therewith than the rates and charges which have been duly 
approved therefor by an order of the commission; nor shall any motor 
transportation company refund or remit in any manner or by any de- 
vice any portion of the rates and charges required to be collected, nor 
extend to any shipper or person any privileges or facilities in the trans- 
portation of passengers or property, except such as have been provided 
for in its published tariffs or by any order of the commission. 

Section 4 (a) It is hereby declared unlawful for any motor trans- 
portation company to operate or furnish service within this State with- 
out first having obtained from the Commission a certificate declaring 
that public convenience and necessity will be promoted by such opera- 
tion. The commission, upon the filing of a petition for such certifi- 
cate, shall within a reasonable time, fix a time and place for hearing 
thereon. The Commission shall cause a copy of such petition and 
notice of hearing thereon to be served at least twenty days before the 
hearing upon an officer or owner of every common carrier of pas- 
sengers or property for hire, including railroads and upon every other 
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applicant for a certificate to operate in the territory proposed to be 
served by the applicant and on the State Highway Commission, and 
on the city clerk of any city and on the Judge of Probate of each 
county into or through which said motor transportation company may 
desire to operate, and the State Highway Commission, every such 
common carrier or city or county is hereby declared to be an interested 
party to said proceedings and may offer testimony for or against the 
granting of such certificate, and any other person or persons who might 
in the opinion of the commission be properly interested in or affected 
by the issuance of said certificate may offer testimony for or against 
the granting of such certificate. If the commission shall find from the 
évidence that public convenience and necessity will be promoted by the 
creation of the service proposed, or any part thereof, as the Commis- 
sion shall determine, a certificate therefor shall be issued; provided, 
where a certificate such as provided for above shall have been regu- 
larly issued and thereafter the motor transportation company to whom 
such certificate shall have been issued, shall sell, transfer or assign the 
business, rights and assets of such motor transportation company, then 
and in that event the said certificate, originally issued to such motor 
transportation company, shall, upon application to the Commission and 
upon like notice as hereinabove provided to all interested parties if 
the Commission after hearing shall be of the opinion that the purchaser 
thereof is in all respects qualified under the provisions of this Act to 
conduct the business of a common carrier in the transportation of pas- 
sengers or property for hire within the meaning of this Act, may be 
by stich commission transferred to the purchaser and be effective in 
like manner as though originally issued to such purchaser, provided, 
however, that a motor transportation company now holding a certifi- 
cate of public convenience and necessity issued to it by the commis- 
sion shall not be required to apply for a new certificate under this 
Act, but the certificate now held shall be effective as if issued under 
this Act, but this shall not be construed or held to relieve the holder 
of such certificate from complying with all other provisions of this Act 
and any and all other laws now or hereafter in effect. 

(b) In determining whether such certificate shall be granted, 
the Commission must, among other things, consider the following: 

(1) Whether existing transportation service of all kinds is ade- 
quate to meet the reasonable public needs. 

(2) The volume of existing traffic over such route and whether 
such traffic and that reasonably to be anticipated in the future can 
support already existing transportation agencies and also the appli- 
cant. 

(8) Financial ability of the applicant to furnish adequate contin- 
uous and uninterrupted service the year round. 

(4) The effect, expense and burden on the public highways, in- 
eae bridges, and on the traffic, both private and common carrier, 
thereon.

(5) The effect on existing transportation revenues and service 
of all kinds, and particularly whether the granting of such certificate 
will or may seriously impair essentially existing public service. 

(6) The advantages to the public of the proposed service. 

(c) The Commission shall adopt rule prescribing the manner 
and form in which motor transportation companies shall apply for 
certificates required by this section. Among other rules adopted, 
there shall be rules as follows: 

(1) Application shall be in writing. 

(2) Shall contain full information concerning the ownership, 
financial condition, equipment to be used, including the size, 
weight and capacity of each vehicle to be used, and physical prop- 
erty of the applicant. 

(3) The complete route or routes over which the applicant 
desires to operate. 

(4) The proposed time schedule. 

(5) The proposed rates, schedule or schedules and classifica- 
tions of the equipment. 

(6) All existing transportation in the territory proposed to be 
served and wherein the public needs additional service and why. 

(7) Any such other or additional information as the com- 
mission may vide: ur icquirc. 

(d) The Commission may prescribe such conditions upon the 
issuance of such certificate as it may deem advisable. 

Section 5. Every motor transportation company doing busi- 
ness in this State and subject to the control and jurisdiction of the 
Commission shall pay to the State as contribution to the maintain- 
ance, repair and policing of its public highways for each mile 
actually operated within the State over such public highways a 
mileage tax of one-half cent per mile on all passenger vehicles 
with a seating capacity of twelve passengers or less, and a mileage 
tax of three-fourth cent per mile on all passenger vehicles with a 
seating capacity of not less than thirteen nor more than twenty-one 
passengers, and a mileage tax of one cent per mile on all pas- 
senger vehicles with a seating capacity exceeding twenty-one pas- 
sengers ; and a mileage tax of one-half cent per mile on all vehicles 
transporting property with a rated carrying capacity of less than two 
tons, and a mileage tax of three-fourth cent per mile on all vehicles 
transporting property with a rated carrying capacity of two tons or more 
but less than three tons; and a mileage tax of one cent per mile for 
vehicles transporting property with a rated carrying capacity of 
three tons or more, but less than four tons, and a mileage tax of one 
and one-half cent per mile for vehicles transporting property with 
a rated carrying capacity of four tons, but less than five tons; and 
a mileage tax of two cents per mile for vehicles transporting prop- 
erty with a rated carrying capacity of five tons or more. Provided, 
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it shall be unlawful for any vehicle subject to the provisions hereof 
to be operated on the public highways with a load greater than 
fifty (50%) per cent in excess of its rated carrying capacity. Such 
mileage tax shall be paid by such motor transportation company in 
addition to all property, franchises, licenses, or other taxes, fees and 
charges now or hereafter provided by law. Every motor transpor- 
tation company operating under the provisions of this Act shall, 
between the first and fifteenth days of January, April, July and 
October of each year, file with the Commission, a sworn statement 
showing (a) the mileage traveled on the highways of this State 
for the preceding three months or portion thereof; (b) the number, 
kind and capacity of the motor propelled vehicles so operated; (c) such 
other information as may be required by the Commission, and such 
motor transportation company shall pay to the Commission at the time of 
filing of said statement, and the Commission shall collect from such 
motor transportation company said mileage tax. 

For the purpose of computing the mileage tax to be collected 
under the provisions of this Act, each trailer attached to a motor 
propelled vehicle of any kind and used for transportation of prop- 
erty shall be deemed a motor propelled vehicle, and the mileage tax 
shall be computed upon the basis of the rated carrying capacity 
and miles actually operated by such trailer on the highways of this 
State at the rate herein specified for motor propelled vehicles in 
the transportation of property. The mileage tax herein specified 
is herein based upon the rated carrying capacity of the motor ve- 
hicle and the miles actually operated, without regard to the number 
of passengers actually hauled or the amount or value of property 
transported in the operation of such motor propelled vehicle over 
the highways of this State. Provided, if the motor propelled vehicle 
which draws any such trailer is not used for carrying property but 
simply as a tractor to draw the trailer attached thereto, then such 
motor propelled vehicle and the trailer drawn thereby shall be 
deemed one unit and the mileage tax shall be based upon the rated 
carrying capacity of such trailer in accordance with the provisions 
of this Act. 

The mileage tax herein provided for shall be in lieu of the three 
per cent gross income on all intrastate business transacted in this 
State, levied in sub-section (b) of Section 3 of the Act approved 
August 25, 1927, which sub-section (b) of said Act approved August 
25, 1927, is hereby repealed. 

Any motor transportation company failing in whole or in part 
to pay the mileage tax or part thereof due by it within any of the 
time herein prescribed for the payment of the same shall be in 
default and shall be liable to a penalty of twenty-five per cent of 
the amount of the tax. The State shall have a lien upon all the 
property in this State of any motor transportation company for the 
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payment of the mileage tax provided by this Act and the fees and 
penalties of this Section provided for, which lien shall be superior 
to all other liens, except a lien for State, County and municipal 
taxes. 

Miscellaneous fees shall be paid to the Commission hereunder as 
follows: Every application for certificate of public convenience 
and necessity shall be accompanied by an application fee determined 
on the following basis, namely: (a) A fee of fifty dollars for each 
motor vehicle used by such motor transportation company for 
the transportation of persons for hire. For every such motor trans- 
portation vehicle having a seating capacity exceeding twelve per- 
sons, an additional fee shall be paid computed on the basis of fifty 
cents per passenger capacity for such additional capacity; (b) For 
every motor vehicle used by such motor transportation company for 
the transportation of property for hire the motor transportation 
company shall pay a fee of fifty dollars and if the rated capacity 
of any such vehicle exceeds three tons, an additional fee of one 
dollar for each additional rated ton capacity shall be paid; (c) For 
each motor vehicle used by such motor transportation company for 
transportation of both person and property, the fee shall be com- 
puted on the basis of either passenger or tonnage capacity, and 
the hasis which shall vield the larger amount will applv. Applica- 
tion for transfer mortgage or pledge of a certificate of public con- 
venience and necessity twenty-five dollars ($25.00). Application 
for the issuance of a duplicate certificate of public convenience and 
necessity three dollars ($3.00). For copy of any record or part 
thereof, of the Commission, pertaining to motor carriers, per one 
hundred words or portion thereof fifteen cents ($00.15). In case 
of special or temporary demand for transportation of passengers 
or property for limited periods, the fees required to accompany 
application for certificate of public convenience and necessity may 
be fixed by the Commission in such reasonable amount, differ- 
ing from those fixed herein, as may be prescribed by general 
rule or special order; provided, however, all fees prescribed under 
this Act shall apply in case of such special or temporary de- 
mands until otherwise ordered by the Commission. All said mile- 
age tax, fees and amounts collected under this Act shall be paid into 
the State Treasury within thirty days after their receipt and shall 
be kept separate and apart from all other funds by the State Treas- 
urer in a fund to be known as the “Motor Carrier Fund”, and shall 
be used ; first, for the payment of all expenses incurred by the Pub- 
lic Service Commission under this Act, and the surplus, at the end 
of each fiscal year, shall be credited to the maintenance fund of the 
Highway Department. 

Section 6. No such. certificate shall in any event be granted 
unless it clearly appears from the record before the Commission 
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that existing transportation agencies are not giving reasonably 
adequate service to the public and that there is a substantial public 
need for the service sought to be performed, and that the applicant 
is in all respects qualified to continuously perform such service. No 
certificate shall be granted and no schedule authorized where it 
appears either from said schedule or the records upon the hearing, 
or otherwise, that the statute regulating the speed of motor vehicles 
or any other regulatory or penal statute will be violated. 

Section 7%. Before a certificate shall be issued to any motor 
transportation company it shall file with the Commission a bond in 
the penal sum of $1,000 payable to the State of Alabama, with some 
surety company qualified to do business in the State as surety 
thereon, conditioned that such motor transportation company shall 
pay any and all mileage taxes and penalties assessed under the pro- 
visions of this Act and for the faithful compliance with all lawful 
decisions, orders, rules, regulations, demands and requirements of 
the Commission made, rendered, issued or promulgated under the 
provisions of this Act. Provided, however, the amount of the bond 
may in the discretion of the Commission be increased to an amount 
not to exceed $5,000. 

Section 8. When a petition for a certificate of public conven- 
ience and necessity has been in whole or in part denied by the Com- 
mission or has been granted by the Commission and the order of the 
Commission granting same has been quashed or set aside by a 
court of competent jurisdiction, a new application by the same ap- 
plicant therefor shall not be again considered by the Commission 
within six months from the date of the order denying the same or 
the judgment of the court quashing or setting aside the order. 

Section 9. No motor transportation company authorized under 
the provisions of this Act to operate within the State of Alabama 
shall abandon or discontinue either temporarily (except in cases of 
emergency) or permanently, any service established under the pro- 
visions of this Act without an order of the Commission that the 
public convenience and necessity permit such abandonment or dis- 
continuance, which said order shall be granted by the Commission 
only after hearing upon due notice as provided in Section 4 hereof 
for notice of applications for certificate, should the Commission 
deem a hearing necessary. 

Section 9-A. In any proceeding to determine the justness or 
reasonableness of any rate, fare or charge of any such motor trans- 
portation company, there shall not be taken into consideration or 
allowed as evidence or an element of value of the property of such 
company, the certificate under which such carrier is operating; and 
in applying for and receiving a certificate under this Act, any such 
motor transportation company shall be deemed to have agreed to 
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the provisions of this Section on its own behalf and on behalf of all 
transferees of such certificates. 

Section 10. Suit may be instituted by and in the name of the 
Attorney General of the State or of the Commission or by any 
other interested party against any motor transportation company 
subject to the provisions of this Act, in any county in this State 
through which or into which such motor transportation company 
shall operate, for the purpose of enjoining such company from 
operating unlawfully or for the purpose of enforcing the provisions 
of this Act or any lawful rule or regulation of the commission made 
pursuant thereto. 

Section 11. The commission shall prescribe the books and 
forms of accounts to be kept by the grantees of certificates which 
shall be preserved for such reasonable time as may be prescribed by 
the commission. The books and records of every certificate holder 
shall be at all times open to the inspection of said commission or 
any agent appointed by it for such purpose. The Commission shall 
have the power to cancel any certificate theretofore issued to any 
motor transportation company for failure to pay the mileage tax 
provided by this Act or to keep the books and records as prescribed 
by the commission or for failure to comply with any lawful rule or 
regulation of the cumiission, but no certificates issued by the com- 
mission hereunder shall be revoked upon such grounds without 
notice and hearing to such motor transportation company under 
such rules and regulations as the commission may prescribe there- 
for. The commission shall have the power to examine the books 
and records of all motor transportation companies to whom it has 
granted certificates to operate hereunder and to examine under oath 
the officers and agents of any motor transportation company with 
respect thereto. 

Section 12. Any person who on his own behalf, or on behalf of 
any motor transportation company, shall knowingly make or cause 
to be made in any statement or report required by this Act any false 
or fraudulent statement shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction thereof shall be punished as provided by law. 

Section 13. At the time of granting a certificate of public con- 
venience and necessity hereunder, the Commission shall determine 
and fix the amount of bond to be given by the applicant for such 
certificate for the protection, in case of passenger vehicles, of the 
passenger and baggage carried, and of the public, against injury ap- 
proximately caused by negligence of such motor transportation 
company, its servants or agents; and in the case of vehicles trans- 
porting freight, to secure the owner or person entitled to recover 
therefor, against loss or damage to such freight and for protection 
‘of the public against injuries proximately caused by negligence of 
such motor transportation company, its servants or agents. Said 
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applicant shall be liable as stated as a Common Carrier under the, 
law now or hereafter in effect. And every such bond shall provide 
indemnity for every such injury or loss for which such motor trans- 
portation company is or may be liable under the law of this State 
as such common carrier. Before any motor transportation com- 
pany shall obtain such certificate, it must file such bond with the 
Commission and obtain its approval thereof, which bond must be 
in form and amount as prescribed by the Commission, payable to 
the State of Alabama and with some surety company qualified to do 
business in the State as surety thereon. Such bond shall contain 
such conditions, provisions and limitations as the Commission may 
prescribe by its order and shall be for the benefit of and subject to 
suit or action thereon by any person who shall sustain actionable in- 
jury or loss protected thereby, notwithstanding any provision in 
said bond to the contrary ; and every bond or insurance policy here- 
in named, so given, shall be conclusively presumed to have been 
given according to and to contain all the provisions of this Act. No 
such certificate of public convenience and necessity shall be valid 
and operative until such bond or insurance policy herein named has 
been filed with and approved by the Commission, and no such bond 
or insurance policy herein named, so filed and approved, shall be 
cancelled by the surety or company issuing the same except upon 
and after ten days notice in writing to said Commission, and upon 
such notice being given by the surety or company issuing said bond 
or insurance policy, the certificate of public convenience and neces- 
sity of the person giving such bond or insurance policy shall stand 
revoked unless a new bond or insurance policy shall be filed with 
and approved by the Commission before the date upon which the 
cancellation thereof becomes effective. The applicant for such cer- 
tificate of public convenience and necessity may, in the discretion 
of the Commission be allowed to file in lieu of such bond a policy 
of indemnity insurance in some indemnity insurance company 
qualified to do business in the State of Alabama; which policy must 
substantially conform to all the provisions hereof relating to such 
bond and must likewise be approved by said Commission, Every 
such insurance policy shall be for the benefit of any person who 
shall sustain an actionable injury protected thereby, which shall 
bind said surety to pay any judgment rendered against the motor 
transportation company, notwithstanding any provisions in such in- 
surance policy to the contrary. The Commission shall also have the 
power and authority to require Fidelity Bonds to protect C.O.D. 
shipments and other similar shipments. 

Section 14. The Commission in the exercise of the authority by 
this Act vested in it to supervise and regulate all motor transporta- 
tion companies shall promulgate and mail or deliver to each holder 
of a certificate hereunder, such rules and regulations for the safety 
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of passengers, members of the public and of those occupying or 
driving the vehicles of such motor transportation company as it may 
deem necessary to govern and control the operation of motor trans- 
portation companies over and along the public highways of this 
State and the equipment to be used. The Commission may at any 
time, for good cause, suspend, and upon at least ten days’ notice to 
the grantee of any certificate, and an opportunity to be heard, re- 
voke, any certificate issued under the provisions of this Act for 
the violation of any safety rule or regulation. Any such safety 
rules promulgated in addition to any others deemed necessary by 
the Commission shall include the following: 

(a) Every motor unit and all parts thereof shall be maintained 
in a safe condition at all times. And the lights and brakes and 
equipment shall meet such safety requirements as the Commission 
shall from time to time promulgate. 

(b) Every driver employed by a motor transportation company 
shall be at least twenty-one years of age, of temperate habits and 
good moral character, and shall be fully competent to operate the 
motor vehicle under his charge. 

(c) Accidents arising from or in connection with the operation 
of motor transportation companies shall be reported to the Com- 
mission in such detail and in such manner as the Commission may 
require. 

(d) The Commission shall require and every motor transporta- 
tion company shall have attached to each unit or vehicle such dis- 
tinctive marking or tags as shall be adopted by the Commission. 

(e) The Commission shall have the power and shall require 
such physical and mental examination of the drivers of motor ve- 
hicles as in its judgment are reasonably necessary. 

Section 15. It shall be unlawful for any motor transportation 
company, its officers or agents, subject to this Act, to require or 
permit any driver to be or remain on duty for a longer period than 
eight consecutive hours, or where service is not continuous, to be 
on duty more than eight hours in a spread of twelve hours. When 
one driver is relieved, he shall not be permitted or required to again 
go on duty until he has had eight hours off duty, except: 

(a) ‘The second trip can be completed with an aggregate of not 
to exceed eight hours on duty for both trips, and 

(b) The second trip can be completed within twelve hours of 
the time he first went on duty for the first trip. 

These limits shall not be exceeded except that in cases of acci- 
dent or unforseen emergency a driver may remain on duty not to 
exceed ten hours in a spread of fourteen hours, or for such time as 
will enable him to complete his regular run. 

Section 16. Every owner, officer, agent or employee of any 
motor transportation company, and every other person who violates 
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or fails to comply with or who procures, aids or abets in the viola- 
tion of any provision of this Act, or who fails to obey, observe, or 
comply with any order, decision, rule or regulation, direction, de- 
mand or requirement of the Commission, or who procures, aids or 
abets any corporation or person in his failure to obey, observe or 
comply with any such order, decision, rule, direction, demand or 
regulation thereof shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction thereof shall be punished as for a misdemeanor. 

The Commission may at any time by its order entered after a 
hearing is had upon notice to the holder of any certificate hereunder 
and an opportunity to such holder to be heard at which it shall be 
proven to the satisfaction of the Commission that any holder will- 
fully violates or refuses to observe any of its proper orders, rules or 
regulations or any provision of this Act, suspend, revoke, alter or 
amend any certificates issued under the provisions of this Act, but 
the holder of any such certificate so suspended, revoked, altered 
or amended, shall have the same right of rehearing, review and 
appeal as to such order of the Commission as is provided for by law 
as to orders of the Commission in other matters within its juris- 
diction. 

Section 17. The orders and decisions of the Commission on the 
matters covered by this Act shall be reduced to writing and a copy 
thereof duly certified shall be served on the motor transportation 
company affected thereby through the United States mail, and such 
order and decision shall become operative and effective within 
twenty days after such service, unless otherwise ordered by the 
Commission, and such motor transportation company shall carry 
the provisions of said order into effect, unless said order is enjoined, 
superseded or set aside by a court of competent jurisdiction. 

Section 18. The Commission shall have power, upon consulta- 
tion with and the approval of the Governor, to employ such ac- 
countants, engineers, attorneys, experts, inspectors, clerks, or other 
employees as may be deemed necessary to carry out the provisions 
of this Act or to perform any other duties imposed by law upon the 
Commission. Such accountants, engineers, attorneys, experts, in- 
spectors, clerks or other employees shall receive compensation to be 
fixed by the Commission subject to the approval of the Governor. 
The Commissioners and their said employees shall have reim- 
bursed to them all actual and necessary traveling and other expenses 
and disbursements necessarily incurred or made by them in the 
discharge of their official duty. The Commission may also incur 
necessary expenses for office furniture, stationery, printing and 
other incidental expenses. All money paid out under the provisions 
of this Act shall be paid out of the State Treasury on warrants 
drawn by the State Auditor on the State Treasurer and approved 
by the Governor. 
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Section 19. Every motor transportation company operating 
within this State under a certificate from the Commission is pro- 
hibited from engaging in inter line transportation with any other 
motor transportation company who has not received either certifi- 
cate or approval of its operation from the Commission, where any 
part of such inter line transportation to be performed by the motor 
carrier not having such certificate or approval is within the State 
of Alabama. 

Section 20. Every motor transportation company under the 
provisions of this Act must comply with the statutes of the State 
now or hereafter in force or effect with respect to the length, width, 
height and weight and type of tires of the motor vehicle and the 
load thereon while such motor vehicles are being operated on the 
public highways of this State and with the rules and regulations 
prescribed by the State Highway Commission of Alabama with 
respect thereto. If the matters included in this section are not regu- 
lated by statute nor by any rules or regulations of the State High- 
way Commission, then the Alabama Public Service Commission may 
prescribe the length, width, height and weight of any motor vehicle 
and the type of tires to be used thereon including the total length 
of one or mote vehicles constituting a train and may prescribe such 
rtasviiau.c rules and regulations with reference thereto as in its 
judgment may be necessary and proper not incunsisicnt with the 
provisions of this Act. 

Section 21. The expenses incurred under the provisions of this 
Act, when certified by the Commission or its President, and ap- 
proved by the Governor, shall be paid on warrant drawn by the 
proper officer in pursuance hereof, only out of monies in the State 
Treasury to the credit of the said “Motor Carrier Fund.” 

Section 22. To enable it to make such investigations as, in its 
opinion, the public interest requires, the Commission in its discre- 
tion, for a period not exceeding sixty days, may suspend the opera- 
tion of any new schedule of rates or service regulations filed with 
the Commission. Unless as a result of its investigation, the Com- 
mission otherwise orders before the termination of such period of 
sixty days, such rate or service regulation shall thereupon become 
effective. The Commission may make any order in the premises 
which it is authorized by any of the provisions of this Act to make 
in any investigation or complaint, or on its own motéon without 
complaint. 

Section 23. Upon a complaint made against any motor trans- 
portation company by any person that any rate, service, regulation, 
classification, practice, or service in effect or proposed to be made 
effective is in any respect unfair, unreasonable, unjust, or inade- 
quate, or unjustly discriminatory, or unduly preferential, or consti- 
tues unfair competition, or that the service is inadequate or cannot 
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be obtained, the Commission shall proceed and without such com- 
plaint, the Commission, whenever it deems that the public interest 
so requires, may proceed after notice as hereinafter provided, to 
make such investigation as it may deem necessary or appropriate; 
but no order affecting such rates, service, regulation, classification, 
practice or service complained of shall be entered by the Commis- 
sion without notice and a hearing. Any motor transportation com- 
pany may make complaint as to any matter within the provisions 
of this Act with like effect as though made by any other person. 

Section 24. Whenever the Commission shall determine to con- 
duct an investigation, either upon or without complaint, as in this 
Act provided for, it shall fix the time and place for public hearing of 
the matters under investigation. Before proceeding to make such 
investigation, the Commission shall give the motor transportation 
company and the complainant at least ten days notice of the time 
and place'when and where such matters will be considered and de- 
termined, and all parties shall be entitled to be heard, through them- 
selves or their counsel, and shall have process to enforce the at- 
tendance of witnesses. At the hearing held pursuant to such notice, 
the Commission may take such testimony as may be offered or as it. 
may desire, and may make such other and further investigation as 
in its opinion is desirable. 

Section 25. If, upon such investigation and hearing, the Com- 
mission shall find that any rate, service, regulation, classification, 
practice or service is unfair, unreasonable, unjust or inadequate, or 
unjustly discriminatory, or unduly preferential, or unfairly competi- 
tive, or that the service is inadequate, or cannot be obtained, it may 
fix and order substituted therefor such rates, service, regulations, 
classification, practice or service as it shall determine to be just, 
resonable, fair and adequate, and if the findings of the Commission 
be that the rate, service, regulation, classification, practice or serv- 
ice investigated by it be just, reasonable, fair and adequate it shall 
enter an order approving same. Any such orders shall be final 
orders within the meaning of this Act. 

Section 26. Whenever after investigation in accordance with 
the provisions of this Act, the Commission shall be of the opinion 
that any provisions or requirement of this Act, or any order of the 
Commission is being, has been or is about to be violated, it may 
make and enter of record an order in the premises, specifying the 
actual or proposed acts or omission to act which constitute such 
real or proposed violation and requiring that such violation be dis- 
continued or rectified, or both, or that it be prevented. No order, 
however, shall be made by the Commission affecting any rate or 
service except as otherwise specifically provided, unless or until a 
public hearing has been held in accordance with the provisions of 
this Act. 
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Section 27. It shall be unlawful except as herein otherwise 
provided, for any motor transportation company to charge, demand, 
collect or receive a greater or less rate for any service performed by 
it within the state, or for any service in connection therewith than 
is specified in such schedule of rates and service regulations as may 
at the time be in force, or to demand, collect, or receive any rate 
not specified in such schedule of rates and service regulation ex- 
cept with the approval of the Commission. The rates and service 
regulations specified in such schedules shall be the lawful rates and 
service regulations until the same are changed as provided in this 
Act; nor shall any person, except as herein otherwise provided, re- 
ceive or accept any service from a motor transportation company 
for a rate greater or less than that prescribed in such schedules. 

Section 28. The Commission, by order, may require any motor 
transportation company or any officer or agent thereof, to produce 
within the State at such reasonable time and place as it may desig- 
nate, any books, records, accounts or documents kept in any office 
or place without or within the State, or certified copies thereof, 
whenever the production thereof is reasonably required and perti- 
nent to any matter before the Commission, in order that an examina- 
tion thereof may be made by the Commission, or by any person 
emplayed by the Commission. 

Section 29. Every mvivi Wauspuitation company doing husi- 
ness within the State shall maintain an office located in the State, 
in which shall be kept such books of account and such record of 
the business done in this State as the Commission shall require to 
be ketit in the State. 

Section 30. Every motor transportation company shall keep its 
books, papers and records accurately and faithfully according to the 
systera of accounts and regulations prescribed by the Commission 
and shall comply with all reasonable directions of the Commission 
relating thereto. 

Section 31. The Commission shall also examine and inspect or 
cause to be examined and inspected, at reasonable times and in a 
reasonable manner, under its authority, the books, records, accounts, 
motor vehicles and facilities of any motor transportation company 
insofar as the same may be pertinent to any matter before the Com- 
mission; provided, that any person shall produce, when so re- 
quired, his authority from the Commission, under the seal of the 
Commission, to make such examination or inspection. 

Section 32. Motor transportation companies carrying pas- 
sengers within this State may issue excursion, mileage or commuta- 
tion tickets, provided such excursion, mileage or commutation 
tickets shall be obtainable by all persons applying therefor under 
like circumstances and conditions; and provided, further, that if 
special or reduced rates are granted under the provisions of this 
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Act, said companies shall file with the Commission a statement 
setting forth the terms and conditions upon which they grant such 
special or reduced rates. 

Section 33. Whenever the Commission shall make any order or 
determination, or issue any subpoena, notice or writ, notice thereof 
may be served on the person affected thereby, by delivering a copy 
of such order, subpoena, notice or writ, signed by or in the name of 
the president of the Commission to any such person or an officer or 
agent of such person, if a corporation, as in the case of civil process, 
which service may be executed by any member of the Commission, 
the Secretary or any employee thereof, or by any sheriff of the 
State, and a copy of such order, subpoena, notice or writ, with the 
service endorsed thereon, must be returned to the Commission and 
entered of record as a part of the proceedings and such endorsement 
and return shall be prima facie evidence that such order, subpoena, 
notice or writ has been duly served. 

Section 34. Each of the Commissioners, and any employee 
designated as Examiner by the Commission, for the purposes men- 
tioned in this Act, and in all hearings before the Commission, may 
administer oaths, certify to official acts, issue subpoenas, compel 
the attendance of witnesses and the production of books and papers. 

Section 35. In case of failure or refusal on the part of any per- 
son to comply with any order of the Commission or of any Com- 
missioner, or any subpoena, or on the refusal of any witness to 
testify or answer as to any matter regarding which he may be law- 
fully interrogated, any circuit court in this State, or any fudge 
thereof, on application of a Commissioner, may issue an‘ attach- 
ment for such person and compel him to comply with such order or 
to attend before the Commission and produce such documents and 
give his testimony upon such matter as may be lawfully required, 
and the court or judge shall have the power to punish for contempt 
as in cases of disobedience of a like order or subpoena issued by or 
from‘such court, or a refusal to testify therein. 

Section 86. A substantial compliance by the Commission with 
the requirements of this Act shall be sufficient to give effect to all 
rules, orders, acts and regulations of the Commission, and they shall 
not be declared inoperative, illegal or void for any omission of a 
technical nature, in respect thereto. 

Section 37. No person shall be excused from attending and 
testifying or from producing books and papers before the Commis- 
sion, or in obedience to the subpoena of the Commission, whether 
such subpoena be signed or issued by one or more of the members 
of the Commission in any investigation held by or before the Com- 
mission or in any cause or proceedings in any court by or against 
the Commission provided for in this Act, on the ground or for the 
reason that the testimony or evidence, documentary or otherwise, 
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required of him may tend to incriminate him or subject him to a 
penalty or forfeiture. But no person shall be prosecuted or sub- 
jected to any penalty or forfeiture for or on account of any trans- 
action, matter or thing concerning which he may be required to 
testify or produce evidence, documentary or otherwise, before said 
Commission, or in obedience to its subpoena, or in any such cause or 
proceeding; provided, that no person testifying shall be exempted 
from prosecution and punishment for perjury committed in so 
testifying. 

Section 38. Each witness who shall appear before the Commis- 
sion by its order shall receive for his attendance the fees and mileage 
provided for witnesses in civil cases in courts of record, which shall 
be audited and paid by the State out of the Motor Carrier Fund 
upon the presentation of proper vouchers, sworn to by such wit- 
nesses and approved by the president of the Commission; but no 
witness subpoenaed at the instance of parties other than the Com- 
mission shall be entitled to compensation from the State for at- 
tendance and travel. 

Section 39.- Unless a different time be prescribed by the Com- 
mission, every order of the Commission shall be effective twenty days 
after service thereof, and shall be served immediately after its 
entrv of record. non every nartv reanired ta ahev the came 

Section 40. Every order of the Commission shall be in writing, 
and in cases of importance may be accompanied by an opinion, set- 
ting forth in brief, the facts on which the Commission has based its 
order. The Commission shall provide for the assembling and publi- 
cation, from time to time, of its opinions and orders. 

Section 41. Any person who wilfully makes any false return or 
report to the Commission, or to any member, agent or employee 
thereof, and any person who knowingly aids or abets such person, 
is guilty of a felony, and upon conviction shall be imprisoned as the 
court may direct, for a term of not exceeding five years. 

Section 42. Any person who wilfully makes any false enfry in 
the accounts or records, prescribed by the Commission for any 
motor transportation company, or wilfully destroys, mutilates or 
by any other means wilfully falsifies such accounts or records, or 
wilfully neglects or fails to make full, true and correct entries of all 
facts and transactions appertaining thereto, is guilty of a felony, 
and upon conviction shall be imprisoned, as the court may direct, 
for a term not exceeding five years. 

Section 43. Any regular or special employee of the Coimmis: 
sion who divulges any fact or information coming to his knowledge 
respecting any inspection, examination or investigation of any ac- 
count, record, memorandum,.book or paper, or of the property and 
facilities of a motor transportation company, except insofar as he 
may be authorized by the Commission or a court of competent juris- 
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diction, or a judge thereof, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction shall be fined not more than one thousand dollars. 

Section 44. Any person who knowingly makes any false state- 
ment of a material fact under oath, whether oral or in writing, as re- 
quired by this Act, is guilty of perjury, and upon conviction shall 
be punished as provided for in the perjury statutes of the State. 

Section 45. Any penalty of forfeiture imposed, declared or im- 
plied under the provisions of this Act may be enforced by a civil 
action at the suit of the State and the Commission may institute 
and prosecute, or cause to be instituted and prosecuted, such action 
for the enforcement of such penalties or forfeitures to the State. 

Section 46. From any final action or order of the Commission 
in the exercise of the jurisdiction, powers and authority conferred 
upon the Commission by this Act, an appeal shall lie to the circuit . 
court of Montgomery County, sitting in equity, and thence to the 
Supreme Court of Alabama. Such appeals must be taken within | 
thirty days after the date of such final action or order, and such 
appeals and the supersedeas and stay of the action or order ap- 
pealed from in other respects shall be governed by the provisions 
of law now in force or hereafter enacted respecting appeals in 
other cases from the orders and actions of the Commission. 

Section 47. No preliminary injunction or interlocutory order, 
or decree, or process suspending or restraining or affecting the en- 
forcement of any action, order or determination of the Commission 
shall be granted by any judge or court, except upon hearing, after 
at least five days’ notice to the Commission. 

Section 48. It shall be the duty of courts of competent juris- 
diction to entertain and determine all actions commenced under the 
provisions of this Act, and to enforce the provisions of the Act, or 
of any order of the Commission, by mandamus, or by injunction, or 
by any other appropriate remedy. 

Section 49. Any person who violates or fails to comply with 
any provision of this Act, or who fails to obey, observe or comply 
with any lawful order, decision, rule or regulation, direction, de- 
mand, or requirement, or any part or provision thereof of the Com- 
mission, or who aids or abets any person in failure to observe or 
comply with any such order, direction, decision, rule, demand or 
requirement, or any part or provision thereof, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall be punishable by a fine of not less than 
Fifty Dollars ($50.00) and not exceeding One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000.00), or by imprisonment in the county jail not exceeding one 
year, or by both such fine and imprisonment in the discretion of 
the court. 

Section 50. Neither this Act nor any provision thereof shall be 
applied or be construed to apply to interstate or foreign commerce 
except insofar as the same maybe permitted or authorized under 
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the Constitution of the United States and the Acts of the Congress 
of the United States, now in force or hereafter enacted. 

Section 51. If any clause, sentence, paragraph or part of this 
Act shall for any reason be adjudged by any court of competent 
jurisdiction to be invalid, such judgment shall not affect, impair, or 
invalidate the remainder of the Act; but shall be confined in its 
operation to the clause, sentence, paragraph or part thereof directly 
involved in the controversy in which judgment has been rendered. 

Section 52. No provision of this Act shall authorize the use by 
any motor transportation company of any public highway in any 
municipality in violation of any charter provision or be construed 
as in any manner taking from or curtailing the right of any city, 
town or village to regulate and control the routing, parking, speed, 
or the safety of operation of a motor vehicle operated by any motor 
transportation company under the terms of this Act, or the general 
police power of any such city, town or village over its highways; 
nor shall this Act be construed as abrogating any provision of the 
charter of any such municipality requiring certain conditions to be 
complied with before such motor transportation company can use 
the highways of such city, town or village and such rights and 
powers herein stated are hereby expressly reserved and granted to 
such city. 

Section 53. ‘Ihe requirements of inis Act shall uct apply ta 
motor transportation operators engaged solely in the transportation 
of freight or property originating at and destined to points within 
the corporate limits of the same city or town, or a radius of five 
(5) miles beyond such corporate limits. No provision of this Act 
shall be so construed as to deprive any municipality within this 
State of its right to control and police the use of its streets, or of 
its right to regulate all motor vehicles operating within its corpor- 
ate limits. 

Section 54, For the extra, new and additional duties imposed 
upon the Alabama Public Service Commission and the members 
thereof by this Act, and for the performance of the duties which are 
and will be hereafter required of said Commission and the members 
thereof hereunder, each member of the Commission shall receive an 
additional two thousand dollars annually, to be paid monthly as 
the salaries of other officers are paid, only out of monies in the 
State treasury to the credit of the said Motor Carrier Fund, as 
provided in this Act. 

Section 55. When a person is engaged in business, a portion of 
which business is that of a motor transportation operator as here- 
in defined, the provisions of this Act shall apply to such portion of 
his business, even though the remainder may not be subject to 
the provisions hereof. 
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Section 56. The Commission shall have power hereunder, 
either upon its own motion, or upon complaint, to investigate any 
transportation of persons or property by motor vehicle over the 
public highways of this State to determine whether the person en- 
gaged therein is in substance a motor transportation company as de- 
fined under this Act, after reasonable notice to such person and 
hearing, and if upon such hearing the Commission finds that the 
person engaged in such transportation is in substance a motor trans- 
portation company, he shall be subject to the provisions hereof, and 
before continuing such transportation, he is required to comply in 
all respects with the provisions hereof. 

Section 57. The Commission is given power and authority to 
make such general rules and regulations not inconsistent herewith, 
by general order or otherwise, as may be necessory to carry out the 
provisions of this Act. 

Section 58. This Act shall be known as and may be cited as the 
“Alabama Motor Carrier Act of 1931.” 

Section 59. The Act known as the “Alabama Motor Carrier 
Act of 192%” be and the same is hereby repealed. 

Section 60. All laws or parts of laws in conflict or inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 61. Sub-section (b) of Section 3 of an Act approved 
August 25, 1927 be and is hereby repealed. 

Section 62. This Act shall be effective on and after midnight 
March 1, 1931. 

Mr. Parker offered the following amendment to the substitute 
reported by the Standing Committee on Commerce and Common 
Carriers: 

Amend Section One of the Committee Substitute for House 
Bill 53 by adding at the end of line thirteen on page two the fol- 
lowing: 

“Common Carriers” in the meaning of this Act shall be held to 
include only “Motor Transportation Companies” operating between 
“fixed termini” or an on regular routes” and who hold out to 
carry for hire so long as it has room for all persons applying or 
goods of every one bringing goods to him for hire. 

Amend Section 1 of the substitute for H. 53 by striking out the 
following words, beginning in line 17% to and including line 25, 
on page 2 to-wit: “In any prosecution for operating motor trans- 
portation without obtaining the certificate from the commission 
provided by this Act, proof that the person so prosecuted has op- 
erated a motor propelled vehicle upon the highways of this State 
outside the limits of any municipal corporation, in the transporta- 
tion of passengers or property for hire as a common carrier for 
more than five days in any calendar month shall be prima facie 
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evidence that such person is in fact operating motor transportation 
within the meaning of this Act.” 

Amend Section 20 of substitute for House Bill 53 by inserting 
after the word “thereto” in line 2 on page 18 the following: “and 
every such motor transportation company must comply with the 
rules and regulations adopted and prescribed by the Court of 
County Commissioners and/or Board of Revenue of the several 
counties of this State, prescribing a lower gross weight for motor 
vehicles being operated over the County highways and bridges 
of such County.” 

Amend Section 46 of substitute ‘for House Bill 53 in line 4 on 
page 24 by striking out the words “Montgomery County” where 
said words occur in said line, and inserting in lieu thereof the fol- 
lowing: ‘The county in which the respondent resides.” 

Amend Section 54 of substitute for House Bill 53 by striking the 
word “two” out of line 6 where same first occurs on page 26, and 
inserting in lieu thereof the word “one.” 

And the amendment offered by Mr. Parker ts the substitute 
reported by the Standing Committee on Commerce and Common 
Carriers for H. B. No. 53 was adopted. 

Mr. Miller offered the following amendment to the substitute 
reported by the Standing Committee on Commerce and Common 
Carriers for H. B. 53: 

Amendment to substitute for House Bill 53: 

Amend Section 3 by striking out sub-paragraph (f) thereof. 

And the amendment to the substitute for H. B. 53 offered by 
Mr. Miller was adopted. 

Mr. Harris offered the following amendment to the substitute 
for H. B. 53, reported by the Standing Committee on Commerce 
and Common Carriers: 

Amendment to Substitute Bill No. 53: 

Amend by adding: 

Section 214. Provided however that this Act, nor any provi- 
sion thereof, shall not apply to persons operating motor trucks of 
one and a half ton load capacity, or less, for hire, who do contract 
hauling under the present law of the State of Alabama and who 
are now paying the motor truck license as now prescribed by law, 
and who do not operate under fixed schedule or on designated 
highways or between fixed termini. 

Nor shall this Act apply, or any provisions thereof, to any in- 
dividual, or person, engaged in the operation of a taxi cab or taxi 
car of the capacity of five passengers or less, under the present taxi 
license law of this State, and who do not operate under a fixed 
schedule nor over certain designated highways nor between fixed 
termini, and who are now paying or who shall hereafter pay the 
regular taxi license as now prescribed by law. 
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And on motion of Mr. Beebe the amendment offered by Mr. 
Harris was laid upon the table. 

Mr. Fite offered the following amendment to the committee sub- 
stitute for H. B. 53: 

Amend the Substitute for House Bill No. 53, Section 1, by 
striking the following words from line 11 on the first page of said 
substitute bill and wherever else in said substitute they appear, 
to-wit: “five (5) miles”, and by inserting in lieu thereof the fol- 
lowing words: “twenty-five (25) miles”. 

Mr. McGowin moved to table the amendment offered by Mr. 
Fite and the motion to table was lost. 

And the amendment offered by Mr. Fite to the substitute for 
H. B. 53, reported by the Standing Committee on Commerce and 
Common Carriers, was adopted.

Amendment to Sec. (1) one on Page (1) one by striking out the 
words five miles where it appears on the 11th line of Section (1) 
or wherever it appears elsewhere in said bill and adding in lieu 
thereof the words “Thirty-Five miles.” 

And the amendment offered by Mr. Taylor was lost. ° 

Mr. Rish offered the following amendment to the substitute re- 
ported by the Standing Committee on Commerce and Common 
Carriers for H. B. 53: 

To amend Section 5 of substitute for House Bill No. 53 on 
page 11 lines 18 and 19, after the words “shall be credited” to read 
as follows: One half to the maintenance fund of the Highway De- 
partment and one half thereof shall be divided equally among the 
Counties of the State to be used for the construction or maintenance 
of the public road of each of said Counties. 

And the amendment offered by Mr. Rish to the substitute for

Mr. Tucker offered the following amendment to the substitute 
reported by the Standing Committee on Commerce and Common 
Carriers for H. B. 53: 

Amendment to substitute bill to Section 62—To amend Section 
62 to strike out the words “March 1, 1931”, and insert in lieu 
thereof the words “April 1, 1931”. 

And the amendment offered by Mr. Tucker to the substitute for 
H. B. 53, reported by the Standing Committee on Commerce and 
Common Carriers, was adopted. 

And the substitute for H. B. 53, reported by the Standing Com- 
mittee on Commerce and Common Carriers, as amended, was 
adopted.

BILL ON THIRD READING.

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known as a “stink bomb”, or any device which is a substitute therefor 
and to provide the penalty for the violation of this Act.

The question was upon the adoption of the substitute reported by 
the Standing Committee on Criminal Administration. Said Committee 
substitute being as follows: 


COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTE FOR HOUSE BILL NO. 293. 
“AN ACT” 


To be entitled an Act: To prohibit any person or persons from 
making, producing or manufacturing, placing, depositing or throwing 
stink bombs, or tear gas bombs, or any substitute or device therefor 
which contains foul or offensive odors in public buildings or store- 
houses, or theatres, or motion picture theatres, or any boarding house 
or other buildings where people lodge or reside, or any private resi- 
dence, or within the curtilage of any such building, or on any public 
sidewalk or street in front of any such building, or at any rear or side 
entrance or exit to any such building, or at any vent or hole in any 
such buildings and to prohibit the possession of ingredients necessary 
or commonly used for making, producing and manufacturing any such 
stink bombs or substitutes therefor and to provide punishment therefor. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama as follows: 

Section 1. That on and after the passage and approval of this 
act, it shall be unlawful for any person or persons to make, manufac- 
ture, or possess, or to place, or deposit or throw any stink bombs or 
tear gas bomb or any substitute or device used therefor which contains 
foul or offensive odors, in any public building, or storehouse, or thea- 
tre, or motion picture theatre, or any private residence, or any boarding 
house or other building where people lodge or reside, or within the 
curtilage of any such building, or on any sidewalk or street in front 
of any such building or in front of or near any rear or side entrance to 
any such building, or at any exit to any such building, or in, at, or 
near. any hole or vent, or ventilator in any such building, or for any 
person or persons to have in their possession for the purpose of making, 
producing or manufacturing any stink bomb, or tear gas bomb, or any 
substitute or device therefor, any of the ingredients necessary or com- 
monly used in making, producing or manufacturing such stink bomb or 
substitute or device therefor. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted that any person or persons found 
in possession of any of the ingredients which is commonly used for 
making, producing or manufacturing any such stink bomb or substitute 
or device therefor, except a regular licensed druggist or chemist or 
except a person who has the same in possession for medicinal or do- 
mestic purposes shall be prima facie evidence that such person had the 
same for the purpose of making, producing or manufacturing such 
stink bomb or tear gas homb or substitute or device therefor, or for 
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the purpose of depositing, throwing or disposing of the same in viola~ 
tion of this Act and the burden of proof shall rest upon the defendant 
to prove that such articles or ingredients were in his possession for | 
lawful purposes not prohibited by this Act. 

Section 3. Be it further enacted that any person violating any of 
the provisions of Section 1 of this Act shall be guilty of a felony and 
must on conviction be punished by imprisonment in the penitentiary for 
not less than one nor more than five years.

SENATE MESSAGE. 


On. motion of Mr. Goodwyn the House concurred in and 
adopted the Senate amendment to the bill, H. 243, said Senate 
amendment being as follows: 

Amend House Bill 243 by striking out Section 4 and insert in 
lieu thereof the following: 

SECTION 4. All the rights, privileges, authority and powers 
now vested by law in any City Board of Education or any County 
Board of Education within any such County be and the same are 
hereby conferred upon and vested in the Board of Education created 
by this Act, and such Board shall have full authority to make a 
single coordinated system of all the City and County public schools 
in any such County, but no contracts, obligations or employment 
entered into by any of the existing Boards prior to the passage of 
this act shall in any way be affected by their abolishment. And 
such Board of Education shall be vested with the title to all prop- 
erty, real and personal of every description previously owned by 
any City Board of Education or any County Board of Education 
within any such county, with full right to convey or mortgage any 
such property, and with full power and right to purchase, acquire 
and hold additional property of all kinds and description, provided 
that any such conveyance, mortgage or purchase of real estate lying 
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within the corporate limits of any such City shall be by and with 
the consent of the governing authorities of such City, and any such 
conveyance mortgage or purchase of real estate lying not within 
the corporate limits of such City shall be by and with the consent of 
the Court of County Commissioners or Board of Revenue of such 
County, and such Board of Education shall have full authority to 
employ teachers, experts, attorneys, engineers, architects and all 
other employees of every character which it thinks necessary or 
desirable for the proper conduct and administration of the business 
of said Board of Education, and all purchases of property heretofore 
made, and all contracts of employment heretofore entered into for 
any said purposes herein stated, be, and the same are, hereby rati- 
fied. And said Board shall have full authority to refund any debts 
incurred by it for school purpose prior to October 1, 1930, and to 
secure any warrants issued in connection with any such refunding 
with the proceeds of any income, fixed or otherwise, which it may 
receive or be entitled to under the laws of Alabama for the con- 
struction, maintenance and operation of the schools of any such 
city and county. And the Board shall be authorized to use all 
monies received by said Board for any and all school purposes. And 
such Board may establish a department of accounting suitable for 
its needs, which department must show the application of all funds 
received and disbursed, showing from whom received and to whom 
disbursed. Said Board further shall file a general statement of its 
receipts and disbursements annually with the State Superintendent’ 
of Education, the County Board of Revenue, and the governing 
authority of each city located in said county.

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By Mr. Walker: 

S. J. R. 39. Wheras, due to economic conditions it is now im- 
possible for a great number of the tax payers in the State of Ala- 
bama to pay their ad valorem taxes due to the State and various 
counties, and, whereas, unless a moratorium is granted it will be 
necessary to sell a great amount of personal property and real estate 
in the State of Alabama, and, 

Whereas, great expense will be incurred to the tax payers un- 
less the Tax Collectors of the State of Alabama cease to serve 
notice on them as required by law at this time, and, whereas, it is 
the opinion of the Senate of Alabama and the House of Representa- 
tives that bills which have been introduced in both Houses will 
likely be enacted granting an extension of time for the payment of

Now, therefore, be it resolved by the Senate of Alabama, the

Washington, D. C., March 1, 1931. 
Honorable B. M. Miller, Governor, 
Montgomery, Ala. 
Dear Governor: 

The Senate Committee on Privileges and Elections held a meeting yester- 
day to make plans for conducting the Heflin Contest. I was present by pre- 
arrangement. Senator Heflin was also present. Senator Black, Congressman 
McDuffie, Oliver and Bankhead were also present. The Committee decided 
to impound the ballot boxes on Heflin’s request. A discussion arose about 
a method of securing them, and after consulting the Democrats above named 
I proposed to the Committee that if it would save any cost, and would be 
more convenient for the Committee, and would expedite the investigation that 
I would request the Alabama Legislature to pass a Joint Resolution directing 
the Sheriffs to deliver to the Committee the ballot boxes and contents with- 
out any Federal Court order. This suggestion created a most favorable 
impression and evidently took the wind out of Heflin’s sails. After I made 
the offer Heflin had practically nothing else to say, and looked subdued. 

A Sub-Committee to conduct the hearing on the Contest was then ap- 
pointed, and a resolution was prepared in accordance with the discussion 
before the Committee. I am enclosing you a copy of that resolution. 
insisted that the terms of the Joint Resolution to be submitted to the Alabama 
Legislature should be agreed upon so that Heflin could have no complaint 
about the contents of the Resolution. The copy of the Resolution which I 
am enclosing was prepared by Senator Glenn, a Member of the Committee, 
and “O. K’d” by Heflin and me.

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MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


“To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen: 

I herewith return to the House of Representatives, the body in which it 
originated, House Bill No. 137, without my approval. 

This Act would establish a Law and Equity Court for Colbert County 
and would provide for a Judge, a Solicitor and an Official Court Reporter. 
The Court would cost Colbert County at least Six Thousand Dollars 
_ ($6,000.00) per annum. 

Colbert County is in the Eleventh Judicial Circuit and there are only 
two other counties, Franklin and Lauderdale, therein. Franklin County 
already has a Law and Equity Court. The Circuit Judge lives only a few 
miles from the County seat of Colbert County and I believe that all of the 
business of the Court can be transacted by the Circuit Court, the Justice of 
the Peace Courts, and the County Court. 

I do not believe that this expense can be justified nor that the Court is 
needed for the proper enforcement of law and the trial of the civil litigation 
in the County.

Gentlemen: 

I am herewith returnnig to the House of Representatives, the body in 
which it originated, House Bill No. 158, without my approval. 

The Act is a local bill and in order to be legally passed, notice of inten- 
tion to apply therefor should have been published in Washington County 
and the notice should have stated the substance of the proposed law. This 
is required by Section 106 of the Constitution. 

There was a notice published but this notice did not state in any way 
that the Probate Judge would be a member of the proposed Court of County 
Commissioners, nor that his salary would be increased by the Act. The Act 
does provide that the Probate Judge shall be a member of the Board of 
Road Supervisors and as such shall receive the per diem provided by law to 
County Commissioners and in addition thereto, the sum of Fifty Dollars 
($50.00) per month, payable out of the County Treasury of Washington 
County. This is a substantial part of the Act and the failure to advertise it 
would make the Act void under the Constitution. : 

The notice set out, also provided that an Act of the Legislature of 
Alabama enacted by the Legislature at its adjourned 1927 term, approved 
August 20, 1927, would be repealed, but the notice does not state what Act 
would be repealed and I think that this is not sufficient notice under the 
provisions of Section 106 of the Constitution.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama, That Section 3 
of an act to authorize Mobile County in this State, to increase its indebtedness 
for the purpose of constructing concrete or better than concrete surfaced public 
roads and concrete or better than concrete bridges in said County, and to issue 
bonds therefor and to levy and collect taxes on property in Mobile County to 
pay for the same, and to provide for and regulate the holding of elections by the 
qualified voters of Mobile County to authorize such increase of indebtedness, 
issuance of bonds and levying of taxes, and for ascertaining and declaring the 
results of such election, and regulating the sale of such bonds and the use of the 
proceeds of such sale, be amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 3. That, to pay the interest on such additional indebtedness and on 
any such additional bonds, and to provide for the payment of the principal thereof 
at maturity, the governing body of said county may, when first authorized as 
hereinafter provided, by a majority vote by ballot of the qualified voters of said 
county voting upon such proposition, annually levy and collect an additional tax 
or additional taxes on all property situated in said county in an amount sufficient 
to pay the interest maturing during that year on all bonds issued under the pro- 
visions of this Act at that time outstanding, together with an amount sufficient 
to pay the principal of any such bonds issued under the provisions of this Act 
maturing during such year, provided, however, that the tutal amount of additional 
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taxes levied under the provisions of this Act in any one year for the purposes 
aforesaid shall not exceed in the aggregate one-half of one percentum of the as- 
sessed value of the property situated in said county, according to the last com- 
pleted assessment for state taxation. Be it further provided that when any por- 
tion of a bond issue has been used to pay interest during construction, it may be 
restored from this source, it being intended that all the principal and interest 
shall eventually be so paid.”

Section 3. Be it Further Enacted, That Section 27 of said Act be amended 
so as to read as follows: 

“Section 27. All bonds issued under the provision of this Act shall be 
signed by the Chairman of the governing body of said County, or such other 
member thereof as may be, by resolution of said governing body, specially desig- 
nated for that purpose, and shall have impressed thereon the seal of said body. 
Interest, coupons attached to the bonds shall bear a facsimile signature of the 
party signing such bonds. The delivery of bonds so executed shall be valid, 
notwithstanding any changes in officers or in the seal of the county, occurring 
after the signing and sealing of the bonds.” 

Section 4. Be it Further Enacted, That Section 29 of said Act be amended 
so as to-read as follows: 

“Section 29. All bonds issued under the terms of this Act shall be sold to 
the highest bidder at public sale, except as hereinafter provided. A public sale 
shall be either on sealed bids or at auction. The notice of a public sale shail 
state whether the sale is to be on sealed bids or at auction and shall also state 
the amount of the bonds to be sold, the maturities thereof, and amount payable 
at each maturity and either the rate of interest which the bonds are to bear or 
that the bidders are invited to name the rate of interest in their bids, and shall 
also state the time and place of sale, or for submitting sealed bids. Such notice 
shall be published once a week for three consecutive weeks in a newspaper 
published in said county, and also in a newspaper published in each of the cities 
of New York and Chicago, and may be published in such other newspapers as 
may be ordered by the governing body of said County. The first of such three 
publications shall be not less than twenty days before the last day for submitting 
bids, if the sale is on sealed bids or the date of sale, if the sale is at auction. 
Said governing body shall have the right to reject all bids. If no acceptable 
bids are received at any such public sale the bonds may be sold at private sale, 
provided such private sale occurs within thirty days after the date fixed for 
said public sale, but no such private sale shall be made at a price less than the 
highest bid received at said public sale. In determining the highest bidder for 
bonds offered for sale, the net interest cost to the county, as shown in standard 
bond value tables, shall govern, provided, however, that the determination of the 
governing body of said county as to which bidder is the highest bidder shall be 
final, conclusive, and binding upon all persons whomsoever.” 

Section 5. Be it Further Enacted, That Section 30 of said Act be amended 
so as to read as follows: 
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“Section 30. The proceeds of the sale of any bonds issued under the pro- 
visions of this Act shall be used only for the purposes for which the bonds are 
issued, provided, however, that if, for any reason, any part of such proceeds be 
not necessary for such purposes, such unexpended part of the proceeds may be 
applied to the payment of the principal of said bonds, or towards the payment 
of balance due on any other improvement where the cost of completing it ex- 
ceeds the estimated cost of same. The cost of preparing, issuing, and market- 
ing bonds, including all legal services in connection therewith, the cost of all 
engineering services in connection with the preliminary maps, and preliminary 
engineer’s reports hereinbefore provided, the cost of the publication of the reso- 
lution of said Board, provided for in Section 12 of this Act, the cost of notice 
of and the holding of all elections required by this Act, and the canvassing of 
returns, as hereinabove provided, and all costs and expenses incident to the con- 
struction or improvement for which the bonds are issued, including engineering 
costs, legal fees, incidental expenses, and interest during construction, shall be 
deemed to be purposes for which the bonds are issued, and such costs shall be 
payable out of the proceeds of the sale of such bonds.” 

Section 6. Be it Further Enacted. That Section 31 of said Act be amended 
so as to read as follows: 

“Section 31. No road shall be included in any such ‘improvement’ (as the 
word ‘improvement’ is hereinabove defined) except such as are public roads at 
the time, or such as may be designated as public roads, in accordance with the 
provisions of the laws of the State of Alabama, which may include toll roads 
and bridges.” 

Section 7. Be it Further Enacted, That said Act be also amended by the 
addition of Section 35. 

“Section 35. Where the amount of increase in the indebtedness of the 
County hereunder authorized for any improvement or improvements has for any 
reason proved insufficient, any balance now or hereafter due contractors for

Said Governor’s message containing the proposed amendment 
being in the following words and figures, to-wit:

A BILL 


To be entitled an Act to provide that all cities in Alabama 
which now have or may hereafter have a population of as much 
as twenty-four, thousand and less than forty thousand according 
to the last Federal Census, or any such census which may here- 
after be taken, shall be known and designated as Class D cities;

‘ernor of this Act, the offices of mayor and aldermen in Class “D” 
Cities be and the same are hereby abolished, and there is created 
in lieu thereof a Commission Form of Government which shall con- 
sist of a Chairman and two Associate Commissioners who shall be 
elected by the State Senate of Alabama and whose terms of office 
shall be until the first Tuesday in October, 1934. On the first 
Tuesday in September 1934, and every four years thereafter, and 
as herein provided, a Chairman and two Associate Commissioners 
shall be elected, and the General Election Laws of Alabama shall 
govern the conduct of such elections except as otherwise pro- 
vided herein. Vacancies in said offices before the expiration 
thereof shall be filled by the remaining Commissioners and shall 
hold office for such unexpired term. 

Section 3. The territorial limits of such city shall remain the 
same as under its former organization, except that all divisions 
into wards of such municipality shall be abolished, and all com- 
missioners shall be elected at large. 

Section 4. The Chairman and the Associate Commissioners 
provided for in this Act shall be known collectively as the “Board 
of Commissioners of the City of...” (name cf 
the city to be inserted), and it shall have the powers hereinafter 
provided. The first Commissioners appointed under the provisions 
of this Act shall qualify for office in the manner prescribed by 
this Act and shall take office within ten days after their appoint- 
ment, or as soon thereafter as they may have qualified; and as 
soon as they have qualified for office in any such City, then such 
City shall at that time and thereby become organized under the 
Commission Form of Government provided for by this Act, and 
said Commissioners shall forthwith take office and enter upon 
their duties and assume the duties of such office. 

Section 5. Such Board of Commissioners shall be municipal 
officers only, and shall have, possess and exercise the municipal 
powers, legislative, executive and judicial, now or hereafter con- 
ferred upon municipalities and governing bodies thereof. All laws 
governing such city, and not inconsistent with the provisions of 
this Act, shall apply to and govern said city after it shall become 
organized under the commission form of government provided by 
this Act. All laws, ordinances and resolutions lawfully passed and 
in force in any such city under its former organization not incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this Act, shall remain in force until 
altered or repealed, according to the provisions of this Act. All 
employees of said city and all officials except those whose terms 
of office are abolished by this Act shall continue in office until 
otherwise provided by said board of commissioners. 
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Section 6. In such Class “D” Cities the management and con- 
trol of the public schools therein shall be vested in a Board of Edu- 
cation as provided by law. 

Section %. Every Class “D” City shall be governed and man- 
aged by the Board of Commissioners as herein provided, and each 
and every officer and employee of such city except the health offi- 
cer and such persons as may be employed by him to enforce quaran- 
tine, and such other officers and employees as are designated in 
this Act, shall be selected and employed by the said Board of Com- 
missioners, under its direction, and all salaries and wages paid by 
said city except as otherwise provided by the terms of this Act, 
shall be fixed by said Board of Commissioners. Where not other- 
wise provided in this Act, the Commissioners shall prescribe and 
may at any time change the powers, duties and titles of all sub- 
ordinate officers and employees of said city, except the title of city 
health officer, all of whom except those herein otherwise specified, 
shall hold office and be removable at the pleasure of the Board of 
Commissioners, 

Section 8. (a) The Chairman of the Board shall have direct 
supervision over the departments of public affairs, public safety, 
public health, city buildings and property, shall be chairman of all 
meetings of the Board and shall have general supervision over all 
matters pertaining to the government of such city; (b) One as- 
sociate member shall have supervisions of the departments of 
streets, parks, public improvements and public utilities; (c) One 
associate member shall have supervision over the departments of 
finance and taxation, accounts and accounting, budget and appro- 
priation. The powers and duties pertaining to each of said depart- 
ments shall be fixed by the Board of Commissioners, and altered 
from time to time by them as they may deem best. Provided the 
administration of each department shall be under the supervision 
and control of the Board of Commissioners as a whole, and such 
Board shall be responsible therefor. 

Section 9. Said Board of Commissioners shall hold regular 
public meetings on Tuesday of each and every week at some regu- 
lar hour to be fixed by said board from time to time, and publicly 
announced by it, and it may hold such adjourned, called and other 
meetings as may be necessary or convenient. The President of 
the Board, when present, shall preside at all meetings of said 
board, but shall have no veto power. A majority of the total num- 
ber of members of said Board shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of any and every business to be done by said Board, 
and for the exercise of any and every power conferred upon it; and 
the affirmative vote of a majority of the total number of members 
of said board shall be necessary and sufficient for the passage of 
any resolution by law or ordinance, for the transaction of any 
business of any sort by said Board or the exercise of any of the 
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powers conferred upon it by the terms of this Act or that may 
hereafter be conferred upon it, by law. This provision shall not 
be construed however, so as to prevent the said board from delegat- 
ing or assigning to one or more of its members, or to such boards, 
commissions, officers or employees as may be created or selected 
by it, the performance of such executive or judicial duties and 
powers that are by this Act vested in said Board of Commis- 
sioners, as may be necessary or convenient, provided the same is 
done by resolution, by-law or ordinance duly enacted according to 
the terms of this Act where not otherwise provided. All meetings 
of the Board shall be open to the public. No resolution, by-law or 
ordinance granting any franchise, appropriating any money for any 
purpose, providing for any public improvements, enacting any 
regulations concerning the public comfort, public safety or public 
health or of any other general or permanent nature shall be en- 
acted, except at a regular or adjourned public meeting of said 
Board, provided that a meeting of the Board of Commissioners 
may be called at any time to consider and act upon an emergency 
that involves the public safety or public health when not other- 
wise herein provided. Every motion, resolution or ordinance in- 
troduced at any and every such meeting shall be reduced to writ- 
ing and read before any vote thereon shall be taken and the yeas 
and nays thereon shall be recorded, a record of the proceedings of 
every such meeting shall be kept in a well bound book and every 
resolution and ordinance passed by the Board of Commissioners 
must be recorded in such book and a record of the proceedings of 
the meeting be signed by at least two of the Commissioners before 
the action taken shall be effective, such record shall be kept avail- 
able for inspection by all citizens of such city, at all reasonable 
times. 

Section 10. No ordinance granting any franchise, lease or right 
to use the public highways, or public property of any City organ- 
ized under the provisions of this Act, shall take effect and be in 
force until thirty days after the final enactment of same by the 
Board of Commissioners and publication of said ordinance as pro- 
vided by law, which publication shall be made at the expense of 
the persons, firm or corporation applying for said grant. 

Section 11. In all elections each office of commissioner to be 
filled shall be designated, the associate commissioners being des- 
ignated as associate commissioner numbers one and two respec- 
tively, and this shall be shown on the ballot prepared for such 
election. In filing statement of candidacy each candidate shall 
designate for which place he desires election. 

At every election each voter shall vote for only one candidate 
for each office and the candidate receiving the highest number of 
votes for such office shall be elected, provided he receives a ma- 
jority of all votes cast for such office. In case no one of such can- 
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didates shall receive a majority of all such votes cast for the office 
for which he is a candidate another election shall be held on the 
same day of the following week for said office at which the two 
candidates receiving the highest number of votes at the initial 
election for said office shall be voted for. The candidate receiving 
the highest number of votes at such final election shall be declared 
elected. Candidates declared elected shall qualify and take oath 
of office on the first Monday in October next following said elec- 
tion. 

Section 12. The salary of the Chairman of such Commission 
shall be Three Thousand Dollars per annum and the salaries of the 
two Associate Commissioners shall be Eighteen hundred dollars 
each per annum divided into twelve equal monthly payments to be 
paid out of the general funds of such city on the first day of each 
month. The payment of all funds out of the treasury shall be by 
warrants signed by the city clerk and counter signed by the Chair- 
man of such Board, but no funds may be paid out for any purpose 
except by resolution or ordinance duly passed making such appro- 
priation. ‘The Board shall elect one of their number to act as 
Recorder or Municipal Judge who shall try all cases arising from 
the violations of city ordinances or other laws over which such 
courts may have jurisdiction. 

Section 13. Each Commissioner shall before entering upon the 
‘duties of his office, give a good and sufficient bond, which shall be 
executed by a Bonding Company authorized to do business in 
Alabama, payable to and for the use and benefit of any such city, 
in the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars, conditioned upon the faithful 
discharge of his duties, and that he will save such city harmless 
from all loss caused by his neglect of duty, misfeasance in office 
or for the willful expenditure of any moneys of such city, in viola- 
tion of law, and said bond before being accepted, shall be ap- 
proved by the Judge of Probate in and for the County wherein 
such city is situated. The premiums on such bond shall be paid 
out of the city treasury. No member of the Commission nor any 
person holding an office of profit under them, shall hold any office 
of profit or trust under the laws of any State of the United States, 
or hold any County office; nor shall any Commissioner ever be 
elected or appointed to any office created by or the compensation 
of which was increased or fixed by the Commission, while he was 
a member thereof within two years therefrom. 

Section 14. No officer or employee elected or appointed by any 
such city shall be interested, directly or indirectly, in any contract 
for work or material, for the profits thereof, or service to: be 
furnished or performed for the city; nor shall any officer or em- 
ployee elected or appointed be interested, directly or indirectly in 
any contract for work or materials or profits thereof or for the 
Services to be furnished or performed for any person, firm or cor- 
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poration operating or interested in any public carrier or public 
utility operating within the territorial limits of such city. No such 
officer or employee shall be interested in or attorney of any such 
public utility or common carrier mentioned herein. No person who 
is related by consanguinity or affinity nearer than the fifth degree 
to any Commissioner shall be allowed employment by election or 
appointment or receive compensation for services rendered such 
city. Any person violating any provision of this section shall upon 
conviction, be guilty of a misdemeanor and any elective officer 
violating this section shall be guilty of malfeasance in office and 
shall be punished as provided by the Laws of the State of Ala- 
bama. Any elective officer shall be subject to all the pains and 
penalties and enjoy all of the privileges and immunities as pro- 
vided by the Constitution and General Laws of the State of Ala- 
bama applicable to such officials. The Commissioners shall be 
qualified electors residing within the corporate limits of such city. 
Section 15. At the end of each fiscal year the books and ac- 
counts of such City shall be audited by a reputable disinterested 
and certified accountant and such report shall be certified to by 
the city clerk and attested by the members of the Commission and 
published in pamphlet form, and printed copies furnished to news- 
papers of city and to persons who apply therefor. The Governor 
is authorized at any time to have all the books and accounts of 
such city examined by the State Examiner of public accounts, the 
cost of such examination shall be paid by such city upon the pres- 
entation to the Commission of a duly verified statement of such 
expense made by such examiner of public accounts, approved by 
the Governor, ; ‘ 
Section 16. Except as otherwise expressly provided in this 
Act, all General and Local laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
this Act, be and the same are hereby repealed. This Act shall take 
effect immediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor.

take such action, such street or streets shall connect with an im- 
proved highway for a distance of five miles from the corporate 
limits of such town or municipality and provided further that an 
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amount not to exceed One Hundred Thousand Dollars shall be 
expended by the State within the corporate limits of any one 
municipality, and may also co-operate or contract with any munic- 
ipalty, or county authorities in the paving or improving the road- 
way only, of any street or highway upon which a State Educational 
or Eleemosynary Institution may ir&$nt or abut, provided that, 
where such State Educational or Eleemosynary Institution, or the 
property thereof, fronts or abuts on both sides of the street or 
highway, the roadway of which is to be paved or improved, the 
State Highway Department is hereby authorized to and _ shall, 
expend an amount of money sufficient to cover the entire cost 
thereof, and where such institution, or the property thereof, fronts 
or abuts on only one side of such street or highway, the said 
Department is hereby authorized to, and shall, expend an amount 
of money sufficient to cover only one-half of the cost thereof; the

employes of the State Highway Department, actually engaged in 
the construction, maintaining or repairing of Public Roads and 
Bridges who by accidental means may be killed or injured. Pro- 
vided that the amount paid to any such party on account of acci- 
dental death or injury shall not exceed the amount or amounts as 
provided by the Compensation Act of this State. The premium

The President and Presiding Officer of the Senate having signed 
the following Senate bills, your signature thereto is requested:

payment thereof, and to provide that such warrants shall be pre- 
ferred claims upon the special county school tax levied under Article 
XIX of the Constitution of Alabama and the statutes made and 
provided.

SENATE MESSAGE. 


On motion of Mr. Beebe the House non-concurred in the Senate 
amendment to the bill, H. 52, said Senate amendment being as 
follows: 

Committee substitute for H. 52: 


A BILL 


To be entitled an Act to prescribe the maximum size, width, 
length and weight, including load, limits of motor vehicles, and 
combination of motor vehicles, operating upon the public highways 
of this State, and to prescribe penalties for violation of this act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1—No motor vehicle shall be operated on the highways 
of this State whose width, including load, or any frame or body 
designed for holding load, is greater than 96 inches, or whose 
height, including load, or any frame or body designed for holding 
load, is greater than twelve (12) feet, or whose length, including 
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load, or any frame or body designed for holding load, is greater 
than 33 feet, and no combination of vehicles coupled together shall 
be so operated whose total length, including load, or any frame or 
body designed for holding load, shall be greater than 46 feet; pro- 
vided, however, that these restrictions shall not apply to farm 
tractors or to motor vehicles temporarily transporting implements 
or machinery of husbandry, road building or maintenance; nor to 
a movement of materials and supplies to be devoted to existing 
construction or repair projects; nor to equipment operated by 
cities or towns for municipal purposes; nor to motor vehicles used 
in the construction, repair and/or maintenance of electric light, 
telephone, telegraph or power line or property operated by a mu- 
nicipality or by a public transportation or utility company under 
the jurisdiction of the Alabama Public Service Commission of Ala- 
bama; nor shall said restriction as to length apply to motor ve- 
hicles transporting poles and timbers. Provided, further, that no 
motor vehicle having an axle weighing unladen or with load in ex- 
cess of 12,000 pounds, and no motor vehicle or combination of ve- 
hicles having a gross weight of more than 30,000 pounds; and that 
no motor vehicle whose width, lenoth ar height exceeds the limits 
prescribed herein, shall operate upon the public highways of the 
State without the written permission of the State Highway Com- 
mission given to meet temporary and unusual conditions. An axle 
load shall be considered as the total load on all wheels spaced 
longitudinally so that their centers may be included between two 
vertical parallel planes forty (40) inches apart. Provided, the State 
Highway Commission is given power to prescribe a lower gross 
weight, weight of vehicle and load, than 12,000 pounds per axle over 
any highways or bridges in this State where in the judgment of the 
said Commission such highways or bridges should not be sub- 
jected to said maximum of 12,000 pounds per axle, and to prohibit 
the use of motor vehicles carrying gross weight in excess of that 
so prescribed by said Commission. Provided further, that the Court 
of County Commissioners and/or Board of Revenue or other gov- 
erning body with like powers and jurisdiction in any County of this 
State, may prescribe a lower gross weight of said vehicle and load 
than 12,000 pounds per axle over any county highway or bridge in 
their respective counties where, in the judgment of said Commis- 
sioners and/or Board, such county highways or bridges should not 
be subjected to said maximum gross weight, and to prohibit the use 
of motor vehicles carrying gross weight in excess of that so pre- 
scribed. That all trucks and busses of more than 5,000 pounds 
gross axle load shall at all times at night have displayed on front 
and rear on both sides red lights so as to show from both front and 
rear, to any person approaching from front or rear. That in com- 
puting the maximum ioad of any motor vehicle, only two axles 
shall be computed. 
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Section 2.—No motor vehicle, or combination of vehicles of any 
kind or of any ownership, except fire fighting equipment and pas- 
senger busses or vehicles, whose total length equals or exceeds 
thirty-six (36) feet, or whose gross weight, including load, exceeds 
ten thousand pounds per axle, shall operate on the public highways 
of the State at a speed in excess of thirty-five (35) miles per hour. 

Section 8. It shall be the duty of the owner, lessee, bailee, or 
operator of such motor vehicles described or referred to in section 
2 of this Act, on or before three (3) months from the effective date 
of this Act, to equip or cause to be equipped the same with a suit- 
able mechanical device automatically preventing the operation of 
such vehicle at a rate of speed in excess of thirty-five miles an 
hour, and to maintain the same at all times in proper working 
order and condition. Provided, however, that upon good cause 
shown to it, the State Highway Commission may extend the afore- 
said period of three (3) months. 

Section 4. No trailer shall be operated over the highways of 
this State unless such trailer is firmly attached to the rear of the 
motor vehicle drawing it, provided that in no case shall more than 
one trailer and one semi-trailer be drawn by a motor vehicle or 
truck tractor, the total length of the motor train in no event to ex- 
ceed forty-six (46) feet. This section shall not apply to the trans- 
portation of logs, poles, and timbers so far as relates to the length 
thereof, or to the vehicle transporting the same. 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of the law enforcement officers 
of the State and of each county, city or other municipality to see 
that the provisions of this Act are enforced within their respective 
jurisdictions, and any such officer shall have the power to arrest 
on sight or upon a warrant any person found violating or having 
violated the provisions of this Act. Such officers within their re- 
spective jurisdictions shall have the power to stop any motor ve- 
hicle upon the highway for the purpose of determining whether the 
same is violating any of the provisions of this section, where it 
shall reasonably appear to such officer that the driver or operator 
of the motor vehicle stopped by him is violating the provisions of 
this act. Any such owner, lessee, bailee, or operator of such motor 
vehicles violating any of the provisions of this Act shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished as for a misdemeanor. Each violation of this Act shall 
constitute a separate offense. 

Section 6. The words and phrases “Motor Vehicle”, “Truck 
tractor”, “Farm tractor’, “Trailer” and “Semi-Trailer” are used 
herein as defined by the “Alabama Highway Code” approved Au- 
gust 23rd, 1927. 

Section 7. All Acts or parts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

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Section 8. This Act shall be effective on and after midnight 
April 1, 1931, except as herein otherwise provided. 

Section 9. That if any clause, paragraph, provision or part of 
this bill shall be declared unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the validity of the remainder hereof.

and manufacturing any such stink bombs or substitutes therefor 
and to provide punishment therefor.

H. 191. To provide for the election of district school Trustees 
for the several School Districts of the State of Alabama. 

Was taken. Mr. Ware offered the following substitute for the 
bill, H. 191: 

Substitute to House Bill No. 191: 

To provide for the election of District School Trustees for the 
several school districts of the State of Alabama: 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there shall be elected by the qualified electors 
of each of the several school districts of the State of Alabama, three 
school trustees for each school district therein, for terms as fol- 
lows: two (2) years to the one receiving the lowest vote, four (4) 
years to the one receiving the next highest vote, and six (6) years 
to the one receiving the highest vote, the said Election to be held 
at the school houses of the several districts, on the First Saturday 
in May 1932, and for each and every two years thereafter to elect 
one trustee to fill the place of the outgoing trustee. The County 
Superintendent of Education shall appoint three managers to hold 
the election in each school district who shall conduct the election 
in accordance with regulations prepared by the County Superin- 
tendent of Education and approved by the County Board of Educa- 
tion. The results of this election shall be reported to the County 
Superintendent of Education on a certificate signed by the man- 
agers of the election in each school district. 

Section 2. That the trustees elected under the provisions of 
this Act, except as provided by law, shall have charge of all school 
buildings, and grounds in their respective school districts and shall 
advise and cooperate with the county board of education in all 
matters relating to the general welfare of the schools. Provided, 
that the trustees shall have authority by a majority vote, to refuse 
to accept the original assignment of any teacher, not later than 
thirty (30) days before the time set for the opening of the schools, 
upon written notification to the county Superintendent of Educa-- 
tion setting out the reasons for such refusal. 

Section 3. That when any vacancy occurs on the Board of 
School Trustees elected under the provisions of this Act, the same 
shall be filled by the County Board of Education and the person 
thus elected shall hold office until his successor is elected and 
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qualified. Provided that the County Board of Education may re- 
move any school district trustee elected under the provisions of 
this Act upon recommendation of the County Superintendent of 
Education, for misconduct, or willful neglect of duties. 

Section 4. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 5. Provided the provisions of this Act shall not apply 
to counties now having or that may hereafter have a population of 
more than ninety thousand inhabitants by the present or any sub- 
sequent federal census.

By Mr. Taylor: 

H. 353. To amend Sections three, twelve and thirteen of An 
Act entitled: An Act to create in all cities in the State of Alabama, 
having a population of not less than fifty thousand and not more 
than one hundred and fifty thousand, according to the last or any 
subsequent Federal census, special funds to be known as “Police- 
men’s and Firemen’s Pension and Relief Funds”, to provide for the 
setting apart of such funds, to create a pension and relief system 
applicable to members of the Police and Fire Departments in said 
cities; to provide for the creation of such funds and for appropria- 
tions to make up deficit therein, and how such funds shall be 
raised or acquired; to provide for the placement and handling of 
such funds; to provide who shall hear and decide applications for 
pensions and relief, and for the drawing of warrants against said 
funds; and to provide against such funds being subject to garnish- 
ment or levy and sale under execution or otherwise; to provide 
payments for disabled members of the Police and Fire departments 
in said cities during their disability, and for the retirement of such 
members on pension, either by reason of term of office or disability ; 
to provide for the pensioning of members of such Police and Fire 
Departments after service therein; to provide for the appropriation 
for funeral expenses upon the death of such member; to provide 
for the examination by proper authorities of such members in case

Whereas, there is a persistent belief in the minds of many Ala- 
bamians that the relations of electric light and power consumers 
to producers of electric light and power are not what they should 
be and that there exists just cause for legislative action as to values 
for rate making purposes and for taxation, and that there should 
be a re-adjustment of rates; and 

Whereas, the prosperity of power plants and the wide use of 
electric power at fair rates are important factors in the future 
pLyyi css ul ine Dtate aud i its pcoplc; and, 

Whereas, if uncertainty and dissatisfaction continue there will 
be, at no distant day, agitation of political nature which will be 
hurtful to the State; and 

Whereas, the "people of the State expect this Legislature and 

tsraction oa the alactric power Situation and 
ae action hoon: if such action should be found needed; 

Now therefore be it resolved by the House of Representatives, 
the Senate concurring: 

1. That there is hereby created a joint committee of the House 
and Senate to be composed of five members of the House, to be 
appointed by the Speaker, and three members of the Senate, to be 
appointed by the President of the Senate; 

2. That the duties of said joint Committee shall be as follows: 
to investigate and consider all questions involving property values, 
tax valuations and taxes paid, stock values, charges and costs for 
electric current produced in Alabama, or sold in Alabama, or pro- 
duced and sold in Alabama, and to investigate and consider all 
rules and regulations under which such public utility companies 
operate in Alabama. 

3. That said joint Committee shall have the authority to cause 
the attendance of witnesses and the production before said Com- 
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mittee of papers, records and books of all persons, firms or cor- 
porations doing business in the State of Alabama, or bureau or 
department or commission of the State of Alabama.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 


Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has passed the following House bill and returns 
same herewith to the House: 

H. 288. To confer upon municipalities (which term as used 
herein includes counties, cities, towns and incorporated villages), 
power and authority, and to prescribe and define the powers, duties 
and responsibilities of municipalities in this State, with respect to 
the provision of facilities for and aids to aerial navigation, and with 
respect to the acquisition, ownership, operation, extension, enlarge- 
ment, improvement and regulation of airports and facilities and/or 
air rights therefor and/or thereat, and with respect to the issuance 
and sale of bonds for the purpose of extending, enlarging and im- 
proving an airport or airports and of acquiring and/or improving 
land for airport uses, or property purchased or condemned to facili- 
tate the operation of an airport or airports, when the issuance of 
such bonds has been heretofore, or shall be hereafter authorized by 
vote of the qualified electors of such municipalities, and conferring 
upon municipalities extraterritorial zoning and police powers to 
safeguard the public against dangers incidental to the operation of 
airports, and power to furnish, supply and/or sell upon such air- 
ports facilities and services and supplies convenient or useful to 
the owners, operators and users of aircraft, and of persons resort- 
ing to or using such airports, and creating and providing for liens 
upon civil aircraft for such supplies, facilities and/or services, 
whether furnished by such municipalities or concessionaires on 
such airports, and for the enforcement of such liens, and conferring 
upon municipalities powers of eminent domain (including extrater- 
ritorial power of eminent domain) to acquire lands needed or use- 
ful for such airports and/or in order to enable such municipalities 
to secure all air rights and remove all obstructions necessary or 
proper to or in the operation of such airports, and conferring upon 
municipalities the right to use public parks for airport purposes.

S. J. R. 41. Whereas the Legislature of 1907 in fixing the basis 
for the ascertainment of the annual franchise tax on foreign cor- 
porations as provided under Section No. 232 of the Constitution of 
1901, provided that there shall be deducted from the amount of the 
capital employed by such corporations in this State the aggregate 
amount of loans of money made by such corporations in this State 
and which shall be secured by mortgage or mortgages to it on real 
estate in this State and upon which mortgages there shall have been 
paid the recording privilege tax provided by law, and 

Whereas, the Legislature of 1911, 1915, 1919, 1923, and 1927 re-

Whereas, a number of Counties in the State of Alabama either 
have said toll bridges located wholly within said County or on the 
County line adjoining another County; and 

Whereas, in the discharge of their duties as enforcement offi- 
‘cers of the various Counties of this State, the Sheriffs or their 
deputies are forced to cross said toll bridges and forced to pay the 
toll or charge from their own funds, and there is no method whereby 
they may obtain a refund for such charges; and 

Whereas, in serving witness subpoenas by Sheriffs in criminal 
‘cases they are entitled to collect their fees only in case of a con- 
viction, and only for such State witnesses so summoned or sub- 
poened by them in case the defendant is convicted and sentenced 
to the penitentiary; and 

Whereas, for each witness subpoened in a criminal case they 
are allowed to collect only Fifty (50c) cents, and for each civil 
witness subpoened are entitled to collect sixty-five (65) cents, and 
when it is necessary to so serve a witness subpoena.and cross said 
bridge in order to reach the person subpoened, the sheriff is forced 
to pay the toll charge of One ($1.00) dollar for the round trip, 
thereby losing his own funds in order to perform the duties of his 
office; and 

Whereas, in some of the Counties of this State where said toll 
bridges are located wholly within the County a great portion of 
said counties lie in territory beyond said bridge from the County 
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seat and the Sheriff is forced to lose a considerable amount of 
money in discharging the duties of his said office. 

Now, therefore, be it resolved by the Senate of Alabama, the 
House concurring, that the Alabama State Bridge Corporation be, 
and the same is hereby requested to issue to each and every law 
enforcement officer of the State of Alabama and/or the Sheriffs 
of the various Counties and their deputies a free pass over said 
bridges to be used only by such law enforcement officers, sheriffs 
or deputies when on official duty.

Said conference report being in the following words and figures, 
to-wit: 


REPORT OF JOINT CONFERENCE COMMITTEE ON HOUSE 
BILL 52. 


Montgomery, Ala., March 4, 1931. 

To the Senate of Alabama: 

We your Committee on the part of the Senate and the House 
on House Bill 52 beg leave to submit the following report: 

(1) We recommend that the Senate recede from the substitute 
adopted by it; 

(2) We recommend that the Senate amend said bill so as to 
read as follows: 


“A BILL 


To be entitled an Act “to prescribe the maximum size, width, 
length and weight, including load, limits of motor vehicles and 
combination of motor vehicles, operating upon the public high- 
reeds of this State, and to prescribe penalties for violations of this 

ct. 
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Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. No motor vehicle shall be operated on the highways 
of this State whose width, including load, or any frame or body 
designed for holding load, is greater than ninety six inches, or 
whose height including load, or any frame or body designed for 
holding load, is greater than twelve (12) feet, or whose length, 
including load, or any frame or body designed for holding load, is 
greater than thirty-three (33) feet, and no combination of vehicles 
coupled together shall be so operated whose total length, including 
load, or any frame or body designed for holding load, shall be 
greater than forty-six (46) feet; provided, however, that these 
restrictions shall not apply to farm tractors or to motor vehicles 
temporarily transporting implements or machinery of husbandry, 
road building or maintenance; nor to a movement of material and 
supplies to be devoted to existing construction or repair projects; 
nor to equipment operated by cities or towns for municipal pur- 
poses; nor to motor vehicles used in the construction, repair and/or 
maintenance of electric light, telephone, telegraph or power line or 
property operated by a municipality or by a public transportation 
or utility company under the jurisdiction of the Alabama Public 
Service Commission of Alabama; nor shall said restrictions as to 
length apply to motor vehicles transporting poles, logs, lumber and 
timbers. Provided, further, that no motor vehicle having an axle 
weighing unladen or with load in excess of twelve thousand (12000) 
pounds, and no motor vehicle or combination of vehicles having a 
gross weight of more than 32000 pounds; and no motor vehicle 
whose width, length or height exceeds the limits prescribed herein, 
shall operate upon the public highways of the State of Alabama 
without the written permission of the State Highway Commission 
given to meet temporary and unusual conditions. An axle load 
shall be considered as the total load on all wheels spaced longi- 
tudinally so that their centers may be included between two verticle 
parallel planes forty (40) inches apart. Provided, the State High- 
way Commission is given power to prescribe a lower gross weight, 
weight of vehicle and load, than 12000 pounds per axle over any 
highways or bridges in this State where in the Judgment of said 
Commission such highways or bridges should not be subjected to 
said maximum of 12000 pounds per axle, and to prohibit the use of 
motor vehicles carrying gross weight in excess of that so pre- 
scribed by said Commission. Provided, further, that the Court of 
County Commissioners and/or Board of Revenue or other govern- 
ing body with like powers and jurisdiction in any county in this 
State, may prescribe a lower gross weight of said vehicle and load 
than 12000 pounds per axle over any county highway or bridge in 
their respective counties where, in the judgment of said commis- 
sioners and/or Board, such County highways or bridges should not 
be subjected to said maximum gross weight, and to prohibit the 
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use of motor vehicles carrying gross weight in excess of that so 
prescribed. In determining the axle weight of vehicle and load 
the gross weight of vehicle and load shall be divided by the number 
of axles on the vehicle, or combination of vehicles. 

Section 2. No motor vehicle, or combination of vehicles of any 
kind or of any ownership, except fire fighting equipment and pas- 
senger busses or vehicles, whose total length equals or exceeds 
thirty-six (36) feet, or whose gross weight, including load, exceeds 
10,000 pounds per axle, shall operate on the public highways of the 
State at a speed in excess of thirty-five (35) miles per hour. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the owner, lessee, bailee, or 
operator of such motor vehicles described or referred to in section 
2 of this act, on or before three (3) months from the effective date 
of this act, to equip or cause to be equipped the same with a suit- 
able mechanical device automatically preventing the operation of 
such motor vehicle at a rate of speed in excess of thirty five (35) 
miles an hour, and to maintain the same at all times in proper work- 
ing order and condition. Provided, however, that upon good cause 
shown to it, the State Highway Commission may extend the aiore- 
said period of three months. 

Section 4. No trailer shall be operated over the highways of 
this State unless such trailer is firmly attached to the rear of the 
motor vehicle drawing it, provided that in no case shall more than 


one trailer and one semi-trailer be drawn by a motor vehicle or 
truck tractoz, the ictal lencth cf the motor train in no event tn

exceed forty six (46) feet. This section shall not apply to the 
transportation of logs, poles, lumber and timbers so far as relates 
to the length thereof, or to the vehicle transporting the same. 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of the law enforcement officers 
of the state and of each county, city, or other municipality to see 
that the provisions of this act arc cnforced within their respective 
jurisdictions, and any such officer shall have the ‘power to arrest 
on sight or upon a warrant any person found violating or having 
violated any of the provisions of this act. Any such owner, lessee, 
Bailee, or operator or such motor vehicle violating any of the pro- 
visions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be punished as for a misdemeanor. 
Each violation of this act shall constitute a separate offense. 

Section 6. The words and phrases “motor vehicle”, “truck 
tractor”, “farm tractor”, “trailer” and “semi-trailer” are used herein 
as defined by the “Alabama Highway Code” approved August 23, 
1927. 

Section 7. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this act 
are hereby repealed. 

Section 8. This act shall be effective on and after mid-night 
April 1, 1931, except as herein otherwise provided. 
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Section 9. That if any clause, paragraph, provision or part of 
this act shall be declared unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the validity of the remainder hereof.” 

And, that the Senate pass said bill as amended; 

(3) We further recommend that the House concur in said 
above mentioned Senate substitute or amendment to said bill as 
hereinabove set forth.

S. 116 (with amendment). Defining Building and Loan Asso- 
ciations, providing for their incorporation, methods of doing busi- 
ness, taxation, regulation and supervision; prescribing the terms 
and conditions upon which foreign building and loan associations 
may carry on their business in Alabama; prescribing penalties for 
violation of the provisions of the Act; repealing Acts and parts of 
Acts in conflict herewith. 

Was taken up. The question was upon the adoption of the 
amendment reported by the Standing Committee on Civil Laws. 
Said Committee amendment being as follows: 

Amendment to Senate Bill No. 116: 

Amend subdivision No. 4 of Section 2 to read as follows: 

(4) The number of shares subscribed and the amount of cash 
actually paid in thereon, which shall not be less than Ten Thousand 
($10,000.00) Dollars. 

Further Amendment to Senate Bill No. 116: 

Amend Section 4 to read as follows: 

Section 4. Commissioner to Investigate. 

When any person shall file a proposed charter or articles of 
agreement as is elsewhere herein provided, if it appears to the satis- 
faction of the Commissioner that the minimum capital required has 
been paid in cash into the treasury of the Association upon sub- 
scription for shares, the Commissioner shall ascertain from the best 
sources at nis Coumuaud, aud Dy such iivesligativu a> ue atay 
deem necessary, the expense of such investigation to be paid by the 
incorporators, whether the character, responsibility and general fit- 
ness of the persons named in the articles of incorporation are such 
as to command confidence and warrant belief that the business of 
the proposed association will be honestly and efficiently conducted 
in accordance with the intent and purpose of this act, and whether 
the public convenience and advantage of the community in which 
said Association proposes to operate will be promoted by allowing 
the proposed association to be incorporated and engage in business, 
and whether the population in the neighborhood of such place af- 
fords a reasonable promise of adequate support for the association. 

If the Commissioner shall be satisfied concerning the several 
matters specified, he shall issue a certificate approving the articles 
of incorporation which shall be addressed to the Probate Judge of 
the County in which the Association is to have its principal place of 
business. This certificate of approval shall be authority to the 
Probate Judge to receive the certificate of incorporation and he 
shali thereupon accept same, upon the payment of the fees herein 
provided for, and record it in the Records of Corporations in his 
Office. 
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Further amendment to Senate Bill No. 116: 

Amend Section 5 to read as follows: 

Section 5. Rejection of Application for Charter. 

If the Commissioner shall be satisfied upon examination that it 
is not expedient and desirable to permit such association to engage 
in business he shall disapprove the application and return said 
articles of incorporation to the proposed incorporators and such re- 
fusal shall be conclusive, unless such incorporators, within thirty 
days of the issuance of such notice of refusal, appeal from such de- 
cision to the Circuit Court of the County in which the proposed 
Association is to do business. In case such appeal is made the 
matter shall be tried by such Circuit Court de novo. Appeals shall 
lie from the decree of such Circuit Court in the same manner as 
appeals in other cases. 

Further amendment to Senate Bill No. 116: 

Amend Section 8 to read as follows: 

Section 8. Authority to Commence Business. 

When the Commissioner shall have approved the organization 
and the proposed by-laws and shall have issued a certificate of such 
approval, and the articles of incorporation shall have been recorded 
in the proper Probate office, the Commissioner shall then issue a 
certificate of authority'to do business, providing that when any as- 
’ sociation holding a charter under the laws of this state shall fail to 
commence business within six months from the date of issuance of 
the certificate of authority, such association shall ipso facto be dis- 
solved, and its certificate of incorporation shall be null and void 
without further executive or judicial action. 

Further amendment to Senate Bill No. 116: 

Amend subdivision No. 10 of Section 9 as amended in the Senate, 
to read as follows: 

(10) Associations may provide in their by-laws for different 
rates of interest and premium on different classes of loans, such 
interest and premium in no case to exceed one per cent per month, 
and may charge and collect reasonable fees and charges in connec- 
tion with their loans. 

Further amendment to Senate Bill No. 116: 

Amend sub-division No 1 of Section No. 10 of Senate Bill No. 
116, as amended in the Senate, to read as follows: 

(1) Board, Commissioners, appointment, term of office, va- 
cancy, the building and loan department shall be administered by 
a Board consisting of three persons who shall be appointed by the 
Governor, and the Superintendent of Banks of the State of Ala- 
bama who shall be the Commissioner and who shall be an ex-officio 
member of the Board and Chairman of the Board. The three ap- 
pointed members of said board shall be men of good character, ex- 
perienced in the building and loan business and connected with 
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some building and loan association doing business as such under the 
laws of the State of Alabama. No two members of which, exclusive 
of the Commissioner, shall be appointed from the same Congres- 
sional District, and one member of which shall be appointed from a 
city or town of less than 25,000 population according to the last 
Federal Census preceding the appointment. The terms of office of 
the said three members of the Board shall be for two, four and six 
years respectively. When the term of office of a member of the 
Board expires, the next appointment shall be for a period of six 
years. Ifa vacancy shall occur in said Board such vacancy shall be 
filled by appointment by the Governor to fill the unexpired term 
vacated. 

The Superintendent of Banks, who shall be the Commissioner 
under this bill, shall receive a salary as such Commissioner of 
twelve hundred dollars per year, which salary shall be paid out of 
the fees and assessments collected from the building and loan asso- 
claliviis of Alabama under this act. The Commissioner shall exe- 
cute to the State a suretv bond in the amount of $10,000.00 with a 
surety company qualified to do business in the State ot Aiabama, to 
be approved by and delivered to and held by the Secretary of State 
on condition of the faithful discharge of the duties of his office. The 
premium of said bond shall be paid out of the funds collected by — 
fees and assessments on the building and loan associations of the 
State. 

No person appointed as a member o1 said Duaid suall receive 
any compensation for his services, except that each appointed mem- 
ber of such Board shall receive $10.00 per day and traveling ex- 
penses for each day that said Board is in session, but in no event to 
exceed $50.00 to each member of said Board during any one month. 
The compensation going to the three appointed members of said 
Board shall be paid, as earned, by the Commissioner out of the 
funds derived from the provisions of this act. Any person or party 
who may be aggrieved by any act of said Commissioner may appeal 
for redress thereof to the said Board, during which appeal such act 
or acts shall be suspended and the Board may take evidence and 
examine witnesses with respect to the propriety and justice vel non 
of said act of the Commissioner complained of, and may make such 
findings and orders that may be necessary to either confirm or 
repudiate said act of the Commissioner. On appeal of any party in- 
terested, full power and authority is hereby vested in said Board 
to review, revise and reverse or confirm any ruling or findings or 
orders of the Commissioner, and to take evidence and examine wit- 
nesses of all parties touching such matters ; provided, however, that 
nothing in this act shall be construed to prevent any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction by writ of mandamus or otherwisc, as provided 
by law, from reviewing and reversing the act of said Board or of 
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the said Commissioner, and upon proceedings the Court, after full 
hearing of matters at issue, shall enter the proper order or decree 
confirming the action of said Commissioner or of said Board or re- 
versing the same.

Amend House Bill 289 by adding thereto Section 414 in words 
and figures as follows: 

“Section 41%4. EXEMPTIONS.—The owner of any unlicensed 
aircraft which was in this State on the 1st day of March, 1931, and 
which has continuously remained in the State from said date to the 
fate of approval of this Act, may, within thirty days after the ap- 
proval of this act, cause a description of such aircraft to be entered 
in an aircraft identification register to be provided in the office of 
the Secretary of State, by filing with such Secretary his affidavit 
setting forth the type, manufacturer’s name, seating capacity, motor 
number and Federal Department of Commerce identification num- 
ber of such aircraft, and showing that he is the owner thereof, and 
that it has been in the State during the required period. There- 
upon, the said Secretary shall enter such description in such air- 
craft identification register to be provided in his office, and shall 
issue to such owner a certificate to the effect that such aircraft, 
describing it, has been entered in the aircraft identification reg- 
ister in his office and such aircraft is exempt from license for oper- 
ation in Alabama by such owner, without passengers or freight for 
hire and not for a Commercial undertaking, whether he be a 
licensed pilot or not. Such aircraft identification register shall be 
preserved by the Secretary of State for a period of two years from 
date of approval of this Act.” 

Further Amend House Bill No. 289 by adding at the end of 
Section 7 the following: ‘Provided that any pilot or aircraft that 
has been flying within the State during the past sixty days, shall

Shoals, Alabama, assigning among other grounds, the following rea- 
sons: 

1. That it would require an additional expenditure of $86,000,000 
to put the property in operating condition ; 

2. That it would require $9,000,000 per year to defray the operat- 
ing expenses and we could only hope to receive $7,000,000 per year 
as gross revenue from said operation, thereby incurring a net yearly 
loss of $2,000,000. 

8. That we could not hope to sell over 1,000,000,000 kilowatt 
hours of electricity manufactured by said properties; 

4. That’it would cost approximately 9.1 mills per kilowatt hour 
to manufacture and distribute the power which would make the ulti- 
mate cost to the consumer prohibitive: 

5. That we would have to take the customers away from established 
distribution agencies, which would be difficult under the circumstances 
(We know not what circumstances). 

6. That the process for manufacturing fertilizer at the Nitrate 
Plant is obsolete and our entering into the fertilizer business could 
be of no benefit to the farmer. 

%. That the expense of manufacturing fertilizer would be so 
great even tho power is manufactured on the premises that we could 
not enter the competitive field of fertilizer distribution. 

8. That he was opposed to the Government entering into any busi- 
ness the major purpose of which is competition with our citizens. 
That for the Government deliberately to go out to build and expand 
such an occasion to the major purpose of a power manufacturing busi- 
ness is to break down the initiative and enterprise of the American 
people; it is destruction of equality of opportunity amongst our peo- 
ple; it is the negation of ideals upon which our civilization has been 
based, and 

WHEREAS, President Hoover is greatly in sympathy with the 
people of Alabama and Tennessee who desire to turn this great asset 
to practical use, and wishes to see it so turned, and 

WHEREAS, President Hoover suggested that the States of Ala- 
bama and Tennessee who are the ones primarily interested should set 
up a commission of their own representatives together with the repre- 
sentatives from the National Farm organization and the Corps of 
Army Engineers; that there be vested in that Commission full authority 
to lease the plants at Muscle Shoals in the interest of the local com- 
munity and agriculture generally. That the power plant is today earn- 
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ing a margin over operating expenses even tho earlier in his remarks 
he stated that the project could not be operated at a profit, and 

WHEREAS, the question of the disposition of the Muscle Shoals 
properties has been of paramount interest to the American people for 
over a decade, causing an economic loss so appalling the human brain 
would be paralyzed if the figures should be presented; the Congress 
of the United States has spent almost one-fourth of its time debating 
the question; newspapers one-tenth of their space in reporting the 
progress of Congress on this momentous question, and thousands of 
farmers have turned gray or committed suicide anticipating but not 
realizing the availability of cheap fertilizer: 

NOW THEREFORE, Be it resolved by the House, the Senate 
concurring, that the Legislature of the State of Alabama authorize 
and empower the Governor to enter negotiations with the President of 
the United States for the purpose of Leasing or disposing of the 
Muscle Shoals properties for the public benefit. That if the President 
is willing to turn the properties over to the States of Alabama and 
Tennessee for the purpose of joint operations without said States hav- 
ing to incur any expense whatever, the Legislature hereby authorizes 
and empowers the Governor to enter into an agreement for the State 
of Alabama leasing the properties. That if it is found after ten years 
of investigation, by Commissions, Bureaus and other bodies that we 
cannot operate the properties at a profit, that the properties be used 
as a pleasure resort and that Wilson Dam be turned over to Institu- 
tions who devote their attention to the study of antiques, dreams or 
obsolete structures. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That if the Governor of the 
State of Alabama cannot interest the President of the United States 
in the above proposition that permission be obtained from the next 
Congress to allow the State of Alabama the privilege of destroying 
the Muscle Shoals properties by the use of Dynamite, Nitroglycerine, 
Powder and if these antiquated explosives are found to be obsolete 
to procure some better known and-more modern explosive for the 
purpose, thereby removing the greatest mote from the eyes of the peo- 
ple that has existed since the days of oppression of the American colo- 
nists by the British. This method of disposition would further relieve 
our citizenship of that fantastic anxiety that exists prior to the con- 
vening of every Congress, and would also allow the American farmer 
ample time to devote more time to the study of methods of survival 
that under present conditions are impossible.

Section 1. That a County Superintendent of Education for Fayette

hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. That the next general election to be held in said County’and 
State a County Superintendent of Education for Fayette County, Alabama, 
shall be elected, who shall hold office for a term of four years and until his 
successor is elected and qualified, unless sooner removed for good cause, and 
each four years, thereafter, a County Superintendent of Education for Fayette 
County, Alabama, shall be elected by the qualified voters of said County at 
the regular election held in said County and State; nomination for which office 
may be made in primary elections as other county officers. 

Section 3. That the salary of said County Superintendent of Education 
shall be fixed by the County Board of Education of Fayette County, Alabama, 
which salary shall be not less than $1800.00 nor more than $3000.00 per annum 
and which salary shall be paid in the same way and manner as now provided 
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under the general laws of the State of Alabama for the payment of County 
Superintendents of Education in the several counties of the State. 

Section 4. That said County Superintendent of Education shall be 
charged with the same duties and shall exercise the same powers as are now 
provided by the general school laws of the State of Alabama in the conduct 
of the office of the County Superintendent of Education; that no person shall 
be eligible to such office who is not a qualified elector of Fayette County, 
Alabama, and who shall hold a first grade certificate or life certificate, and 
possess all other qualifications required by the laws of this State as a teacher 
in the public schools of Alabama, at the time of the nomination or election to 
such office. 

Section 5. That in the event of a vacancy in said office for any cause, 
except removal, such vacancy shall be filled by the County Board of Education,

Section 6. That the duties and powers prescribed by the general laws 
of Alabama for the office of County Superintendents of Education in the 
supervision of the schools of the several counties of the State, shall apply 
to and be incumbent upon the County Superintendent. The County Superin- 
tendent elected or appointed under the provisions of this act, and before enter- 
ing upon the duties of said office, he must take the oath of office prescribed by 
the Constitution, and give bond in an amount to be fixed by the State Board 
of Education in a reputable surety company authorized to do business in the 
State of Alabama, conditioned upon the faithful performance of the duties of 
his office, and upon the accounting and paying over to the proper authority 
all money coming into his hands. 

The County Superintendent elected under the provisions of 
this act must on the Third Monday in September of each year cause to be 
published in a newspaper published in Fayette County, a full and accurate 
statement of all money expended, such statement shall show the amount paid

That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
electors of the State, for their consideration, at the general election 
to be held on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in Novem- 
ber, 1932, viz: 

“Article 11, Section 214%. The Legislature may levy a tax, in 
addition to all taxes levied and collected under the provisions of 
the Constitution, upon all incomes over and above Three thousand 
Six hundred Dollars, from whatever source derived, not exceeding 
the rates set out in the following schedule: 

One per centum of the amount by which the income exceeds 
Three thousand Six hundred Dollars and does not exceed Five 
thousand Dollars; One and one-half per centum of the amount by 
which the income exceeds Five thousand Dollars and does not ex- 
ceed Seven thousand Five hundred Dollars; Two per centum of the 
amount by which the income exceeds Seven thousand Five hundred 
Dollars and does not exceed Ten Thousand; Two and one-half per 
centum of the amount by which the income exceeds Ten thousand 
Dollars and does not exceed Fifteen thousand Dollars; Three per 
centum of the amount by which the income exceeds Fifteen thou-

By Mr. Poole: 

H. J. R. 95. Whereas reliable estimates shows that if the cot- 
ton crop produced annually in the South were wrapped in cotton 
bagging and if cotton bags were used in sacking feeds, fertilizers, 
seeds, cement, and other products, the consumption of cotton would 
be increased by approximately 500,000 bales annually, and 

Whereas, the United States Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
estimates that this increase in consumption would advance the price 
of cotton more than one cent per pound or $5.00 per bale, and 

Whereas this advance would increase the income of Alabama 
cotton farmers:on a 1,300,000 bale crop by $6,500,000 and the in- 
come of the cotton farmers of America on a 14,000,000 bale crop by 
$70,000,000, now, therefore 

Be it resolved by the House of Representatives of Alabama, the 
Senate concurring, that members of the Congress of the United 
States from Alabama be requested to lend their support and in- 
fluence toward imposing a tariff upon the importation of jute into 
the United States at such rate as will result in the discontinuance 
of the use of jute for bagging cotton and for sacking feeds, seeds, 
fertilizers, cement, and other products. 

And the Rules were suspended and the H. J. R. No. 95 was 
adopted. 

By Mr. Poole: 

H. J. R. 96. Whereas millions of pounds of vegetable oils and 
fats are imported into the United States annually in direct competi- 
tion with cotton seed: oil and peanut oil produced in the State of 
Alabama and throughout the South, the result being that these 
commodities can no longer be produced by the farmers of the South 
at a profit, now, therefore 
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Be it resolved by the House of Representatives, the Senate con- 
curring, that the members of Congress from the State of Alabama be 
requested to use their support and influence toward securing such a 
tariff upon vegetable oils and fats imported into the United States 
such as come in competition with like products produced in the 
South at such rates as to enable Southern farmers to meet this 
competition.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 


Mr. Speaker: 
The President and Presiding Officer of the Senate having signed 
the following Senate bill, your signature thereto is requested: 
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S. 196. Extending the time for payment of certain ad valorem 
taxes due the State of Alabama, and/or all of the Counties of the 
State of Alabama, whether special or general, which became delin- 
quent on January 1st, 1931, and which have not been paid, to August 
1st, 1931, and extending the time for the payment of certain ad valorem 
taxes due to all municipalities in the State of Alabama on January 1, 
1931, and which have not been paid, to August 1, 1931, and preserving 
the lien in favor of the State and Counties and Municipalities on all 
property assessed for said taxes, or either of them; authorizing and 
directing the Tax Collectors of the various counties to receive pay- 
ment of certain portions of said taxes now due and unpaid and give 
receipts therefor; extending the time for final settlement by the vari- 
ous tax collectors of the various counties with the County Treasurers 
of the various counties of Alabama and with the State Auditor to 
September .30, 1931; authorizing and directing the Tax Collectors or 
officers collecting taxes for municipalities in this State to receive pay- 
ment of parts of said taxes now due to said municipalities and unpaid 
and to give his receipts therefor; regulating the sales of real estate 
and personal property assessed for State and/or County taxation for 
the year 1930 where said taxes are now due and have not yet been 
paid, where the person assessing the property assessed both real estate 
and personal property for taxation; prescribing the rate of interest, 
fees and penalties to be paid by any person redeeming such real estate 
so sold for said taxes upon the redemption of the same, and regulating 
the use, occupation and possession of real estate so sold for said taxes 
until the period of redemption of two years has expired, and reserving 
to the State and/or Counties and municipalities of the State the same 
rules, rights and methods or procedure for collection of said taxes 
except as changed by this Act.

REPORT OF LEGISLATIVE INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE 
APPOINTED TO INVESTIGATE CONDITIONS AT THE 
ALABAMA STATE TRAINING SCHOOL FOR GIRLS 
IN BIRMINGHAM, ALABAMA. 


Members of the Alabama House of Representatives, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen: In accordance with a resolution passed by the 
House of Representatives on March 4th., 1931, this Committee cre- 
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ated by the House and appointed by the Speaker spent twelve days 
and made one trip from Birmingham to Montgomery in making our 
investigation. 

After spending a week in correspondence and tracing down 
numerous reports and rumors your committee invited witnesses 
who knew anything about witnesses at the School, to appear at 
the Tutwiler Hotel on March 13, 1931. 

A number of representative citizens appeared before our Com- 
mittee and gave specific testimony concerning treatment of certain 
Girls in the Alabama State Training School for Girls. 

These witnesses told of inmates of the Institution who had been 
handcuffed, whipped severely, and locked in their rooms for months 
at a time. 

They further testified that there was not any adequate system 
of educating the girls in the Institution. 

The physician of the Institution told of the death of a sixteen 
year old inmate who died without being given his medical atten- 
tion. He said that he was not called to see the child until a tew 
minutes before she died and that when he reached her, she was 
dead. 

After hearing these witnesses at the Tutwiler, your committee 
visited the school, located in Central Park. Birmingham. ‘The 
Superintendent of the school was asked to call the student body 
together in the main auditorium. 

This was doue aud ihe Superintendent and her assistants were 
requested to leave the building. After assuring the inmates of the 
institution that the Committee was there to investigate charges 
which had been made against the school, and that they could talk 
without fear of punishment from any one, your committee suc- 
ceeded in getting the girls to talk. 

During an afternoon session which lasted more than five hours, 
your committee heard a story of cruelty which sounded like a page 
torn out of a history of the Dark Ages. 

We were told of girls being handcuffed, and we took testimony 
from one girl who said she remained handcuffed for three days 
and three nights. 

We heard testimony from numerous girls who had been locked 
in solitary confinement from one to three months at a time. 

Others testified that they had been whipped by the Superinten- 
dent until the skin of their legs and back was broken. 

The bound book of testimony covering one hundred and ninety 
one pages which we submit with this report will show the fol- 
sea 

That the inmates of this Institution were treated inhuman- 
ly. That the handcuffs and straight jackets were used by the 
Superintendent for punishment, and that the Superintendent ad- 
mitted their use. 
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2. That the heads of many of the girls were shaved or hair 
closely clipped for infraction of rules. 

3. That girls were kept in solitary confinement for months at 
a time and were often locked in cold rooms during the winter 
months, and testimony given us will show that some of those locked 
in were thinly clad or without clothes of any description. 

4. We found that the school was being operated solely by the 
Superintendent and that the Board of Trustees had failed to give 
this school the attention that it needed. 

This Committee will present a bill to the Legislature next week 
which will seek to remedy conditions at the school, and make it 
possible for the Institution to fill the place in the State that it was 
originally intended to fill. 

Your Committee wishes to make the following recommenda- 
tions : 

1. An immediate change should be made in the official head 
of this institution, to-wit, the Superintendent. That a superinten- 
dent be appointed whose educational qualification will fit her to 
direct and supervise the education of the girls committed to this 
institution. She should also be a trained welfare worker. 

2. The Board of Trustees should be enlarged so that four 
members will live in Jefferson County. These four members should 
constitute an executive board with power to act. That this Board 
should be required to visit the School at least once a month. 

This Board should have supervision of the school and act as a 
parole board. It should be the policy of this Board to release 
girls as soon as they have shown that their conduct entitled them 
to release, instead of keeping them until they have become twenty- 
one years of age. 

3. A record should be kept of every girl who is punished, the 
type of punishment administered and why it was administered. 

4. An educational system should be worked out which would 
give the inmates of the institution training which would fit them to 
earn their own living in some honorable profession. 

5. We believe that the Child Welfare Department should be 
given authority to visit the school at regular intervals and make a 
report of conditions found to the Governor and the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Board of Trustees. 

6. We believe that this institution should be a school which 
would give unfortunate girls under twenty-one years of age an 
opportunity to prepare themselves for a worthy place in society. 
In the past the school has not been doing this. 

This Committee invites the serious consideration of this Legis- 
lature to a bill which will be introduced next week. It is the belief 
of this Committee that this bill will be the first step in remedying 
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conditions, which now, and have, existed for several years at the 
Alabama State Training School for Girls.

A BILL 


To be entitled an Act defining building and loan associations, 
providing for their incorporation, methods of doing business, taxa- 
tion, regulation and supervision; prescribing the terms and condi- 
tions upon which foreign building and loan associations may carry 
on their business in Alabama; prescribing penalties for violation of 
the provisions of the act; repealing acts and parts of acts in con- 
flict herewith. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Building and Loan Defined——A building and loan 
association, as contemplated or provided by this act, is any associa- 
tion or corporation, heretofore or hereafter formed, created or or- 
ganized, which is charlered under any building and loan law to car- 
ry on the business of a building and loan association and is formed 
to encourage industry, thrift, home building and saving among its 
shareholders or members; the accumulation of savings, the loaning 
to its shareholders and members of the funds so accumulated to 
assist its members to buy real property and to erect homes or vilicx 
Bap cvcmcos thereon and to pay off existing encumbrances 

4, fotol 

Whe word “Aecaciatinn” when used in this act shall refer to a 
building and loan association. 

The word “Commissioner” when used in this act shall refer to 
the Building and Loan Commissioner. 

The word “Board” shall refer to the Building and Loan Board. 

The word “Member” shall include any shareholder of any type 
whatsoever in a building and loan association. 

Section 2. Articles of Association—Any number of persons, 
not less than three, who are citizens of this State may become a 
body corporate for the purpose of carrying on the business of a 
building and loan association, by complying with the provisions of 
this act and entering into articles of association. The articles of 
association shall be signed by the persons associating and shall set 
forth: 

(1) The name assumed by the association, which shall not be 
identical with that of any other association in this State, or which 


"so resembles the name of any other association as to be likely to 


lead to confusion as to its identity. The name of every such cor- 
poration hereafter organized, or heretofore organized and hereafter 
changing its name, shall end with the term “Building and Loan 
Association.” 

(2) The purpose for which the association is formed. 
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(3) The name of the city or town and the county wherein the 
principal place of business of the association is to be located in 
this State. 

(4) The number of shares subscribed and the amount of cash 
actually paid in thereon, which shall not be less than Ten Thousand 
($10,000.00) Dollars in cities and towns of not over Twenty-Five 
Thousand population, Twenty-Five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars 
in cities of over twenty-five thousand and less than one hundred 
thousand population and Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars in 
cities over one hundred thousand population. 

(5) The names of the incorporators, their respective occupa- 
‘tions and residence addresses, and a statement of the number of 
shares subscribed by each, and the amount of cash paid upon the 
shares of each. All payments required to be paid in for shares 
must be in legal money of the United States and must be in the 
custody of the persons named as the first Board of Directors. 

(6) The kind or classes of shares the association purposes to 
issue, which may be permanent shares, not withdrawable, and/or 
withdrawable shares. Permanent shares may be without par value, 
which fact must be stated in the articles of association. Withdraw- 
able shares and permanent shares with a par value, shall have a par 
value of $50.00 per share. 

The number of shares shall be unlimited. 

(7) The certificate may also contain any other provisions 
which the incorporators may see fit to insert for the regulation and 
conduct of the affairs of the association, provided that such provi- 
sions shall not conflict with the laws of Alabama. 

Section 8. Application for Charter—When articles of incor- 
poration of an association are regularly executed as herein provided, 
they shall be presented to the Commissioner, together with a copy of 
the by-laws of the association and must be accompanied by the fees 
provided herein. 

Section 4. Commissioner to Investigate—When any person 
shall-file a proposed charter or articles of agreement as is elsewhere 
herein provided, if it appears to the satisfaction of the Commis- 
sioner that the minimum capital required has been paid in cash into 
the treasury of the association upon subscriptions for shares, the 
Commissioner shall ascertain from the best sources at his com- 
mand, and by such investigation as he may deem necessary, the ex- 
pense of such investigation to be paid by the incorporators, whether 
the character, responsibility and general fitness of the persons 
named in the articles of incorporation are such as to command con- 
fidence and warrant belief that the business of the proposed associa- 
tion will be honestly and efficiently conducted in accordance with 
the intent and purpose of this act, and whether the public conven- 
ience and advantage of the community in which said association 
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proposes to operate will be promoted by allowing the proposed as- 
sociation to be incorporated and engage in business, and whether 
the population in the neighborhood of such place affords a reason- 
able promise of adequate support for the association. 

If the Commissioner shall be satisfied concerning the several 
matters specified, he shall issue a certificate approving the articles 
of incorporation which shall be addressed to the Probate Judge of 
the county in which the association is to have its principal place of 
business. This certificate of approval shall be authority to the Pro- 
bate Judge to receive the certificate of incorporation and he shall 
thereupon accept same, upon the payment of the fees herein pro- 
vided for, and record it in the Records of Corporations in his office. 

Section 5. Rejection of Application for Charter—If the Com- 
missioner shall be satisfied upon examination that it is not expedient 
and desirable to permit such association to engage in business he 
shall disapprove the application and return said articles of incor- 
poration to the proposed incorporators and such refusal shall be 
conclusive, unless such incorporators, within thirty days of the is- 
suance of such notice of refusal, appeal from such decision to the 
Circuit Court of the county in which the proposed association is to 


’ do business, in case such appeal is made the matter shall be tried by 


suck Circuit Court a de move. BSceals shall Via from tha dacras of 


such Circuit Court in ‘the same manner as appeals i in other cases. 

Section 6. Extension of Time of Corporation.—Any association 
incorporated under this or any prior iaw may extend the duration of 
time for which said association was organized by a vote of a majori- 
ty of the shares of such association represented and voting at any 
annual meeting of the members of such association, or at any special 
meeting called for that purpose; thereupon the Board of Directors 
shall transmit a copy of the proceedings of such annual meeting or 
of such special meeting, certified to by the president or secretary 
thereof under the corporate seal of such association, to the Commis- 
sioner and to the Probate Judge of the county in which such asso- 
ciation is located, certifying to the extension of time of such cor- 
poration. Any association heretofore incorporated shall be vested 
with all powers given in this act. 

Section 7. Amendment of Charter.—Any association heretofore 
or hereafter incorporated under the laws of this State may, by a 
resolution adopted hy a majority vote of shares represented and 
voted at any annual meeting, or at any meeting called for that pur- 
pose, increase its authorized number of shares or amend its articles 
of association or by-laws in any manner not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act. No such increase of number of shares or 
amendments to the articles of association shall be effective until the 
same shall have been approved by the Commissioner. When the 
number of shares is increased or the articles of association are 
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amended a copy of the resolution authorizing such increase or 
amendment, certified by the president or secretary of such asso- 
ciation, under its corporate seal, shall be filed in the office of the 
Judge of Probate in the county in which such association has its 
principal place of business before the same becomes effective. : 

Section 8. Authority to Commence Business——When the Com- 
missioner shall have approved the organization and the proposed by- 
laws and shall have issued a certificate of such approval, and the 
articles of incorporation shall have been recorded in the proper 
Probate Office, the Commissioner shall then issue a certificate of 
authority to do business, providing that when any association hold- 
ing a charter under the laws of this State shall fail to commence 
business within six months from the date of issuance of the certifi- 
cate of authority, such association shall ipso facto be dissolved, and 
its certificate of incorporation shall be null and void without further 
executive or judicial action. 

Section 9. Powers of Building and Loan Associations.—Asso- 
ciations shall have the following powers: 

(1) To have succession of its corporate name for the period 
named in the certificate of incorporation, and when no period is 
named, perpetually. 

(2) To sue and to be sued and to keep and use a corporate seal 
and the same to alter at pleasure. 

(3) To appoint and maintain such officers and agents as the 
business of the association shall require. 

(4) To make and alter at pleasure all needed by-laws, rules 
and regulations for the transaction of its business and the control 
of its property and affairs. When such changes are made a copy of 
the resolution authorizing such changes shall be filed with the Com- 
missioner. 

(5) To acquire, hold, enjoy, convey, mortgage and otherwise 
dispose of real and personal property, needed in the operation of its 
business, provided that no association shall do a real estate business 
or buy and sell real estate for speculative or investment purposes, 
other than for the location of its main office and the investment for 
this purpose shall not exceed ten per cent of its assets at the time 
such investment is made. 

(6) To issue permanent shares, withdrawable shares and in- 
vestment certificates and to enter into all other kinds of contracts 

‘appropriate to accumulating a fund for making loans, to cancel 
shares that have matured or the payments on which have been 
withdrawn, and to re-issue the same. 

(7) To accumulate from the earnings a reserve fund for the 
payment of contingent losses, and an undivided profit fund, both of 
which may be loaned and invested as other funds of the association.

(8) To borrow money, to execute negotiable notes and other 
evidences of indebtedness. Associations organized under this act, 
or already in existence, are authorized and empowered to assign 
their notes, mortgages and other securities for face value, or pledge 
the same for repayment of money borrowed, provided however, that 
it shall not be lawful for any association to borrow an amount of 
money in excess of 25% of its total assets. No association shall 
assign its notes, mortgages or other securities or pledge the same 
for money borrowed except with the consent of a majority of its 
Board of Directors, and with the approval of the Commissioner. 
Funds derived from the loans secured by assignment or pledge of 
their securities or notes shall be used for the retirement of shares 
and certificates presented for withdrawal and for no other purpose. 

(9) Associations shall lend their funds to members only. Such 
loans shall be secured by first mortgages on real estate (or 99 years 
lease-hold interest in real estate) and improvements thereon or by 
pledge of the association’s shares or certificates. Additional loans 
on the same property shall be deemed to be first mortgages for the 
purpose of such loans. They may take their own shares as addi- 
tional security and may take other additional security for such 


. loans. All mortgages taken by associations as security for loans 


made on reai esiaic sali be iecordca forthwith in the office of the 
proper recording officer of the county in which the real estate se- 
curitv accepted by such association is located; the mortgage to be 
kept in the permanent files of the association subject to the examina- 
tion of the State Examiner until the loan is fully discharged, unless 
assigned or pledged as hereinabove provided. The funds of the 
associations, in addition to being loaned on first mortgages, its - 
shares and certificates, may be deposited in any bank under Federal 
or State supervision, may be invested in other associations doing 
business in the State of Alabama, or in bonds of the State of Ala- 
bama, or in municipal bonds or United States Government bonds, or 
in other securities authorized by the laws of Alabama for invest- 
ment of trust funds. 

(10) Associations may provide in their by-laws for different 
rates of interest and premium on different classes of loans, such 
interest and premium in no case to exceed one per cent per month, 
and may charge and collect reasonable fees and charges in connec- 
tion with their loans. 

Section 10. Building and Loan Department of the State-— 
There is hereby created a building and loan department of the State 
of Alabama charged with the execution of all laws relating to build- 
ing and loan associations doing business in this State. 

(1) Board, Commissioners, Appointment, Term of Office, Va- 
cancy.—The building and loan department shall be administered by 
a Board consisting of three persons who shall be appointed by the 
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Governor, and the Superintendent of Banks of the State of Ala- 
bama who shall be the Commissioner and who shall be an ex-officio 
member of the Board and Chairman of the Board. The three ap- 
pointed members of said Board shall be men of good character, ex- 
perienced in the building and loan business and connected with 
some building and loan association doing business as such under 
the laws of the State of Alabama. No two members of which, ex- 
clusive of the Commissioner, shall be appointed from the same Con- 
gressional District, and one member of which shall be appointed 
from a city or town of less than 25,000 population according to the | 
last Federal Census preceding the appointment. The terms of office 
of the said three members of the Board shall be for two, four and six 
years respectively. When the term of office of a member of the 
Board expires, the next appointment shall be for a period of six 
years. Ifa vacancy shall occur in said Board such vacancy shail 
be filled by appointment by the Governor to fill the unexpired term 
vacated. 

The Superintendent of Banks, who shall be the Commissioner 
under this bill, shall receive a salary as such Commissioner of 
Twelve Hundred Dollars per year, which salary shall be paid out of 
the fees and assessments collected from the building and loan as- 
sociations of Alabama under this act. The Commissioner shall exe- 
cute to the State a surety bond in the amount of $10,000.00 with a 
surety company qualified to do business in the State of Alabama, to 
be approved by and delivered to and held by the Secretary of State 
on condition of the faithful discharge of the duties of his office. The 
premium of said bond shall be paid out of the funds collected by 
fees and assessments on the building and loan associations of the 
State. 

No person appointed as a member of said Board shall receive 
any compensation for his services, except that each appointed mem- 
ber of such Board shall receive $10.00 per day and traveling ex- 
_ penses for each day that said Board is in session, but in no event to 
exceed $50.00 to each member of said Board during any one month. 
The compensation going to the three appointed members of said 
Board shall be paid, as earned, by the Commissioner out of the 
funds derived from the provisions of this act. Any person or party 
who may be aggrieved by any act of said Commissioner may appeal 
for redress thereof to the said Board, during which appeal such act 
or acts shall be suspended and the Board may take evidence and 
examine witnesses with respect to the propriety and justice vel non 
of said act of the Commissioner complained of, and may make 
such findings and orders that may be necessary to either confirm 
or repudiate said act of the Commissioner. On appeal of any 
party interested, full power and authority is hereby vested in said 
Board to review, revise and reverse or confirm any ruling or find-

ings or orders of the Commissioner, and to take evidence and ex- 
amine witnesses of all parties touching such matters; provided, how- 
ever, that nothing in this act shall be construed to prevent any 
court of competent jurisdiction by a writ of mandamus or other- 
wise, as provided by law, from reviewing and reversing the act of 
said Board or of the said Commissioner, and upon proceedings the 
Court, after full hearing of matters at issue, shall enter the proper 
order or decree confirming the action of said Commissioner or of 
said Board or reversing the same. 

Two members of the Board, other than the Commissioner, pres- 
ent at any one meeting, shall constitute a quorum. The Commis- 
sioner shall give to each member of said Board at least three days 
notice of the time and place of any meeting of said Board called. 

(2) Examiners, Assistants, Employment and Compensation of. 
—The Commissioner may employ such help, examiners and assist- 
ants as the Board may approve to aid him in the discharge of the 
duties imposed upon him by law and the salaries and expenses of 
this department shall be paid out of the funds derived from fees and 
assessments on associations of the State of Alabama. All salaries 
and expenses shall be approved by the Board. Each examiner shall 
execute to the State a surety bond in the amount of Ten Thousand 
Dellars with 2 surety company qualified ta da business in the State 
of Alabama to be approved by and delivered to and held by the 
Secretary of State, on condition of the faithful discharge of the 
duties ot his office. The premium of said bonds slall be paid vit of 
the funds collected by fees and assessments as aforesaid. 

(3) Supervision and Control.—All building and loan associa- 
tions doing business in this State shall be under the supervision, 
regulation and inspection of the Commissioner and the Board, pro- 
vided, however, that. the powers of the Board and of the Commis- 
sioner shall be limited, so far as they are applicable to building and 
loan associations, to those powers expressly conferred by the laws 
of the State of Alabama governing associations. 

(4) License-—Before any such association, whether organized © 
under the laws of this State or under the laws of any other state, 
shall engage in business in this State, it shall have received a license 
so to do from the Commissioner. In the case of a foreign associa- 
tion it shall in addition comply with all the other laws of this State 
applicable to foreign corporations. Before issuing licenses to asso- 
ciations to do business, or before issuing certificates of approval to 
a Probate Judge authorizing the incorporation of association, the 
Commissioner must make an examination of the proposed organiza- 
tion, business affairs of such association, its forms of contracts or 
shares, the terms and methods of its loans, its proposed advertising 
and all other matters in any way bearing on its safety as an institu- 
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tion in which money may be invested, and the terms upon which 
it lends money. 

Section 11. Statements to be Filed—Every association doing 
business within this State shall, on the first day of January of each 
year, or within thirty days thereafter, file with the Commissioner a 
full and detailed statement of its financial condition on the thirty- 
first day of the preceding December. Said statement shall set forth 
the amount and character of its assets, liabilities, income and ex- 
pense and shall contain such other information and be in such form 
as the Commissioner may prescribe and shall be sworn to by the 
President and the Secretary or Treasurer of such association; and 
such report shall show the number and amount of loans outstand- 
ing upon its books. 

Section 12. Fees.—At the time of the filing of its annual state- 
ment every building and loan association doing business in this 
State shall be required to pay to the Commissioner for supervision 
and examination. 

(1) An annual fee of $50.00. 

(2) In addition to the annual fee, each association shall be re- 
quired to pay an annual assessment of 20c per thousand dollars or 
fraction thereof on its total assets as of December 31st., preceding. 

Section 183. Examinations—The Commissioner shall annually, 
or oftener, if it is deemed advisable, either in person or through duly 
appointed representatives, make a thorough and complete examina- 
tion of every association doing business in this State; and for that 
purpose shall have the right to require officers, employees or agents 
of such associations, or any person connected therewith, to answer, 
under oath, any interrogatories addressed to them pertaining to the 
business of the association and any wilful false swearing shall be 
deemed perjury and shall be punishable as such. The cost and ex- 
pense of any additional examination made hereunder other than the 
annual examination provided for herein shall be paid for by the 
association examined. Said cost and expense to be determined by 
the building and loan board and same shall not exceed a reasonable 
per diem and traveling expenses. 

Section 14. Refusal to Permit Examination—The refusal of 
any association to permit an examination of its affairs as authorized 
by this act shall be sufficient cause for the winding up of its affairs, 
and the forfeiture of charter and liquidation of the association by 
receivership as set out in this act and upon such refusal it shall be 
the duty of the Commissioner to institute such proceedings. 

Section 15. Accounting System—Appraisal Record.—Every as- 
sociation shall keep its books in such form as to accurately show 
its assets, liabilities, income and disbursements in detail and shall 
show the appraisal values in ink of the real estate security held in 
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connection with each loan and signed in each case by the appraisal 
officer or committee charged with making such estimated valuation. 
. Section 16. Illegal Practices and Insolvency.—In case the Com- 
missioner shall find upon examination or from other evidence that 
any association is conducting its business in whole or in part con- 
trary to the law of this State, ot is failing to comply with the law, 
or that its assets are less than its liabilities including all money paid 
in on outstanding withdrawable shares, and not including perma- 
nent non-withdrawable shares, surplus and reserves, or is conduct- 
-ing its business in an unsafe, unauthorized or fraudulent manner 
which will jeopardize the safety of the investments therein, the 
Commissioner shall by writing addressed to the President and each 
director of such association direct attention thereto and order com- 
pliance with the law or the correction of unsafe, unauthorized or 
fraudulent practices within thirty days from the dispatch of such 
notice by registered mail, or in cases of insolvency, regardless of 
such association’s methods of business, shall, with the approval of 
the Board, order its liquidation without notice. 

Section 17. Liquidation—Authority to institute any action or 
suit for the liquidation of an association in case of insolvency or 


otherwise shall vest only in the Commissioner with the approval of

Section 18. Procedure in the Event of Insolvency—(1) Should 
any association notified as set out under Section 16 of this Act, fail 
or neglect to compiy with ite uvlice thus given within the time 
stipulated in such notice, the Commissioner is hereby given power 
and authority upon approval of the building and loan board, to take 
possession of all books, assets and records of every description of 
such association and hold and retain possession of the same pending 
and further proceedings hereinafter specified. 

(2) Upon taking possession of the effects of the association, 
the Commissioner shall prepare or have prepared a full and true 
statement of the affairs and condition of such association, including 
an itemized statement of its assets and liabilities and shall receive 
the dues on all debts and claims belonging to it, and shall generally 
administer the affairs of the association. The Commissioner shall 
within thirty days next after taking possession of the affairs of the 
association, convene a special meeting of the members for the pur- 
pose of considering and acting upon his report of the affairs and 
condition of such association as found by him from his examination 
thereof. The members may at said special meeting take the neces- 
sary steps to comply with the precious orders of the Commissioner 
as to the conditions and practices of such association, at which 
meeting a majority of the shares in force must be present either in 
person or by proxy, and by the vote of those owning two-thirds of 
the shares represented at said meeting, resolve to go into liquida- 
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tion, and for that purpose may by a majority vote of the shares rep- 
resented at that meeting elect a receiver and fix his compensation, 
the compensation to be allowed a receiver under this Section being 
an amount reasonable in proportion to the value of the property of 
the association, and in no event to exceed $3,600.00 per annum. 

(3) Such receiver and the compensation allowed him shall be 
approved by the Board, and such receiver shall not undertake the 
duties of his office until the Board, by a majority vote of its mem- 
bers, shall have approved the appointment of the receiver and his 
compensation by a duly adopted resolution to be filed in the office 
of the Commissioner, unless said Board shall fail for a period of 
fifteen days after receiving notice of such action by the members to 
act thereon, in which case the Commissioner shall have the power 
to approve the action of the members without action by the Board 
and such receiver shall then proceed to act the same as though the 
Board had approved such action of the members. A copy of the 
resolution adopted by the meeting of the members and duly cer- 
tified by the presiding officer and secretary of said special meeting 
together with the name and address of the receiver thus elected 
shall be filed with the Commissioner. 

(4) Before entering upon the duties of his office, the receiver 
shall be required to execute to the association a good and sufficient 
corporate surety bond for the faithful discharge of his duties which 
bond shall be approved by and filed with the Commissioner. 

(5) Upon the election and qualification of said receiver as 
above provided, the Commissioner shall, when so ordered by the 
Board, turn over and deliver to said receiver all the books, papers 
and records or effects of any description in his hands persue. 
to said association. 

(6) Said receiver shall be charged with the collection of all 
dues, interest and other charges accruing upon the mortgages, notes 
or other claims owing to the association, but shall receive no further 
dues or other payments upon any unpledged shares, or certificates 
issued by the association and shall issue no further shares or cer- 
tificates of the association. He shall pay and procure the discharge 
of all preferred debts and obligations of the association, and after 
paying legal and other expenses of his receivership, which shall be 
approved by the Board, he shall distribute the balance of the assets 
from time to time under orders from the Commissioner, pro rata 
to the liabilities of the association to its members and certificates in 
proportion to the sums paid in on its several outstanding shares 
and certificates unpledged. 

(7) To facilitate the work of liquidation of such association 
the receiver may, and on orders from the Commissioner so to do 
shall negotiate for the sale and transfer of the mortgages and other 
assets and property of the association to another corporation or cor- 


ANE 
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porations, associations, person or persons, subject to the vested and 
accrued rights of the mortgagors, but before any such sale or trans- 
fer is carried out and consummated, a full report of the negotiations 
and the proposed terms and conditions of such sale and transfer 
shall be filed with and approved by the Commissioner and the 
Board. 

(8) Upon completion of the said duties intrusted to him, said 
receiver shall prepare a statement to that effect, reciting therein that 
all the liabilities of such association have been completely dis- 
charged as far as its assets will permit and its assets and property 
distributed among all the persons entitled thereto. Said statement 
shall be subscribed and sworn to by said receiver and filed with the 
Commissioner and a notice of such dissolution shall be published for 
three consecutive weeks in a newspaper published in the county 
wherein the principal office of the association is located. Upon the 
filing of said statement and making publication of notice as afore- 
said, and the approval and confirmation of said statement and report 
by the Commissioner, such association shall be deemed liquidated 
and dissolved. 

(9) The election, appointment and approval of the said receiver 
shall not divest the Commissioner or ‘the Board of any of the rights 


of the association dader process of Tiquidation, and the Commission- 
er may exercise the same supervision and the same direction over 
the administration of the affairs of such association by the receiver 
as have been vested in him by law, including the right to examine 
the affairs of such association from time to time and with the 
approval of the Board to again convene the members in special 
meeting as hereinbefore set out, for the purpose of electing a new 
receiver should such meeting decide so to do, nor shall it divest the 
members of the right to re-open the association for business upon 
meeting the requirements of the Commissioner and the Board. 
(10) In case the members fail or refuse at the meeting herein- 
above authorized to provide for the correction of the unsafe, un- 
authorized or fraudulent practices called to their attention by the 
Commissioner, or, in cases of insolvency, to provide for the liquida- 
tion of such association, then the Commissioner, with the approval 
of the Board, shall have the power and authority to appoint a re- 


' ceiver for such association, whose duties and powers shall be the 


same as though he had been appointed or elected at such members’ 
meeting and such receiver shall proceed to liquidate the affairs of 
such association as hereinabove provided. 

(11) The Commissioner, or a duly qualified receiver, while ad- 
ministering the affairs of an association shall have the authority to 
satisfy mortgages which have been duly paid off on the records of 
the Probate Office in which recorded, and shall exercise the duties 
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and authorities ordinarily exercised by the president or chief ex- 
ecutive officer of an association as well as the powers and authori- 
ties conferred upon him by virtue of this act. 

Section 19. Fiscal Year—Financial Statements—The fiscal 
year for the domestic association authorized to do business in this 
State shall be the same as the calendar year. On the first day of 
January, or within thirty days thereafter, each association shall pub- 
lish in at least one newspaper of general circulation published in the 
place where its principal office may be located, or if no newspaper 
is published in such place, then in a newspaper published nearest 
such place, a financial statement showing the condition of the asso- 
ciation at the close of business on the previous December 31st upon 
such forms as may be prescribed by the Commissioner the printed 
statements to be verified by the oaths of the President and Secre- 
tary or Treasurer; one copy of newspaper containing such financial 
statement to be furnished to the Commissioner within five days 
after publication and one copy of the statement as published to be 
recorded in the minute book of the Board of Directors of the asso- 
ciation or in such book of record as may be provided for that 
purpose. 

Section 20. Communication from Commissioner.—Each offi- 
cial communication directed by the Commissioner or one of his ex- 
aminers or deputies, to an association, or an officer thereof relating 
to an investigation or examination conducted by the Commissioner 
or one of his examiners containing suggestions or recommendations 
as to the conduct of the business of the association shall be sub- 
mitted by the officer who receives it to the Board of Directors at 
the next meeting of the Board and shall be noted in the minutes of 
the meeting of the Board. 

Section 21. Report to Governor—The Commissioner shall an- 
nually, at the earliest possible date after the statements of all associa- 
tions are received, make a report to the Governor of the general con- 
duct and condition of all associations doing business in this State, 
including the information contained in the annual statements of the 
associations, arranged in tabular form, together with such suggestions 
as he may deem expedient. He shall have printed of such report as 
many copies, not less than one hundred, as he may deem necessary, 
and such report shall contain a copy of any decisions or rulings which 
have been made regarding any Section of this Act. The Commissioner 
shall mail one copy of the report to each association in the State, the 
cost of such printing and distribution shall be paid from the funds of 
the Commissioner as herein or heretofore provided. 

Section 22. Disclosures of .Examiners—Penalty—Any examiner, 
deputy, inspector, assistant, or clerk appointed or acting under the pro- 
visions of this Act, failing to keep secret any facts or information ad- 
verse to an association, obtained in the course of an examination or by 
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reason of his official position, except when the public duty of such 
officer requires him to report upon or take official action regarding 
the affairs of the association so examined, or who wilfully makes a 
false official report as to the condition of an association, shall be re- 
moved from his position or office and shall be fined not more than 
$500.00 or imprisoned in the county jail for not more than one year, 
or both. Reports of examinations made to the Commissioner shall be 
regarded as confidential and not for public record or inspection ex- 
cept that for good reason same may be made public by the Commis- 
sioner. Nothing herein shall prevent the proper exchange of informa- 
tion relating to associations and the business thereof with the repre- 
sentatives of building and loan departments of other states, but in no 
case shall the private business or affairs of any individual association. 
be disclosed. Any official violating any provision of this Section, in 
addition to the penalties herein provided, shall be liable with his bonds- 
men to the person or association. injured by the disclosures of such se- 
crets, provided, however, that any association shall have a hearing 
before the Commissioner when dissatisfied with such report and within 
thirty days after such hearing and amending and the change, if any, 
of such report as may be directed by the Commissioner, the final report 
shall become a public record, open to inspection. 

Section 23. Bonds of Officers.—Any officer, employee or agent 
handling or having the custody ot tunds or securities veiuuging to ais 
association shall before entering upon the discharge of his duty give a 
good and sufficient hand in such sum as mav be fixed by the Board of 
Directors of any such association to protect it against pecuniary loss 
the association may sustain for money or other valuable securities. 
embezzled or wilfully misapplied by any such officer or employee in 
the course of his employment as such, or in the course of his employ- 
ment in any other position in the association, whether he be assigned, 
appointed, selected, or temporarily assigned to such position. The 
bond shall be made by a surety company authorized to do business as 
such in this State. The amount and form of such bond and the sol- 
vency of the surety company shall be subject to the approval of 
the Commissioner ; provided that in lieu of individual bonds, a blanket 
bond covering all active officers, agents and employees of such asso- 
ciation may be executed subject to the same provisions as to approval, 
surety, amount and form specified herein. 

Section 24. Trust Funds.—The shares, certificates, and other in- 
vestments offered by associations shall be legal investments for the 
funds of fraternal, mutual, and legal reserve insurance companies; 
general, special or sinking funds of municipalities, counties and the 
State of Alabama and credit unions as are not prohibited by the Con- 
stitution of Alabama. 

Section 25. Joint shies Minor chines or certificates may be 
issued in the names of two persons and in the event of the death of 
either, the association shall be liable thereon only to the survivor, and 
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while both are living, payments to either of dividends, loans thereon, 
or all or part of the withdrawal value thereof shall discharge the lia- 
bility to both. Minors may become members and may receive the 
withdrawal or matured values of their shares and the interest or divi- 
dend thereon and give valid receipts and quittances therefor, and shall 
enjoy the same privileges and rights as other members including that 
of pledging their shares. 

Section 26. Membership — Withdrawable Fees —- Commission 
for Sale of Shares——No association authorized to do business in 
this State shall charge in excess of three per cent of the par or 
maturity value, or selling price, of each investment certificate or 
share issued, as a membership, withdrawal, cancellation fee, selling 
commission, or a fee under any other designation for joining or 
withdrawing from an association, or for the sale of certificates or 
shares provided that this shall not apply to shares that may be 
issued hereafter by any existing association under any fiscal agency 
contract or other contract for the sale of such shares in force and 
effect at the passage of this act. Each association doing business 
in this State charging such a fee shall cause same to be printed, 
stamped or written upon its application for shares, certificates, or 
other securities issued by it, and upon the face of such certificate 
when issued the amount or rate of such fee, if any, charged thereon. 

Section 27. Agents.—No person not regularly employed by an as- 
sociation in the ordinary conduct of its business shall act as solicitor 
for the sale of shares, shares of membership, certificates or other se- 
curities or forms of investment issued by or for the securing of loans 
from any association until he has first secured from the Commissioner 
a license therefor. The Commissioner upon request of any building 
and loan association doing business in this State shall issue the license 
when there is filed with him a duplicate of the appointment or authori- 
zation, together with request from the association that such license be 
issued to him to act as agent or solicitor for it, and accompanied by a 
fee of $10.00. All such licenses shall expire by limitation on the 31st 
day of December succeeding their issue, but can be renewed from 
time to time for an additional term of one year upon request therefor 
from the association originally applying and the payment of a renewal 
fee of $10.00. 

Any such license may be revoked at any time by the application 
of the association for whom it was issued, and may be revoked for 
cause by the Commissioner, if said Commissioner be so directed by 
the board. The Commissioner shall keep an alphabetical list of persons 
to whom such licenses are issued with the date of issue and renewal 
and the name of the association for whom the licensee is authorized to 
act. All such licenses shall be issued under rules and regulations pre- 
scribed by the board, and fees and requirements herein stipulated shall 
be in lieu of any other fee or requirement now provided for by law.

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Section 28. Branch Offices——No association shall establish more 
than one office, nor maintain branches other than those already estab- 
lished, except with the approval of the Commissioner already had in 
writing. 

Section 29. Restrictions as to Loans.—No association shall make 
a loan to an officer, or director of such association, either directly or 
indirectly. 

Section 30. Foreclosure of Mortgages.—Upon the Paeetionuré of 
any mortgage to an association there shall be credited on the mortgage 
indebtedness the withdrawal value of any shares held by the association 
as collateral for the loan and thereby the shares shall become can- 
celled. The sale by a member of property mortgaged to an association 
shall carry with it a transfer of the legal ownership of the shares 
which are pledged to secure the loan, but shall not relieve such mem- 
ber making such sale from liability on the mortgage indebtedness or 
any note or notes executed in connection with said mortgage. 

Section 31. Shares—Dues, Licenses——(1) The shares and certifi- 
cates of an association shall be paid for by the subscribers in the man- 
ner provided in the by-laws of such association. 

(2) Associations may issue shares or certificates on which the full 
amount is paid at the time of issue, and shares and certificates to be 
paid for in weekly) monthly or other installments. or by payment at 
such time and in such manner as may be provided in the by-laws, until 
such shares or certificates reach their matured value or are withdrawn, 

, (3) Aili payments uu lusialiicit snarcs shall be called dues. Cer- 
tificates, pass books or other evidence of the terms under which pay- 
ments are made shall be issued to each shareholder on the first pay- 
ment of dues by him, and the amount so paid shall be credited thereon 
and each amount paid thereafter shall be so credited. 

(4) The by-laws shall provide for the different classes of shares 
and certificates, the manner in which they may or may not be with- 
drawn in whole or in part, the extent to which they shall share in 
the net earnings of the association, and the dividends, if any, to be 
paid thereon. 

(5) Associations shall have the right to determine the class or 
variety of shares or certificates, and the amount, to be issued to any 
member. 

(6) No association shall advertise as resources or assets a larger 
amount of shares than has actually been subscribed and paid in, nor 
advertise a greater dividend than has actually been earned and credited 
or paid to its members. 

(7) The voting power of members shall be such as may be pro- 
vided for in the by-laws. 

(8) No shares nor funds of any association that are subject to 
withdrawal shall be subject to taxation. 

(9) All sums paid in as dues on withdrawable shares or certifi- 
cates shall have a definite withdrawable value as may be provided in 
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the by-laws, which in no case shall be less than the amount actually 
paid in as such dues or installments, less withdrawal or membership 
fees as provided in this act. 

(10) Municipalities may levy a license in proportion to the amount — 
paid in on non-withdrawable shares, reserve and undivided profits of 
the association upon the same schedule as is now provided for banks 
in Section 6287 of the Code of Alabama of 1923, and none other. 

(11) The non-withdrawable or permanent shares of building and 
loan associations shall be subject to taxation on the same basis, and in 
the same manner as stock of other domestic corporations. 

(12) The holders of any class of stock, shares or certificates shall 
be deemed members of the association. 

Section 32. Restrictions as to Deposits—No association shall 
carry or have upon its books at any time any demand, commercial 
or checking account or any credit to be withdrawn upon the presenta- 
tion of any negotiable check or draft. 

Section 33. Withdrawals, Notice, Restrictions and Safeguards.— 

In case the funds of an association applicable to withdrawals shall not 
be sufficient to pay off all members desiring to withdraw, such mem- 
bers shall be paid off in the order in which they file with the associa- 
tion their notices of their respective desires to withdraw; all such 
notices shall be filed in writing and a complete list of such notices 
shall be kept in numerical order and so numbered; withdrawing mem- 
bers shall be paid off as funds are available for that purpose, provided 
that an association shall not be required to pay out more than one- 
half of the net monthly receipts of such association after repaying 
money borrowed and after paying administration expenses, including 
taxes, insurance and repairs on property owned, municipal assessments 
and other necessary charges and expenses, and reserving funds for 
current dividends on withdrawable shares and certificates. Provided 
further that the above requirements shall be subjéct to the qualifica- 
tions that no withdrawal by any one member shall exceed $1,000.00 
in each thirty days ahead of other pending applications, and that the 
board of directors may at its discretion pay from the said half of re- 
ceipts withdrawals not exceeding $50.00 to any one member at one 
time, or exceeding $100.00 to any one member within thirty days re- 
gardless of the order of application. Withdrawals shall be governed 
by the by-laws of the association in so far as such by-laws are not in 
conflict with the provisions of this act, and provided that no part 
of funds obtained from the sale or hypothecation of mortgages shall 
be used in paying withdrawals by directors or officers of associa- 
tions. : 
Section 34. Consolidation—(1) Any two or more associations 
may consolidate or merge in the manner provided by the laws of the 
State of Alabama for consolidation and merger of business corpora- 
tions, provided, however, that any such consolidation or transfer must 
be approved in advance by the Board. 
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(2) Any violation of any of the provisions of this Section shall 
constitute a misdemeanor. Upon action brought by the Commissioner, 
with the approval of the Board a Circuit Court, or court of like juris- 
diction, must issue an injunction restraining any person or association 
from continuing to violate any provision of this act. 

Section 35. Voluntary Liquidation—Any association of this State 
may at its annual meeting, or at any meeting called for that purpose, 
by a majority vote of its members resolve to liquidate and dissolve 
the association; providing that before such resolution shall take effect 
a copy thereof certified to by the president and secretary of the asso- 
ciation, together with an itemized statement of its assets and liabilities, 
shall be filed with the Commissioner. When the Commissioner has 
approved the resolutions it shall thereafter be unlawful for the asso- 
ciation to issue shares or make any loans, and the officers of the asso- 
ciation under the direction of its Board of Directors shall thereupon 
proceed to liquidate the affairs of the association and reduce the assets 
thereof to cash and distribute the same among the members in propor- 
tion to the withdrawai vaiue of the hoidings of each mem er ai ihe 
time of the passage of the resolution to dissolve, subject at all times 
to the supervision of the Commissioner and his right to take over and 
handle such liquidation provided he becomes convinced that it is not 
being properly handled. 

Section 36. Slander.—Any person who shall knowingiy make, cir- 
culate or transmit in any manner whatsoever to another or others any 
Statement untrue in fact derogatory to the financial condition of any 
association or who shall counsel, aid, procure or induce another or 
transmit or circulate any such statement or rumor with like intent, 
shall be guilty of an offense, and upon conviction shall be punished by 
a fine of not more than $2,500.00 or by imprisonment in the State 
penitentiary for a period not exceeding two years or by both fine and 
imprisonment. Where such acts are done anonymously or under a 
false name punishment shall be by a fine of not more than $5,000.00 or 
by imprisonment in the State Penitentiary for a period of not exceed- 
ing five years or by both fine and imprisonment. 

Section 37. Penalty for Embezzlement——-Any officer, director, 
clerk or agent of any association doing business in this State who em- 
bezzles or misapplies any of the money, bonds or credits of such asso- 
ciation, who issues or puts into circulation any warrant or orders with- 
out proper authority, who issues, assigns, transfers, cancels or delivers 
up any note, mortgage, or any other written instrument belonging to 
any such association, who certifies to or makes a false entry in any 
book or statement of such association with intent in any case to de- 
ceive, injure or defame such association or any member thereof, or 
for the purpose of inducing any person to become a member thereof, 
or to deceive anyone appointed to examine the affairs of such asso- 
ciation, shall be deemed guilty of a felony and on conviction thereof 
shall be imprisoned in the State Penitentiary for a period of not less 
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than two years and not more than ten years. Whoever, with intent to 
deceive, injures or defames an association as provided by law, or aids 
or abets any officer, agent, or other person in committing any of the 
prohibited actions enumerated herein, shall be deemed guilty of a 
felony and on conviction thereof shall be imprisoned in the State Peni- 
tentiary for a period of not less than one year and not more than ten 
years. 

Section 38. Penalty for Failing to Comply with Law.—Any as- 
sociation failing to comply with the provisions of this act shall pay 
$5.00 per day for each day it so fails after notice of the delinquency 
by the Commissioner, to be recovered by suit. by the Commissioner 
for the use of the Building and Loan Board. 

Section 39. Foreign Associations—No foreign association shall 
do any business in this State until it has procured from the Commis- 
sioner a certificate of authority to do so to be approved by the Board 
and no certificate of authority shall be issued until the said Commis- 
sioner shall be satisfied that the requirements of this law have been 
fully met by the association. Before certificate of authority shall be 
issued such foreign association shall comply with the following provi- 
sions ; 

(1) It shall file with the Commissioner a certified copy of its 
articles of incorporation, a copy of its by-laws and rules governing 
it and of the certificates issued by it, together with a statement of 
financial condition such as is required annually from all associations 
organized under the laws of this State. 

(2) It shall deposit with the Commissioner of Alabama $25,000.00 
in cash or bonds of the United States or bonds of any state in the 
United States. Such deposit shall be held as security for all claims 
of residents of this State against such foreign association and shall be 
liable for all judgments or decrees thereon; and said securities shall 
not be released until all its obligations to residents of this State shall 
have been fully performed and discharged. Such foreign associations 
may collect and use the interest on any securities so deposited so long 
as it fulfills its obligations and complies with the provisions of this 
act. Any foreign association may, in lieu of the deposit of securities 
as herein provided deposit with the Commissioner of Alabama a surety 
bond in the sum of $100,000.00 which bond shall be conditioned for 
the claim of any judgment entered against any such foreign association 
by any court of competent jurisdiction of this State in favor of any 
resident of this State. 

Section 40. Securities to be Deposited with State Treasurer.— 
All cash or securities deposited by a foreign association with the Com- 
missioner shall be immediately deposited by him with the State Treas- 
urer, who with his sureties shall be responsible for the safekeeping 
thereof. The State Treasurer shall deliver such securities only upon 
a written order of the Commissioner, approved by the Board. 
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Section 41. Certificate to Foreign Association.—Whenever a for- 
eign association has complied with the provisions of this act and has 
furnished a full and complete statement of its financial affairs, duly 
sworn to by its president and secretary, and said financial status of 
such association has been verified by an examination for the purpose 
of ascertaining whether the same meets the requirements of this law, 
said examination to be made by the Commissioner or his duly author- 
ized representative, for which examination the said foreign association 
shall pay, in a manner hereafter specified; the Commissioner if he be 
satisfied that the association is in sound financial condition and that it 
is conducting its business in accordance with the laws of this State, and 
if he shall regard the association as safe, reliable and entitled to pub- 
lic confidence, shall issue certificate of authority to the association to 
do business in this State upon the payment of fees as hereafter pro- 
vided. Provided, that the Commissioner may accept in his discretion 
a report of an examination of the affairs of such association made by 
a supervising officer of its own State under lawful authority. The 
certificate shall be for the period ot one year and must he renewed 
each year. 

Section 42. Fees to be Paid.—All foreign associations shail pay 
to the Commissioner the following fees: 

(i) Four filing application for admission to do business in this 
State, $50.00. 

(2) For each certificate of authority and annual renewal of the 
same, $25.00. 

Section 43. Examinations for Foreign Associations.—very fvi- 
eign association doing business in this State shall be subject to the 
same examinations as are associations organized under the laws of 
this State; provided that the expense of all. examinations of such 
foreign associations shall be paid by the association examined upon bill 
approved by the Commissioner, provided it shall not be necessary for 
the examination to be made more than once each year; provided, fur- 
ther, that the expense shall only include necessary traveling expense 
of the examiner and the sum of not more than $25.00 per day for 
each day actually required in making the examination. 

Section 44. Federal Reserve-—Associations are hereby empowered 
to become members of any Federal Reserve system for building and 


loan associations that may be hereafter provided by the United States 
Government and to conform to the laws, rules and regulations of such 
system. 


Section 45. Conflicting Laws.—All laws or parts of laws in con- 
flict herewith be and the same are hereby repealed. If any clause, sec- 
tion, division or portion of this act shall be held to be invalid or un- 
constitutional by any court of competent or final jurisdiction, such 
judgment shall not effect, impair or invalidate the remainder of this 
act, but shall be confined in its application to the section, clause, sen- 
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tence, paragraph or part thereof directly involved in the controversy in 
which such judgment shall have been rendered.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Sec. 1. That the corporate limits of the City of Cullman, Alabama, be 
and the same are hereby extended so as to include the following described 
real estate. Beginning at a point on the north section line of Section Sixteen, 
Tp. Ten, Range Three, West, six hundred feet west of the intersection of the 
said north section line with the west section line of Sec. 10, Tp. 10, R. 3, 
West, thence running west seven hundred and twenty feet to the quarter sec- 
tion line; thence north thirteen hundred and twenty feet; thence east thir- 
teen hundred and twenty feet to the west section line of Sec. 10; thence 
south along the section line between sections ten and nine, 997.5 feet; 
thence west six hundred feet; thence south 322.5 feet to point of beginning. 

Sec. 2. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the provisions 
of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

‘Sec. 3. This Act shall take effect upon approval of the Governor.

THAT A LOCAL BILL WILL BE INTRODUCED 


Notice is hereby given that a bill will be introduced in the present Legis- 
Jature of Alabama to amend the local road law of Fayette County, approved 
August 2, 1927, as follows: 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama that Section 7 of the local 
road for Fayette County, Alabama, be amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 7: That every male person in said County who is over the age 
of eighteen years, and under the age of forty-five years, not exempt by law, 
shall be subject to road duty and shall be compelled to work on the public 
roads of said County, or in repairing bridges in said County, for not more than 
eight days in each year, eight hours actual work each day; provided that any 
person subject to road duty may be relieved from working on the roads or 
bridges by paying a money compensation, or fee, of four dollars per capita 
per annum to the road Foreman or Probate Judge of said County, on or 
before the first day of January of each year, to become delinquent if not paid 
on or before the first day of March of each year, and if not paid on or before 
the first day of March of each year the Commissioners Court may, in its 
discretion, allow said commutation fee to be discharged by the payment of 
six dollars; said money to go to the road fund of said county, and to be 
appropriated exclusively for the maintenance or improvement of the public 
roads or bridges in the district in which said commutaiion fice ur aiwiiey 
compensation is paid. That all persons subject to road duty, who fail to pay 
said compensation in lieu of the labor required by law upon the pubiic roads or 
bridges, shall be compelied to work on the public roads or bridges of said 
county for not more than eight days, and provided further, that all persons 
subject to road duty, moving into said county after the first day of January 
in any year, shall be liable to road duty for the remainder ui ine yca: ai the 
rate of eight days work for twelve months, and shall have the option of com- 
mutating said work by paying to the Foreman of his district, or to the Probate 
Judge of said county, or other person designated by the Commissioners Court 
for his district, in discharge of such liability at the rate of four dollars for 
eight days’ work, and the road year shall be the same as the calendar year; 
and provided that any person becoming eighteen years of age during the 
calendar year shall be subject to the same rules, and be allowed the same 
privileges as persons coming into the county after January Ist of any year; 
and provided, that any person becoming forty-five years of age within any 
calendar year may be permitted to commutate such service by paying to the 
Road Foreman of his district, or to the Probate Judge, 2 money compensa- 
tion proportionate to the part of the year prior to the date of his becoming 
forty-five years of age; and provided, further, that any person becoming forty- 
five years of age within the calendar year shall not be required to work on the 
public roads or bridges of said county for more than two-thirds of one day for 
each month in the year prior to the date he becomes forty-five years of age, 
or the proportionate part of eight days per year for the time prior to his 
becoming forty-five years of age. Road Foremen who would otherwise be 
liable to road duty, shall not be exempt from road duty by reason of being 


such Foremen.

situated in a dark and unlighted part of said Armory, receiving injuries which 
broke his thigh, and certain ligaments, veins, arteries and muscles of his leg were 
torn and destroyed as a result of which he suffered permanent loss of the use 
of his leg for a long period of time and will in all possibility be permanently 
disabled ; and, 

Whereas, no adequate compensation has been paid the said Alton S. Wright 
for the relief of the said injuries, and there is no provision at present for his relief 
under general law.

That the sum of Thirty-five Hundred & No/100 ($3500.00) Dollars, be and 
hereby is appropriated out of the funds of the State Treasury for the relief of

S. Wright, for the sum of Thirty-five Hundred & No/100 ($3500.00) Dollars, 
which shall be paid by the said Treasurer out of any funds in the State Treasury 
not otherwise appropriated.

laws in conflict with this Act. 

H. 435. To provide that all cities in Alabama having a popula- 
tion of 67,200 according to the last Federal Census and not more 
than 200,000 according to the last Federal Census, shall through 
their City Commission or, other governing body of such cities, by 
whatever name called, appoint a Chief of Police and such other 
police officers as may be necessary for the protection of such City 
and fix their term of office or employment, and fix their salary or 
compensation and define their duties. 

H. 437. To authorize the Court of County Commissioners or 
Boards of Revenue and Road Commissioners or other governing 
bodies of like jurisdiction in all Counties having a population of 
105,000 and not more than 300,000 according to the last Federal 
Census to establish two or more voting places in the same election 
precincts or wards, when it is deemed necessary for convenience 
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of the voters therein and to require the Probate Judge of such 
Counties to separate the list of qualified voters in groups in alpha- 
betical order so that no group shall contain more than three hun- 
dred qualified voters ; and the said Courts of County Commissioners 
or Boards of Revenue and Road Commissions shall designate the

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MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 


Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has received the accompanying message from His 
Excellency, the Governor, with his objections and proposed amend- 
ment to the bill: 

S. 83. To amend Section 6 of Article one of an Act entitled an 
Act; “To provide a general system of legislation pertaining to 
public roads, highways and bridges, including therein the estab- 
lishment of a State Highway Department and State Highway Com- 
mission ; to create the office of Alabama Highway Director in Ala- 
bama ; to define and regulate the powers, duties and authority of the 
State Highway Commission and of local authorities, boards of rev- 
enue, courts of county commissioners, municipalities or like gov- 
erning bodies; to provide authority and empower the Board of Ad- 
ministration to make agreements and contracts with the State High- 
way Commission for convict labor and let contracts for signs, adver- 
tising, etc., on highways; to define and provide rules of the road, 
including traffic regulations, penal violations, duties of owners and 
drivers and the reguiation as to size, weight and equipment of motor 
vehicles moving over, along, or upon such roads; to provide for the 
establishment, discontinuance, working and maintenance of public 
roads, bridges and ferries; to provide for the establishment and 
maintenance of private roads; to provide for State bonds for con- 
struction and maintenance of roads, issue and sale of; Good Roads 
Day established; offenses concerning toll bridges, turnpikes and 
causeways; protecting bridges from floating logs and to provide 
against injury to mill dams, bridges, canals and road gates; to pro- 
vide for working of public roads; persons liable and persons exempt 
from road duty ; to provide for railroad tracks, bridges, viaducts and 
tunnels ; and the repeal of all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act, except such laws pertaining to revenue; 
Approved August 23, 1927. 

Said Governor’s message, containing the proposed amendment, 
being in the following words and figures to-wit: 


To the Senate of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 

Gentlemen :—Senate Bill No. 83 has been returned to you by me with an 
amendment which I stated would remove my objection to the Bill. You have 
postponed action on the proposed Executive Amendment and the matter is 
still before you. 

I now propose the following amendment instead of the amendment here- 
tofore proposed by me: 

That Section 6 as set out in the said Senate Bill No. 83 be so amended 
as to read as follows: 

“Section 6. (1303) DUTIES AND POWERS OF COMMISSION.— 
The State Highway Commission shall consider and determine all questions 
relating to the general policy of the State Highway Department and the con- 
duct of its work and in the performance of its dutics. It shall be the duty 
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of the department to designate the roads to be constructed, repaired and main- 
tained and to construct, standardize, repair and maintain roads and bridges 
of this State; and shall have authority to make contracts or agreements, to 
construct, or pave the roadway only of the street or streets, which will serve 
to connect the State Highways constructed or repaired by the State Highway 
Department, within any town, or municipality in the State of Alabama, and 
in such towns or municipalities in which the State Highway Commission has 
not designated the street or streets which are a part of the State highways 
constructed or repaired by the State Highway Department it shall be the 
duty of the State Highway Commission to designate such street or streets 
and where the roadway of such street or streets was not in the corporate 
limits of such municipalities prior to the 26th day of August, 1927, but sub- 
sequently included in the corporate limits thereof by extending the City limits 
of such municipality by an Act of the Legislature, and which street or streets 
have been improved and paved with hard surface paving at the expense or 
credit of such towns or municipalities, or of the property owners owning 
property abutting such street or streets, the State Highway Commission shall 
make such contracts or agreements as may be necessary to provide for pay- 
ment by the State of the actual cost of such hard surfaced paving for a width 
of twenty feet, provided that the total amount shall not exceed $50,000.00 for 
all of such towns or municipalities in which the city limits have been extended 
since August 26, 1927; by an act of the Legislature, and the amount of 
$50,000.00 shall be prorated among such cities and towns in proportion to the 
amount actually expended by them, and may also cooperate or contract with 
any municipality, or county authorities in the paving or improving the road- 
way only, of any street or highway upon which a State Educational or Elee- 
mosynary Institution may front or abut, provided that, where such State 
Educational or Eleemosynary Institution, or the property thereof fronts or 
abuts on both sides of the street or highway, the roadway of which is to be 
paved or improved, the State Highway Department is hereby authorized to, 
and shall, expend an amount of money sufficient to cover the entire cost 
thereof, and where such Institution, or the property thereof, fronts or abuts on 
only one side of such street or highway, the said Department is hereby 
authorized to, and shall, expend an amount of money sufficient to cover only 
one-half of the cost thereof; the State Highway Commission is authorized and 
empowered and may, with the approval of the Governor, enter into contract 
by bond or policy, with an Insurance Company authorized to do business in 
this State, covering a certain amount to be paid to the employees of the State 
Highway Department, actually engaged in the Construction, Maintaining or 
Repairing of Public Roads and Bridges, who by accidental means may be 
killed or injured. Provided that the amount paid to any such party on account 
of accidental death, or injury shall not exceed the amount or amounts as pro- 
vided by the Compensation Act of this State. The premium upon such bond 
or policy shall be paid out of the funds of the State Highway Department as 
provided by law; and to that end and for that purpose the Department may 
with the consent and approval of the Governor disburse any monies hereby 
or otherwise appropriated or set apart for the construction, repair or mainte- 
nance of the public roads, bridges and highways of this State.” 

With this amendment some amounts can be returned to those cities and 
towns in the State which have, by the enlargement of their corporate limits, 
taken in certain territory where the property is not valuable but where the 
State Highway is very valuable to the traveling public and the citizens gener- 
ally, and which have paid for these highways or assessed the cost of them 
to the abutting property owners. 

If the Executive Amendment here suggested is made, the Highway Com- 
mission will have the right in the future to determine whether or not it will 
improve a street within a city or town as a part of a highway in all cities and 
towns just as it now has the right to do in cities or towns of less than five 
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thousand population and no partiality will be shown between the different 
cities and towns in the State as would be done under the act as passed.

By Mr. Black of Geneva: 

H. J. R. 10%. Whereas, the Town of Geneva, the County site 
of Geneva County, Alabama, is located between the Choctaw- 
hatchee River, Pea River and Double Bridges Creek, and near the 
junction of said streams; and 

Whereas, during the past twenty-five years the Town and 
community has been several times seriously damaged by flood 
waters from said streams; and 

Whereas, in the Spring of 1928 these streams reached flood 
proportions resulting in more serious damages than had ever been 
experienced up to that time and indicating a more frequent re- 

‘currence of greater proportions each year; and 
Whereas, on March 16, 1929 the most disastrous flood in the 
history of the Town and community swept over it, flooding every 
business house within its borders, washing away and totally de- 
stroying many homes and business houses; flood waters reaching a 
-depth of more than fifteen feet on Main Street in front of United 
States Post Office, resulting in great loss and damages to the 
: public records of the County as well as loss and damage of prop- 
erty, reaching the enormous figure of more than One Million Dol- 
lars; causing human suffering, reducing many of our fellow cit- 
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izens to the direst straits for a bare subsistence, and in this, they 
would have been denied but for the magnificent service of the Red 
Cross Association, aided by State and Governmental Agencies; and 

Whereas, the remedying of this widespread loss and waste, call 
most loudly for immediate and careful consideration, and atten- 
tion; and 

‘Whereas, the Choctawhatchee River is a navigable stream over 
which the National Government has assumed certain jurisdiction; 
and 

Whereas, the Congress of the United States made an appropria- 
tion for a survey of said streams to ascertain the feasibility and 
practicability of flood protection for the Town of Geneva and 
community, which survey has been completed by skilled and com- 
petent engineers of the War Department of the United States; 

Now therefore be it resolved that we, the House of Repre- 
sentatives and Senate of Alabama in regular session assembled, 
do hereby memorialize and respectfully urge the Congress of 
United States to make provision, at its next session, upon the re- 
port of the engineers, if found practicable, to take all steps that 
may be necessary, in the full exercise of its powers, toward the 
speedy remedying of such conditions, and the protection, by levee 
or otherwise, of our fellow citizens from a recurrence of such 
enormous losses, suffering and waste; and 

We further memorialize and urge the Senators and Representa- 
tives from Alabama in the Congress of the United States to take as 
soon as possible such steps as are necessary and proper to bring 
this matter before Congress and to obtain such action as is neces- 
sary to effect the relief herein mentioned; 

That a copy of this resolution be promptly furnished, after its 
passage and approval, to the Secretary of War of the United 
States, and each Senator and Representative in Congress from 
Alabama.

exclusively for the purpose of paying its bonded indebtedness and the 
interest thereon evidenced by its bonds and interest coupons issued 
‘and outstanding at the time of the adoption of this amendment or 
evidenced by its refunding bonds and interest coupons, herein pro- 
vided for, which may be issued hereafter; provided, however, that 
‘when and after all of said bonded indebtedness of the city of .Bridge-

further that such refunding bonds and interest coupons representing 
the bonded indebtedness of the city of Bridgeport existing at the 
time of the adoption of this amendment shall have all the security 
-and protection to which the original bonds were entitled. (c) That the 
total taxes levied for all purposes shall not exceed one and one-half 
percentum in any one year on property situated therein, based on the 
value of such property as assessed for State taxation during the pre- 
ceding year. (d) That the adoption of this amendment shall in no 
wise affect, limit, modify, abridge or impair the power, authority or 
right of said municipality to levy and collect the special school taxes 
now or hereafter vested in it under the Constitution or any amend- 
ment thereto. (e) Each election held under the provisions of this 
amendment shall be ordered, held, canvassed and may be contested 
in the same manner as is or may be provided by the law applicable 
to the municipal corporation for elections to autharize the issuance 
of municipal bonds.

The rate of taxation proposed shall be printed 
upon the ballot in the space indicated therefor, and the year or years 
in which the proposed rate is to apply, and the purpose or purposes 
for which such tax is to be used, shall be like-wise printed in the re- 
spective spaces therefor. The voter shall record his choice either 
for or against authorization of the proposed rate for the proposed 
purpose or purposes by placing a crossmark before or after the 
words expressing his choice. Elections in said municipality to au- 
thorize the levy of such special tax may be held as often as ordered 
by the governing body thereof, but when a proposition is sub- 
mitted to the electors of said municipality for authorization to levy 
a special tax for a specific purpose and such proposition is de- 
feated, no second election for the same purpose shall be held in 
said municipality within one year thereafter. This amendment 
shall be self-operative without any additional legislation.

A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To establish a law and Equity Court for Lauderdale County; to define its 
jurisdiction and powers, to provide for its officers, their powers, duties and 
compensation; to provide for trial tax and other fees, to’ provide that 
said court shall be open at all times for the trial of cases and transactions 
of business; prescribing rules and procedure for said court; to provide for 
an official court reporter for said court and fix his compensation, and to pro- 
vide for the transfer of causes now or hereafter pending in the County and Cir- 
cuit Court of Lauderdale County, Alabama, to the Law and Equity Court; 
to abolish the County Court of Lauderdale County and the Office of Deputy 
Solicitor for Lauderdale County. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama, that there be and 
there is hereby established in and for the County of Lauderdale a Law and 
Equity Court which shall be called the Law and Equity Court of Lauderdale 
County, and shall be a Court of record, and which shall have and exercise con- 
current jurisdiction, authority, functions and powers now conferred or which 
may hereafter be conferred upon the several Circuit Courts of the State, 
where the amount involved, exclusive of interest and costs, does not exceed 
fifteen hundred dollars, provided, however, that the Law and Equity Court 
of Lauderdale County shall not have jurisdiction to try persons charged with 
felonies; and shali have concurrent jurisdiction with the Justices of the Peace 
of Lauderdale County in all matters whatsoever. 

Section 2. That the Judge for said Court shall be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor of the State immediately after the approval of this Act, whose term 
of office shall: begin immediately upon his appointment and qualification and 
shall continue until the second Tuesday after the first Monday in January, 
1935 or until his successor is elected and qualified; and that, at the general 
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election to be held in the year 1934 the successor of the Judge so appointed 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of Lauderdale County, Alabama, 
voting at said election, whose term of office shall begin on the expiration of 
the term of office of the Judge to be appointed by the Governor, upon the 
approval of, and authority of this act, and the Judge so elected at said elec- 
tion shall hold office for a term of four years. At the general election in 1938, 
and every four years thereafter, the Judge of and for said court shall be 
elected by the qualified electors of Lauderdale County; and the Judge so 
elected shall hold office for four years and until his successor is elected and 
qualified. The Judge of said Court before entering upon the duties of said 
office shall take the oath required by law to be taken by the Judges of the 
Circuit Courts of Alabama. The said Judge shall be a qualified elector of 
Lauderdale County, Alabama; shall be learned in the law and shall be not less 
than twenty-five years of age. 

Section 3. Vacancies in the office of the Judge of said Court shall be 
filled by appointment of the Governor, and the person so appointed shall hold 
office as required by the Constitution of this State. Said Judge may be re- 
moved from office in the manner now provided by law for the removal of 
Circuit Judges. 

Section 4. That the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Lauderdale County 
shall be ex-officio clerk of said Court, and shall have the powers and dis- 
charge the duties, which will devolve upon the Clerk of the Circuit Court, 
and shall be subject to the same pains and penalties with regard to the duties 
of this office and shall be entitled to the same fees in cases wherein the 
amount involved is more than $50.00 as are now or may hereafter be allowed 
to Circuit Court Clerks of Alabama, and in cases where the amount involved 
is $50.00 or less the same fees as are now or may hereafter be allowed Justices 
of the Peace, and the same shall be collected as such fees are collected in the 
Circuit Court. 

Section 5. That the Register of the Circuit Court of Lauderdale County 
in Equity shall be ex-officio the Register of said Court in Equity, and 
shall have the same powers and discharge the same duties which will de- 
volve upon the Register of the Circuit Court in Equity and shall be subject to 
the same pains and penalties with regard to the duties of the office and 
shall be entitled to the same fees as are now, or may hereafter be, allowed 
to the Register of the Circuit Court in Equity in Alabama, and the same shall 
be collected as such fees are collected in the Circuit Courts in Equity. 

Section 6. That the Judge of said Court shall receive a salary of Three 
Thousand Six Hundred Dollars per year, payable Three Hundred Dollars 
per month, out of the general fund of the County treasury at the end of 
each month, payable on warrants drawn by said Judge, and that there 
shall be taxed as a trial fee the sum of $3.00 in all cases entered on the 
docket in said court. Said trial fee in all cases shall be paid by the clerk 
of said Court into the county treasury for the benefit of the general fund. 

Section 7. That the office of Deputy Solicitor for Lauderdale County be 
and the same is hereby abolished. 

Section 8. That there shall be a solicitor of and for said Law and 
Equity Court of Lauderdale County who shall be appointed by the Governor 
immediately after the approval of this Act, and who shall hold office until 
the second Tuesday after the first Monday in January, 1935, and until his 
successor is elected and qualified, and shall prosecute for the State all 
causes in said Court and for so doing he shall receive a salary of Eighteen 
Hundred Dollars per year, payable One Hundred Fifty Dollars per month, 
out of the county treasury on warrants to be drawn by the Judge of said 
Court. That in the absence of the said Solicitor the Judge of said Court 
may appoint a special deputy solicitor to represent the State in cases that 
the solicitor of said court is required to represent the State in and shall re- 
ceive for his compensation $5.00 for each day or fraction thereof, for the 
time actually appointed. Said Solicitor shall begin upon the approval of this 
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Act and at the general election in 1934 and every four years thereafter there 
shall be elected a solicitor for said Law and Equity Court of Lauderdale 
County, by the qualified electors of said County. That the said solicitor 
shall be a qualified elector of Lauderdale County and shall be learned in the 
law and said solicitor shall not defend any person charged with crime in 
any of the criminal courts of Lauderdale County. 

Section 9. That the duties of the Solicitor of said Law and Equity Court 
shall be the same as now provided by law for Deputy County Solicitors. 

Section 10. That the Court shall be held at the Court house of Lauder- 
dale County and shall be open at all times for the trial of cases and the 
transaction of business. In case of sickness or disqualification of the Judge 
the law applicable to the appointment and service of special judges in the 
Circuit Court shall apply. The Judge of said Court shall be subject to the 
same penalties for failure to attend upon the Court as Circuit Judges of this 
State. The Judges shall keep an office in the Court house of Lauderdale 
County or at such other suitable place as may be provided by the Court of 
County Commissioners of Lauderdale County. 

Section 11. The Judge of said Court shall hold a session of the Court be- 
ginning on the first Monday in each Month. At least four sessions in each 
calendar year shall be jury sessions, provided, however, that jury sessions 
shall not be called oftener than every two months. 

Section 12. That it shall be the duty of the presiding Judge of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Lauderdale County immediately after the approval of this Act, 
to make an order transferring to the Law and Equity Court all cases pend- 
ing on the docket of the Circuit Court against persons charged with a mis- 
demeanor, and from and after the approval of this Act, each and every in- 
dictment returned by a grand jury of Lauderdale County, against persons 
charged with the commission of a misdemeanor, shall at once, be trans- 
ferred to the Law and Equity Court of Lauderdale County by the Clerk 
of said Circuit Court and the jurisdiction of the Law and Equity Court shall 
attach to said cause, and the jurisdiction of said Circuit Court shall cease, and 
it shall be the duty of the Clerk to immediately issue capiases against said 
parties so charged with a misdemeanor, returnable to the Law and Equity 
Court of Lauderdale County. 

Section 13. All Civil cases in law or in equity now pending or which 
may hereafter be pending in the Circuit Court of Lauderdale County may 
be, by agreement of the parties thereto, transferred from said Circuit Court 
to said Law and Equity Court by the Clerk of Circuit Court. 

Section 14. The sheriff of Lauderdale County shall in person, or by a 
deputy or deputies appointed by him, said appointment to be approved by 
said Court, be required to attend upon said Court, and preserve order and 
execute all process and perform such other duties in all respects as in the Cir- 
cuit Court and for such services of attending such court the sheriff shall 
receive $3.00 per day to be paid out of County Treasury for one deputy. The 
sheriff shall receive the same fees for executing the processes. of this court 
as provided by law for the execution of the same processes in the Circuit 
Court or in the Justices of the Peace court, and shall be collected in the 
same way as is now or may hereafter be provided by law. 

Section 15. That the procedure, practice and rules governing the Circuit 
Courts of Alabama shall in all things apply to and govern the procedure 
and practice in the Law and Equity Court of Lauderdale County, except as 
herein otherwise provided. 

Section 1514. Where an appeal is taken from the judgment of the law 
and equity court of Lauderdale County in criminal cases, the trial court re- 
tains jurisdiction for the purpose of granting a motion for a new trial; and 
also retains jurisdiction for the purpose of enforcing its judgment where 
the appeal is dismissed before the judgment of the appellate court is rendered. 

Section 16. The Judge of said court shall adopt a seal for the law side of 
the docket of the Law and Equity court which shall be kept in the custody 
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and control of the clerk of the court. The Judge shall also adopt a seal for 
the equity side of the law and equity court which shall be kept in the custody 
and control of the Register of the court. 

Section 17. That in all civil causes at law in the law and equity court the 
issue and question of fact shall be tried by the judge of the court without 
the intervention of a jury unless a jury trial be demanded in writing by the 
plaintiff at the commencement of the suit, or by the defendant or any other 
party occupying the position of defendant or claimant, within thirty days 
after the perfection of service on him, provided, however, in all civil causes 
at law, when the sum claimed does not exceed twenty dollars the cause 
must be tried by the court without the intervention of a jury; but when it ex- 
ceeds twenty dollars, an issue must be made up, under the direction of the 
court, and the cause tried by a jury, if demanded, as provided by law. The 
demand for a jury may be made upon the summons and complaint or other 
original pleadings filed by the plaintiff and the defendant may likewise indorse 
his demand for a jury on the plea, answer or other pleading filed by him. 
In all cases in the law and equity court of Lauderdale County brought by 
appeal or certiorari from judgments of Justices of the Peace, Recorders 
Courts, or other inferior courts the issue and question of fact shall be tried 
by the judge of the court without the intervention of a jury unless a demand 
for a trial by jury be made in writing and filed in the cause by the party suing 
out the appeal or certiorari within ten days after suing out the same, or 
filed in the cause by the opposite party within ten days after notice of the 
appeal. Any party demanding a jury shall not have the right to withdraw 
his demand without the consent of the opposite party. Failure to demand a 
jury as herein provided, shall be a waiver of the rights of trial by jury. 

Section 18. That in all misdemeanor causes in the law and equity court 
of Lauderdale County, the issue and question of fact shall be tried by the 
Judge of the court without the intervention of a jury except in causes where 
a trial by jury is demanded in writing by the defendant, and such written 
demand filed in the cause with the clerk of the court on or before the first 
sounding of the cause if the ‘cause is sounded within thirty days after the 
defendant has been arrested or taken into custody after the finding of the 
indictment, or within thirty days after the defendant has appealed if the cause 
is brought to the law and equity court of Lauderdale County by appeal, and 
if such case is not sounded within thirty days after the defendant has appealed 
or been arrested or taken into custody after the finding of the indictment, 
then such written demand must be filed with the clerk within thirty days after 
the defendant has appealed or been arrested or taken into custody after the 
finding of the indictment, a failure to demand in writing a trial by jury as 
herein provided shall be held and deemed to be a waiver by the defendant 
of a trial by jury. 

Section 19. That in the trial of any cause at law, either civil or criminal, 
in the Law and Equity Court of Lauderdale County, Alabama, by the judge 
without the intervention of a jury, either party to a civil cause or the defendant 
in a criminal cause may present for review by bill of exceptions, the con- 
clusions and judgment of the court on the evidence, and the Court of Appeals 
or the Supreme Court shall review the same without any presumption in favor 
of the court below, and if there be error shall render such judgment in the 
cause as the court below should have rendered, or reverse and remand the 
same for further proceedings in said court as the appellate court may 
deem right. 

Section 20. That the judge of said court shall draw the petit jurors for 
said court in the same way and manner, to try the jury cases, as the circuit 
courts draw petit jurors to try such cases, and in accordance with the law 
as provided for drawing petit juries in the several Circuit Courts of Alabama, 
or may be hereafter provided by law. : 

Section 21. Prosecutions for misdemeanors committed in Lauderdale 
County may be commenced in this court by making affidavit before the 
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judge or clerk of said court, writ on said affidavit to be issued by said clerk 
and when the defendant is arrested on such affidavit said cause shall go on 
the docket for trial, and be tried as though the defendant had been indicted 
by a grand jury. An amendment of the affidavit. without the defendant’s 
consent shall entitle the defendant to a continuance. 

Section 22. The judge of said court shall have power to issue search war- 
rants, writs of habeas corpus, prohibition, certiorari, quo warranto and all 
other special and extraordinary writs. 

Section 23. It shall be the duty of the clerk of said court to keep a record 
upon which shall be recorded all affidavits and if any of said affidavits should 
be lost or destroyed, a certified copy thereof shall be used the same as the 
original, and the clerk shall receive a fee of twenty-five cents for recording 
such affidavits to be taxed as cost in case the defendant is convicted. 

Section 24. That the Supreme Court and Court of Appeals of this State 
shall have appellate and supervisory jurisdiction over said court and the judge 
thereof, which may be exercised in the same manner as such jurisdiction is 
exercised over the Circuit Courts of this State, and the Judges thereof, and 
appeals may be taken from the judgments and decrees of said court to the 
Supreme Court and Court of Appeals, in the same manner and within the 
same time, as appeals are now taken from the judgments and decrees of the 
Circuit Courts of this State. 

Section 25. The venue in any case in the Law and Equity Court of 
Lauderdale County may be changed to another ‘unty under the same orders 
and regulations as govern changes of venue in Circ. “t Courts. 

Section 26. The witnesses attending upon satu law and equity Court 
shall be entitled to, and paid the same fee as are paid the witnesses in the 
Circuit Courts of Lauderdale County. 

Section 27, The County Court of Lauderdale County is hereby abolished 
and all cases pending in said Court shall by the clerk in said court be 
transferred from the docket of the said County Court to the docket of the Law 
and Equity Court. 

Section 28. The judge of this court shall secure the services of a compe- 
tent short-hand writer to attend the terms of this Court and report in 
shorthand all the cases tried herein and-during the time he is actually engaged 
in reporting and transcribing for the court or the attorneys he is an officer 
of this court, and he shall receive a salary to be fixed by the judge of said 
court not to exceed One Hundred Dollars per month, and said salary shall 
be paid in monthly installments at the end of each month and shall be 
paid to him from the funds of the County by the County Treasurer or 
other custodian of said funds, on a warrant drawn thereon by the judge of 
this court, provided, however, the judge of this court shall have the right 
to remove said reporter from office at his pleasure. In addition to the 
compensation herein provided for, said reporter shall be entitled to tax and 
collect from the litigant or his attorneys for whom he is making a transcript 
of the evidence the sum of ten cents per hundred words for said transcript, 
and when such transcript is made the reporter shall append thereto his cer- 
tificate to the correctness of the same as such official reporter. 

The Stenographers notes shall be preserved and filed as now provided by 
law in the Circuit Court. 

Section 29, That in all cases reported by such reporter in this court 
there shall be taxed and collected as a part of the cost of the case a fee of 
$3.00 for each day or fraction thereof, that such reporter shall be engaged 
in reporting a case, and when collected to be paid by the Clerk into the treas- 
ury of Lauderdale County. 

Section 30. The same rules, regulations and laws applicable to appeals 
from the Circuit Court to the Supreme Court or Court of Appeals shall 
govern appeals in all cases from the law and Equity Court of Lauderdale 
County unless otherwise provided in this act. 
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Section 31. If an appeal is sought from a judgment in this court in a 
cause which was reported by a reporter who afterwards died or is otherwise 
inaccessable or unable fo make and file a transcript of the evidence and 
proceedings in said cause, then such party appealing shall have the right to 
prepare and file with the clerk of this court what in his opinion is a correct 
bill of the exceptions and if there is a dispute between the parties as to the 
bill of exceptions as filed the judge of said court shall determine what is a 
correct bill of exceptions. If either party is dissatisfied with the bill of excep- 
tions as fixed by the judge he may proceed to establish his bill of exceptions 
in the Appellate Court as now provided by law. 

Section 32. That the Clerk and Register, with the approval of the judge, 
are hereby authorized to purchase all necessary records, stationery and 
supplies for the maintenance of said court and the same shall be paid for out 
of the county treasury, in the same manner as now provided by law for the 
payment for such records, stationery and supplies in the Circuit Court. 

Section 33. That there shall be taxed against the defendant on conviction 
the same solicitor’s fee and the same shall be collected in the way provided 
by law for taxing and collecting solicitors’ fees in the Circuit Court, and 
when collected shall be paid into the treasury of Lauderdale County, Alabama. 

Section 34. That there shall not be any grand juries drawn or empan- 
nelled in this court. 

Section 35. That if, for any reason any section, provision or clause of this 
act be held unconstitutional or invalid, then that fact shall not destroy the 
constitutionality of the act except as to such clause or section. 

Section 36. That all laws, both local and general, in conflict with this Act 
be and the same are hereby repealed. 

" Section 37. That this Act shall take effect from and after the approval 
thereo:

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. That there is hereby created and established in and for the 
County of Morgan in the State of Alabama, “The Board of County Commis- 
sioners of Morgan County,” to be composed of five (5) members, one of 
whom shall be the Chairman of The Board of County Commissioners, and all 
of whom shall be qualified voters of said County. 

Section 2. That for the purpose of this Act and the enforcement 
thereof, the said County of Morgan is hereby divided into four (4) sub-divi- 
sions, to be known as Districts, and numbered respectively from one (1) to 
four (4) both inclusive. District Number One shall embrace and be composed 
of all of that territory now constituting Beats or Precincts numbered One (1), 
Two (2), Eleven (11), Twelve (12), and Thirteen (13), and known respective- 
ly as Decatur, Lanes, Trinity, Priceville and Flint. District number Two shall 
embrace and be composed of all of that territory now constituting Beats or 
Precincts numbered Three (3), Nine (9), Ten (10), Sixteen (16), and Twenty- 
two (22), and known respectively as Danville, Somerville, Hartselle, Shady 
Grove or Neel, and Oak Ridge. District Number Three shall embrace and be 
composed of all of that territory now constituting Beats or Precincts num- 
bered Four (4), Five (5), Six (6), Seventeen (17), Twenty-one (21), and 
Twenty-four (24), and known respectively as Gibson or Massey, Falkville, 
Lawrence Cove, Eva, Lacon and Gum Pond. District Number Four shall em- 
brace and be composed of all of that territory now constituting Beats or Pre- 
cincts numbered Seven (7), Eight (8), Fourteen (14), Fifteen (15), Eighteen 
(18), and Twenty (20), and known respectively as Apple Grove or Center 
Grove, Valhermosa, Florette, Wolffs, Ryans X Roads and Lacys Spring. 

Section 3. James L. Draper, is hereby designated, declared and appointed 
commissioner from District Number One, and he shall be and become a mem- 
ber of the said Board of County Commissioners from the said District, and 

-his term of office shall begin upon the approval of this Act, and he shall 
hold office until the first Tuesday after the second Monday in January, 1935, 
and until his successor is elected and qualified. A. D. Sample is hereby desig- 
nated, declared and appointed commissioner from District Number Two, and 
he shall be and become a member of the said Board of County Commissioners 
from the said District, and his term of office shall begin upon the approval of 
this Act, and he shall hold office until the first Tuesday after the second 
Monday in January, 1935, and until his successor is elected and qualified. A. 
K. Frost, is hereby designated, declared and appointed commissioner from 
District Number Three, and he shall be and become a member of the said 
Board of County Commissioners from the said District, and his term of office 
shall begin upon the approval of this Act, and he shall hold office until the first 
Tuesday after the second Monday in January, 1933, and until his successor is 
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elected and qualified. J. W. Lynn, is hereby designated, declared and ap- 
pointed commissioner from District Number Four, and he shall be and be- 
come a member of the said Board of County Commissioners from the said 
District, and his term of office shall begin upon the approval of this Act, and 
he shall hold office until the first Tuesday after the second Monday in January, 
1933, and until his successor is elected and qualified. Within ten days from 
and after the passage and approval of this Act, the Governor shall appoint 
the Chairman of the said The Board of County Commissioners, who shall 
hold office under said appointment until the first Tuesday after the second 


_ Monday in January, 1933, and until his successor is elected and qualified. 


Section 4. That at the general election to be held in 1932, a Chairman of 
said Board to succeed the Chairman appointed by the Governor under the 
provisions of this Act, and the members of said Board from Districts Numbers 
Three and Four, shall be elected by the qualified electors of the entire County, 
and the term of office of the said Chairman and the said members shall com- 
mence on the first Tuesday after the second Monday in January next succeed- 
ing their election, and they shall hold office for a period of four years and until 
their successors are elected and qualified, and at the general election to be held 
in 1934, the members from Districts Numbers One and Two, shall be elected 
by the qualified electors of the entire County, and their term of office shall 
commence on the first Tuesday after the second Monday in January next suc- 
ceeding their election, and they shall hold office for a period of four years 
and until their successors are elected and qualified. Subsequently and at the 
expiration of the term of office of the Chairman and the members of the Board 
as above provided, there shall be elected by the qualified voters of the entire 
County a Chairman and the members of said Board from each of said Dis- 
tricts as above provided, and they shall hold office for a period of four (4) 
years and until their successors are elected and qualified. : 

Section 5. The Chairman and each member of the said Board of County 
Commissioners shall be nominated by the voters of the entire County, who 
are authorized to participate in any primary election, caucus or convention 
held or called by any political party for the nomination of said offices, and 
their nomination by the qualified voters of the Districts or of any sub-division 
of said County less than the whole County by any primary election, caucus 
or convention is hereby prohibited. 

Section 6. The Chairman of the said Board shall be a resident of the 
County continuously during his term of office, and each member of said Board 
shall be a resident of the District for which he is elected, and shall reside in 
said District continuously during his term of office. 

Section 7. Should any vacancy occur in the said Board of County Com- 
missioners, such vacancy shall be filled by appointment of the Governor for 
the unexpired term. 

Section 8. That the said Board of County Commissioners shall have the 
power and authority to direct and control the property of the County as it may 
deem expedient and according to law; to levy general and special taxes for 
particular County purposes according to the provisions of the laws of the 
State of Alabama, general or special; to examine, settle and allow accounts 
and claims chargeable against the County; to examine and audit accounts of 
all officers having the management, collection or disbursement of money be- 
longing to the County or appropriated for its use or benefit. 

Section 9. That the said Board shall have all of the jurisdiction and all 
of the powers which are now or may hereafter be by law vested in the 
Courts of County Commissioners of this State, and the several members of 
the said Board of County Commissioners of Morgan County shall respectively 
perform ali the duties and services and render all the powers which are or may 
be required by law of the members of the Courts of County Commissioners, 

Section 10. That all the general laws heretofore and hereafter enacted 
by the Legislature of Alabama, in relation to the jurisdiction, powers, authori- 
ties or duties of County Commissioners in this State, shall apply to the said 
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Board of County Commissioners of Morgan County, except so much of the 
said general laws as may relate to the mode of selection of said Court of 
County Commissioners, provided that this Act shall not be construed to im- 
pair the jurisdiction and authority of the said Board. 

Section 11. That the said Board shall have the power and authority 
to compromise the outstanding debts of Morgan County, to examine into and 
pass upon the regularity of warrants already issued, to classify and register 
outstanding warrants, and may pledge the credit of the County to raise 
money to discharge the same as it is now or may hereafter be provided by law. 

Section 12. That the Chairman of the said Board of County Commis- 
sioners is required to give his entire time and attention to the business of 
said Board. He shall sign the minutes of the proceedings of the said Board 
and shall sign all warrants drawn on the County Treasury, or orders for the 
payment or disbursement of money or funds for the County. It is hereby 
made the duty of the said Chairman to receive and prepare the business and 
obtain information for the sessions of the said Board, and to see to the 
execution of all orders of the said Board. : 

Section 13. That the majority of the said Board shall constitute a 
quorum for the conducting of business, and no funds belonging to the County 
shall be drawn out or paid out except as authorized by the said Board, and 
a proper list and registry of all sums drawn or paid out and the nature of the 
claim and the name of the person in whose favor drawn or paid out, shall be 
kept by the Chairman of the Board. 

Section 14. The Chairman of the said Board of County Commissioners 
shall issue all notices required to be given by the said Board and by law, 
shall under the direction of the said Board keep the minutes and records of 
the proceedings of the said Board in a well bound volume provided for that 
purpose, which said records shall be kept in the office of the Judge of Probate 
of said County, and shall be opened at all reasonable hours to the inspection 
of the citizens of the said County, and generally to do and perform all such 
duties and matters as may be required of him by the said Board. The 
minutes of the said Board shall be recorded in the minute book provided for 
that purpose within five (5) days from the adjournment of any meeting of the 
said Board, regular or special. 

Section 15. Said Board of County Commissioners shall be a court of 
record when acting in a judicial capacity. 

Section 16. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of each Court of the said 
County and of the Register in Chancery to render to the said Board of 
County Commissioners, within ten (10) days after adjournment of each term 
of said Court, a list under oath of all fines and forfeitures taken and judg- 
ments rendered during such term, for the use of the said County. 

Section 17. It shall be the duty of the said Board of County Com- 
missioners to cause to be published in some newspaper published in Morgan 
County, Alabama, quarterly, a statement showing the receipts of all moneys © 
by the County during the preceding quarter, and from what source so received, 
and a statement of all sums disbursed during the preceding quarter and for 
what and to whom so disbursed. 

Section 18. The said Board of County Commissioners shall hold its ses- 
sions or meetings at the Court House in and for Morgan County. 

Section 19. The Chairman of the said Board of County Commissioners 
shall receive a salary of Eighteen Hundred ($1800.00) Dollars per annum, pay- 
able monthly, and mileage to be computed at the rate of five ($.05) cents 
per mile actually travelled while in the performance of his official duties, and 
the other four members of the said Board shall receive a salary of Four 
Hundred ($400.00) Dollars per annum, payable monthly, for the supervision, 
inspection, superintendence and general oversight of all work done on the 
public roads and highways of their respective Districts as required of them 
by law, and which duties are hereby made mandatory, and in addition the said 
four members of the said Board shall receive Five ($5.00) Dollars, per day, for 
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each day such member is in attendance upon the meeting of said Board, and 
mileage to be computed at the rate of five ($.05) cents, per mile actually 
travelled to and from the County Seat; all of said salaries and compensation 
to be paid out of the County Treasury. 

Section 20. Each member of said Board is hereby required, before en- 
tering upon the duties of his office, to make and file the statutory oath of of- 
fice together with a bond with good and sufficient sureties, to be approved by 
the Judge of Probate of Morgan County, Alabama, payable to Morgan Coun- 
ty, Alabama, and conditioned for the faithful performance of the duties of 
their respective offices. Said bond and oath to be filed with the Judge of 
Probate of said County. The bond of the Chairman of the said Board is here- 
by fixed at Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, and the bonds of the other 
four members of the said Board are hereby fixed at Two Thousand ($2,000.00) 
Dollars, each. 

Section 21. The Board of County Commissioners shall hold regular 
meetings on the first Monday in each month and may hold special meetings 
at any time on the call of the Chairman of the Board, or of three members 
entered in writing on the minutes of the Board. 

Section 22. The Board of County Commissioners may employ a com- 
petent engineer who shall have charge and supervision of the road work in 
said County, and the said Board shall fix his compensation and prescribe his 
duties. Said Board shall have the right to discharge the said engineer at any 
time they see fit, without giving any reason therefor. 

Section 23. Should any section or part of this Act be declared uncon- 
stitutional, the other parts of the Act shall nevertheless remain in full force 
and effect. 

Section 24. That upon the approval of this Act by the Governor of Ala- 
bama, the Board of Revenue of Morgan County, Alabama, as now constituted 
shall be abolished and shall cease to exist in and for said County. 

Section 25. That all laws and parts of laws, general or special, in con- 
flict with the provisions of this Act, be and the same are hereby repealed, and 
the Act of the Legislature of Alabama, approved September 29, 1919, (Local 
Acts of Legislature, 1919, page 258 et seq) whereby a Board of Revenue was 
created and established in and for Morgan County, Alabama, be and the same 


is hereby expressly repealed.

To be entitled an Act to amend Sections 372 and 373 of the Ala- 
bama School Code of 1927. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

That Section 372 of the School Code of Alabama, 1927, be 
amended to read as follows: 

Section 372. Application for Rural School House-—The County 
Board of Education, where it is proposed to erect a school building 
or teachers’ home according to plans furnished by the State Depart- 
ment of Education or to repair or to equip a school building ac- 
cording to plans approved by the State Department of Education 
may make application to the State Board of Education for aid sub- 
ject to the following conditions: The application shall show that at 
least one-half the amount for which aid is asked has already been 
secured from other sources than the State, and shall also contain a 
description of the plot of land upon which the public school build- 
ing for which aid is sought is located or is to be erected.

A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To preserve the commissioners districts of Washington County as now 
fixed by law, or as may be hereafter prescribed; to make the commissioners now 
holding office in each district and the Judge of Probate of said county a board 
of road supervisors in addition to their duties as a court of county commis- 
sioners, to prescribe their duties and fix their salaries, to repeal an act ap- 
proved August 20, 1927 of the local acts of 1927 on page 234 thereof. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama; 

Section 1. That Washington County is hereby divided into four com- 
missioner’s districts as now promulgated and fixed by the minutes of the 
court of county commissioners of said county and known as districts number 
1, 2, 3 and 4 and shall remain as now fixed until changed by the court of 
County Commissioners of Washington County at a regular meeting by an 
order in writing spread upon the minutes of said court. 

Section 2. That the commissioners from each of said districts and the 
Probate Judge of said county, in addition to their duties as a court of 
county commissioners shall be and constitute a board of supervisors and for 
their services as road supervisors each commissioner shall receive in addition 
to the per diem and mileage provided by law for county commissioners, the 
additional sum $75.00 per month and the Judge of Probate shall receive for 
his services as a member of the board of supervisors in addition to the per 
diem provided for by law for county commissioners the additional sum of 
$50.00 per month payable out of the county treasury of Washington County 
by a warrant drawn by the judge of Probate on the order of the county com- 
missioners or road supervisors. The salary as above prescribed for the Judge 
of Probate shall be in lieu of the ex-officio road services as is now provided for 
by section 7285 of the code of 1927. 

Section 3. That in addition to their duties as a court of county commis- 
sioners the said commissioners shall have power and authority without inter- 
ference to work and control the working of public roads over the county. 
That each of said commissioners shall supervise the working of the roads in 
the district from which he is elected and shail have the authority to work and 
control the working of the public roads in said district; to construct new roads 
over routes and rights of ways secured and approved by the court of county 
commissioners or road supervisors and to maintain and build bridges and 
culverts and employ labor and to use county convicts upon the roads, unless 
the court of county commissioners shall make an order turning said county 
convicts over to the state. 

He may also purchase materials and let contracts for the building or 
repairing of bridges, culverts and roads, provided the costs of material and 
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labor does not exceed the sum of $100.00 but any contract for the building or 
repairing of bridges, culverts and roads in excess of $100.00 shall first be 
aaormed by the court of county commissioners as is now provided for 
y law. 

Section 4. That each of said road supervisors shall at least five (5) days 
before each regular meeting of the court of county commissioners file with 
the Judge of Probate or chairman of the court of county commissioners an - 
itemized statement of all work done, contracts let, and labor employed and 
the cost thereof showing the items purchased, the labor and days employed 
and the price paid therefor and such other things as will properly advise 
the court of county commissioners of his acts and doings in these premises. 
It shall be the duty of the Judge of Probate to file said itemized statements 
in his office so that they may be accessible to public inspection at all times, 
and he shall keep a docket upon which shall be entered all claims against the 
county for road work as is now provided for by law and to do and perform 
any and all services which may be necessary for the proper enforcement of 
this act. 

Section 5. The court of county commissioners or road supervisors shall 
enter an order directing the monthly payment of all bills and expenses for 
road work and the same shall be paid when properly itemized and sworn to 
by the claimant and filed with the Judge of Probate or chairman of said 
board of supervisors as provided for by section (4) of this act and approved 
by the court of county commissioners by warrants drawn by the Judge of 
Probate and payable out of the road funds of said county. 

Section 6. That there shall be one Commissioner elected from each com- 
missioner’s district as referred to in section one (1) of this act and he shall 
be a bona fide resident citizen of the district from which he is elected and 
shall be elected by the qualified electors in the commissioners district in 
which he is a bona fide resident citizen. That one commissioner from dis- 
trict 1 and one commissioner from district (3) shall be elected at the general 
election held in 1932, and shall hold office for a term of four (4) years; that 
one commissioner from district (2) and one commissioner from district (4) 
shall be elected at the general election to be held in 1934 and shall hold office 
for a term of four (4) years. That each commissioner shall be eligible to 
succeed himself in office. ; 

Section 7. That in addition to the regular terms prescribed for commis- 
sioners court the commissioners court or board of road supervisors of Wash- 
ington County shall hold a regular meeting on the second Monday of each 
month for the purpose of auditing and paying the bills and expenses for work 
upon public roads and such other purposes as may be deemed necessary for 
proper transaction of the road business of Washington County and may hold 
such special terms from time to time as now or may hereafter be provided by 
general laws of the State. 

Section 8. That nothing in this act shall be construed as in any way 
affecting or repealing the laws now in force requiring all persons subject to 
road duty to work on the public roads for not more than ten days in each 
year. A failure or refusal to work such roads when properly warned to do so 
by any person with authority under the general law or rules and regulations 
made by the court of county commissioners, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction shall be punished as now provided for by law. 

Section 9. That the act of the Legislature of 1927 number 319 House Bill 
number 915 on page 234 of the local Acts of 1927 is hereby repealed. 

Section 10. That this act is intended to operate as a supplemental act, and 
shall operate in addition to all general and special laws that may issue in the 
State of Alabama which are applicable to Washington County and are not in 
conflict with this act. 

Section 11. That if any clause, sentence, section or part of this act shall 
be declared invalid or unconstitutional it shall not render the remaining parts 
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of same invalid or unconstitutional but they shall remain in full force and

That the Courts of County Commissioners or Boards 
of Revenue and Road Commissioners, or other governing bodies of 
like jurisdiction in all counties which now or hereafter may have a 
population of not less than 105,000 and not more than 300,000 
according to the last or any succeeding Federal Census must estab- 
lish and designate in all state and county elections, general, primary 
and special, one voting place in each ward, in all incorporated cities 
or towns within said county, and one or more voting places in 
each election precinct in each county outside the boundaries of said 
incorporated cities or towns when it is deemed necessary for the 
convenience of the voters but no change or designation shall be 
made within thirty days of any election held in said counties. 

Section 2. That the Board of Commissioners of each incor- 
porated city or other governing bodies of like jurisdiction of any 
city or town in said counties must designate in all municipal elec- 
tions one voting place in each ward and of such incorporated city 
or town, within such counties.

That said Courts of County Commissioners, Boards 
of Revenue and Road Commissioners, or other governing bodies of 
like jurisdiction, in all state and county elections, shall designate 
the place where the qualified voters at any election shall cast their 
ballots, and the Board of Commissioners, or other governing bodies 
of like jurisdiction in each incorporated city or town in said coun- 
ties shall designate at any municipal election the place at which 
qualified voters at such election shall cast their ballots. Provided, 
however, that the places so designated shall be located as near the 
center of the ward or precinct or district as practicable. 

Section 5. The Probate Judge in said Counties are hereby

the powers and authority of the State in respect to said development ; 
continuing an agency of the State known as the State Docks Commis- 
sion, preserving the terms of office of the existing members of the 
State Docks Commission, providing for the election, subject to con- 
firmation by the Senate, and/or the Governor, of members of the 
State Docks Commission, including the participation by the Governor 
in the election of members of the Commission under certain circum- 
stances provided; to provide for the management and control of all 
of said operations by said agency; to prescribe and define the powers, 
duties, and jurisdiction of such agency, including among other things, 
the leasing of real estate within the boundaries of the State Docks 
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area and exempting from State, County and municipal taxation struc- 
tures and improvements as well as all permanent facilities erected, in-. 
stalled or located, within said boundaries, by lessees, their successors 
or assigns, for the period stipulated in such leases, and including the 
exercise of the power of eminent domain, and, among other things, 
to make rules and regulations concerning the licensing and disciplining 
of pilots, fixing pilotage fees, promulgating rules and regulations for 
the operation and maintenance of any seaport.or harbor within the 
State, preventing and penalizing obstruction of any harbor or seaport, 
providing suitable penalties for the violation of any rule or regulation 
established by said Commission under the authority of this Act; to 
confer upon said agency the power and authority to fix reasonable 
charges for services rendered pursuant to this Act by the State, or 
under its authority, and for the use of its facilities acquired or con- 
structed under authority of this Act, to require all persons and cor- 
porations rendering like services or furnishing similar facilities, to 
make charges therefor at least as great as the reasonable charges fixed 
by such agency; to establish harbor lines and to grant licenses to 
riparian owners to erect aids to navigation; to regulate generally the 
acquisition, construction, development, and operation by the State of 
harbor improvements, including, among other things, all kinds of ter- 
minal facilities at seaports; to repeal all laws in conflict with this Act, 
and expressly repealing the following sections of the Code of 1923, 
viz: Sections 2427 to 2517, both inclusive,” approved January 17th, 
1927, 

The above and foregoing bills were severally read a second time 
and placed on the adverse calendar of the House.

On motion of Mr. Beebe the House non-concurred in the Senate 
amendment to the bill, House Bill No. 53, and requested a Committee 
of Conference on the disagreement of the two Houses on the Senate 
Amendment to said bill, House Bill No. 53. Said Senate amendment 
being as follows: 


SUBSTITUTE 
Committee substitute for House Bill No. 53: 
A BILL 


.To be entitled An Act: Defining motor transportation companies 
and “motor transportation operators,” conferring jurisdiction upon 
the Alabama Public Service Commission over the transportation of 
passengers and property for hire as common carriers by motor ve- 
hicles and providing for the supervision and regulation and taxation 
of such motor transportation companies and for the enforcement of 
this Act and for punishment for violations thereof. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

That in addition to any authority, powers and jurisdiction under 
the laws of this State now or hereafter conferred upon or exer- 
cised by the Alabama Public Service Commission, there is hereby 
conferred upon said Commission all the authority, power and juris- 
diction hereinafter particularly set forth: 

Section 1. The following words and phrases used in this Act, 
when not inconsistent with the context, shall be construed as fol- 
lows: The term “commission” shall be construed to mean the 
Alabama Public Service Commission; the term “commissioner” 
shall mean one of the members of such commission; “motor trans- 
portation” shall be construed to mean the business of carrying and 
transporting passengers or property in motor propelled vehicles of 
any kind whatsoever for hire as common carriers over any pyblic 
street, alley, road or highway in this State, except transportation 
solely and wholly within the limits of any municipality and/or 
within the police jurisdiction thereof; the term “motor propelled 
vehicle” or “motor vehicle” when used in this Act shall be held to 
mean any automobile, automobile truck, automobile or motor bus, 
or any other self propelled vehicle or vehicles used in connection 
therewith not operated or driven upon fixed rails or tracks; the 
term “highway” as used in this Act shall be construed: to mean ary 
public road, street or alley dedicated to public use and/or main- 
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tained by the expenditure of public funds, whether within or outside 
any incorporated city, town or village; the term “motor transporta- 
tion company” shall be construed to mean any corporation, person, 
‘partnership or association, or the lessees, trustees, or receivers 
thereof, owning, controlling, operating and/or managing (1) any 
motor propelled vehicle not operated on or over rails, used in the 
business of transportation of passengers or property for hire as a 
common carrier over any highway in this State, or (2) any terminal 
or station facilities for passengers, freight or express transported 
by such company. 

(1) “Person” or “persons” shall be held to include firm, cor- 
poration, partnership or association, or any lessee, trustee or re- 
ceiver thereof. 

Provided, however, that this Act shall not apply to motor ve- 
hicles engaged exclusively in transporting solely within the limits of 
any city, town or village in this State, or within the police juris- 
diction thereof. “Fixed termini”, or “regular routes”, as used herein or 
in any certificate issued hereunder shall mean the termini between 
which or route over which such motor transportation company shall 
usually or ordinarily operate, though departures from such termini 
or route may be periodical or irregular. 

“Common Carriers” in the meaning of this Act shall be held to 
include only motor transportation companies operating between 
fixed termini or over a regular route and who hold out to carry for 
hire, so long as it has room, for all persons applying, or goods of 
everyone bringing goods to him for hire. 

Section 2. The Commission is hereby vested with power and 
authority and it shall be its duty to supervise and regulate every 
motor transportation company in this State; to fix or approve the 
rates, fares, charges, classifications and rules and regulations per- 
taining thereto, all of which shall be just and reasonable; to regulate 
and supervise the accounts, schedules, speed, service and methods 
of operating the same, to prescribe a uniform system and classifi- 
cation of accounts to be used, which, among other things, shall set 
up adequate depreciation charges, and after such accounting system 
shall have been promulgated, motor transportation companies shall 
use no other; to require the filing of annual and other reports and 
any other data; and to supervise and regulate motor transportation 
companies in all matters affecting the relationship between such 
common carriers and the traveling and shipping public, which shall 
include rules and regulations for proper inspection of motor vehicles, 
for the installation of safety devices thereon, and the installation 
of automatic speed governing regulators and mileage indicator. The 
Commission shall have power and authority by general order or 
otherwise to prescribe rules and regulations governing all such 
motor transportation companies. All laws relating to the powers, 
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duties, authority and jurisdiction of the Public Service Commission 
over common carriers of property. and of passengers are hereby 
made applicable to all such motor transportation companies, except 
as herein otherwise specifically provided. No provision of this Act 
shall be so construed as to deprive any municipality within this 
State of its right to regulate and control the use of its streets or the 
right to regulate and control all motor propelled vehicles operating 
within its corporate limits. 

No motor transportation company shall operate any motor ve- 
hicle for the transportation of passengers or property for hire as a 
common carrier on any public highway in this State, except in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this Act. 

Section 3. (a) All charges made by any motor transportation 
company for any services rendered or to be rendered in the trans- 
portation of passengers or property wholly within this State, shall 
be contained in tariffs filed with and approved by the Commission 
and ‘shall be just and reasonable, and every charge in violation, of 
such tariff rates is prohibited and declared unlawful. 

(b) In prescribing rates to be charged for the transportation 
of passengers or property the commission shall take into considera- _ 
tion, among other things, the kind, character and value of service to 
be performed. 

(c) All rates charged by motor transportation companies shall 
be substantially uniform over the same distance for the same classes 
of passengers or property, and no motor transportation company 
shall make any greater charge in proportion to the distance it 
transports passengers or property for transporation from one point 
to another not served by one or more parallel or competing trans- 
portation agencies than it charges for transportation from one point 
to another point actually served by one or more parallel or com- 
peting transportation agencies, except in cases where the Com- 
mission finds facts which justify and require departure from such 
uniform rates in the public interest. And every charge made in 
violation of this sub-section (c) is hereby declared to be unjust and 
unreasonable and the making thereof shall be punished as for any 
other violation of any of the provisions of this Act. 

(d) Every motor transportation company subject to the pro- 
visions of this Act receiving property for transportation originating 
and terminating in this State shall issue to the shipper a receipt or 
bill of lading therefor, and shall be liable as a common carrier under 
the laws of this State to the lawful holder thereof for any loss, dam- 
age or injury to such property caused by it; and no contract, stipula- 
tion, receipt, rule or regulation contained in said receipt or bill of 
lading, or otherwise, shall exempt such motor transportation com- 
pany trom.the liability hereby imposed; but nothing in this sub- 
section (d) shall deprive any holder of such receipt or bill of lad-

ing of any remedy or right of action which he has under existing 
law. Every bill of lading so issued to the shipper shall state the 
class or classes of freight or express shipped and the rate to the 
point of destination and the aggrepate charge made for the trans- 
portation. The Commission shall prescribe the forms and contents 
of bills of lading, receipts, expense bills and other records, to be 
used by motor transportation companies subject to the provisions of 
this Act and to make all proper rules and regulations with respect 
thereto which may be necessary or proper to secure the safe receipt, 
handling, transportation and delivery of property by motor transpor- 
tation companies upon just and reasonable terms, and such records 
shall be subject to inspection by the Commission. 

(e) It shall be unlawful for any motor transportation company 
subject to the provisions of this Act to make or give any undue or 
unreasonable preference or advantage to any particular person, com- 
pany, firm, corporation or locality, or any particular description of 
traffic in any respect whatsoever, or to subject any particular per- 
son, company, firm, corporation or locality, or any particular de- 
scription of traffic, to any undue or unreasonable prejudice or dis- 
advantage in any respect whatsoever; and it shall be unlawful for 
any person, persons, or corporation, to offer, grant or give or to 
solicit, accept or receive, any rebate, concession or discrimination 
in respect to the transportation of any person, passengers or prop- 
erty by any motor transportation company whereby any such per- 
son, passengers or property shall by any device whatsoever be 
transported at a less rate than that named in the tariff published 
and filed by such motor transportation company or whereby any 
other advantage is given or discrimination is practiced. 

(f) No motor transportation company shall charge or demand 
or collect or receive a greater or less or different compensation for 
the transportation of passengers.or property or for any services in 
connection therewith than the rates and charges which have been 
duly approved therefor by an order of the commission; nor shall 
any motor transportation company refund or remit in any man- 
ner or by any device any portion of the rates and charges required 
to be collected, nor extend to any shipper or person-any privileges 
or facilities in the transporation of passengers or property, except 
such as have been provided for in its published tariffs or by an 
order of the Commission. 

Section 4. (a) It is hereby declared unlawful for any motor 
transportation company to operate or furnish service within this 
State without first having obtained from the Commission a certifi- 
cate declaring that public convenience and necessity will be pro- 
moted by such operation. The Commission, upon the filing of a 
petition for such certificate, shall within a reasonable time, fix a 
time and place for hearing thereon. The Commission shall cause 
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a copy of such petition and notice of hearing thereon to be served at 
least twenty days before the hearing upon an officer or owner of 
every common carrier of passengers or property for hire, including 
railroads and upon every other applicant for a certificate to operate 
in the territory proposed to be served by the applicant and on the 
State Highway Commission, and on the city clerk of any city and 
on the Judge of Probate of each county into or through which said 
motor transportation company may desire to operate, and the State 
Highway Commission, every such common carrier or city or county is 
hereby declared to be an interested party in said proceedings and may 
offer testimony for or against the granting of such certificate, and any 
other person or persons who might in the opinion of the Commis- 
sion be properly interested in or affected by the issuance of said 
certificate may offer testimony for or against the granting of such 
certificate. If the Commission shall find from the evidence that 
public convenience and necessity will be promoted by the creation 
of the service proposed, or any part théreof, as the Commission shall 
determine, a certificate therefor shall be issued; provided, where a 
certificate such as provided for above shall have been regularly 
issued and thereafter the motor transportation company to whom 
such certificate shall have been issued, shall sell, transfer or assign 
the business, rights and assets of such motor transportation com- 
pany, then and in that event the said certificate, originally issued to 
such motor transportation company, shall, upon application to the 
Commission and upon like notice as hereinabove provided to all in- 
terested parties if the Commission after hearing shall be of the 
opinion that the purchaser thereof is in all respects qualified under 
the provisions of this Act to conduct the business of a common car- 
tier in the transportation of passengers or property for hire within 
the meaning of this Act, may be by such Commission transferred to 
the purchaser and be effective in like manner as though originally 
issued to such purchaser, provided, however, that a motor trans- 
portation company now holding a certificate of public convenience 
and necessity issued to it by the Commission shall not be required 
to apply for a new certificate under this Act, but the certificate now 
held shall be effective as if issued under this Act, but this shall not 
be construed or held to relieve the holder of such certificate from 
complying with all other provisions of this Act and any and all 
other laws now or hereafter in effect. 

(b) In determining whether such certificate shall be granted, 
the Commission must, among other things, consider the following: 

(1) Whether existing transportation service of all kinds is ade- 
quate to meet the reasonable public needs. 

(3) Financial ability of the applicant to furnish seed con- 
tinuous-and uninterrupted: service the year round. — 
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(4) The effect, expense and burden on the public highways, in- 
cluding bridges, and on the traffic, both private and common carrier, 
thereon. 

(6) The advantages to the public of the proposed service. 

(7) The Commission shall adopt rules prescribing the manner 
and form in which motor transportation companies shall apply for 
certificates required by this section. Among other rules adopted, 
there shall be rules as follows: 

(1) Application shall be in writing. 

(2) Shall contain full information concerning the ownership, 
financial condition, equipment to be used, including the size, weight 
and capacity of each vehicle to be used, and physical property of 
the applicant. 

(3) The complete route or routes over which the applicant de- 
sires to operate. 

(4) The proposed time schedule. 

(5) The proposed rates, schedule or schedules and classifica- 
tions of the equipment. 

(6) All existing transportation in the territory proposed to be 
served and wherein the public needs additional service and why. 

(7) Any such other or additional information as the Commis- 
sion may order or require. 

(d). The Commission may prescribe such reasonable conditions 
upen the issuance of such certificate as it may deem advisable. 

Section 5. Every motor transportation company doing business 
in this state and subject to the control and jurisdiction of the com- 
mission shall pay to the state as contribution to the maintenance, 
repair and policing of its public highways for each mile actually 
operated within the state over such public highways a mileage tax 
of one-fourth cent per mile on all passenger vehicles with a seating 
capacity of sixteen passengers or less; and a mileage tax of one-half 
cent per mile on all passenger vehicles with a seating capacity of 
not less than seventeen and not more than twenty passengers; and 
a mileage tax of three-fourths cent per mile on all passenger ve- 
hicles with a seating capacity exceeding twenty and not exceeding 
twenty-five passengers; and a mileage tax of one cent per mile on 
all passenger vehicles with a seating capacity exceeding twenty-five 
passengers; and a mileage tax of one-half cent per mile on all ve- 
hicles transporting property with a rated carrying capacity of less 
than two tons, and a mileage tax of three-fourth cent per mile on all 
vehicles transporting property with a rated carrying capacity of two 
tons or more but less than three tons; and a mileage tax of one cent 
per mile for vehicles transporting property with a rated carrying 
capacity of three tons or more, but less than four tons and a mileage 
tax of one and one-half cent per mile for vehicles transporting prop- 
erty with a rated carrying capacity of four tons, but less than five 
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tons ; and a mileage tax of two cents per mile for vehicles transport-. 
ing property with a rated carrying capacity of five tons or more. 
Provided, it shall be unlawful for any vehicle subject to the provi- 
sions hereof to be operated on the public highways with a load 
greater than twenty (20%) per cent in excess of its rated carrying ca- 
pacity. Such mileage tax shall be paid by such motor transporta- 
tion company in addition to all property, franchises, licenses, or 
other taxes, fees and charges now or hereafter provided by law. 
Every motor transportation company operating under the provisions 
of this Act shall, between the first and fifteenth days of January, 
April, July and October of each year, file with the Commission, a 
sworn statement showing (a) the mileage traveled on the highways 
of this State for the preceding three months or portion thereof; (b) 
the number, kind and capacity of the motor propelled vehicle so 
operated; (c) such other information as may be required by the 
commission, and such motor transportation company shall pay to 
the Commission at the time of filing of said statement, and the Com- 
mission shall collect from such motor transportation company said 
mileage tax. 

For the purpose of computing the mileage tax to be collected un- 
der the provisions of this Act, each trailer attached to a motor pro- 
pelled vehicle of any kind and used for transportation of property 
shall be deemed a motor propelled vehicle, and the mileage tax shall 
be computed upon the basis of the rated carrying capacity and miles 
actually operated by such trailer on the highways of this State at 
the rate herein specified for motor propelled vehicles in the trans- 
portation of property. The mileage tax herein specified is herein 
based upon the rated carrying capacity of the motor vehicle and the 
miles actually operated, without regard to the number of passengers 
actually hauled or the amount or value of property transported in 
the operation of such motor propelled vehicle over the highways of 
this State. Provided, if the motor propelled vehicle which draws 
any such trailer is not used for carrying property but simply as a 
tractor to draw the trailer attached thereto, then such motor pro- 
pelled vehicle and the trailer drawn thereby shall be deemed one 
unit and the mileage tax shall be based upon the rated carrying 
capacity of such trailer in accordante with the provisions of this 
Act. 

The mileage tax herein provided for shall be in lieu of the three 
per cent gross income on all intrastate business transacted in this. 
State, levied in subsection (b) of Section 3 of the Act approved 
August 25, 1927, which subsection (b) of said Act approved August 
25, 1927, is hereby repealed. 

Any motor transportation company failing in whole or in part 
to pay the mileage tax or part thereof due by it within any of the 
time herein prescribed for the payment of the same shall be in 
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default and shall be liable to a penalty of twenty-five per cent of 
the amount of the tax. The State shall have a lien upon all the 
property in this State of any motor transportation company for the 
payment of the mileage tax provided by this Act and the fees and 
penalties of this Section provided for, which lien shall be superior 
to all other liens, except a lien for State, County and municipal 
taxes. 

Miscellaneous fees shall be paid to the Commission hereunder 
as follows. Every application for certificate of public convenience 
and necessity shall be accompanied by an application fee determined 
on the following basis, namely: (a) A fee of fifty dollars for each 
motor vehicle used by such motor transportation company for the 
transportation of persons for hire. For every such motor transpor- 
tation vehicle having a seating capacity exceeding twelve persons, 
an additional fee shall be paid computed on the basis of fifty cents 
per passenger capacity for such additional capacity; (b) For every 
motor vehicle used by such motor transportation company for the 
transportation of property for hire the motor transportation com- 
pany shall pay a fee of fifty dollars and if the rated capacity of any 
such vehicle exceeds three tons, an additional fee of one dollar for 
each additional rated ton capacity shall be paid; (c) For each motor 
vehicle used by such motor transportation company for transporta- 
tion of both person and property, the fee shall be computed on the 
basis of either passenger or tonnage capacity, and the basis which 
shall yield the larger amount will apply. Application for transfer 
mortgage or pledge of a certificate of public convenience and neces- 
sity twenty-five ($25.00) dollars. Application for the issuance of a 
duplicate certificate of public convenience and necessity three dol- 
lars ($3.00). For copy of any record or part thereof, of the Com- 
mission, pertaining to motor transportation companies, per one hun- 
dred words or portion thereof fifteen cents ($00.15). In case of 
special or temporary demand for transportation of passengers or 
property for limited periods, the fees required to accompany applica- 
tion for certificate of public convenience and necessity may be fixed 
by the Commission in such reasonable amount, differing from those 
fixed herein, as may be prescribed by general rule or special order; 
provided, however, all fees prescribed under this.Act shall apply 
in case of such special or temporary demands until otherwise or- 
dered by the Commission. All said mileage tax, fees and amounts 
collected under this Act shall be paid into the State Treasury with- 
in thirty days after their receipt and shall be kept separate and apart 
from all other funds by the State Treasurer in a fund to be known 
as the “Motor Carrier Fund,” and shall be used; first, for the pay- 
ment of all expenses incurred by the Public Service Commission un- | 
det this Act, and the surplus at the end. of each fiscal year, shall be 
credited one-half to the Highway Department for use in mainte- 
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nance and repair of highways in the State, and for the enforcement 
of the provisions of this Act, and one-half to be equally divided 
among the several Counties of the State for use in maintenance and 
repair of highways in such Counties, and for the enforcement of the 
provisions of this Act.” “Provided, that the expenses incurred by the 
Public Service Commission shall not exceed the sum of Ten Thousand 
($10,000.00) Dollars per annum for the enforcement and administra- 
tion of this Act.” No certificate shall be granted and no schedule au- 
thorized where it appears either from said schedule or the records upon 
the hearing, or otherwise, that the statute regulating the speed of motor 


. vehicles or any other regulatory or penal statute will be violated. 


Section 7%. Before a certificate shall be issued to any motor 
transportation company it shall file with the Commission a bond in 
the penal sum of $1,000 payable to the State of Alabama, with some 
surety company qualified to do business in the State as surety 
thereon, conditioned that such motor transportation company shall 
pay any and all mileage taxes and ‘penalties aszessed under the pro- 
visions of this Act and for the faithful compliance with all lawful 
decisions, orders, rules, regulations, demands and requirements of 
the Commission made, rendered, issued or promulgated under the 
provisions of this Act. Provided, however, the amount of the bond 
may in the discretion of the Commission be increased to an amount 
not to exceed $5,000. 

Section 8. When a petition for a certificate of public conven- 
ience and necessity has been in whole or in part denied by the 
Commission or has been granted by the Commission and the order 
of the Commission granting same has been quashed or set aside by 
a court of competent jurisdiction, a new application by the same 
applicant therefor shall not be again considered by the Commission 
within six months from the date of the order denying the same or 
the judgment of the court quashing or setting aside the order. 

Section 9. No motor transportation company authorized under 
the provisions of this Act to operate within the State of Alabama 
shall abandon or discontinue either temporarily (except in cases of 
emergency) or permanently, any service established under the pro- 
visions of this Act without an order of the Commission that the 
public convenience and necessity permit such abandonment or dis- 
continuance, which said order shall be granted by the Commission 
only after hearing upon due notice as provided in Section 4 hereof 
for notice of applications for certificate, should the Commission 
deem a hearing necessary. 

Section 9-A. In any proceeding to determine the justness or 
reasonableness of any rate, fare or charge of any such motor trans- 
portation company, there shall not be taken into consideration or al- 
lowed as evidence of an element of value of the property of such 
company, the certificate under which such carrier is operating, and 
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in applying for and receiving a certificate under this Act, any such 
motor transportation company shall be deemed to have agreed to 
the provisions of this Section on its own behalf and on behalf of all 
transferees of such certificates. 

Section 10. Suit may be instituted by and in the name of the 
Attorney General of the State or of the Commission or by any other 
interested party against any motor transportation company subject 
to the provisions of this Act in any county in this State through 
which or into which such motor transportation company shall op- 
erate, for the purpose of enjoining such company from operating 
unlawfully or for the purpose of enforcing the provisions of this 
Act or any lawful rule or regulation of the Commission made pur- 
suant thereto. 

Section 11. The Commission shall prescribe the books and 
forms of accounts to be kept by the grantees of certificates which 
shall be preserved for such reasonable time as may be prescribed by 
the Commission. The books and records of every certificate holder 
shall be at all times open to the inspection of said commission or any 
agent appointed by it for such purpose. The Commission shall have 
the power to cancel any certificate theretofore issued to any motor 
transportation company for failure to pay the mileage tax provided 
by this Act or to keep the books and records as prescribed by the 
Commission or for failure to comply with any lawful rule or regula- 
tion of the commission, but no certificate issued by the commission 
hereunder shall be revoked upon such grounds without notice and 
hearing to such motor transportation company under such rules and 
regulations as the commission may prescribe therefor. The com- 
mission shall have the power to examine the books and records of 
all motor transportation companies to whom it has granted certifi- 
cates to operate hereunder and to examine under oath the officers 
and agents of any motor transportation company with respect 
thereto. 

Section 12. Any person who on his own behalf, or on behalf of 
any motor transportation company, shall knowingly make or cause 
to be made in any statement or report required by this Act any 
false or fraudulent statement shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and upon conviction thereof shall be punished as provided 
by law. 

Section 13. At the time of granting a certificate of public con- 
venience and necessity hereunder, the Commission shall determine 
and fix the amount of bond to be given by the applicant for such 
certificate for the protection, in case of passenger vehicles, of the 
passenger and baggage carried, and of the public, against injury 
approximately caused by negligence of such motor transportation 
company, its servants or agents; and in the case of vehicles trans- 
porting freight, to secure the owner or persog entitled to recover 
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therefor, against loss or damage to such freight and for protection 
of the public against injuries proximately caused by negligence of 
such motor transportation company, its servants or agents. Said 
applicant shall be liable as stated as a Common Carrier under the 
law now or hereafter in effect. And every such bond shall provide 
indemnity for every such injury or loss for which such motor trans- 
portation company is or may be liable under the law of this State 
as such common carrier. Before any motor transportation company 
shall obtain such certificate, it must file such bond with the Com- 
mission and obtain its approval thereof, which bond must be in the 
form and amount as prescribed by the Commission, payable to the 
State of Alabama and with some surety company qualified to do 
business in the State as surety thereon. Such bond shall contain 
such conditions, provisions and limitations as the Commission may 
prescribe by its order and shall be for the benefit of and subject to 
suit or action thereon by any person who shall sustain actionable 
injury or loss protected thereby, notwithstanding any provision in 
said bond to the contrary ; and every bond or insurance policy here- 
in named; so given, shall be conclusively presumed to have been 
given according to and to contain all the provisions of this Act. No 
such certificate of public convenience and necessity shall be valid 
and operative until such bond or insurance policy herein named has 
been filed with and approved by the Commission, and no such 
bond or insurance policy herein named, so filed and approved, shall 
be cancelled by the surety or company issuing the same except 
upon and after ten days notice in writing to said Commission, and 
upon such notice being given by the surety or company issuing said 
bond or insurance policy, the certificate of public convenience and 
necessity of the person giving such bond or insurance policy shall 
stand revoked unless a new bond or insurance policy shall be filed 
with and approved by the Commission before the date upon which 
the cancelleation thereof becomes effective. The applicant for such 
certificate of public convenience and necessity may, in the discretion 
of the Commission be allowed to file in lieu of such bond a policy 
of indemnity insurance in some indemnity insurance company quali- 
fied to do business in the State of Alabama; which policy must sub- 
stantially conform to all the provisions hereof relating to such bond 
and must likewise be approved by said Commission. Every such 
insurance policy shall be for the benefit of any person who shall 
sustain an actionable injury protected thereby, which. shall bind 
said surety to pay any judgment rendered against the motor trans- 
portation company, notwithstanding any provisions in such insur- 
ance policy to the contrary. The Commission shall also have the 
power and authority to require Fidelity Bonds to ) protect C. O. D. 

shipments and other Similar shipments. 
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Section 14. The Commission in the exercise of the authority by 
this Act vested in it to supervise and regulate all motor transporta- 
tion companies shall promulgate and mail or deliver to each holder 
of a certificate hereunder, such rules and regulations for the safety 
of passengers, members of the public and of those occupying or 
driving the vehicles of such motor transportation company as it may 
deem necessary to govern and control the operation of motor trans- 
portation companies over and along the public highways of this 
State and the equipment to be used. The Commission may at any 
time, for good cause, suspend, and upon at least ten days’ notice to 
the grantee of any certificate, and an opportunity to be heard, re- 
voke, any certificate issued under the provisions of this Act for the 
violation of any safety rule or regulation. Any such safety rules 
promulgated in addition to any others deemed necessary by the 
Commission shall include the following: 

(a) Every motor unit and all parts thereof shall be maintained 
in a safe condition at all times. And the lights and brakes and 
equipment shall meet such safety requirements as the Commission 
shall from time to time promulgate. 

(b) Every driver employed by a motor transportation company 
shall be at least twenty-one years of age, of temperate habits and 
good moral character, and shall be fully competent to operate the 
motor vehicle under his charge. 

(c) Accidents arising from or in connection with the operation 
of motor transportation companies shall be reported to the Com- 
mission in such detail and in such manner as the Commission may 
require. 

(d) The Commission shall require and every motor transporta- 

-tion company shall have attached to each unit or vehicle such dis- 
tinctive marking or tags as shall be adopted by the Commission. 

(e) The Commission shall have the power and shall require 
such physical and mental examination of the drivers of motor ve- 
hicles as in its judgment are reasonably necessary. : 

Section 15. It shall be unlawful for any motor transportation 
company, its officers or agents, subject to this Act, to require or 
permit any driver to be or remain on duty for a longer period than 
eight consecutive hours, or where service is not continuous, to be on 
duty more than eight hours in a spread of twelve hours. When one 
driver is relieved, he shall not be permitted or required to again go. 
on duty until he has had eight hours off duty, except: 

(a) The second trip can be completed with an aggregate of not 
to exceed eight hours on duty for both trips, and 

(b) The second trip can be completed within twelve hours of 
the time he first went on duty for the first trip. 

These limits shall not be exceeded except in cases of accident or 
unforeseen emergency a driver may remain on duty not to exceed 
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ten hours in a spread of fourteen hours, or for such time as will 
enable him to complete his regular run. 

Section 16. Every owner, officer, agent or employee of any 
motor transportation company and every other person who violates 
or fails to comply with or who procures, aids or abets in the viola- 
tion of any provision of this Act, or who fails to obey, observe, or 
comply with any order decision, rule or regulation, direction, de- 
mand or requirement of the Commission, or who procures, aids or 
abets any corporation or person in his failure to obey, observe or 
comply with any such order, decision, rule, direction, demand or 
regulation thereof shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction thereof shall be punished as for a misdemeanor. 

The Commission may at any time by its order entered after a 
hearing is had upon notice to the holder of any certificate hereunder 
and an opportunity to such holder to be heard at which it shall be 
proven to the satisfaction of the Commission that any holder wil- 
fully violates or refuses to observe any of its proper orders, rules 
or regulations or any provision of this Act, suspend, revoke, alter or 
amend any certificates issued under the provisions of this Act, but 
the holder of any such certificate so suspended, revoked, altered or 
amended, shall have the same right of rehearing, review and appeal 
as to such order of the Commission as is provided for by law as to 
orders of the Commission in other matters within its jurisdiction. 

Section 1%. The orders and decisions of the Commission on the 
matters covered by this Act shall be reduced to writing and a copy 
thereof duly certified shall be served on the motor transportation 
company affected thereby through the United States mail, and 
such order and decision shall become operative and effective within 
twenty days after such service, unless otherwise ordered by the 
Commission, and such motor transportation company shall carry 
the provisions of said order into effect, unless said order is en- 
joined, superseded or set aside by a court of competent jurisdiction. 

Section 18. The Commission shall have power, upon consulta- 
tion with and the approval of the Governor, to employ such account- 
ants, engineers, attorneys, experts, inspectors, clerks, or other em- 
ployees as may be deemed necessary to carry out the provisions 
of this Act or to perform any other duties imposed by law upon the 
Commission. Such accountants, engineers, attorneys, experts, in- 
spectors, clerks or other employees shall receive compensation to 
be fixed by the Commission subject to the approval of the Gov- 
ernor. The Commissioners and their said employees shall have re- 
imbursed to them all actual and necessary traveling and other ex- 
penses and disbursements necessarily incurred or made by them in 
the discharge of their official duty. The Commission may also in- 
Gur: siccessaiy cApCHhses for Ollie: iuidititus ec, Staiionery;: prinung and 
other incidental expenses: All money paid out under the provisions 
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of this Act shall be paid out of the State Treasury or warrants 
drawn by the State Auditor on the State Treasurer and approved by 
the Governor. 

Section 19. Every motor transportation company operating 
within this State under a certificate from the Commission is pro- 
hibited from engaging in inter line transportation with any other 
motor transportation company who has not received either certifi- 
cate or approval of its operation from the Commission, where any 
part of such inter line transportation to be performed by the motor 
carrier not having such certificate or approval is within the State of 
Alabama. 

Section 20. Every motor transportation company under the 
provisions of this Act must comply with the statutes of the State now 
or hereafter in force or effect with respect to the length, width, 
height and weight and type of tires of the motor vehicle and the 
load thereon while such motor vehicles are being operated on the 
public highways of the State and with the rules and regulations pre- 
scribed by the State Highway Commission of Alabama with respect 
thereto. And every such transportation company must comply with 
the rules and regulations adopted and prescribed by the court of 
county commissioners and/or board of revenue of the several coun- 
ties of this State, prescribing a lower gross weight for motor ve- 
hicles being operated over the county highways and bridges of such 
county. Ifthe matters included in this section are not regulated by 
statute nor by any rules or regulations of the State Highway Com- 
mission, then the Alabama Public Service Commission may pre- 
scribe the length, width, height and weight of any motor vehicle 
and the type of tires to be used thereon including the total length 
of one or more vehicles constituting a train and may prescribe such 
reasonable rules and regulations with reference thereto as in its 
judgment may be necessary and proper not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act. 

Section 21. The expenses incurred under the provisions of this 
Act, when certified by the Commission or its President, and ap- 
proved by the Governor, shall be paid on warrant drawn by the 
proper officer in pursuance thereof, only out of monies in the State 
Treasury to the credit of the said “Motor Carrier Fund.” 

Section 22. To enable it to make such investigation as, in its 
opinion, the public interest requires, the Commission in its discre- 
tion, for a period not exceeding sixty days, may suspend the opera- 
tion of dny new schedule of rates or service regulations filed with 
the Commission. Unless as a result of its investigation, the Com- 
mission otherwise orders before the termination of such period of 
sixty days, such rate or service regulation shall thereupon become 
effective. The Commission may make any order in the premises 
which it is authorized by any of the provisions of this Act to make 
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in any investigation or complaint, or on its own motion without 
complaint. 

Section 23. Upon a complaint made against any motor trans- 
portation company, by any person that any rate, service, regulation, 
classification, practice, or service in effect or proposed to be made 


effective is in any respect unfair, unreasonable, unjust, or inade- 


quate, or unjustly discriminatory, or unduly preferential, or consti- 
tutes unfair competition, or that the service is inadequate or cannot 
be obtained, the Commission shall proceed and without such com- 
plaint, the Commission, whenever it deems that the public interest 
so requires, may proceed after notice as hereinafter provided to 
make such investigation as it may deem necessary or appropriate; 
but no order affecting such rates, service, regulation, classification, 
practice or service complained of shall be entered by the Commis- 
sion without notice and a hearing. Any motor transportation com- 
pany may make complaint as to any matter within the provisions of 
this Act with like effect as though made by any other person. 

Section 24. Whenever the Commission shall determine to con- 
duct an investigation, either upon or without complaint, as in this 
Act provided for, it shall fix a time and place for public hearing of 
the matters under investigation. Before proceeding to make such 
investigation, the Commission shall give the motor transportation 
company and the complainant at least ten days notice of the time 
and place when and where such matters will be considered and de- 
termined, and all parties shall be entitled to be heard, through 
themselves or their counsel, and shall have process to enforce the 
attendance of witnesses. At the hearing held pursuant to such 
notice, the Commission may take such testimony as may be offered 
or as it may desire, and may make such other and further investi- 
gation as in its opinion is desirable. 

Section 25. If, upon such investigation and hearing, the Com- 
mission shall find that any rate, service, regulation, classification, 
practice or service is unfair, unreasonable, unjust or inadequate, or 
unjustly discriminatory, or unduly preferential, or unfairly competi- 
tive, or that the service is inadequate, or cannot be obtained, it may 
fix and order substituted therefor such rates, service, regulation, 
classification, practice or service as it shall determine to be just, 
reasonable, fair and adequate and if the findings of the Commission 
be that the rate, service, regulation, classification, practice or serv- 
ice investigated by it to be just, reasonable, fair and adequate it 
shall enter an order approving same. Any such orders shall be final 
orders within the meaning of this Act. 

“Tt is the declared policy of Alabama that motor transportation 
companies shall not be prevented by law, or by rules and regulations of 
the commission, from competing with railroad companies. as common 
carriers, nor from charging less rates for carrying passengers or 
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freight or both; and that if, upon such investigation and hearing the 
commission shall find that any rate charged by any motor transporta- 
tion company is lower than the rate charged by any railroad company 
for similar or like services, such lower rate charge or rate charges shall 
not be deemed unfair, unreasonable, unjust, or inadequate, or unjustly 
discriminatory, or unduly preferential, or to constitute unfair competi- 
tion with said railroad company or companies.” 

Section 26. Whenever after investigation in accordance with 
the provisions of this Act, the Commission shall be of the opinion 
that any provisions or requirement of this Act, or any order of the 
Commission is being, has been or is about to be violated, it may 
make and enter of record an order in the premises, specifying the 
actual or proposed acts or omission to act which constitute such 
real or proposed violation and requiring that such violation be dis- 
continued or rectified, or both, or that it be prevented. No order, 
however, shall be made by the Commission affecting any rate or 
service except as otherwise specifically provided, unless or until a 
public hearing has been held in accordance with the provisions of 
this Act. © 

Section 27. It shall be unlawful, except as herein otherwise 
provided, for any motor transportation company to charge, demand, 
collect or receive a greater or less rate for any service performed by 
it within the state, or for any service in connection therewith than 
is specified in such schedule of rates and service regulations as may 
at the time be in force, or to demand, collect, or receive any rate not 
specified in such schedule of rates and service regulation except 
with the approval of the Commission. The rates and service regula- 
tions specified in such schedules shall be the lawful rates and serv- 
ice regulations until the same are changed as provided in this Act; 
nor shall any person, except as herein otherwise provided, receive or 
accept any service from a motor transportation company for a rate 
greater or less than that prescribed in such schedules. 

Section 28. The Commission, by order, may require any motor 
transportation company or any officer or agent thereof, to prodtice 
within the State at such reasonable time and place as it may desig- 
nate, any books, records, accounts or documents kept in any office 
or place without or within the State, or certified copies thereof, 
whenever the production thereof is reasonably required and perti- 
nent to any matter before the Commission, in order that an exami- 
nation thereof may be made by the Commission, or by any person 
employed by the Commission. 

Section 29. Every motor transportation company doing busi- 
ness within the State shall maintain an office located in the State, 
in which shall be kept such books of account and such record of the 
business done in this State as the Commission shall require to be 
kept in the State. 
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Section 380. Every motor transportation company shall keep its 
books, papers and records accurately and faithfully according to the 
system of accounts and regulations prescribed by the Commission 
and shall comply with all reasonable direction of the Commission 
relating thereto. 

Section 31. The Commission shall also examine and inspect or 
cause to be examined and inspected, at reasonable times and in a 
reasonable manner, under its authority, the books, records, accounts, 
motor vehicles and facilities of any motor transportation company 
insofar as the same may be pertinent to any matter before the Com- 
mission ; provided, that any person shall produce, when so required, 
his authority from the Commission, under the seal of the Commis- 
sion, to make such examination or inspection. 

Section 32. Motor transportation companies carrying pas- 
sengers within this State may issue excursion, mileage or commuta~- 
tion tickets, provided such excursion, mileage or commutation 
tickets shall be obtainable by all persons applying therefor under 
like circumstances and conditions; and provided, further, that if 
special or reduced rates are granted under the provisions of this Act, 
said companies shall file with the Commission a statement setting 
forth the terms and conditions upon which they grant such special 
or reduced rates. 

Section 33. Whenever the Commission shall make any order or 
determination, or issue any subpoena, notice or writ, notice thereof 
may be served on the person affected thereby, by delivering a copy 
of such order, subpoena, notice or writ, signed by or in the name of 
the president of the Commission to any such person or an officer or 
agent of such person, if a corporation, as in the case of civil process, 
which service may be executed by any member of the Commission, 
the Secretary or any employee thereof, or by any sheriff of the 
State, and a copy of such order, subpoena, notice or writ, with the 
service endorsed thereon, must be returned to the Commission and 
entered of record as a part of the proceedings and such endorse- 
ment and return shall be prima facie evidence that such order, sub- 
poena, notice or writ has been duly served. 

Section 34. Each of the Commissioners, and any employee 
designated as Examiner by the Commission, for the purposes men- 
tioned in this Act, and in all hearings before the Commission, may 
administer oaths, certify to official acts, issue subpoenas, compel 
the attendance of witnesses and the production of books and papers, 

Section 35. In case of failure or refusal on the part of any per- 
son to comply with any order of the Commission or of any Commis- 
sioner, or any subpoena, or on the refusal of any witness to testify 
or answer as to any matter regarding which he may be lawfully 
interrogated, any circhit. court in iis Sisie, or any judge. ibersal, 
on application of a Commissioner, may issue an attachment for such 
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person and compel him to apply with such order or to attend before 
the Commission and produce such documents and give his testi- 
mony upon such matter as may be lawfully required, and the court 
or judge shall have the power to punish for contempt as in cases of 
disobedience of a like order or subpoena issued by or from such 
court, or a refusal to testify therein. 

Section 36. A substantial compliance by the Commission with 
the requirements of this Act shall be sufficient to give effect to all 
rules, orders, acts and regulations of the Commission, and they 
shall not be declared inoperative, illegal or void for any omission of. 
a technical nature, in respect thereto. 

Section 37. No person shall be excused from attending and 
testifying or from producing books and papers before the Commis- 
sion, or in obedience to the subpoena of the Commission, whether 
such subpoena be signed or issued by one or more of the members 
of the Commission in any investigation held by or before the Com- 
mission or in any cause or proceedings in any court by or against 
the Commission provided for in this Act, on the ground or for the 
reason that the testimony or evidence, documentary or otherwise, 
required of him may tend to incriminate him or subject him to a 
penalty or forfeiture. But no person shall be prosecuted or sub- 
jected to any penalty or forfeiture for or on account of any trans- 
action, matter or thing concerning which he may be required to 
testify or produce evidence, documentary or otherwise, before said 
Commission, or in obedience to its subpoena, or in any such cause 
or proceeding ; provided, that no person testifying shali be exempted 
aa prosecution and punishment for perjury committed in so testi- 
ying. 

Section 38. Each witness who shall appear before the Commis- 
sion by its order shall receive for his attendance the fees and mile- 
age provided for witnesses in civil cases in courts of record, which 
shall be audited and paid by the State out of the Motor Carrier 
Fund upon the presentation of proper vouchers, sworn to by such 
witnesses and approved by the president of the Commission; but no 
witness subpoenaed at the instance of parties other than the Com- 
mission shall be entitled to compensation from the State for attend- 
ance and travel. 

Section 39. Unless a different time be prescribed by the Com- 
mission, every order of the Commission shall be effective twenty 

Section 40. Every order of the Commission shall be in writing, 
and in cases of importance may be accompanied by an opinion, set- 
ting forth in brief, the facts on which the Commission has based its 
order. The Commission shall provide for the assembling and publi- 
cation, from time to time, of its opinions and orders. 

Section 41, Any person who willfully makes any false return or 
report to the Commission, or to any member, agent or employee 
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thereof, and any person who knowingly aids or abets such person, 
is guilty of a felony, and upon conviction shall be imprisoned as the 
court may direct, for a term of not exceeding five years. 

Section 42. Any person who willfully makes any false entry in 
the accounts or records, prescribed by the Commission for any mo- 
tor transportation company, or willfully destroys, mutilates or by 
any other means willfully falsifies such accounts or records, or will- 
fully neglects or fails to make full, true and correct entries of all 
facts and transactions appertaining thereto, is guilty of a felony, 
and upon conviction shall be imprisoned, as the court may direct, 
for a term not exceeding five years. 

Section 48. Any regular or special employee of the Commis- 
sion who divulges any fact or information coming to his knowledge 
respecting any inspection, examination or investigation of any ac- 
count, record, memorandum, book or paper, or of the property and 
facilities of a motor transportation company, except insofar as he 
may be authorized by the Commission or a court of competent 
jurisdiction, or a judge thereof, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction shall be fined not more than one thousand 
dollars. 

. Section 44. Any person who knowingly makes any false state- 
ment of a material fact under oath, whether oral or in writing, as re- 
quired by this Act, is guilty of perjury, and upon conviction shall 
be punished as provided for in the perjury statutes of the State. 

’ Section 45. Any penalty of forfeiture imposed, declared or im- 
plied under the provisions of this Act may be enforced by a civil 
action at the suit of the State, and the Commission may institute 
and prosecute, or cause to be instituted and prosecuted, such action 
for the enforcement of such penalties or forfeitures to the State. 

Section 46. From any final action or order of the Commission 
in the exercise of the jurisdiction, powers and authority conferred 
upon the Commission by this Act, an appeal shall lie to the circuit 
gourt of the County in which the respondent resides, sitting in 
equity, and thence to the Supreme Court of Alabama. Such appeals 
must be taken within thirty days after the date of such final action 
or. order, and such appeals and the supersedeas and stay of the 
action or order appealed from in other respects shall be governed 
by the provisions of law now in force or hereafter enacted respect- 
ing appeals in other cases from the orders and actions of the Com- 
mission. 

Section 47%. No preliminary injunction or interlocutory order, 
or decree, or process suspending or restraining or affecting the en- 
forcement of any action, order or determination of the Commission 
shall be granted by any judge or court, except ape” ‘hearing, sgieet 
at least-five days” noticé to the Commission. - 
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Section 48. It shall be the duty of courts of competent juris- 
diction to entertain and determine all actions commenced under the 
provisions of this‘ Act, and to enforce the provisions of the Act, or of 
any order of the Commission, by mandamus, or by injunction, or 
by other appropriate remedy. 

Section 49. Any person who violates or fails to comply with 
any provision of this Act, or who fails to obey, observe or comply 
with any lawful order, decision, rule or regulation, direction, de- 
mand, or requirement, or any part or provision thereof of the Com- 
mission, or who aids or abets any person in failure to observe or 
comply with any such order, direction, decision, rule, demand or re- 
quirement, or any part or provision thereof, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and shall be punishable by a fine of not less than Fifty 
Dollars ($50.00) and not exceeding One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000.00), or by imprisonment in the county jail not exceeding one 
year, or by both such fine and imprisonment in the discretion of 
the court. 

Section 49-A. The members of the commission and such of their 
employees as may be designated by them to assist the commission in 
the performance of their duties under this Act shall be entitled to free 
transportation within the state, upon any motor vehicle of any motor 
transportation company coming under the jurisdiction of the commis- 
sion under this act. 

Section 50. Neither this Act nor any provision thereof shall be 
applied or be construed to apply to interstate or foreign commerce 
except insofar as the same may be permitted or authorized under 
the Constitution of the United States and the Acts of the Congress 
of the United States, now in force or hereafter enacted. 

Section 51. If any clause, sentence, paragraph or part of this 
Act shall for any reason be adjudged by any court of competent 
jurisdiction to be invalid, such judgment shall not affect, impair, or 
invalidate the remainder of the Act; but shall be confined in its 
operation to the clause, sentence, paragraph or part thereof directly 
involved in the controversy in which judgment has been rendered. 

Section 52. No provision of this Act shall authorize the use by 
any motor transportation company of any public highway in any 
municipality in violation of any charter provision or be construed as 
in any manner taking from or curtailing the right of any city, town 
or village to regulate and control the routing, parking, speed, or the 
safety of operation of a motor vehicle operated by any motor trans- 
portation company under the terms of this Act, or the general police 
power of any such city, town or village over its highways; nor 
shall this Act be construed as abrogating any provision of the 
charter of any such municipality requiring certain conditions to be 
complied with before such motor transportation company can use 
the highways of such city, town or village and such rights and pow- 
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ers herein stated are hereby expressly reserved and granted to 
such city. 

Section 53. The requirements of this Act shall not apply to 
motor transportation operators engaged solely in the transportation 
of freight or property originating at and destined to points within 
the corporate limits of the same city or town, or within the police 
jurisdiction thereof. No provision of this Act shall be so construed 
as to deprive any municipality within this State of its right to con- 
trol and police the use of its streets, or of its right to regulate all 
motor vehicles operating within its corporate limits or within the 
police jurisdiction thereof. 

Section 54. For the extra, new and additional duties imposed 
upon the Commission and the members thereof by this Act, and for the 
performance of the duties which are and will be hereafter required 
of said Commission and the members thereof hereunder, each mem- 
ber of the Commission shall receive One Thousand dollars annually, 
to be paid monthly as the salaries of other officers are paid, only 
out of monies in the State treasury to the credit of the said Motor 
Carrier Fund, as provided in this Act, which is to take the place of 
said sum now received by each member of said Commission under 
the Alabama Motor Carrier Act of 1927, which Act is hereby re- 
pealed. 

Section 55. When a person is engaged in business, a portion of 
which business is that of a motor transportation operator as herein 
defined, the provisions of this Act shall apply to such portion of his 
business, even though the remainder may not be subject to the pro- 
visions hereof. 

Section 56. The Commission shall have power hereunder, 
either upon its own motion, or upon complaint, to investigate any 
transportation of persons or property by motor vehicle over the 
public highways of this State to determine whether the person en- 
gaged therein is in substance a motor transportation company as 
defined under this Act, after reasonable notice to such person and 
hearing, and if upon such hearing the Commission finds that the 
person engaged in such transportation is in substance a motor trans- 
portation company, he shall be subject to the provisions hereof, and 
before continuing such transportation, he is required to comply in 
all respects with the provisions hereof. 

_ Section 5%. All passenger stations operated or kept by any 
motor transporation company shall have separate waiting rooms 
or space and separate ticket windows for the white and colored 
races but such accommodations for the races shall be equal. All 
motor transportation companies or operators of vehicles carrying 
ae after service thereof, and ‘Shall be served tei rceag after its 
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tions for the white and colored races, by providing separate vehicle 
or separate compartments on each vehicle or by dividing the ve- 
hicle by a partition constructed of metal, wood, strong cloth or other 
material so as to obstruct the vision between the sections, and shall 
also distinguish the separate sections for the separate accommoda- 
tion of the races. The conductor or agent of the motor transporta- 
tion company in charge of any vehicle is authorized and required to 
assign each passenger to the division of the vehicle designated for 
the race to which such passenger belongs; and if the passenger re- 
fuses to occupy the division of the vehicle, to which he is so assigned 
by the conductor or agent of such motor transportation company, 
such conductor or agent of such motor transportation company may 
refuse to carry such passenger on said vehicle, and for such refusal 
neither the conductor or agent of the motor transportation company, 
nor the motor transportation company shall be liable in damages, 
but this section shall not apply to cases of white or colored pas- 
sengers entering this State upon vehicles under contracts for their 
transportation made in another State where like laws to this do not 
prevail. Any motor transportation company or person violating the 
provisions of this Section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction shall be fined not more than Five Hundred Dollars 
($500.00) for each offense and each day’s violation of the same shall 
constitute a separate offense. 

Section 58. That all motor transportation companies carrying 
passengers for hire in this State for the comfort and accommodation 
of its passengers, must have, when required by the Public Service 
Commission, at each of the passenger stations along the route usu- 
ally travelled by or over which such company operates, sufficient 
sitting or waiting rooms, to be determined by the Commission, for 
passengers waiting for vehicles, having regard to sex and race, 
which shall be suitably heated in cold weather and supplied with 
sufficient fresh drinking water, when passengers waiting for ve- 
hicles are present, and with sufficient and comfortable chairs or 
seats; and connected therewith a sufficient number of comfortable 
privies or water closets, to be at all times kept clean; and in a con- 
spicuous place at such station a bulletin board showing the schedule 
time of the arrival and departure of all passenger buses. 

Section 59. That any incorporated city or town in this State 
shall have the right, by proper ordinance, to tax and collect reason- 
able privilege licenses or taxes from all motor transportation com- 
panies as defined by this Act where such motor transportation 
company does business in said town or city by receiving passengers 
or freight for transportation for hire from said city or town to an- 
other point in Alabama or from other points in Alabama to said city 
or town, provided, however, that said privilege license or tax shall 
not exceed the sum of Twenty-Five Dollars ($25.00) in incorporated 
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cities or towns of less than five thousand (5,000) inhabitants; and 
that said privilege license or tax shall not exceed the sum of One 
Hundred Dollars ($100.00) in incorporated cities or towns of over 
five thousand inhabitants and less than twenty-five thousand in- 
habitants ; and that said privilege license or tax shall not exceed the 
sum of Two Hundred Dollars ($200.00) in incorporated cities or 
towns of more than twenty-five thousand and less than one hundred 
thousand inhabitants ; and that said privilege license or tax shall not 
exceed the sum of Three Hundred ($300.00) in incorporated cities 
or towns of over one hundred thousand inhabitants; that the popu- 
lation shall be computed on the Federal Census of 1930 or any sub- 
sequent Decennial Federal Census. 

Section 60. The Commission is given power and authority to 
make such general rules and regulations not inconsistent herewith, 
by general order or otherwise, as may be necessary to carry out the 
provisions of this Act. 

Section 61. This Act shall be known as and may be cited as the 
“Alabama Motor Carrier Act of 1931.” 

Section 62. The Act known as the “Alabama Motor Carrier 
Act of 1927” be and the same is hereby repealed. 

Section 63. All laws or parts of laws in conflict or inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 64. Sub-section (b) of Section 3 of an Act approved 
August 25, 1927 be and is hereby repealed. 

Section 65. This Act shall be effective thirty days after its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

We also 
realize that the teachers are performing a service to us and our 
posterity that has a more far reaching effect than all the other 
servants of the State combined, and; 

Whereas Under the present educational system the teachers in 
our Public Schools are forced to attend summer school on‘an aver- 
age of every other summer, for a period of not less than six weeks 
at their own expense, and: 

Whereas It is utterly impossible for teachers to save enough 
money out of their meager salaries to maintain themselves prop- 
erly during the term, let alone have to spend two hundred dollars 
every other summer for a summer school course that is forced 
upon them, and; 

Whereas Unless the teachers receive their pay in full there are 
many who will not be able to attend school this summer, thereby: 
greatly crippling our educational system for the next year. 

Now Therefore Be It Resolved by the House, the Senate Con- 
curring, that after the adoption of this Resolution, no employee in 
the service of the State of Alabama shall be paid more than seventy 
five percent of his salary per month until every teacher in the 
State has been paid in full.

and to authorize and direct them to distribute the duties, powers, jurisdiction, 
authority and privileges of such County Commission into four divisions as 
follows: First, Chairman and Purchasing Division; Second, Road and Bridge 
Division; Third, Finance and Taxation Division; Fourth, Industrial and Civic 
Division; to fix the qualification of the members of such Commission, their 
term of office and their compensation; and to divide the County of Baldwin 
into four Commission Districts, and to provide that members of such County 
Commission shall be designated, appointed or elected, one from each of said 
Commission Districts; which said bill will provide that the Commission Dis- 
tricts shall be four and the boundaries shall be the same as those now pro- 
vided by law; that one of the Commissioners shall reside in each District and 
shall be elected by the County at large, but that he may for the convenience 
in performance of his duties reside anywhere in the county during his term of 
office, and that this shall not disqualify him from being a candidate for re- 
election; that the term of office of the Commissioners of the First and Third 
Districts shall commence on June Ist, 1931, and end December 31, 1932, and 
shall commence on January ist, 1933, and on January Ist of each fourth year 
thereafter; that the term of office of the Commissioners of the Second and 
Fourth Districts shall commence on June Ist, 1931, and end December 31, 
1934, and shall commence on the lst day of January, 1935, and every fourth 
year thereafter; that C. S. Tompkins is named in said Bill as Commissioner 
from District One for the term commencing June Ist, 1931; that G. H. Burns 
is named in said Bill as Commissioner from the Second District for the term 
commencing June Ist, 1931; A. B. McPhaul is named in said Bill as Com- 
missioner from the Third District for the term commencing June Ist, 1931; 
and J. B. McGrew is named in said Bill as Commissioner from the Fourth 
District for the term commencing June 1st, 1931; that the salary of each Com- 
missioner shall be Eighteen Hundred Dollars ($1800.00) per annum, payable 
in equal monthly installments of One Hundred Fifty Dollars ($150.00) each; 
that the said Commissioners shall have all the duties, powers, jurisdiction, 
authority and privileges now or hereafter conferred upon Courts of County 
Commissioners, Boards of Revenue or other governing bodies, and particu- 
larly to direct and control the property of Baldwin County, as it may deem 
expedient according to law, and in this direction and control it has the sole 
power to locate the courts in the rooms of the court house and to designate 
the rooms to be occupied by the different officers entitled to rooms therein, 
and to change the location of courts and designation of rooms for officers as 
it may deem best and most expedient; and this shall be done by order of the 
Commission entered upon its minutes at a regular term of the Commission. 
It shall be the duty of the Commission to provide a janitor for the court- 
house and see that the janitor keeps clean and in a sanitary condition all the 
courthouse rooms, corridors, halls, and offices in the courthouse of said 
County; to levy a general tax, for general, and a special tax, for special 
county purposes, according to the provisions of the laws of Alabama; to ex- 
amine, settle and to allow all accounts and claims chargeable against the 
County; to Audit and examine the accounts of all officers having the care, 
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management, collection, or disbursement of money belonging to the County, 
or appropriated for its use and benefit, and may have both books of said offi- 
cers audited and examined by accountants, when it deems the same necessary; 
to make such rules and regulations for the support of the poor in the county 
as are not inconsistent with any law of the State. To punish for contempt by 
fine, not exceeding $10.00 and imprisonment not exceeding six hours; to 
establish, abolish, enlarge or change stock law districts in the manner pro- 
vided by law; to subpoena, examine and compel the attendance of witnesses, 
and the production of books and papers before the Commission in the same 
manner as the Probate Courts; to contract and have made map or plat books 
showing all subdivisions of land that may have been heretofore or that may 
hereafter be made in said county; to compromise on such terms as they may 
deem just all doubtful claims in favor of the County, when such claims arise 
on account of moneys heretofore paid, in good faith, by order of the governing 
body of such county, or that may hereafter be paid in good faith by order of 
the governing body of such County; to make an appropriation to install and 
maintain an exhibit of the agricultural and mineral and other resources of 
Baldwin County; to make provision for paupers or indigent persons and to 
that end it may establish a poorhouse and maintain the same, and may re- 
ceive and care for persons, not indigents, upon such terms as the Commission 
shall agree, or may make appropriation in behalf of paupers or indigent per- 
sons entitled to relief from the County not exceeding six Dollars ($6.00) per 
calendar month for each person to meet the needs and expenses of such 
paupers or indigent persons. It shall not be lawful for the Commission to let 
to the lowest bidder the maintenance of the poor; to pay the regular legal 
rate, for the advertising of notice and substance of local bills which may be 
introduced in the Legislature for the benefit of Baldwin County or in reference 
to subjects or matters exclusively relating to the business affairs of said coun- 
ty; to appropriate in each calendar year such sum of money as the Commis- 
sion may deem proper or expedient towards defraying the necessary expenses 
of the operation, support, upkeep and maintenance of each division of the 
naval militia of the State that may be located in such County; to procure and 
provide a suitable number of telephones for the use of the officers of the 
County and the officers of the Circuit Court for said County and to. locate 
such telephones in the respective offices or at places accessible to such offices 
and to pay for the same out of the general funds of the County; to make ap- 
propriations out of the County treasury to pay premiums on live stock that 
may be exhibited in live stock shows held in the County; when the State or 
Federal authorities have taken up the work of farm demonstration, or the or- 
ganization of farm life clubs for the promotion of agriculture, to appropriate 
for aiding such work such sums as the Commission may deem adequate or 
necessary; and it may appropriate money to advertise and develop any of its 
resources; to expend money for the purpose of improving the sanitary condi- 
tion of said County by laying trunk lines of sewers and constructing sewage 
disposal plants in localities contiguous to thickly populated communities and 
to prescribe the terms on which owners of houses or householders may con- 
nect with such lines of sewers; but no such lines of sewers shall be laid with- 
out the written approval of the executive officer of the State Board of Health, 
such approval to be based on the belief that the laying of any proposed line 
will materially improve health conditions; to appropriate money to promote 
or enforce the health and quarantine laws of the State for the benefit of the 
County and its inhabitants when requested so to do by the State Board of 
Health; to pay out of any funds of the County treasury, all the expenses 
including a reasonable attorney’s fee incurred by the County Treasurer or 
County Depository in resisting the payment of any warrant, where said re- 
sistance on the part of the County Treasurer or County Depository is suc- 
cessful; to issue and sell any bonds which have been heretofore lawfully 
authorized to be issued and sold or that may hereafter be lawfully authorized 
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to be issued and sold on behalf of said County; to set aside, appropriate and 
use such part of the revenue of the County as may be deemed expedient for 
the purpose of creating a sinking fund for the payment of bonds or other 
indebtedness, and to invest such sinking fund in interest bearing securities of 
the United States, the State of Alabama, or the County of Baldwin or any 
other County or Municipality of this State, or deposit the same on interest 
bearing account, within the State, as said Commission may deem wise; to have 
a General superintendence of the public roads, bridges and ferries within said 
county, and it may construct new roads, bridges and ferries in said county, 
so as to render travel on the same as safe and convenient as practical; to this 
end the said Commission shall have all the legislative, judicial and executive 
powers now or that may hereafter be conferred upon the Courts of County 
Commissioners and Boards of Revenue or other governing bodies of Counties. 
And the said Commission is a Court of unlimited jurisdiction and power as 
to the construction, maintenance and improvement of the public roads, bridges 
and ferries in said county, except as its jurisdiction or power may be limited 
by local or special statutes of the State. It may also establish, promulgate and 
enforce rules and regulations, make and enter into such contracts as may be 
necessary, or as may be deemed necessary or advisable by such Commission, 
to build, construct and maintain a good system of public roads, bridges and 
ferries in said County, and regulate the use thereof; but no contract for the 
construction or repair of any public roads, bridges or bridge shall be made 
where the payment of the contract price for such work shall extend over a 
period of more than ten years. The Commission shall employ a competent 
engineer as superintendent of roads and bridges, who, under their direction 
and control, shall have general superintendence of all location, construction, 
maintenance and repair of roads and bridges in said county. The Commis- 
sion shall fix the salary of such engineer and prescribe duties, and may 
dismiss him at will; to employ counsel for the Commission under such con- 
tract as it shall deem advantageous; to employ a clerk, fix his salary, his 
term of office and dismiss him at will; to have and to exercise the duties, 
powers, jurisdiction, authority, and privileges, legislative, judicial, executive 
and ministerial that are now or may hereafter be conferred upon Courts of 
County Commissioners, Boards of Revenue or other governing bodies of 
counties of this state by the general laws of the State of Alabama. 

Said Bill shall further provide that the said Commissioners shall divide 
the duties of the said Court into four divisions: First, Chairman and Pur- 
chasing Division; Second, Road and Bridge Division; Third, Finance and 
Taxation Division; Fourth, Industrial and Civic Division, and they shall 
assign to each one of such divisions, such duties, powers, jurisdictions, author- 
ity and privileges as they shall elect and designate one of their members as 
Commissioner for each of such divisions. 

Said Bill shall further provide that the Commissioner designated as Chair- 
man and Purchasing Division Commissioner shall be the presiding officer of 
such Commission and shall sign the minutes of the proceedings of the Com- 
mission and he shall sign all warrants drawn on the County Treasury and ali 
orders drawn on the funds or disbursements of the County and he shall sign 
all contracts entered into by the County, except as otherwise directed by the 
Commission, and it shall be his duty to prepare the order of business and 
obtain information for the sessions of the Commission and see that all orders 
thereof are properly executed, except as otherwise directed by the Commis- 
sion. He shall act as Purchasing Agent for said County and all purchases 
for and on behalf of said County by the said Commission or by any division 
or employee of said Commission, and all purchases by or for any office, officer 
or employee of the Commission, except those under the jurisdiction of the 
Board of Education and paid out of school funds, shall be made through the 
said Chairman and Purchasing Commissioner, and he is directed and required 
to use all proper care in purchasing to the best interest of the County, and 
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shall perform such services only under the direction and control of the entire 
Commission and in the manner directed by them; and in addition thereto he 
shall perform all duties and have all rights, powers, jurisdiction, authority 
and privileges that may be granted and required of the Chairman and Pur- 
chasing Division Commissioner by the said Commission, and all duties, powers, 
jurisdiction, authority and privileges that are now or may hereafter be granted 
to and required of the presiding officer of Courts of County Commissioners, 
Boards of Revenue or other governing bodies of Counties by the General Laws 
of the State, except as otherwise provided in this Act.

Notice is hereby given that a bill, which is as shown below, will be introduced 
in the 1931 session of the Legislature of Alabama, providing for the abolishment 
of the Board of Revenue of Russell County and providing for the establishment 
of the Board of Roads and Revenue of Russeli County, Alabama. 

This notice is given as provided by the Constitution of Alabama affecting 
local bills. 

A Bill To Be-Entitled 
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AN ACT 


To establish a Board of Roads and Revenue for Russell County, to provide 
for the appointment and election of the members thereof and prescribe their duties 
and powers, to provide for a President of said board and fix his duties and 
powers; and fix their compensation; to provide for the appointment of a County 
superintendent of roads by the Board of Roads and Revenue, and to prescribe his 
duties and to fix his compensation; and to provide that no two members of the 
said Board of Roads and Revenue shall be elected from the same beat or precinct, 
and to repeal all conflicting laws, general, local and special. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. That there is hereby established a Board of Roads and Revenue 
of Russell County, Alabama, consisting of three (3) members, to be known as 
and called, “The Board of Roads and Revenue of Russell County.” 

Section 2, That the members of the Board of Roads and Revenue shall be 
_ elected from the County at large, except no two members of the Board shall be 
elected from the same beat or precinct. 

‘Section 3. On approval of this Act by the Governor, the Senate shall forth- 
- with appoint three (3) members of the said Board of Roads and Revenue of 
Russell County, and the members so appointed shall be residents of Russell County, 
but no two (2) of whom shall reside in the same beat or precinct, who shall 
together constitute members of the Board of Roads and Revenue of Russell 
County hereby created and established. The members of said Board of Roads 
and Revenue appointed by the Senate shall hold office as follows: one member 
shall hold office until the general election to be held in the year 1932 and until 
his successor is elected and qualified; and the other two (2) members of said 
Board of Roads and Revenue appointed by the Senate as provided for in Section 
2 of this Act shall hold office until the general election to be held in the year 
1936, and until their successors are elected and qualified; and subsequently, and on 
the expiration of the terms of office of the members of the Board of Roads and 
Revenue of Russell County as provided, there shall be elected a member who shall 
be a resident of said county by the qualified electors thereof who shall hold office 
for a period of four (4) years, and until their successors are elected and qualified. 

Section 4. That at the first meeting of said Board of Roads and Revenue held 
after their appointment, the said Board of Roads and Revenue shall choose from 
its members a President of said Board of Roads and Revenue of Russell County: 
Who shall hold office until his term as such member of said Board expires. 

Section 5. Should any vacancy occur upon the said Board of Roads and 
Revenue, such vacancy shall be filled by appointment by the Governor for the 
unexpired term, and the appointee shall be a resident of the county and shall 
not be from the same beat or precinct of any other member. 

Section 6. Regular terms of the said Board of Roads and Revenue shall be 
held on the second Mondays in February, April, August and November of each 
year and as provided by law, and such special and adjourned terms as the said 
Board of Roads and Revenue or a majority thereof may deem necessary and 
proper. Notices of special meetings shall be given by the President of the Board 
of Roads and Revenue in writing or by publication in some newspaper published 
in Russell County for five (5) days prior to such meeting. If given in writing 
by the President, the same shall be served on each member then within the county, 
five (5) days before said meeting. 

Section 7. That a majority of said Board shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business, and no funds belonging to the county shall be drawn 
or paid out except as authorized by the said Board and according to law, and a 
proper list and registry of all sums drawn or paid out, and the nature of each 
claim and the person in whose favor drawn or paid out, and upon what fund the 
same is drawn, shall be kept by the Clerk of the said Board of Roads and Revenue. 

Section 8. That the said Board of Roads and Revenue shall have the power 
and authority to direct and control the property of the County as it may deem 
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expedient and according to law, to levy general and special taxes for particular 
county purposes according to the provisions of the laws of the State of Alabama, 
general or special, to examine, settle and allow accounts of alt officers having 
the management, collection or disbursement of money belonging to the County or 
appropriated for its use or benefit. 

Section 9. That the said Board shall have all of the jurisdiction and all 
powers which are now or may hereafter by law be vested in the courts of county 
commissioners of this State, or boards of revenue or other governing body of 
like kind, and the several members of the said Board of Roads and Revenue of 
Russell County shall respectively perform all the duties and services and render all 
the powers which are or may be required by law of the members of the courts 
of county commissioners, or other governing bodies of like kind. 

Section 10. That all general Jaws hereafter enacted by the Legislature of 
Alabama in relation to the jurisdiction, powers, authorities or duties of county 
commissioners in this State not in conflict with the provisions of this Act, shall 
apply to the said Board of Roads and Revenue of Russell County, except so much 
of the said general laws as may relate to the mode of selection of said court 
of county commissioners, provided that this Act shall not be construed to impair 
the jurisdiction and authority of the said board. 

Section 11. That the said Board shall have the power and authority to © 
compromise the outstanding debts of Russell County to examine into and pass 
upon the regularity of warrant already issued and to classify outstanding warrants, 
and may pledge the credit of the county to raise money by making temporary 
loans as provided by law, to discharge the same as it is now or may hereafter 
provided by law. 

Section 12. That the President of the said Board shall sign the minutes of 
the proceedings of the said Board and shall sign all warrants drawn upon the 
county treasury or depository all orders for payment or disbursement of the 
money or funds of the county. It shall be the duty of the said President of such 
Board of Roads and Revenue in said County to collect and receipt for all road 
tax and perform all other duties in connection therewith as are now required by 
law of other officials. It shall be the duty of the said President of the said 
Board to receive and prepare the business and obtain information for the sessions 
of the said Board and to see to the execution of all orders of the said Board. 
The President of the said Board of Roads and Revenue shail issue all notices 
required to be given by the said Board and by law, and generally to do and perform 
all such duties and matters as may be required of him by the said Board. 

Section 13. The Board of Roads and Revenue shall have the power and 
authority to examine, settle and allow accounts and claims chargeable against the 
county ; to audit and settle the accounts of all officers having the care, management, 
collection or disbursement of monies belonging to the county, or appropriated 
to its use and benefit; to have the exclusive control of the convict labor of the 
county and the disbursement of the proceeds of the same, and shall have the 
right to use said convict labor in working the public roads of the said county 
and the sole right and authority to bind the county in any contract for the 
payment of money and the sole right and authority to pay any debt due by 
the county on any existing lawful contract. Said Board of Roads and Revenue 
shall be charged with the duty of fixing the amount of and approving the 
bond required by law to be given by the bank in said county in which the 
funds of said county are deposited, as depository, repository or as county 
treasury. And said bond shall be adequate in amount and shall be for such 
sum as said Board shall fix with due regard to the safety of the county fund. 

Section 14. Such Board shall be a court of record when acting in a 
judicial capacity. 

Section 1434. It shall be the duty of the said Board of Roads and Reve- 
nue to employ a Superintendent of Roads for Russéil County; the said Su- 
perintendent of Roads shall have had at least four (4) years practical ex- 
perience in highway construction and maintenance work; the said Superin- 
tendent of Roads shall have charge of the construction and maintenance of 
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Roads and Bridges for said County, and the man employed shall be a man 
with such experience as is hereinabove required. The said Board shall pre- 
scribe the other duties of said Superintendent of Roads and shall fix his com- 
pensation, and pay such necessary expenses as in their opinion is necessary in 
the performance of his duties. The duty required by this Section of said 
Board of Roads and Revenue of said County is hereby declared mandatory 
and the Board shall, as herein provided, employ said Superintendent. 

Section 15. It shall be the duty of the clerk of each court of the said 
county and of the register in chancery to render to the said Board within ten 
(10) days after adjournment of each term of said courts a list under oath of 
all fines and forfeitures taken and judgements rendered during such terms for 
the use of the said county. 

Section 16. It shall be the duty of the Board of Roads and Revenue to 
cause to be published in some newspaper published in Russell County, Ala- 
bama, semi-annually and oftener if they deem necessary, a statement showing 
the receipts of all monies by the county during the preceding time, since said 
last report or statement and from what source so received, and a statement of 
all sums disbursed during the preceding period and for what and to whom, so 
disbursed. 

Section 17. The president and every member of “The Board of Roads 
and Revenue” shall receive for their services four ($4.00) dollars per diem 
and five (.05) cents per mile travel when actually engaged in the performance 
of the duties of their office, and five (.05) cents per mile for each mile travel 
in going to and from the court house and their places of residence payable 
out of the county treasury. 

Section 18. That the said Board shall hold its sessions or meetings at 
the County seat on the second Monday in February and August, and at the 
branch court house in said County, if there be one, on the second Mondays 
in April and November of each year. 

Section 19. That within seven days from the appointment of said mem- 
bers of said Board of Roads and Revenue as hereinbefore provided, said 
members so appointed shall meet and organize said Board. And the said 
Board shall transact such business as is proper and necessary at such meet- 
ings. 

Section 20. The Board of Revenue of Russelif County which is herein and 
hereby abolished, shall deliver to the said Board of Roads and. Revenue of 
Russell County at its first meeting as provided for in Section 19 hereof, all 
books, records, accounts, funds and in fact all belongings of every kind and 
character held by them as officials for the County of Russell, or for the use 
of said County. 

Section 21. That said Board shall appoint a clerk of said Board whose 
duties shall be to keep the minutes of the meetings and make a record of the 
same, to keep a record of all claims ordered paid by the said Board, keeping 
such minutes and proceedings in well bound volumes provided for that pur- 
pose, and to generally do and perform all acts and services in and about the 
duties and proceedings of said Board as he, or she, may be directed to do by 
said Board or by law. For said services said clerk so appointed shall receive 
such sum as shall be termed reasonable and ordered by the said Board, to be 
paid out of the funds of the county. Said Clerk so appointed shall hold office 
for one year and until his or her successor is appointed and qualified. 

Section 22, That the Board of Revenue of Russell County be and the 
same is hereby abolished. 

Section 23. That all laws and parts of laws, general, local and special, 
in conflict with the provisions of this Act, be and the same are hereby ex- 
pressly repealed.

REPORT OF THE JOINT RECESS LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE 
, ON EDUCATION. 


To the Legislature of Alabama: 

The Joint Recess Legislative Committee on Education appointed 
under Senate Joint Resolution No. 44 met in the Senate Chamber on 
Friday, April 24th, all members being present. An organization was 
effected by the election of Senator Coma Garrett, Jr., as Chairman. 
The Committee begs leave to submit herewith its report which covers 
the entire. work of the Committee with its recommendations. 

‘The educated white man is democracy’s hope, not only in North 
America but throughout the world. The education of its citizens is a 
staté obligation. We proceed on that premise. Equality of educational 


opportunity for all its white children is fundamental democracy. Any- 
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thing short of this can at best be only an approximation of true democ- 
racy. Equalization of educational opportunity should be the pole star 
of legislative activity in this field. 

The Equalization Fund of $900,000 and Attendance Fund of $850,- 
000 annually provided by the 1927 Legislature had for its purpose the 
equalization of educational opportunity to the extent of guaranteeing 
seven months school for all white children of the state. This was the 
first serious effort on the part of any administration to meet democ~- 
racy’s educational responsibility. Governor Graves was the first Gov- 
ernor of this state who insisted that a serious effort at equal edu- 
cational opportunity be written into statute. The first statute enacted 
by the Legislature of 1927 met with the disapproval of the Attorney 
General, and was held valid only by a majority of the judges of the 
Supreme Court—this in a land of democracy! This principle of equal 
educational opportunity was driven home to our citizens by the Legis- 
lature of 1927 and this Legislature would be recreant to its duty if it 
failed to make adequate provision for the complete development of this 
principle. 

We have no quarrel with those cities or towns, sections or counties 
which now have more than seven months free school. We rejoice with 
them. And in calling attention to thé length of term and per capita 
expenditures, we make no unfriendly gesture. We are actuated solely 
by the purpose and with the hope of ultimately securing equal advan- 
tages for every white child in the state wherever found. “Absolute 
acquiescence in the will of the majority” is born of absolute equality 
of rights and educational opportunities. 

-The counties of Bullock, Dallas, Jefferson, Lowndes, Macon, Mo- 
bile, Sumter and Talladega have nine months schools for all the white 
children. In addition to this the counties of Jefferson and Mobile, 
and a large number of cities and towns, provide nine months school 
for the negroes. Can anyone question the solemn duty and obligation 
of the state to provide at least seven months school for all the white 
children of the rural sections of this state—in the. valleys, on the 
plains, in the hills? 

The per capita expenditure of public funds for rural white chil- 
dren in average daily attendance in Bullock County is $110.17; in 
Dallas County, $86.01; in Lowndes County, $106.48; in Montgomery 
County, $76.20; in Wilcox County, $65.80. The per capita expendi- 
ture of public funds for rural white children in average daily attend- 
ance in Clay County is $40.46; in Dale County, $36.04; in Henry 
County, $36.10; in Marion County, $34.13; in Washington County, 
$40.67 ; in Winston County, $33.34. 

We do not now ask for nine months school for all the white children. 
We do urge, however, sufficient increase in the Attendance Fund and 
the Equalization Fund to guarantee a minimum of seven months pub- 
lic school for white children in -all rural sections. Experience has 
demonstrated that the Equalization Fund of $900,000 and the Attend- 
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ance Fund of $850,000 provided by the Legislature of 1927 are in- 
sufficient for this purpose. We have determined that the minimum 
amount required to guarantee this. seven months term is an increase 
of $900,000 in the annual Equalization Fund, and an appropriation 
of $500,000 annually as a transportation fund; and we recommend 
that these appropriations be made. We also recommend that there be 
provided an additional annual appropriation of $600,000 for the erec- 
tion, repair and equipment of rural schoolhouses—this and the present 
appropriation for such purposes to be available on the basis of $2.00 
contributed by the State to $1.00 contributed by the counties and each 
county to be given four years in which to match the State’s contribu- 
tion before the unexpended balance is re-apportioned. 

The present financial depression has been brought about through 
artificial causes; it cannot and will not last. In our opinion, the 
State of Alabama, so richly endowed with natural and human re- 
sources is fully capable of meeting every reasonable financial obli- 
gation which will guarantee every white boy and girl in this State 
a minimum of seven months term of public school. The children of 
the State should not be made to suffer in any rearrangement of fi- 
nances of the State. This administration stands committed to the 
proposition of equal educational opportunities. We want to help the 
administration solve this problem. No backward step in educational 
matters should be taken. The greater the difficulties, the more deter- 
mined should be the march of progress. 

We are convinced that adequate provision for public school edu- 
cation is the State’s paramount obligation at this time. 

The equalization plan provided by the Legislature of 1927 is the 
only practical way yet devised to meet this emergency. The chief 
weakness in that plan lies in the inadequacy of the fund provided for 
equalization purposes. Our investigation convinces us that the State 
Board of Education in its administration of this fund has been prompt- 
ed solely by the unselfish desire to carry out the purposes of the Act. 
However, we recommend: 

(a) That this board hereafter take into consideration the sparsity 
of population when determining high school teacher units allowed to a 
county, provided that no more high schools be maintained than are 
justified by a disinterested survey of the county, to the end that the 
county may be able to more nearly finance its high school program with 
sae money made available for that purpose in the minimum program; 
and, 

(b) That this board also modify its present regulations so as to 
consider the attendance in the high school grades of small schools, 
which are inaccessible to consolidated centers, on the same basis as 
the high school attendance in the approved high schools. 

*- We have no disposition to disturb the present distribution of pub- 
lic school moneys as fixed by the Constitution, which, together with 
the Attendance Fund makes substantial provision for many of the 
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counties; but we do insist that this Legislature sufficiently increase 
the Equalization Fund so as to give material relief to those counties 
now suffering from lack of funds and facilities. 

Our investigation of the affairs of the State Department of Educa- 
tion and our hearings of county superintendents of education and city 
superintendents of schools reveal that a major difficulty in financing 
the public schools of the several counties and cities of the state at this 
time arises from the fact that a substantial amount of the warrants 
issued in payment of the State appropriations for the current year re- 
main unpaid. Almost without exception county superintendents of 
education, during the hearings of this committee, testified that it has 
been impossible to cash these warrants or to negotiate loans using 
them as collateral. The testimony of the superintendents was also 
practically unanimous that if the warrants were made to bear a 
maturity date with Mterest they could be used as collateral for secur- 
ing loans. We, therefore, believe it highly important and recommend 
that the Legislature take steps immediately whereby these warrants can 
be cashed, or whereby a maturity date with interest can be assigned to 
them in order that they may be used as collateral.

Notice is hereby given that the following bill will be submitted to the 
present Legislature of Alabama, for enactment into law, in substance as fol- 
lows to-wit: 


A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To provide a City Manager form of municipal government for the City of 
Flerence, Alabama; to provide for the election of its councilmen, for fixing 
their term of office and compensation, to provide for their removal from of- 
fice; to provide for the appointment and selection of a City Manager, fix his 
term of office, compensation and for his removal from office, and to define 
his rights, privileges, duties, authority and responsibilities; to provide the 
method of selection of appointive subordinate municipal officers and em- 
ployees, and regulate the manner of dismissal from office; to require the 
annual adoption of a fixed budget, the publication thereof and to prohibit the 
expenditure of municipal revenues, except in accordance therewith; to pro- 
vide for the creation of a City Debt Commission, and define its duties and 
responsibilities; to require a separate account for each municipal depart- 
ment and for each municipally owned utility, and to regulate the expendi- 
ture of funds from such accounts. 


Be it Enacted, by the Legislature of Alabama: 

SECTION 1. In corporation and Corporate Powers. The Inhabitants 
of the City of Florence, within the boundaries as now established or as here- 
after established in the manner provided by law, shail continue to be a body 
politic and corporate by name the City of Florence, and under that name 
shall have perpetual succession; may use a corporate seal; may sue and be 
sued; may acquire property within or without its boundaries for any munici- 
pal purpose, in fee simple or lesser interest or estate, by purchase, gift, de- 
vise, lease or condemnation and may sell, lease, hold manage and control 
such property as its interests may require; and, except as prohibited by 
the Constitution of Alabama, or restricted by this charter, the City of Flor- 
ence shall have all municipal powers, functions, rights, privileges and im- 
munities of every name and nature whatsoever. 

SECTION 2. Enumerated Powers Not Exclusive. The enumeration 
of particular powers by this charter shall not be held or deemed to be ex- 
clusive but, in addition to the powers enumerated therein, implied thereby, 
or appropriate to the exercise thereof, it is intended that the City of Flor- 
ence shall have, and may exercise, all powers which, under the constitution 
of Alabama, it would be competent for this charter specifically to enumerate. 
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All powers of the City, whether expressed or implied shall be exercised in 
the manner prescribed by this charter, or, if not prescribed therein, then in 
the manner provided by ordinance or resolution of the Council. 

SECTION 3. Creation and Composition of Council. Except as other- 
wise provided in this charter all powers of the City shall be vested in a 
council consisting of five members nominated and elected from the City at 
large or from the different zones or wards of the City, in the manner here- 
inafter provided. The term of members of the council shall be for three 
years and shall begin on the first Monday in the month of October, 1931, 
next following their election. If a vacancy occur in the council, except as 
the result of a recall election, it shall be filled by a majority vote of the 
council. Members of the Council shall be qualified electors of the City and 
shall not hold any other public office except that of notary public or member 
of State militia. A member of the council ceasing to possess any of the 
qualifications specified in this section, or convicted of crime while in office, 
shall immediately forfeit his office. 

SECTION 3—B. Elections. A Municipal Election, at which all mem- 
bers of the Council shall be elected, shall be held as now provided by law, 
on the third Monday in September of the year 1931, and every third year 
thereafter shall be known as a regular municipal election, at which time 
all councilmen shall be elected. All other municipal elections that may be 
held shall be known as special municipal elections. 

C. The compensation or salary to be allowed or paid each councilman 
shall not exceed fifteen dollars per month, nor more than one hundred and 
eighty dollars per annum; and the salary of the Mayor shall be no more than 
that of councilman. 

SECTION 4. Meetings of Council. At ten o’clock on the morning of 
the First Monday in October, following a regular municipal election, the 
council shall meet at the usual place for holding its meetings and the newly 
elected members shall assume the duties of office. Thereafter the council 
shall meet at such times as may be prescribed by ordinance or resolution, 
but not less frequently than once each month. Special meetings shall be 
called by the clerk upon written request of the Mayor, the City Manager, or 
two members of the council. Any such notice shall state the subject to be 
considered at the special meeting and no other subject shall there be con- 
sidered. All meetings of the council and of committees thereof shall be 
open to the public, and the rules of the council shall provide that citizens 
of the city shall have reasonable opportunity to be heard at any such meet- 
ings in regard to any matter considered thereat. 

SECTION 5. Mayor and Mayor Pro Tem. At its first meeting in 
the month of October following a regular municipal election the council 
shall choose a chairman who shall have the title of Mayor, and shall also 
choose a vice-chairman who shall act as mayor pro tem. The duties and re- 
sponsibilities of the Mayor shall be as fixed by the general law of the State, 
except as limited by the provisions of this act. He shall be recognized as 
the head of the City Government for all ceremonial purposes, by the courts 
for serving civil processes and by the Governor for purposes of military law. 
If a vacancy occur in the office of Mayor, or in case of absence or dis- 
ability, the mayor pro tem shall act as mayor for the unexpired term or dur- 
ing the continuance of the absence or disability. 

SECTION 6. Council Rules. The council shall determine its own rules 
and order of business and keep a journal of its proceedings. It shall have 
the power to compel the attendance of absent members, may punish its 
members for disorderly conduct, and by a vote of not less than a majority 
of its members may expel a member for disorderly conduct or the violation 
of its rules; but no member shall be expelled unless notified of the charge 
against him and given an opportunity to be heard in his own defense. 
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SECTION 7. Quorum. A majority of the members elected to the 
council shail constitute a Quorum to do business, but a less number may ad- 
journ from time to time and compel the attendance of its absent members 
in such manner and under such penalties as may be prescribed by ordinance. 
The affirmative vote of a majority of the members elected to the council 
shall be necessary to adopt any ordinance, resolution, order or vote, except 
that a vote to adjourn, or regarding the attendance of absent members, may 
be adopted by a majority of those present. No member shall be excused 
from voting except on matters involving the consideration of his own official 
conduct, or when his financial interests are involved. 

SECTION 8. Introduction and Passage of Ordinances and Resolutions. 
Ordinances and resolutions shall be introduced in the council only in written 
or printed form. No ordinance shall be passed until it has been read at 
two separate meetings, unless the requirements for reading it at two separate 
meetings ‘be dispensed with by unanimous vote of all members of the coun- 
cil present. The Yeas and Nays shall be taken upon the passage of all 
ordinances and resolutions and entered upon the journal of the proceedings 
of the council. 

SECTION 9. The City Manager. The Council shall appoint a City 
Manager who shall be the chief executive officer of the City. The manager 
shall be chosen by the council solely on the basis of his executive and ad- 
ministrative qualifications and need not, when appointed, be a resident of the 
City or State. No member of the council shall, during the time for which 
elected, be chosen for City Manager. The Manager shall be appointed for 
an indefinite term but shall be removable at the pleasure of the council. 
Before the manager may be removed he shall if he so demand, be given 
written notice giving the reasons alleged for his removal and the right to be 
heard publicly thereon at a meeting of the council prior to the final vote on the 
question of his removal, but pending and during such hearing the council 
may suspend him from office. The action of the Council in suspending or 
removing the manager shall be final, it being the intention of this act to 
vest all authority and fix all responsibility for such suspension or removal 
in the council. In case of the absence or disability of such City Manager 
the council may designate some qualified person to perform the duties of the 
office during such absence or disability. 

SECTION 10. Responsibility of Manager—Powers of appointment and 
removal. The City Manager shall be responsible to the council for the 
proper administration of all affairs of the City placed in his charge, and to 
that end, subject to the civil provisions of this act and except as otherwise 
provided herein he shall have the power to appoint and remove all officers 
and employees in the administrative service of the City; but the manager 
may authorize the head of a department or office responsible to him to 
appoint and remove subordinates in such department or office. Appoint- 
ments made by, or under the authority of the City Manager shall be on the 
basis of executive and administrative ability and on the training and experi- 
ence of such appointees in the work which they are to perform. 

SECTION 11. Removal of Officer or Employee. Officers and em- 
ployees of the City appointed by the City Manager or under his authoriza- 
tion, may be removed by him or by the officer by whom appointed at any 
time. The decision of the Manager or other officer, in any such case shall 
be final and there shall be no appeal therefrom to any other officer, body 
or court whatsoever. 

SECTION 12. Council Not To Interfere in Appointments or Removals. 

Neither the Council nor any of its committees or members shall direct or 
request the appointment of any person to, or his removal from, any office 
by the City Manager or any of his subordinates, or in any manner take 
part in the appointment or removal of officers or employees in the admin- 
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istrative service of the City. Except for the purpose of inquiry, the council 
and its members shall deal with that portion of the administrative service 
for which the manager is responsible through the manager, and neither the 
council nor any member thereof shall give orders to any subordinate of the 
City either publicly or privately.. Any violation of the provisions of this 
section by a member of the council shall be a misdemeanor, conviction of 
which shall immediately forfeit office of the member so convicted. 

SECTION 13. Duties of The Manager. It shall be the duty of the 
City Manager to act as chief conservator of the peace within the City, to 
supervise the administration of the affairs of the City; to see that the ordi- 
nances of the City and the laws of the State are enforced; to make such 
recommendations to the council concerning the affairs of the City as may 
seem to him desirable; to keep the council advised of the financial condi- 
tion and future needs of the City; to prepare and submit to the council 
the annual budget estimate; to prepare and submit to the council such 
reports as may be required by that body; and to perform such other duties 
as may be prescribed by this act or required of him by ordinance or reso- 
lution of the council. The manager shall have the right to take part in the 
discussion of all matters coming before the council, but shall have no vote 
therein. 

SECTION 14. .Administrative Departments. There shall continue to 
be, as exists under the present general municipal law, such departments and 
officers, required in the administration of the affairs of the City, and, fur- 
ther, the council shall have the right by ordinance, to create such additional 
offices as may be necessary in the economical conduct of the City’s business. 

SECTION 15. Audit of Accounts or Officers and Departments. Upon 
the death, resignation or removal of any officer of the City, the manager 
shall cause an audit and investigation of the accounts of any officer or de- 
partment of the City government. If as a result of any such audit, an offi- 
cer be found indebted to the City, immediate notice shall be given te the 
‘council, and the City Manager directed to immediately proceed to collect 
such indebtedness. 

SECTION 16. Annual Budget. At the beginning of each fiscal year, 
the manager shall prepare and submit to the council a budget presenting a 
financial plan for conducting the affairs of the City for the ensuing fiscal 
year. The budget shall include the following information: 

1. Detailed estimates of the expenses for conducting each department 
and office of the City for the ensuing year. 

2. Expenditures for corresponding items for the current year and last 
preceding fiscal year with reasons for increases and decreases recommended 
as compared with appropriations for the current year; 

3. The value of supplies and materials on hand at the date of the 
preparation of the estimates; 

4. The amount of the total and net debt of the city together with a 
schedule of maturities of bond issues; 

A statement of the amount to be appropriated: 

For interest on the City debt; 

For paying off any bonds maturing during the year. 

For the aggregate for the year of the installments required to be ap- 
propriated annually during the life of all other bonds of the municipality 
in order to accumulate sinking funds sufficient to pay off such bonds at 
maturity. 

6. A statement indicating any deficiency in any sinking fund and the 
amount to be appropriated to replace such deficiency as a whole; or the 
amount of the annual installment thereto be appropriated each year for a 
specified number of years in order that obligations based on the sinking 
fund shall be retired as they mature. 
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4 An itemization of all anticinated income of the City with a commara- 
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tive statement of the amounts received by the city from “each of the same 
or similar sources for the last preceding and current fiscal year; 

8. Such other information as the manager may think desirable or as 
may be required by the council. 

The council shall provide for publishing i in a local newspaper the annual 
budget estimate as finally accepted, as well as provide for public hearings. 

Optional Section. Preliminary Appropriations. After the beginning of 
the fiscal year and before the annual appropriation ordinance has been passed, 
the council upon written recommendation of the City Manager, may make 
appropriation for current expenses of any or all departments, chargeable to 
the appropriation of the year when passed, sufficient to cover the necessary 
expenses of the various departments until the annual appropriation ordinance 
is in force. 

SECTION 17. Transfer. of Appropriations. Upon the written recom- 
mendation of the City Manager the council may at any time transfer any 
portion of an unencumbered balance of an appropriation to any other pur- 
pose or object. 

SECTION 18. Money to be Drawn From Treasury in Accordance 
with Appropriation. No money shall be drawn from the treasury of the 
City, nor shall any obligation for the expenditure of mpney be incurred, ex- 
cept in pursuance of the annual appropriation ordinance or of such ordinance 
when changed as authorized by the next preceding section of this charter. 
At the close of each fiscal year any unencumbered balance of an appro- 
priation shall revert to the fund from which appropriated and shall be sub- 
ject to reappropriation; but appropriations may be made by the council, 
to be paid out of the income of the current year, in furtherance of improve- 
ments or other objects or works which will not be completed within such 
year, and any such appropriation shall continue in force until the purpose 
for which it was made shall have been accomplished or abandoned. 

SECTION 19. Appropriation Accounts. Accounts shall be kept for 
each item of appropriation made by the council. Each such account shall 
show in detail the appropriations made thereto, the amount drawn thereon, 
the unpaid obligations charged against it, and the unencumbered balance to 
the credit thereof. 

SECTION 20. Payment of Claims Against The City. No claims against 
the City shall be paid except by means of a warrant on the treasury issued 
by the City Manager. The City Manager shall examine all payrolls, bills 
and other claims and demands against the City and shall issue no warrant 
for payment unless he finds the claim in proper form, correctly computed 
and duly approved; that it is legally due and payable; that an appropriation 
has been made therefor which has not been exhausted; and that there is 
money in the treasury to make payment. He may investigate a claim and 
for purpose may summon before him any officer, agent or employee of the 
City, any claimant or other persons, and examine him upon oath or af- 
firmation relative thereto, and if he find a claim to be fraudulent, erroneous 
or otherwise invalid, he shall not issue a warrant therefor. If the manager 
issues a warrant on the treasury authorizing the payment of any claim in 
contravention of the provisions of this section he and his sureties shall be 
individually liable to the City for the amount of such warrant paid. 

SECTION 21. Resources to Meet Obligations. No contract, agreement 
or other obligation, involving expenditure of money out of the appropriations 
made by the council, shall be entered into, nor shall any order for such ex- 
penditure be valid unless the City Manager shall first certify that there is 
an unencumbered balance in the appropriation account, properly chargeable, 
sufficient to meet the obligation entailed by said contract, agreement, order 
or other document. 
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SECTION 22. Debt Commission. There shall be a City Debt Com- 
mission consisting of the Mayor, the City Manager and the City Attorney. 
The Mayor shall be the president, and the City Manager the Secretary of 
the commission. Under such regulations as may be established by ordinance, 
and in conformity with any law of the State applicable to the city and pro- 
viding for or fixing the duties of a city debt, or sinking fund, commission, 
it shall be the duty of the debt commission to have charge of the administra- 
tion of any fund for the payment of principal and interest of any bonds of 
the city, and to perform such other duties regarding the debt of the city as 
may be required by ordinance. 

SECTION 23. Continuing Contracts. No contract involving the pay- 
ment of money out of the appropriations of more than one year, except pub- 
lic utility contracts shall be made for a period of more than ten years; 
and no such contract shall be valid without public notice at least two weeks 
before final action of the council thereon and the approval of not less than 
two thirds of majority of the members, unless submitted to the electors of 
the City at a regular or special election and approved by a majority of those 
voting 

SECTION 24. Certain Political Practices and Activities, Prohibited. 
No person in the employ of the City shall take part directly or indirectly 
in any Municipal election for or against any candidate for the office ef 
councilman, either orally or written. Violation of this ordinance shall re- 
sult in immediate dismissal, when proven to the satisfaction of the council. 

SECTION 25. Accounts of Municipally Owned Utilities. Accounts 
shall be kept for each public utility owned or operated by the city, distinct 
from other City accounts, and in such manner as to show the true and 
complete financial result of such city ownership, or ownership and operation, 
including all assets, liabilities, revenues and expenses. These accounts shall 
show the actual cost to the City of each public utility owned; the cost of all 
extensions, additions and improvements; all expenses of maintenance; the 
amounts set aside for sinking fund purposes; and, in the case of city opera- 
tion, all operating expenses of every description. They shall show as nearly 
as possible the value of any service furnished to or rendered by any such 
public utility by or to any other city or governmental department. They 
shall also show a proper allowance for depreciation, and estimates of the 
amount of taxes that would be chargeable against the property if privately 
owned. The council or commission shall annually cause to be made and 
printed for public distribution a report showing financial results of such 
city ownership, or ownership and operation, which report shall give the in- 
formation specified in this section and such other information as the council 
or commission shall deem expedient. 

SECTION 26. Publicity of Records. All records and accounts of every 
office and department of the city shall be open to inspection by any citizen 
at all reasonable times and under reasonable regulations established by the 
City Manager, except such records and documents the disclosure of which 
would tend to defeat the lawful purpose which they are intended to accom- 
plish. 
SECTION 27. Personal Interest. No member of the council nor any 
officer or employee of the city shall have a financial interest, direct or in- 
direct, in any contract with the city, or be financially interested, directly 
or indirectly, in the sale to the city of any land, materials, supplies or 
services, except on behalf of the city as an officer or employee. Any wilful 
violation of this section shall constitute malfeasance in office, and any 
officer or employee of the city found guilty thereof shall thereby forfeit 
his office or position. Any violation of this section, with the knowledge 
expressed or implied, of the persons or corporation contracting with the city 
shall render the contract voidable by the City Manager of the council. 
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SECTION 28. Compensation of Officers and Employees. The salary 
or compensation for like services. Such schedules of compensation may fix 
a minimum and maximum for any grade; and an increase in compensation, 
within the limits provided for the grade, may be granted at any time by the 
City Manager, or other appointing authority upon the basis of efficiency and 
seniority. No officer or employee of the city shall at any time draw two or 
any part of two salaries or other compensation in addition to his fixed or 
regular salary. 

SECTION 29. Official Bonds. The City Manager, the City Clerk, 
Chief of Police, and any such and all other officers and employees, as the 
council may require so to do, shall give bond in such amount and with such 
surety as may be approved by the council or commission. The premiums 
on such bonds may be paid by the city. The giving of bond is an essential 
qualification of holding office, and no officer or employee shall assume his 
duties until such bond is executed and approved and filed in the office of 
the Probate Judge of Lauderdale County. 

SECTION 30. Oath of Office. Every officer of the city shall, before 
entering upon the duties of his office, take and subscribe to the following 
oath or affirmation, to be filed and kept in the office of the City Clerk. 

“I solemnly swear (or affirm )that I will obey the constitution and laws 
of the United States and of the State of Alabama, that I will, in all respects, 
observe the provisions of this charter and the ordinances of the City of 
Florence, and faithfully discharge the duties of the office of. wee 

SECTION 31. Continuance of Present Officers. All persons holding 
administrative office at the time this charter takes effect shall continue in 
office and in the performance of their duties until provision shall have been 
made in accordance therewith for the performance of such duties or replace- 
ment or discharge or discontinuance of such office. The powers conferred 
and the duties imposed upon any officer, commission, board of department 
of the city by the laws of the State shall, if such office, commission, board 
or department by abolished by this charter, by thereafter exercised and dis- 
charged by the office or department designated by the council unless other- 
wise provided herein. 

SECTION 32. Continuance of Contracts. All contracts entered into 
by the City, or for its benefit, prior to taking effect of this charter, shall 
continue in full force and effect. All public work begun prior to the taking 
effect of this charter shall be continued and perfected thereunder. Public 
improvements for which legislative steps shall have been taken under laws 
or charter provisions existing at the time this charter takes effect may be 
carried to completion in accordance with the provisions of such existing 
laws and charter provisions. All ordinances and resolutions in force. at 
the time this charter takes effect, and not inconsistent therewith, shall con- 
tinue in force until amended or repealed. 

SECTION 33. Amending The Charter. Amendments to this charter 
may be framed and submitted to the electors of the City by a charter com- 
mission, in the manner provided for framing and submitting new charters. 
Amendments may also be proposed and submitted by ordinance passed by 
a two-thirds vote of the city council, and when a petition signed by not 
less than ten per cent of the electors of the city, setting forth any proposed 
amendment, shall have been filed with the council in conformity with the 
provisions of this charter as to petitions for initiated ordinances, the council 
shall forthwith provide by ordinance for submitting such proposed amend- 
ment to a vote of the electors, ‘Any ordinance for submitting a charter 
amendment to the electors shail provide that such amendment be submitted 
at the next regular municipal election if one shall occur not less than sixty: 
(60) nor more than one hundred and twenty (120) days after the passage 
Of the urdinauce; otherwise i af t shall provide for the submission of the amend- 
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ment at a special election to be called and held within the time aforesaid. 
Not less than thirty (30) days prior to such election the clerk of the council 
shall have published in a local newspaper a copy of the proposed amend- 
ment. If a proposed amendment be approved by a majority of the electors 
voting thereon it shall become a part of the charter at the time fixed 
therein. All amendments shall be confined to one subject; and when more 
than more amendment shall be submitted at the same time, they shall be 
so submitted as to enable the electors to vote on each amendment separately.

SECTION 4. Officers to hold such election shall be the same and 
shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same officials as 
now provided by the election laws of the State for the appointment of 
officers to hold elections in this State and the election shall be held in 
all things in accordance with this Act, the laws governing general elec- 
tions, and the constitutional provisions concerning amendments to the 
Constitution.

The following resolutions were introduced: 
By Mr. Tucker: 

H. R. 124. WHEREAS, there is so much noise and confusion 
in the Hall of the House of Representatives due to the number of 
lobbyists and visitors, and 

WHEREAS, the members of the House cannot ascertain the nature 
of the bills they are voting on, due to the confusion, and 

WHEREAS, several bills have been lost for the lack of a quorum, 
because the various members could not vote intelligently upon such bill 


without being familiar with their contents and accordingly could not 


perform their duty to the people of Alabama, 

Now Therefore, be it Resolved by the House of Representatives, 
upon the passage of this Resolution, that everyone shall be immediately. 
removed from the Hall of the House of Representatives, except the 
officers and employees of the two Houses, the Governor and his Secre- 
tary, and representatives of the Press, Members of Congress and U. S. 
Senators, and the Speaker is hereby requested to grant privileges of 
the floor to no party or parties, even at the request of the members of 
the House. 

Be It Further Resolved, that no clerk or ex-member who is receiving 
compensation in any form to work for or against any bill shall be 
entitled to the privileges of the floor. 
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And on motion of Mr. Tucker the rules were suspended and the 
House Resolution No. 124 was adopted. 

By Mr. Swift: 

H. R. 125. Be it resolved by the House of Representatives: 

Section 1. That it is the sense of this House that the first duty of 
the present Legislative and Executive Branches of The State’s Gov- 
ernment is to co-operate to the fulfillment of the Governor’s pre-elec- 
tion promises of retrenchment and economy.

served shall be construed as personal, sufficient and legal service 
of all such processes; to fix the duty of all Sheriffs in such counties 
in the event that said processes are returned for any cause without 
being delivered to the addressee.

RESOLUTIONS. 


The following resolutions were introduced: 
By Mr. McGowin: 

H. R. 126. Whereas, the Governor of Alabama on January 30, 
1931 did approve House Bill 21, introduced into this House by the 
Speaker of the House entitled: “An act to provide for the better 
protection of the public moneys, to require an audit to be made of 
all departments, Offices and Institutions of the State Government 
involving the collection or expenditure of public funds or the cer- 
tification of money into the State treasury, and to make an appro- 
priation for the payment of same”, and 

Whereas, the Governor of Alabama on January 30, 1931 did 
approve House Bill 20, introduced into this House by the Speaker 
of the House entitled: “An act to authorize the Governor of 
Alabama to have a detailed study and survey made of the state 
government and to make an appropriation to cover the cost of the 
same”, and 

Whereas, this House is eager to co-operate with the Governor 
in extricating the State from its present financial difficulties, and 

Whereas, this House is unable to act intelligently upon any 
program without first having an absolutely accurate statement of 
the present condition of the State, and does not consider it advis- 
able to proceed on any permanent program until the hereinbefore 
mentioned surveys be made. 

Now, therefore, be it resolved by the House of Representatives 
of Alabama that this House do respectfully request the Governor 
of Alabama to put into effect directly the two acts hereinbefore 
mentioned and report back to the Legislature the findings. 

Be it further resolved that it is the sense of this House to 
adjourn after the thirty-fourth Legislative day until twelve o’clock 
noon on the second Tuesday of January, 1932. 

And the H. R. No, 126 was referred to the Standing Committee 
on Rules. 

By Mr. Sanderson: 

H. J. R. 12%. Whereas, the State of Alabama and its treasury 
and financial condition afford an acute problem to this Legislature, 
and there is a prospect that Various Sconginics Will need to be 
practiced ; and 
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Whereas, there has been a great increase in the number of con- 
victs of the State and the convict system, instead of producing 
much revenue for the State is assumed to be a source of great 
expense, on account of lack of profitable employment, and the 
passage of Act of Congress which will prevent shipment in inter- 
state commerce of most convict made goods; and 

WHEREAS, the United States Government as well as many of 
the States have enacted and put into practice probation systems, where- 
by young criminals and first offenders, as well as a few who do not 
fall within either of these classes are being reclaimed and restored to 
useful citizenship instead of being required to attend expensive schools 
of crime at the cost of the tax payers; and 

WHEREAS, this Legislature having opportunity to save money 
for the tax payers and accomplish a laudable humane reform through 
the establishment of a modern probation system: 

Now therefore be it resolved by the House of Representatives 
of Alabama, the Senate concurring, as follows: 

1. That the Attorney General of the State be requested to draft 
a bill or set of bills providing for the immediate installation of a pro- 
bation system in Alabama, and submit the same for introduction in 
the House and Senate within the next five Legislative days. 

2. That the Attorney General be requested to so draft said bill 
or set of bills as to give trial Judges in the several Courts of the State 
authority and power similar to that now conferred on United States 
District Judges. 

3. That the Governor and Board of Pardons be given authority to 
put on probation prisoners convicted before the passage of the bill.

Your Joint Committee appointed in the House Joint Reaplaven No. 
91, for the purpose of investigating and reporting to you its findings 
as to the real original designer of the flag of the Confederate States 
of America, begs leave to report as follows: 

We have carefully investigated the matter and, after the study of 
written documents and individual testimony, we unanimously find that 
it is conclusively established that Mr. Nicola Marschall, who in 1861 
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was a teacher in the Female Seminary at Marion, Alabama, and who 
died a few months ago in Louisville, Kentucky, was the designer and 
maker of the first official flag of the Confederate government and 
was the flag raised by Miss L. C. Tyler over the State capitol at Mont- 
gomery, Alabama, on March 4, 1861. 

In addition to testimony given by individuals orally we have se- 
cured confirmatory evidence from the history of Alabama by Mrs. 
Pitt Lamar Matthews and from the history of Alabama by Joel C. 
DuBose, together with letter of Mrs. Mattie Underwood Wallace of 
426 Centerville Street, Marion, Alabama, and affidavits attached 
thereto of Mrs. James A. Smith, Mr. J. O. Bailey and Mrs. Anna L. 
LeVert, and from the article by Mrs. Chappell Cory of Birmingham, 
Alabama, entitled: “The True Story of the First Confederate Flag”, 
all of which evidence we ask to be printed and filed in the Department

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen : 

I am herewith returning to the House of Representatives, the body in which 
it originated, House Bill No. 87, without my approval. I can not approve the 
Bill for the following reasons: 

1. The Bill is one requiring the Pension Commission of Alabama to place 
the name of William H. Roberts of Covington County, Alabama, on the permanent 
roll of Confederate Pensioners of the State, classifying the said William H. 
Roberts as a soldier and directing the payment of pension to him. ; 

Article 1 of Chapter 55 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, fully provides for the 
preparation of the Pension Roll and creates a Commission to ascertain who is 
entitled to receive a pension. By this law a Commission is created and the duty 
e Placed upon the Pension Commission to decide who is entitled to pension under 
the law. 

This bill attempts to direct the Pension Commission to act in a_particular 
case and makes it the duty of the Commission to place the name of William H. 
Roberts on the Pension Roll whether in the judgment of the Pension Commission 
his name should be on the Roll or not. 
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Since the Law of Alabama provides fully for a tribunal to determine who is 
and who is not entitled to a pension, I do not think that a special Act should be 
passed providing that any one name should be added to the Pension Roll. ; 

2. I think that the Bill offends Section 105 of the Constitution, which pro- 
vides that no special, private or local law shall be enacted in any case which is 
provided for by a general law.

A RESOLUTION. 


By Mr. Robinson: 

H. R. 130. Whereas, the State of Alabama recently borrowed the 
sum of Five Million Dollars, on which it is reported that the State 
agreed to pay the sum of four and one half per centum per annum 
interest, and 

Whereas, about the same time said loan was made, the City of Bir- 
mingham borrowed the sum of Two million dollars on substantially 
the same terms that the money by the State was borrowed, except 
that the City of Birmingham obtained its money at the rate of 2.95% 
per annum, and 

Whereas, it appears that it should be practicable for the State of 
Alabama to borrow money on the same terms that money is borrowed 
by the City of Birmingham, and if this true the payment of the dif- 
ference between 414% and 2.95 per cent is a reckless waste of public 
money, and 

Whereas, it is further reported that the Bank in Montgomery 
through which the State borrowed said sum of Five Million Dollars 
at 414% interest is reported to have placed said loan in New York at 
2.86%. 

Now therefore be it resolved by the House of Representatives as 
follows: 
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1. That a committee of seven members of this body, be appointed 
by the Speaker, as a special committee to ascertain and report to the 
House as soon as practical on the following matters: 

(a) The amounts of money borrowed by the State of Alabama, 
since Hon. B. M. Miller was inaugurated Governor, from whom bor- 
rowed, how the indebtedness is evidenced, when payable, and the rate 
of interest thereon. 

(b) The amounts of money borrowed by the City of Birmingham, 
since Hon. B. M. Miller was inaugurated Governor, from whom bor- 
rowed, how the indebtedness is evidenced, when payable, and the rate 
of interest thereon. 

(c) Whether or not Five Million Dollars was borrowed by the 
State of Alabama through a Montgomery Bank at 414% and that 
Bank obtained the money in New York at 2.86%, and if so, who got 
the difference between the 414% and 2.86% on said loan. 

2. That said Committee be and it is hereby invested by power to 
call and question witnesses and all other power necessary to a proper 
and efficient discharge of its duties. 

8. That a sufficient sum of money, be and it is hereby appropri- 
ated to defray the expenses of the committee, to be disbursed on order 
and approval of its chairman, provided that no member of the com- 
mittee shall be paid any sum. 

And the resolution was referred to the Standing Committee on 
Rules. 

By Mr. Goode:

AMENDMENT TO CONSTITUTION. 


(1) The City of Tarrant City, through its governing body, shall 
have power to levy and collect, annually, a special school tax not 
exceeding thirty cents on each one hundred dollars worth of taxable 
property situated within said City, based on the valuation of such 
property as assessed for State taxation for the preceding year, for 
public school purposes, in addition to the taxes which it is now by 
any other provision of the Constitution, or any amendment thereto, 
authorized to levy and collect; provided that after this amendment to 
the Constitution shall have been adopted and before the said City 
shall begin to levy and collect such additional annual special school tax 
hereby authorized the proposal to authorize the governing body of said 
City to thercafter levy and collect said additional annual special school 
tax shall have been first submitted to the qualified electors of the 
said municipality and voted for by a majority of those voting at such 
election. 

(2) The City of Tarrant City, through its governing body, shall 
have power to levy and collect annually a special tax, not exceeding 
twenty cents on each one hundred dollars worth of taxable property 
situated within said City based on the valuation of such property as 
assessed for State taxation for the preceding year, for general munici- 
pal purposes, in addition to the taxes which it is authorized to levy 
and collect by the preceding paragraph of this amendment or by any 
other provision of the Constitution or any amendment thereto; pro- 
vided that after this amendment to the Constitution shall have been 
adopted and before the said City shall begin to levy and collect such 
additional special tax of twenty cents on each one hundred dollars 
worth of taxable property situated within the said City the proposal 
to authorize the governing body of such City to thereafter levy and 
collect such additional annual special tax shall have been first sub- 
mitted to the qualified electors of the said municipality and voted tor 
by a majority of those voting at such election. 

(3) Each election held under the provisions of this amendment 
shall be ordered, held, canvassed, and may be contested in the same 
manner as is or may be provided by the law applicable to municipal 
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corporations for elections to authorize the issuance of municipal bonds. 
The ballots used at such election or elections shall be so worded as to 
enable the voter to record his choice either for or against the proposition 
submitted to the voters or for or against each proposition if both propo- 
sitions be submitted at the same election. 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give notice 
by proclamation to be published in one newspaper in each County in 
the State once a week for at least eight successive weeks next preceding 
the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 3. At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on said proposed amend- 
ment, and on the official ballot printed for such election there shall

The choice of the elector 
shall be indicated by a cross mark made by him, or her, or under his 
or her direction, opposite the word expressing his or her desire. 

Section 4. The officers to hold such election shall be the same 
and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same officials 
as provided by the election laws of the State for the appointment of 
officers to hold general elections in this State, and the election shall 
be held in all respects in accordance with this Act, the law governing 
general elections and the Constitutional provisions concerning amend- 
ments to the Constitution. 

Section 5. The votes cast at such election shall be counted, can- 
vassed, tabulated and returns thereof made to the Secretary of State 
in the same manner as in elections for representatives to the Legisla- 
ture. The result shall be made known by proclamation of the Governor, 
and if a majority of all the qualified electors who voted at said election 
upon the proposed amendment shall have voted in favor of the same, 
said amendment shall be valid to all intents and purposes as a part of 
the Constitution of Alabama.

interest on bonds heretofore authorized and issued, under amend- 
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ments to the Constitution ratified by a vote of the people at special 
elections held for that purpose on January 30, 1922 and April 12, 
1927, respectively, and the proceeds of the excise tax levied on 
gasoline or liquid motor fuels or other devices or substitutes there- 
for in this State, under an act of the Legislature approved —..._. 
1931, shall be primarily charged with the payment of the principal 
and interest on said bonds. Such bonds, when issued, shall be a 
direct obligation of the State, and for the prompt and faithful pay- 
ment of the principal and interest thereon the full faith and credit 
of the State is hereby irrevocably pledged and such Road Bonds 
shall be exempt forever from taxes of every kind. (2) Each county 
in the State is authorized to engage in the construction, improve- 
ment, repair and maintenance of public roads, highways and bridges 
within each such county. To this end and for this purpose each 
county is authorized to issue and sell interest-bearing negotiable 
county bonds without reference to the assessed value of the prop- 
erty in such county, certificates ur other instruments of indebted- 
ness (such bonds, certificates or other instruments of indebtedness 
being. herein referred to as County Road Bonds) in an amount 
equal to Five Hundred Thousand Dollars ($500,000.00). Such 
County Road Bonds shall be issued under such denominations, 
numbers and series, and mature at such times as may be provided 
by law; all such bonds to bear a rate of interest not greater than 
five per cent. per annum, payable quarterly or semi-annually and to 
be sold at a price not less than the par value thereof. No county 
road bonds shall be issued unless such issue of bonds be first author- 
ized by a majority vote by ballot of the qualified voters of such 
- county, voting upon such proposition. The Legislature shall pass 
general laws providing for such election. To create an annual 
sinking fund for the prompt and faithful payment of the principal 
and interest on such County Road Bonds and for the construction, 
improvement, repair and maintenance of such public roads, high- 
ways and bridges, the Legislature shall provide for the application 
to such sinking fund of the excise tax or any part thereof imposed 
on the business of selling, distributing, storing or withdrawing 
from storage, gasoline or other liquid motor fuels or devices or 
substitutes therefor, under the provisions of the act of the Legisla- 
ture of Alabama approved February 10, 1923, as amended by 
Section 83 of an act approved August 22, 1923, and by act approved 
August 27, 1927, when as and if the same shall be necessary to 
maintain the sinking fund for such County Road Bond. Such 
County Road Bonds shall be a direct obligation of the county and 
for the prompt and faithful payment of the principal and interest 
thereon the full faith and credit of the county is hereby irrevocably 
pledged and such County Road Bonds shall be exempt forever from 
taxes of every kind. (3) The Governor is authorized to negotiate 
loans of not exceeding Fifteen Million ($15,000,000.00) Dollars or 
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so much thereof as may be necessary to meet the deficit in the 
general fund of the State treasury at the close of business on Sep- 
tember 30, 1931. Said loans to mature not later than January 1, 
1945; and he is further authorized from time to time to negotiate 
temporary loans never to exceed Three Million ($3,000,000.00) 
Dollars to meet the deficiencies in the treasury, and until the same 
is paid, no new loan shall be negotiated. For the payment of such 
loans and interest, the State is authorized to appropriate funds. 
Such loans shall be a direct obligation of the State, and for the 
prompt and faithful payment of interest thereon the full faith and 
credit of the State is hereby irrevocably pledged and such loans 
shall be exempt forever from taxes of every kind. To provide 
for the prompt payment of loans herein authorized together with 
interest thereon, and to further provide for the support and main- 
tenance of the public schools of the State and the general expenses 
of the State Government, Section 214 of Article 11 of the Constitu- 
tion is hereby amended to read as follows: Section 214 of Article 
11—After the year ending September 30, 1935, the Legislature shall 
not have the power to levy in any one year a greater rate of tax 
than forty one hundredths of one per centum on 60% of the fair 
and reasonable cash value of the taxable property within this State, 
(income shall not be deemed property for purposes of ad valorem 
taxes). In addition to ad valorem taxes, the Legislature shall 
have the power to levy and collect taxes on incomes from whatever 
source derived within this State. One-Third of the net proceeds 
of said tax on incomes shall be applied to the support and main- 
tenance of the public schools of the State and One Million Five 
Hundred Thousand ($1,500,000.00) Dollars of the remaining Two- 
Thirds of said tax shall be applied annually to interest and sinking 
fund to pay the loan herein authorized to meet the deficit in the 
general fund of the treasury at the close of business September 30, 
1931. That Section 219 of Article 11 of the Constitution of 1901 
be amended so as to read as follows: The Legislature may levy a 
tax of 80% of the tax levied by the Federal Government on all 
estates of every kind in this State passing from any person who 
may die seized and possessed thereof, or of any part of such estate, 
money or securities, or interest therein, transfered by the intestate 
laws of this State or by will, deed, grant, bargain, sale or gift, made 
or intended to take effect in possession after death of the grantor, 
devisor, or donor to any person or persons, bodies politic or cor- 
porate, in trust or otherwise so long as the Federal Government 
imposes an estate tax and grants a credit of the amount paid as 
State estate inheritance, legacy or succession taxes. After the 
adoption of this Article XXB no debt or liability shall be incurred 
by the State except upon a written order of the officer authorized 
by law to incur the same and only if an appropriation exist and if 
there be funds in the State treasury to pay the same. Nor shall any 
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warrant or substitute therefor for an appropriation or to pay any 
account of any kind be drawn by the State Auditor or other proper 
officer unless there be funds in the State treasury to pay the same. 
In the event appropriations are made and there are insufficient 
funds during the fiscal year to pay such appropriations, the appro- 
priation at the end of the fiscal year shall be null and void and no 
part of any appropriation for any fiscal year shall be carried over 
into the succeeding or succeeding year. Warrants issued in viola- 
tion of this provision shall be invalid and shall not be paid out of 
the State treasury unless the Legislature by special act shall validate 
the same. The Legislature shall adopt appropriate provisions of 
law, both civil and criminal giving effect to this provision. “Yes 
_.....’ “No...” or under his direction opposite the word expressing 
his desire. 

SECTION 4. Officers to hold such election shall be the same 
and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same of- 
ficiais as now provided by the election laws of the State for the 
appointment of officers to hold elections in this State and the elec- 
tion shall be held in all things in accordance with this act. The 
law governing general elections and the constitutional provisions 
concerning amendments to the Constitution. 

SECTION 5. The votes cast at such election shall be can- 
vassed, tabulated and return thereof made to the Secretary of State, 
and counted in the same manner, as in elections for representatives 
to the Legislature; and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority 
of the qualified electors who voted at such election upon the pro- 
posed amendment voted in favor of the same, such amendment 
shall be valid to all intents and purposes as a part of the Con- 
stitution of the State of Alabama. The result of such election shall 
be made known by a proclamation of the Governor. 

The above and foregoing bill, H. 742, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama was read one time at length and 
referred to the Standing Committee on Ways and Means.

State of Alabama during the tax years 1926 and 1927, which sum became a 
part of the assets of the Citizens Life Insurance Company under its contract 
of reinsurance with the Southern Insurance Company. 

Section 2. That said amount of Four Thousand Four Hundred Twenty 
and 73-100 (4,420.73) Dollars shall be paid by the State Treasurer to the Re- 
ceiver of the Citizens Life Insurance Company of Huntsville, Alabama, ap- 
pointed by a decree of the District Court of the United States, on warrant to 
be drawn by the State Auditor upon the passage and approval of this act.

appointment and to fix his cuiipeisation and term of office; to pro- 
vide for the appointment of a guardian ad litem in cases where the 
general guardian ad litem is disqualified or where the interests of the 
infants interested in a case are antagonistic or conflicting; and to pro- 
vide a penalty for wrongfully appointing such guardian ad litem.

Laws, reported that said committee, in session, had acted on the 
following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a 
favorable report: 

H. 690. To prevent buying, selling, renting, receiving, storing, 
transporting, dealing in, or possessing any milk bottle, can, crate, 
carton, or container of any kind, which has thereon or therein, in 
permanent form, the name of any dairy, dairyman, milk producer, 
milk distributor, milk vendor, or milk dealer, without the consent . 
of the owner thereof, by any person, firm or corporation, engaged 
in the business of dealing in second-hand merchandise or junk; to 
create a rebuttable presumption as to ownership of any milk bottle,

to said Inferior Court of Randolph County; to abolish the County 
Court of Randolph County and the office of Deputy Solicitor of 
Randolph County. 

S. 30%. T'o abolish the offices of Tax Assessor and Tax Collector 
for Walker County, Alabama, and to create and establish in lieu thereof 
the office of Tax Assessor-Collector for Walker County, Alabama; to 
provide when said offices of Tax Assessor and Tax Collector shall be 
abolished, and when said office of Tax Assessor-Collector shall be estab- 
lished and become effective; to provide when said Tax Assessor-Col- 
lector shall be elected, and to prescribe his term of office, authority, 
powers and duties; to provide for appointment of deputies, for their 
authority and duties, and for the employment of clerks to assist 
said Tax Assessor-Collector and for their compensation; to provide 
that said Tax Assessor-Collector shall be paid a salary in lieu of all

exceeding that approved by the voters as aforesaid, nor the limit

further, that said City shall not become indebted in an amount,

Legislature to levy such inheritance or estate taxes in the State of 
Alabama shall exist only so long as and during the time a similar 
tax is enforced by the United States against Alabama inheritances 
or estates, and shall only be exercised or enforced to the extent of 
absorbing the amount of any deduction or credit which may be per- 
mitted by the laws of the United States now existing, or hereafter 
enacted, to be claimed by reason thereof as deduction or credit 
against sual similar tax of the United States applicable ta Alabama 
inheritances or estates.”

general election, to-wit: 

“ARTICLE XXB. Section 1. The Senate of Alabama shall 
consist of sixty-seven senators, each county shall constitute a 
senatorial district and shall be entitled to one senator; provided, 
that each new county hereafter created shall likewise constitute a 
senatorial district and shall be entitled to one senator.” 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give 

notice by proclamation, to be published in one newspaper in each 
county in the State at least eight successive weeks next preceding 
the day hereby appointed for such election on the amendment here- 
by proposed by this act to be submitted to the qualified electors of 
the State for their consideration together with the proposed amend- 
ment, - 
Section 3. That at said election on the amendment proposed by 
this act to be submitted to the qualified electors of the State for 
their consideration, to be held as herein provided, the qualified 
voters shall vote upon said amendment, and on the official ballots 
printed for such election there shall be printed the following, to-wit: 
“Shall the following be adopted as an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama: 

“ARTICLE XXB. Section 1. The Senate of Alabama shall 
consist of sixty-seven senators, each county shall constitute a sena- 
torial district and shall be entitled to one senator; provided, that 
each new county hereafter created shall likewise constitute a sena- 
torial district and shall be entitled to one senator.” 

Following the proposed amendment on the ballot shall be printed 
the word “Yes” and immediately under that shall be printed the 
word “No”. The choice of the elector shall be indicated by the 
cross-mark made by him, or under his direction, opposite the word 
expressing his desire. 

Section 4. That the officers to hold such election shall be the 
same, and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same 
officials as provided by the election law of the State for the appoint- 
ment of officers to hold general elections in the State, and the elec- 
tion shall be held in all things in accordance with the law governing 
general elections and with the constitutional provision concerning 
amendments to that instrument. 

Section 5. That the votes cast at said election shall be counted, 
canvassed and tabulated and return made to the Secretary of State 
in the same manner as in elections of representatives to the Legis- 
lature; and, if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the 
qualified electors who voted at such election upon the proposed 
amendment voted in favor of the same such amendment shall be 
valid in all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of 
Alabama. The result of such election shall be made known by the 
proclamation of the Governor. 
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The above and foregoing bill, H. 765, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama, was read a second time at length 
and placed on the calendar.

highway in violation of this Act liable for property damage done or 
caused by such live stock and to provide that persons whose prop- 
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erty is so damaged shall have a lien upon such live stock for the 
amount of their damages; and to authorize the courts of county 
commissioners, or courts of like jurisdiction in their respective coun- 
ties, to cause elections to be held in such counties, or parts thereof, 
for the establishment of separate special stock districts where live 
stock or a certain kind or certain kinds of live stock may run at 
large throughout the year or during certain months of the year, 
and to cause elections to be held to determine whether or not live- 
stock or a certain kind or certain kinds of live stock shall be allowed 
to run at large in such districts and whether throughout the year 
or during certain months of the year; and to authorize courts of 
county commissioners to establish pounds, employ or appoint 
pound-keepers and fix their fees and charges, and to make rules and 
regulations for the impounding of live stock taken up by officers 
of the law or others while unlawfully at large in a public highway; 
and to repeal all laws or parts of laws, both general and local, in 
conflict with any of the provisions of this Act. 

The above and foregoing bills and resolutions were severally 
read a second time and placed on the adverse calendar.

Section 3. The Probate Judge of said Counties shall separate 
the list of qualified registered voters in said wards or districts that 
lie within the said limits of each incorporated city or town or that 
are commonly known and considered as city wards or districts as 
shown by the lists on file in the office of the Judge of Probate in 
said counties, into groups of not more than three hundred qualified

Section 4. Qualified registered voters voting in wards or dis-

Each group of three hundred registered voters in 
each city ward shall be provided with a separate voting booth in 
said designated voting place and said booth shall be properly 
marked and designated by the erection of sign indicating the alpha- 
betical group that is entitled to vote in each respective box in said 
booth. The intention hereof being to clearly indicate to the regis- 
tered voters of said ward at which box in said booth they shall be

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen: 

I return herewith to the House of Representatives, the body in which it 
originated, House Bill No. 492, without my approval, and suggest the follow- 
ing amendments, which I believe will improve the Act: 

1. Sub-division 1 of Section 2 of the Act should be amended so as to 
read as follows: ; 

“(1) The State Training School for Girls shall be under the control and 
management of a Board of Trustees consisting of the Governor, ex-officio 
Chairman, and twelve (12) members, one-half of whom shall be women, such 
members to be appointed by the Governor and confirmed by the Senate upon 
the passage of this Act as follows: One member from each Congressional 
District of the State, as the State is divided into nine Congressional Districts 
by an Act approved February 25, 1931, and three other members from Jef- 
ferson County. The terms of office of all members, except ex-officio mem- 
bers, beginning from the date of their appointment shall be respectively: 
Four for a term of two (2) years; Four for a term of Four (4) years and 
four for a term of Six (6) years from the date of the appointment and until 
their successors are appointed and qualified, the said terms of office to be 
designated to each appointee by the Governor when making the appointment. 
All succeeding appointees shall be appointed by the Governor and confirmed 
by the Senate, one from each Congressional District as the State is divided 
into nine Congressional Districts by Act approved February 25, 1931, and 
three additional from Jefferson County, and shall hold office for a term of 
six (6) years and until their successors are appointed and qualified.” 

Sub-division 7 of Section 2 of the Act should be amended so as to 
read as follows: 

“(7) The Board of Trustees shall select one of their number as Secre- 
tary.” 

3. Sub-division 8 of Section 2 of the Act should be amended so as to 
read as follows: 
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“(8) The Board of Trustees shall select as Treasurer of the Institution 
either some Bank or some individual.” 

4. Sub-division 5 of Section 3 of the Act should be amended so as to 
read as follows: 

“(5) The Superintendent and any other officer may be removed at the 
pleasure of the Board.” 

Sub-division 6 of Section 3 of the Act should be amended so as to 
read as follows: 

“(6) It shall be the duty of the Superintendent to serve as Executive 
Officer of the Institution and the Superintendent shall have general charge 
and custody of the inmates thereof and of the management of the Institution. 
The Superintendent shall reside in the School and under the direction of the 
Trustees, shall discipline, govern, instruct and use her best endeavor to educate 
the inmates in such manner as shall, while preserving their health and pro- 
moting their proper physical development, foster the formation of moral, 
religious and industrious habits, and shall promote regular and thorough 
progress and improvement in their studies, trades and employments.” 

6. In Sub-division 1 of Section 4 where the provision is made “No girls 
shall be admitted to the Institution except by commitment of the Juvenile 
Court of the County in which she resides, or in which she is found, and 
unless the Court finds the girl delinanent under the meaning of the words, 
“delinquent child” as defined in the Tuvenile Court Law of this State and 
eects her a ward of the State”. This sentence should be amended so as 
to read: 3 

“No girl shall be admitted to the Institution except by commitment of the 
Juvenile Court of the County in which she resides, or in which she is found, 
or by commitment of a Court in such county having jurisdiction of children, 
unless the Court finds the girl delinquent under the meaning of the words, 
“delinquent Cnua” as derimea in tne juvenue Court Law of ulls owe anu 
declared her a ward of the State.” 

oe Sub-division 1 of Section 6 of the Act should be amended so as to read 
ao 2GuOws. 

“(1) When a girl is contented to the State Training School for Girls, 
the Institution shall stand in loco parentis to such girl and shall have the 
exclusive care, custody and control of the child under such rules and regu- 
lations as the Board of Trustees may provide.” 

8. Section 15 should be amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 15. Appropriations Paid Quarterly—Upon requisition by the 
Superintendent of the State Training School for Girls and upon the approval 
of the Governor, the State Auditor is hereby authorized and directed to draw 
his warrant on the State Treasury in favor of the Treasurer of the State 
Training School for Girls quarterly in the sum of Twelve Thousand Five 
Hundred Dollars ($12,500.00) for carrying out the provisions of this Act as 
hereinbefore set out.” 

All of the proposed amendments are self-explanatory. The provision 
with reference to Congressional Districts is made because the Act changing 
the Districts is not in effect yet but the Trustees are appointed by Districts 
under the Act recently passed. 

A member of the Board instead of the Superintendent should be Secre- 
tary because discussions may be necessary where the Superintendent should 
not be present. 

It is preferable to have some individual or bank as Treasurer instead of a 
member of the Board since the members are scattered over the State. 

The provision that any officer may be removed “for cause” is changed so 
hea the Trustees may remove any officer when in their discretion it should 

e done. 

The amendment in Sub-division 6 of Section 3 is to make the Superinten- 

dent alone responsible for the school. 
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The provision adding “Court of like jurisdiction” to Juvenile Court in 
Sub-division 1 of Section 4 is because some counties have no Juvenile Courts 
but other courts exercise the authority of the Juvenile Court. 

The provision putting the Superintendent of the School in loco parentis 
is to give them authority for operations performed on a child, or to take such 
responsibility as a parent might take. 

In Section 14, appropriation for the School is made $50,000.00 annually, 
or so much thereof as in the opinion of the Governor may be ‘necessary, and 
in Section 15 the quarterly payment is made Eighteen Thousand Seven Hun- 
dred Fifty Dollars ($18,750.00). This should be Twelve Thousand Five Hun- 
dred Dollars ($12,500.00) and should be paid only on requisition of the 
Superintendent of the School, with the approval of the Governor.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 

Gentlemen: I return herewith to the House of Representatives, the 
body in which it originated, House Bill No. 435, without my approval, and 
suggest the following amendment: 

Amend Section 1 so that it will read: 

“That all cities in the State of Alabama having a population of 67,200 and 
not more than 200,000 according to the last or any subsequent Federal Census 
shall, through its City Commission or other governing body of such cities, by 
whatever name called, appoint a Chief of Police for a term of one (1) year 
or until his successor qualifies, whose salary shall be fixed from time to time 
by the said City Commission or other. governing body, and be paid semi- 
monthly; and such City Commission or other governing body shall appoint a 
necessary number of Lieutenants of Police to hold office at the will of such 
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City Governing Body, except that they shall not be discharged or removed 
from office without cause and their salary shall be fixed by the said City 
Commission, or other governing body, and be paid semi-monthly and the 
said City Commission, or other governing body, shall appoint the necessary’ 
number of Sergeants of Police and shall fix their salary and it shall be paid 
semi-monthly, and they shall employ the necessary number of police officers 
and shall fix their salary, which shall be paid semi-monthly; all of said sal- 
aries to be paid out of the General Fund of such City or Cities as herein 
provided.” 

The reason [ cannot approve this act without the Amendment here sug- 
gested is that the Act as passed fixes a minimum salary and requires the City 
Commission to pay at least that amount. This salary would remain at this 
minimum regardless of conditions and regardless of the change in the cost of 
living or the change in wages in other lines of employment. 

It is not a proper practice for a Legislative Body to fix a minimum salary 
to be paid employees who are employed by a City Commission. The City 
Commission is elected by the people and is answerable to the people for its 
acts. A Commission so elected can best determine what compensation should 
be paid to its police officers and the salaries might change from time to time 
as conditions change.

line and lubricating oil or substitutes therefor, received at such stations 
and providing for the reduction of the excise tax from two cents to one 
cent per gallon after January 1, 1933.

To be entitled an act to impose an excise tax on persons, corporations, 
co-partnerships, companies, agencies and associations engaged in the 
business of selling, distributing, storing or withdrawing from storage for 
any purpose whatsoever, gasoline or other liquid motor fuels or devices 
or substitutes therefor, in this State; providing for the collection, pay- 
ment and disbursement of such tax; providing for its enforcement and 
fixing a penalty for the violation of the provisions hereof ; providing that 
the said excise tax so imposed shall be in addition to all excise taxes 
now imposed by law; providing that freight agents of railroads operated 
in this State shall report to the State Tax Commission all shipments of 
gasoline and lubricating oil or substitutes therefor, received at such 
stations and providing for the distribution of said excise tax and the 
payment thereof into the State and County Treasuries and to direct 
the use of said funds by the State and by the several Counties. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That as used in this act, the term “Gasoline” shall include 
gasoline, naptha and other liquid motor fuels or any devices or substitutes 
therefor, commonly used in internal combustion engines, provided that 
nothing contained in this act shall apply to those products commercially 
known as “Kerosene”, “oil”, “Fuel oil”, “crude oil” used for lighting or 
heating purposes. The word “person” means and includes every person, 
corporation, co-partnership, company, agency or association singular or 
plural. The term “Distributor” shall include any person who shall 
engage in the selling of gasoline as herein defined in this State by whole- 
sale in domestic trade, but shall not apply to any transaction by such 
distributor in interstate commerce. The term “retail dealer” shall 
include any person herein defined as “distributor” who is also engaged 
in the sale of gasoline as herein defined, at any place in this State, in 
broken quantities. The term “storer” as herein used shall include any 
person who ships gasoline into this State, in tank quantities and stores 
the same and withdraws or uses the same for any purpose. 

Section 2. (a) Every distributor, retail dealer or storer of gasoline 
as herein defined shall pay an excise tax of two cents per gallon in addi- 
tion to all other excise tax now imposed by law upon the selling, dis- 
tributing or withdrawing from storage for any use gasoline as herein 
defined in this State, provided, however, that this excise tax shall not 
be levied upon the sale of gasoline in interstate commerce, and provided 
further that where the excise tax herein provided upon the sale of such 
gasoline shall have been paid by a distributor or by a retail dealer or 
storer such payment shall be sufficient, the intention being that the tax 
shall not be paid but once. (b) The excise tax imposed by subdivision 
(a) of this section shall apply to persons, firms, corporations, dealers or 
distributors storing gasoline and distributing the same or allowing the 
same to be withdrawn from storage, whether such withdrawals be for 
sales or other use—provided, that “sellers” of gasoline and its substitutes 
paying the tax herein provided may pay the same computed and paid on

Section 3. On or before the 20th day of each month after this act 
shall have taken effect, every person upon whom this excise tax is levied 
shall render to the State Tax Commission on forms prescribed by such 
Commission, a true and correct statement of all sales and withdrawals of 
gasoline made by him or them during the next preceding month, liable 
for the payment of the excise tax herein prescribed, and shall furnish to 
said commission such additional information as such commission may 
require upon blanks to be formulated and furnished by said Commis- 
sion, and at the time of making such report shall pay to the State Tax 
Commission an amount of money equal to the excise tax herein laid.

Section 5. Within thirty days after the effective date of this act, 
every distributor, storer or retail dealer engaged in the withdrawal of 
gasoline who has noi ihereiofvre made such a repuri, sali make a report. 
on blanks furnished by the State Tax Commission to the State Tax 
Commission showing. the place and post office address at which he is 
engaged in the business of distributor or storer or retail dealer in gaso- 
line, which information shall be entered by the State Tax Commisison on 
a book kept tor that purpose, and should such distributor, storer or 
retail dealer move his place of business from one post office address to 
another, such distributor, storer or retail dealer shall within thirty days 
thereafter notify the State Tax Commission of such removal, giving the 
former place and post office address and also the place and post office 
address to which the business has been removed. After this act becomes 
effective no person shall become a distributor, storer, or seller of gaso- 
line in this State until he shall have made such reports to the State Tax 
Commission. 

Section 6. If any distributor, storer or retail dealer in gasoline in 
this State covered by the provisions of this act shall fail to make the 
reports or any of them, to the State Tax Commission as herein required 
or shall fail to. keep the records required by Section 4 hereof, such dis- 
tributor, storer or retail dealer shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined not less than Fifty Dollars nor more 
than Three Hundred. Dollars for each of such offenses. 
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Section 7. It shall be the duty of the State Tax Commission to 
enforce the provisions of this act and the State Tax Commission shall 
have the right itself or by any of its agents to examine the books, reports 
and accounts of every such distributor, storer or retail dealer of gasoline 
covered in this act. 

Section 8. The proceeds of said excise tax authorized by this act, 
shall, when collected be paid into the State Treasury to the credit of the 
public road and bridge fund until September 30, 1932, and thereafter 
said tax when collected shall be divided in equal parts between the state 
and the counties of the state, fifty per cent. thereof shall be paid 
into the State treasury for the credit of the public road and bridge 
fund and fifty per cent. thereof shall be divided in equal parts be- 
tween the sixty-seven counties of the State and shall be paid into 
the Treasury of the several counties according to their pro rata 
to be placed to the credit of the Public Road and Bridge Fund of 
the several counties.

Section 11. If any distributor, storer or retail leader, in gasoline

Mr. Bradford (Jefferson), chairman of the Standing Commit- 
tee on Local Legislation, reported that said committee, in session, had 
acted on the following bills, and ordered same returned to the House 
with a favorable report:

A bill to be entitled an Act to provide for and submit to 
the qualified electors of the State of Alabama an amendment to the 
constitution of Alabama prescribing certain conditions under and the 
extent to and the purposes for which the city of Mobile may become 
indebted beyond the limit fixed by Section 225 of the Constitution and 
ordering an election by the qualified voters of the State upon such pro- 
posed amendment, and fixing the time for holding the said election. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Copentuton of the 
State of Alabama is hereby proposed, viz: 

“The governing authorities of the City of Mobile are hereby author- 
ized at any time and from time to time, to call an election and submit 
to the qualified electors of the City of Mobile, a proposal or proposals 
to increase beyond the limit fixed by Section 225 of the Constitution, 
the amount in which the city of Mobile may become indebted, and after 
securing the approval of a majority of the qualified electors of such city 
voting at any such election, said City may hereafter become indebted 
. to an additional amount not exceeding that approved by the voters as . 
~ aforesaid, nor the limit hereinafter fixed, provided that the purpose for 
which the governing authorities of said City propose that said city shall 
be authorized to become indebted for such additional amount or amounts, 
shall have been stated in the notice calling said election, and provided 
further, that said City shall not become indebted in an amount, including 
_ present indebtedness, exceeding ten per centum of the assessed value 
of the property therein, but there shall not be included in the limitation 
of the indebtedness of such City, the following. classes of indebtedness, 
to wit, temporary loans to be paid within one year, made in anticipation 
of the collection of taxes, and not exceeding one-fourth of the general 
revenues; bonds or other obligations already issued, or which may be 
hereafter issued for the purpose of providing, acquiring or constructing 
school houses, water works and sewers, and obligations incurred and 
bonds issued for street or sidewalk improvements or ornamental street 
lighting systems, where the cost of the same, in whole or in part, is to 
be assessed against the property abutting or benefitted by said improve- 
ments, and provided further, that the proceeds of all obligations issued 
as herein provided in excess of said ten per centum of the assessed value 
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‘of the property therein, shall not be used for any purpose other than that 
for which said obligations were issued, and provided that nothing con- 
tained herein shall prevent the funding or refunding of existing indebt- 
ness.”
